N  the  words  I  h,i7e  read  unto  you ,  I 
S.  Ftnl  tcts  ihcm,  ihat  he  is  not| 
alTiaracd  of  the  Gofpelot  Chrift.  I 
For  it  was  a  Ihame  to  bim  ,  partly  ,  I 
___  becaufetheGofpcl  was  then  in  pcrfe-  i 
cution^andpartIy,bccaufL'  he  was  plainein  fpccch.: 
He  came  not  with  excellency  of  words,  or  mans  wifcr  i 
dome;  and  therefore»you  may  cbfcrve  whacadoehe  | 
hadrodefend  himfcUc  inhis  Epift'estothe  Cor/afW- j 
dw,  a  wife  people,  who  partty  hated,  and  partly  do; 
fpitcd  his  manner  of  delivery  :  bur,  faith  he,/  &m«vt\ 
aj6*med  of  itjitr  it  is  the  pmer  of  Gtd  to  fakatitn  :  it  ■ 
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Of  Faith. 

is  that  irhich,  beu>g  received,  will  bring  men  to  bca- 
vcn^being  rejcded^will  (hut  aien  up  in  bcli^and  tbere- 
fbre  it  is  of  no  fmall  moment.  He  gives  a  reafon  in 
thcfe  words,  why  k  is  the  power  of  God  to  falvation : 
W^  fiith  he,  i^jl  it  the  rlghteoufnefeof  GoiisreveaUdi 
That  isjthc  righteoufneffc  which  is  of  G^^^wbich  only 
<?#iacceptS9  and  by  which  alone  men  can  be  faved^is 
revealed  by  the  Gofpel,  and  no  other  way. 

But  to  what  purpofe  is  this  revealed,  if  I  know  not 
howtocorauby  it?Many  things  are  revealed^  but  how 
fhall  1  know  that  they  are  mine  ?  Therefore  headdes  y 
It  is  the  f9iptr  of  Godto  fslvaim^  to  every  one  thathe* 
leetes.  As  it  is  revealed  by  the  Gofpel,  fo  fomthing  is 
to  be  done  on  our  parts  as  G«^/ manifefts  it,andlayes 
it  open,  fo  you  rauft  receive  it  by  faith. 
Yea,  but  1  have  not  fo  ftrong  a  faith,I  cannot  believe 
as  Iwould,and  asl  fhoulJ:faies  hesfaith  bath  degrees, 
it  is  revedUd  from  faith  to  faith  %  1  hat  is,  one  receives 
it  in  one  dcgree,and  the  fame  afterwards  receivs  it  in  a 
greater  degree,  and  fo  forward.  All  are  alike  juftified, 
but  there  is  rdifference  in  faitb,fome  is  (lrongcr,fome 
is  weaker,  which  I  will  afterward  fhew  at  large. 
The  point  to  be  gathered  out  of  thefe  words  is  this; 
Jhat  Right eoufneffey  by  which  alone  wee  can  be  favednow 
in  the  time  of  the  Gofpeffy  is  revealed  aff d  offered  t^aS that 
wiUtakeit. 

You  heare  this:  it  may  be  you  may  not  have  fuch  a 
conceit  of  the  thing  as  you  (hould  havejbut  it  is  not  a 
matter  of  light  monoent,  but  an  exceeding  great  thing 
to  fee  the  rightcoufnefle  of  ^tfrf  revealed. It  is  the  great 
glorious  myftery  of  the  Gofpellj  which  the  Angels 
de(ir€  to  pry  into:which  oiade  S^FmI  in  his  Miniftery 
/  •  -  fo 
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fo  glorious, which  fvrallovfed  up  his  choughtS/Chac  be 
could  not  i£ll  how  toexprefle  it:  that  now  in  this  laft 
age ,  Chrift  hath  revegled  through  us  the  unfearehablt 
riches  of  his  Grgge^  that  is  ^  Riches  which  I  know  not 
bow  to  exprefle.  Therefore  he  prayes  that  G^d  w^uld 
ifcn  iheir  eyes^  that  they  might  comfftehend  with  all  the 
SaiietSy  the  height^  and  lengthy  and  breadth  of  that  Re- 
demption^which  Chrifi  hath  wrought  for  them*  It  pat 
feth  our  comprehenfion,  yet  he  prayes  that  they  may 
comprehend  it  in  fuch  a  meafure  as  is  poflible,though 
there  be  a  height^and  breadth^and  depth  therein,which 
could  not  be  meafured.  And  this  is  it  that  is  revealed 
to  the  fbules  of  men>the  efcaping  of  Hell  and  Deatb, 
(iich  free  accelle  to  the  Throne  of  Grace^as  none  be- 
fore had  J  this  liberty  to  be  made  theSonnes  of  Ged^ 
and  heires  of  heaven,  yea  Kings  and  Priefts  to  G'^^ , 
and  making  good  of  all  promifes,  and  the  entailing  of 
them  to  our  poftcrifty>&  making  them  Yea  &  Amen. 
All  this,  I  fay,is  now  revealed,which  before  was  not. 

I .  It  is  faid  to  be  revealed,  partly  becaufe  this,  of  all 
odier  thingSt  was  never  written  in  the  hearts  of  men. 
Tbe  Moral  Law  was  written  therein ,  but  they  had 
not  the  leafl  inkling,  the  leaft  crevice  of  light  to  fee  '^^^^P^f  ^^ 
thii;  partly  ,becaufe  it  is  now  opened  in  a  larger  mta-  J^Ic  lu  ^  ^^^ 
furc  tnan  it  was  herttof ore,  in  the  times  of  the  Pro- 
pbsts:  the  doore  was  a  little  open  bef  ore,but  now  it  is 
wideopen,and  nothing  is  hid  from  the  fouls  of  men, 
that  is  neceffary  for  thew  ro  know. 

Againe,  it  is  revealed,  not  onely  in  regard  of  the 
Preachcis  that  make  i^known ,  but  likewife  in  regard 
of  them  that  heare  it;  for  there  is  a  greater  meafui  e  of 
the  Ipirit  of  Revelation  difpenfed  under  the  Gof^d 
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righteoufnes 
is  Hiid  toly 
revealed.

/  the 
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the  feme  manner  the  righteoufnefle  thatChrifi  wrtught^ 
is  made  ours  by  imputation^and  this  imputative  righ- 
teoufnefle of  Ghrift  worketh  a  righteoufnefle  which 
qualifies  the  per(bn,and  is  inherent  inusXaflly>astfv 
ter  this  unrighteoufnefle  comes  death,  which  rules  and 
reigns  in  us,  bringing  every  thing  into  fubje<aion ,  fo 
that  all  the  comforts  noen  poflefle ,  are  overcome  in 
(ome  dcgrec,wbile  we  live  herej^'all  fickneffcs,t  rouble, 
and  crolfes,  being  as  fomany  skirmifties  which  death 
hath  with  us,  before  the  main  battell comes:)  So  in 
Chriii  life  reignes  over  all,and  brings  all  iuro  fubjecii- 
on  to  him:  tiiat  is,it  brings  all  the  troubles  man  fuftai- 
neth,  all  the  enemies  he  hath ,  yea  death  and  fin  into 
lubje6kion,by  degrees  in  this  life,  and  after  death  per- 
fe^ly.Thereisacomparifbnmade  in  ^ww.y.  14. which 
you  fhall  find  more  fully  to  expreflc,and  more  largely 
to  fet  this  out  then  I  have  done.  The  firft  Mam  was  3 
figure  of  him  that  was  to  come:  and  i  cor,  i  $.^$xhrifi 
is  called  the  fecond  Mam,  Now  you  doe  fee  the  mife.

Againe,  death  you  fee  teigns  over  all,by  onejwhy  then 
will  you  not  believe  that  life  (ball  reign  over  all  nocn, 
that  is,  bring  every  enemie  of  ours  into  fubje(aion,  by 
the  other?  For  the  righteoufneffeof  onefaves^as  the 
unrighteoufiK  (Tc  ot  the  other  condemnes. 
Another  exprcflfion  I  findein  1  Or^  5»  2 1.  >*/  chrijf 
MS  m»de^  for  us,  »h$  kne»  tu  fimte ,  fo  are  jvee  made  the 
righttwfnefi't  ef  B*d  in  him:  Tmt  is,  though  C  hrift  was 
a  man  without  fin  in  hi»felf6,ycc  our  fin  was  icn^Mt^lx 
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to  him,  and  he  was  by  dd  reckoned  as  a  (inner  i  and 
then  he  kils  him,  putting  our  curfe  upon  hitn :  fo  to  us 
that  arc  free  from  Righteoufncffc,  C/y/(/f  is  made  righ- 
teoufhefle;  fo  that  God  looks  on  us  as  if  wee  had  per^ 
formed  perfed  righteoufnelfe ,  and  when  that  is  donc^ 
he  favesus.  And  fo  much  for  the  firflQaellion. 

Ob.  But  now  when  we  heare  that  this  righteouf- 
ncffe  faves,  theQueftion  is.  How  (hall  wee  come  by  it? 
In  that  it  faves,  it  is  good  and  comfortable^but  it  may 
fave  iome  men,  and  yet  I  have  no  fliare  nor  part  in  fal- 
vation. 

I  anfwer  5  it  is  freely  given  to  us ,  even  as  Fa- 
thers give  Lands  and  Inheritancesto  their  children^and 
as  Kings  give  Pardons^Titles,  Honours  5&  Riches,  out 
of  their  clemency ,  becaufe  they  will,  to  fliew  their 
magnificence,  and  goodnelle  to  their  Subje(^s  •  So 
doth  God  give  this  Righteoufnefle  :  as  you  fliall  find  it 
expreilcd^  Efay^  p.  6.  TqUs  a  Chili  it  botne^  to  Mi  a  Son 
is  given:  a  place  worth  your  marking  and  obfervar  ion^ 
And  loh^  g.  I  ^*  God  fo  Uvedthe  mrldy  thd$  he  gave  his  on- 
h.  ^^g^tten  Son^  ^c.  Attd  Kom^  5.17.  it  is  called  the  gift 
of  Righteoufneffe :  That  is ,  a  thing  which  Cod  freely, 
firoply,  voluntarily,  and  only  becaufe  he  wiir,bcftoviTs 
en  men,  not  looking  on  any  worthineflc  in  them  of 
the  fame;  (as  we  fay,  nothing  is  fb  free  as  gift.)  The  pa(^ 
fage  is  this:  For,  tf  through  the  offence  of  one^  Death  reig- 
ned in  aff^much  more  they  vhici  receivo  abundance  of gr ace ^ 
and  the  gift  of  Righteoufne/e^  fhaU  r eigne  in  life  bj  one 
lefus  Chrifi^  So  that  God  gives  it  freely  out  of  his 
meere  love,  without  any  other  motive  or  end ,  but  to 
fhew  his  magnificence,  and  to  make  aianifeft  in  the  a- 
ges  to  come  the  unfearchable  riches  of  Chrift,the  great 
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and  exceeding  glorioas  riches  chat  he  bach  provided 
for  them  chat  love  him.

fiut,when  you  heare  this  rightecufnefle  is  given,the 
next  queftion  will  be.  To  whom  is  it  given  ?  I  f  it  be 
only  given  to  fome^what  comfort  is  this  to  mc  ? 

But  (whichis  the  ground  of  all  comfort)  it  is  given 
to  every  man,thcte  is  not  a  man  exceptedstor  which  we 
have  the  fure  word  of  God,which  will  not  faile.When 
you  have  the  Charter  of  a  King  well  confirmed,  you 
j  reckon  it  a  matter  of  great  moment:: .  What  is  it  then, 
'  whenyou^ve  the  Charter  of  God  bimfelfepwhich  you 
l,(ball  evidently  fee  in  thcfc  two  places,  Msrke  uU,\<^\ 
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Goe  and  fruch  the  G$ffel  tp  every  credture  wider  Heaven : 
What  is  that  ?  Goe  and  tell  every  man  without  excep- 
tion, that  there  is  good  nevres  for  hicn,  Chrift  is  dead 
for  him ,  and  if  he  will  take  hicOjand  accept  of  his 
righteoufneflfejhe  (hall  have  it5  reft raint  is  not^burgoc 
and  tell  every  man  under  Heaven.  The  other  Text  is, 
Rev^uh.  9vhofoever  mlly  iet  him  c&me^  and  take  of  the  tva^ 
ters  of  life  freely.  There  is  a  qutcunque  vult^  whofoever 
will  come,  (none  excepted)  may  have  life,  and  it  (hall 
coft  him  nothing.  Many  other  places  of  Scripture 
there  be,  to  prove  the  generality  of  the  offer:  and  ha- 
ving a  fure  W  ord  for  it,  confider  it. 

But  if  it  be  objeftcd ,  It  is  given  onely  to  the  EleiSfc, 
and  therefore  not  to  every  mant 

I  anfwer,  when  we  have  a  fure  Word,  that  it  is  given 
to  every  man  under  heaven,without  any  rcftraint  at  all, 
why  ftiould  any  except  hirofelfe  ?  Indeed,  when  Chrill 
was  offered  freely  to  every  roan,and  one  received  him, 
another  rejected  him,  then  the  Myftery  of  Ele^ion  & 
Reprobation  was  revealed ,  the  reafon  why  fome  recei-^ 
ved  him  being,  bccaufc  God  gave  them  a  he:irr,  which 
to  the  reft  he  gave  notj  but,  in  point  of  offering  of 
Chrift,  we  muft  bcgenerall,  without  having  refpeft  to 
cle<9ion-  For  otherwife  the  Eleft  of  Chrift  (hould 
have  no  ground  for  their  faith ,  none  knowing  he  is  e- 
leded,  mitill  be  hath  beleeved  and  repented . 

But  Chriflsrighteoufneffe  being  offered  to  men  in 
(tate  of  unregeneration,  how  (hall  I  know  it  belongs 
to  me?  There  is.  no  other  ground  but  this  Syllogifme; 
This  righteoufneffe  belongs  to  every  man  that  be- 
leeves:but  I  believe^  therefore  it  belongs  to  me.There- 
fore^  though  it  be  applied  onely  to  beleevers ,  yet  it 
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muft  be  offered  to  every  ma^. 

AgainC)  vre  are  bound  tobeleeve  that  the  thing  is 
tiue^before  we  can  believe  our  {hare  in  it ;  we  do  not 
therefore  makicittru^^becaulevre  beleeve^but  our  be- 
leeving  prefuppofeth  thcobjedof  our  Faith,which  is 
thiSjtbat  Chrift  is  given :  now  the  very  believing  doth 
notcaufe  Chrifl:  to  be  given}  but  he  is  given,  and  there- 
fore vree  belefcvc«  In  all  actions,  the  objed  is  in  order 
of  nature  before  the  aftion  it  (elfe^  my  beliefe  makes 
pot  a  thing  true^  but  it  is  true  in  it  felfc,  and  therefore 
I  believe  it.  It  being  true  thatChrift  is  offered  to  all 
men^therefore  I  believe  that  I  a  en  reconciled  and  adop- 
ted, and  that  my  (ins  are  forgiven. 

Againe,  if  he  (hould  not  m  offered  to  every  m^n^we 
could  not  fay  to  every  ooan^lf  thou  doft  believe,  thou 
(halt  be  faved;  but  this  we  may  fay  to  all^even  to  Indas^ 
Ifthoubeliiiveft;  IwdsSy  thou  (halt  be  faved. 

Againe,if  he  were  not  offered  to  all,thea  wicked  men 
(hould be  excluded  asmucbas  the  Divels;  but  Chrift 
tooke  their  nature  on  him,  therefor^  it  is  poifible  for 
them,  if  they  believe,  to  be  faved. 

But  how  diffiers  this  from  the  dodlrine  of  the  Ad« 
verfari^s  J  for  they  alfo  fay, that  Chrift  is  offered 
equally  to  all? 

I  anfwer.  In  two  refpeds :  (  net  to  run  throu&h  all ) 
The  firfVistlliisj  We  fay  ^  Though  Chrift  be  offered, 
and  freely  giverf  to  al],yet  God  intends  him  only  to  the 
Ele(fi.They  fay, His  intention  is  the  fame  to^l],to/i<- 
ids  as  to  Pffer.The other  is,  they  afiirme^that  as  Chrift 
is  offered  to  all  men,  fo  all  men  have  (iiificient  grace  to 
receive  hitpj^there  is  an  ability  by  that,ds  well  as  a  free* 
dome,antld  univerfality  in  tbeoffer^Tbiswealtpgethef; 
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.deny.  Though  Chrift  be  g  iven  to  all^  ytt  the  gift  ofl 
,  faith  is  a  fruit  of  eled:iOQ«  God  gives  faith  and  repen- 
tance,  and  ability  to  receive  hinf),  where  he  pleafetfa. 
The  gate  is  open  to  ati^vee  fhut  out  noncjbut  none  wll 
come  in^but  thofe  whom  God  enables  4  A  pardon  aiay 
be  offered  to  a  Und  yet  none  accept  it^but  thofe  whofe 
minds  God  hath  inclined.  Therefor?  that  he  is  offered 
to  alljit  is  without  queftion^  They  that  queftion  it , 
dq.it  becaufc  they  do  not  undcrfland  the  Do&rincof 
our  Divines  J  for  we  propound  it  no  otber^ifein  fiib: 
Aance  than  they  do  >  onely  wedifier  in  the  method  • 
but  it  wilLbe.yojurwiiedoqaetplopketo  that  which 
will  be  of  ufe^and  yceld  cooifort  ff  hen  you  come  to 
die  As  this  you  may  build  on^  The  Gofpel  is  preach- 
ed tQ  every  creature  tmder  heaven,,  and  therefore  I  j 
have  my  (hare  in  it.  If  a  Pardon  be  offered  to  fome , ! 
whofe  names  alone  arc  inferted  tber^ipaypp  cannot  fay ; 
on  any  good/ground  ,  lam  pardoned :  but  wihen  the '( 
Pardon  is  general^  and  offered  to  ail>then  I  can  believe ! 
the  pardon  belongs  toime.  Were  it  only  to  the  Eledt, ' 
whofe  names  are  written  in  the  pardon^  we  fhould  firfl ! 
enquire  whcthef  we  bC;dfc6tor  iio,  but  that's  not  the ; 
Q3ttfaod.  Buildiyoit;On  the  furp  promife;  they  that  are 
pardoned,  fhal  take  hold  of  it  jthey  that  take  nor  hold  i 
ofir,  (hall  be  excluded,      . 

The  next  thii^  a  man -will  dqfifc  to  bnoiw,  is  this  ^  i 
What  iqualifications  are.e]cp(6^d  ?(Doth  not  God  re-  j 
quire  to  find  fomthing  in  us,  if  he  give  it  us?  j 

I  anfwer,that  it.  is  offered  to  alhand  no  qualification  I 
at  all  is  required  as  pr^exiftent  to  be  foqnd  in  us,  but  \ 
any  may  come  and  take  it^  God  requires  oO  <jualifi-  i 
cation  as  concerning  oiir  i^fuies  s  hee  fai(;h  not^  you 
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(tiall  be  pardoned^  fo  your  /iane$  be  of  fuch  a  Quaiber) 
or  of  fuch  a  nature;  but  though  they  be  never  fo  ma- 
ny)  though  of  never  To  extraordinary  a  nature,  though 
they  may  be  aggravated  with  all  the  circumftances 
that  can  bc^  yet  there  is  no  exception  at  all  of  you,  the 
pardon  runs  in  general!  termeS)  This  u  the  L ami e  of 
God  th^t  taketh  dxpsy  the  ftnnes  of  the  mrld.  And  fee* 
ing  it  is  in  general!  termes,  vrhy  will  you  interline  and 
reftraine  it  ?  You  fee  it  runs  in  general),  and  fo  you 
may  take  it. 

And  as  it  is  propounded  generally,  fo  it  is  general- 
ly executed:  i  Cor^6^9*  You  (hall  finde, th? greateft 
iinnes  that  can  be  named  are  there  pardoned :  Be  not  de- 
ceivedy  you  know  how  no  fornicator. ^  nor  adulteter^  nor 
unclean  perfon^  &c.  fbaO  enter  i^o  the  kingdome  of  Gody 
and  fuch  werefomo  of  you  :  but  now  you  arejuftified,  noto  you 
are  fanBifiidy  now  you  are  wajked.  Though  they  had 
conamitted  the  grcateft  finnes,  you  fee,  it  is  generally 
executed,  without  exception. 

But  there  is  another  fort  of  qualification.  Is  there 
not  fomething  firft  to  be  done  ?  I  kcow,that  though  1 
have  committed  all  tlic  finnes  of  the  warld^  yet  they 
fhall  not  prejudice  my  pardon  j  but  I  muft  doe  fome- 
thing to'qualifie  me  for  it.  No,  not  any  thing  as  ante- 
jCedarious  and  precedent  to  the  pardon  :  it  is  only  re^ 
quired  of  thee,  to  come  with  the  band  of  taitb,  and  re- 
ceive it  in  the  middeft  of  all  thy  un vvorthinellc,  what- 
foever  it  be,  lay  hold  on  the  pardon,  and  imbr^jcc  it, 
and  it. fhall  be  thine. 

But  you  will  objeft;then  to  what  end  is  the  doctrine 
of  humiliation?  to  what  end  is  the  Law  preached  to  be 
a  Schoolcmafter,  if  i;o  qualification  be  required  ? 
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I  anfwcf ,  humiliation  if  not  required  as  a  qualificati-l 
onj  for  no  tearcs  of  our$  can  give  fatisfa Aion»  And  a- 
gaincj  it  hath  bin  found  in  a  Reprobate*  For  ludas  had 
it.  Neither  is  it  any  part  of  fanftificai  ion. 
But  how  is  it  recjuiYei  then  ? 
As  rhat,  without  which  we  will  not  come  to  Chrift. 
HowhumUia.  Asforexample:  If  we  fay  to  a  man^ThcPhyficianis

have  a  fenfe  of  your  fickncrfteithis  lenfe  is  not  required 
bythcphyfician  (for the  Phyficianisready tobealc 
him;  >  but  ifhebenotfick^andhavcaienfcof  it^hce 
mil  not  come  to  the  Phyfician*  \i  at  a  general  Dole  it 
be  proclaimed.  Let  all  come  hither  that  be  hungry.  •  a 
man  is  not  excluded,  if  he  be  not  hungry,  but  die  hec 
will  not  come:  therefore  we  preach,  that  none  receive 
the  Gofpell  but  the  poore ,  thofeihar  be  hunr:ble,and 
touched  with  fenfe  of  fin  and  wrath  5  and  wee  preach 
fb^  becaufe  no  man  indeed  will  come  without  it. 

In  the  next  place,  the  Queftion  will  be.  How  this 
righteoufneffe  of  Chrift  is  made  ours?  or^w hat  is  to  be 
done  of  him  to  whom  it  belongs  ? 

To  this  I  aniwer;  though  no  precedent  qualification  v 
be  required,  yet  this  muft  be  taken;  a  man  muft  not  re- ' 
flcifton  himfelfjandconfider,  Am  I  worthy  of  it?  but 
he  muft  take  it  as^  Plaifter,  which  if  it  be  not  applyed, 
will  not  bcalej  or  as  mcatjwhich  if  it  be  not  eaten,doth 
not  nourifti.  As  the  husband  wooes  his  lpoufe5&  Ciys

fejthis  tequi-  J  Jqc  not  examine  whether  thou  art  wcahhy,  or  no  5 
'^^  whether  thou  be  faire,  or  no5  whether  thou  be  out  of 

dcbt,or  wel  conditioned,it  is  no  matter  what  thou  art: 
,  I  rcflfiiirc  thee  fimply  to  take  me  for  thy  husband. After  1 

'  this! 
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this  manner  corns  Chrift  to  us  ;vrc  rouft  not  fay ,  Am  I 
vrorthy  to  make  a  Spouie  for  Chrift  ?  am  I  fit  to  re- 
ccWc  (b  great  mercies  ?  Thou  artonly  totakehim. 
When  we  exclude  all  conditions,  we  exclude  Tucha 
fram^and  habit  of  mind^wbich  we  think  is  necefTarily 
required  to  make  us  worthy  to  take  him.  As  if  aPhy- 
fician  come  and  offer  thee  a- Medicine,  by  which  thou 
mayeft  be  healed,  and  fay,  I  requiie  nothing  at  your 
hands,  onely  to  drink  it,  for  clfe  it  will  doe  you  no 
good:iS6  God  offers  the  Rightcpufneflc  of  Cbrift , 
which  is  that  that  heales  the  foules  of  menjGod  looks 
for  nothing  at  your  hands,  it  matters  not  what  your 
perfbn.  iii^  onely  you  muft  take  it.  So  you  fhall  find 
himfclfe  expreffing  it,  JF/ijf,  5  5,  i*  where  he  compares 
ihii  to  the  offer  of  wine  and  milk :  Come^  buy  mtieand 
milke  mtbeut  money.  Let  him  that  is  a  third  come,  and 
be  that  hitb  no  mony.  As  if  be  had  faid,itis  freely 
offered,  you  are  onely  to  take  it. 

J^tt^jJ,  But  when  yoii  heare  you  rauft  take  it,  the 
cjueft  ion  will  be,  what  this  taking  is? 

i^fifvB^.  I  anfwer ,  This  taking  is  nothing  elfebut 
that  which  we  call  FMth :  and  therefore  that  ww  may 
not  erre  in  the  maine,  Twill  declare  what  Faith  is. 
And  it  is  nothing  elfcbut  thisjwhen  thefe  two  things 
concurre,  that  God  the  Father  will  give  his  Sonne , 
and  freely  offers  rightcoufnefTei  and  wee  receive  this 
right eoufnefle,  taking  Cbrift  for  our  Husband,  our 
King  and  Lord, 

Ob.  But  you  will  fay,  Faith  is  more:  (ot  FiJef  efl a- 
Bus  inteffeSus^it  is  an  adof  theundetftanding,afj[en* 
ting  to  truths  fortbe  authority  of  the  fpeabwr;  there* 
fore  the  mind&  wil  muft  concur  to  make  up  thi5  paith

The  Jiighte$ufrefe  (f  God  is  revealed x  wherein 
is  likewife  implyed  ( though  it  be  not  cxprcfl[ed)that 
it  is  offered:  for  to  what  purpofe,  or  what  comfort  is 
it  to  fee  that  there  is  luca  a  righreoufneffe,  if  it  be  no- 
thing to  ixs?but  it  is  fo  revealed^that  it  is  alfo  offered. 
Now  being  both  revealed,  &  offered,  you  mufi  finde| 
fomthing  in  menanfwerabic  to  both  thefejto  the  reve- 
lation of  it,thc  underftandingalTenting  to  it  asaTrutb^ 
that  Chrifi  is  come  in  the  fle(h>  and  offered  to  al  mea« 
A  gaine,  to  anfwer  to  the  matter  of  the  offer ,  there 
is  alio  an  a&of  the  will^whetby  it  comes  inland  takes 
or  imbraceth  this  rightcoufnefle:  Both  thefe,  x  Tim. 
%.  1 5.  are  put  together  3  This  is  a  faithfuU  faying^  amd 
werthy  to  he  received^  that  Jefus  Chrifisame  into  the  world 
t$  fsve  finners.  It  is  true,  faith  the  underflanding , 
and  therefore  that  believes  it  j  but  it  is  wotthy  to  bee 
received,faith  the  will,  therefore  that  comes  ix\^  takes 
and  accepts  it.  As  in  matter  of  marriage,  if  one  come 
and  tell  a  Woman,  There  is  fucba  man  in  the  world 
that  is  willing  to  beftow  himfelfe  on  you,  if  you  will 
take  himiand  accept  him  ^r  your  Husband  :  Now 
(mark  what  it  is  that  maJces  up  the  marriage  on  her 
part: )  firft,  fhe  muft  believe  that  there  is  fuch  a  man, 
and  that  that  man  is  willing  to  have  her,that  this  me^ 
fage  is  true,  that  it  is  brought  from  the  man  himfelfe, 
and  that  it  is  nothing  elfe  but  a  tme  declaration  of  the 
mans  mind.  This  is  an  zOi  of  her  mind  or  underflan- 
ding^  But  will  you  take  him,  and  accept  of  him  for 
your  Husband  ?  cow  comes  the  will,  and  the  concur-  i

|afld  tdl  ye.  There  is  fuch  a^one,  the  ^rpi4^,  that  is 

willing) 
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willing  to  bcftow  himfelfe  on  youjif  you  believe  that 
vre  deliver  the  meifaee  frooa  Chrifi^  &  do  confequent* 
ly  imbrace  and  take  nim^novir  areyoa  juftifieii:  this  is 
the  very  tranflation  of  you  from  death  to  life ,  at  this 
very  inftant  you  are  delivered  from  Saian^pofleffed  of 
a  kiogdome)  and  falvation  is  come  to  your  houfc. 

Now  becau(e  this  taking  of  Chrift  is  the  main  point 
which  makes  C^ri/?  ours,  and  the  want  whereof  is  the 
cau^  that  every  man  is  condemned^Cit  comming  nea* 
reft  to  life  and  death)  that  you  may  know  vrhat  it  is , 
we  muft  tell  you>  that  this  is  required  there  in« 

Firftj  there  muft  not  be  Error  ferfons ,  errour  of 
the  perfon^ 

Secondly )  you  muft  underftind  aright  what  this 
taking  is« 

Thirdly,  there  muft  be  a  compleat  deliberate  will, 
which  muft  concur  to  this  aftion  oi  taking. 

Thefc  three  being  declared,  we  (hall  noteafily  be 
c^eceived  in  it# 

Firft,when  you  bear  ol  this  righteoufneflc  QiChrifi^ 
&  it  being  made  ours^  you  muft  know,that  firft  Cbrtfi 
himfelfe  is  made  ours^  and  then  his  ri^hteoufneiTe:  as 
firft  you  muft  have  the  husband,and  then  the  benefits 
thajt  come  by  him.  \  fay,  take  heed  that  there  be  not-an 
error  of  the  perfon,  that  you  miftake  him  not.  And 
ihisexcludesali  ignorant  men^  that  take  not  ehrijl in 
deed,  but  only  intheirown  fancie.  Therefore  when 
you  cometo  makethis  marriage, you  muft  know,that 
Chrijl  is  moft  holy  5  that  he  is  alio  fuch  a  one  as  will 
bring  perfecution  with  hiro,as  he  faics  of  himfelf,that 
hee  knowes  not  where  to  lay  his  head :  fuch  a  one  as 
for  whofe  fake  you  muft  part  with  every  things  fuch  a 
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^nc  as  is  hated  in  the  world,  and  for  whofe  fake  yeu 
mull  be  bated :  Some  would  have  the  man  ^  but  they 
knowr  not  the  man-  and  fo  many  thoufands  are  decei- 
ved, tliat  are  willing  to  take  Chrift^but  they  know  dot 
what  they  take^tliey  underftand  not  Chrift  arightrtbere 
is  an  crrour  of  theperfon^and  fo  a  milfe  of  the  match^ 
and  confcquently  of  juftification;  for,  fo  as  tp  make 
him  their  Lord>  fo  as  to  be  fubjeft  to  him,  they  take 
him  not,  they  doe  not  confider  that  be  requires  fuch 
and  fuch  things  at  their  hands. 

Secondly,  if  there  be  no  miftakeof  tfie  perfon^yet 
what  is  this  taking  i  In  marriage  there  h  a  certaine 
form  to  be  obfcrved,and  if  that  form  be  mill  ofjtherc 
isamilTeof  tbematch.  This  taking  therefofe  is  no- 
thing but  this:  fo  to  take  him,  as  to  be  divorced  frpm 
all  other  Lovers^fo  to  ferve  him,  as  you  ferve  no  other 
mafter^foto  be fubjed  to  bim,tbat  you  befubjcdto 
nothing  in  the  world  befides^  This  is  properly  to  take 
Chriftjand  this  excludes  the  greateft  part  of  men^thcy 
being  ready  to  take  Chrift,  aftd  yet  they  will  love  the 
world  too:  but  God  telsthcm,  ih^t  if  they  love  the 
uorldythe  love  of  the  Father ,  not  the  Son^  is  not  in  them^ 
You  muft  have  your  affeftions  weaned  from  every 
kind  of  vanity. Goe  thorow  the  whole  Univerfej  look 
on  all  the  things  that  are,Riches,  Pleafiir^s,  Honours, 
Wifcjand  Childrenjif  your  heart  be  not  weaned  from 
every  of  them,  you  take  him  not  as  a  Husband, 

Againe,  others  wil  ferve  Chrift  and  their  riches  too, 
their  credit  too,their  own  praife  with  men  too;  but 
Chrift  tcls  them,  no  man.can  (erve^botbj  you  muft 
ferve  him  alone,&  be  obedient  to  none  but  him:if  you 
do  fo,you  take  him  for  your  Lord  indeed. So  hkewife 
^ many  ) 
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many  will  be  iubje6);  to  hinqi  as  a  King,  but  they  will  be 
fubjed  to  their  lufts  too:  if  their  lufts  command  thecr, 
they  cannot  denie  them ,  fome  they  will  reiierve  s  and 
you  know  how  many  this  excludes.  Therefore  you 
(hall  find,  that  no  man  can  take  Chrift,and  his  wealth  : 
You  know  the  young  man  was  (hut  out,  becaufehe 
would  not  let  goe  his  Poflefllons  j  which  he  mnft  part 
witbaOr  elfe  have  none  of  him.  So  ^.5,44.  ifyoure-  \  ^^^  y-44i 
€civ$  the  fujft  $f  mtn^  hw  canje  ieleevii  That  is, it  you 
be  not  weaned  and  divorced  from  all,  you  cannot  be* 
leeve..  Though  you  be  the  ofF-fco wring  of  men,  though 
you  be  mocked  and  (corned,it  matters  not;  but  if  you 
feeke  the  pray  fc  of  men,  you  cannot  bclccve.  Where, 
by  the  way,  you  may  marke  fomething,  and  adde  it  to 
that  I  faid  before^  What  is  the  reafon,thit  the  feeking 
pray (e  of  men,  (hould  hinder  from  beleeving  ?  Cer* 
tainly,if  Faith  wereonely  an  ad  of  the  under  ftanding, 
a£Ebnting  to  the  truth  for  the  authoritie  of  its  Speaker, 
it  would  be  no  hindrance  or  impediment  to  the  zGt  of 
the  mind,in  beleeving  that  fiich  a  thing  is  true ;  Co  that 
it  muft  needs  have  reference  to  the  will,Therefore,faith 
Chrift,  While  you  fccke  the  pray  fe  of  naen,  how  can 
yoa  beleeve  ?  that  is,take  me  tor  your  God  and  Lord, 
whom  you  will  ferve  altogether.  So  chat  to  take  Chrift 
with  a  juftifyiog  Faith,  is  nothing  elfe  but  to  receive 
him,  as  it  is  exprefled  in  many  other  places  of  Scrip- 
ture, lohn  1.1I4  He  came  unto  hiSBvme^sndhisovme  received 
him  Mt ;  iut  u  4S  wsny  m  received  him ,  hegdvepwer  to  \ 
become  the  finnes  of  Goi^  even  to  them  that  beleeve  on  hie 
««»/•  And  fo  it  is  not  (as  the  Pa  pi  (Is  fay)  a  roeere 
aft  of  the  underftanding,  but  a  taking  of  him  for  your 
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God,your  S^vioufiCo  vrhom  aloneyou  wiU  be  fub;ed^ . 
and  give  yoar  (elfe. 

Laft  of  all>  virhen  the(e  two  are  done  and  efPeded,  (b 
that  there  is  no  crrojr  either  in  the  perton,  or  in  the 
forme ,  there  is  yet  one  thing  more  teniainesbehind, 
and  that  is,  to  take  and  accept  hioi  with  a  complete,  a 
deliberate^and  truevrill.For,even  as  in  other  Matches, 
put  the  cafe  the  perfon  bcknovirne,  and  the  forme  duly 
obfcrved ;  yet  if  there  doe  nOt  concurre  a  complete 
will,  it  is  not  propetly  a  Match^  And  therefore  thoie 
Marches  are  unlavrfiill  ^  which  are  made  before  yeares 
of  difcretion,  when  a  man  hath  not  the  vtk  of  his  irill, 
or  when  a  man  is  in  a  Phrenzie ,  becaufe  there  is  then 
no  complete  or  deliberate  will :  fo  in  this  Spiritual  1 
Match>you  (hall  (eehow  auny  the  want  of  fuch  a  will 
excludes « 

f  irftjl  fay,  it  muft  be  complete :  which  exchides  all 
wifhers  and  woulders,  that  prize  Chrift  a  little,  that 
could  be  content  to  have  Cbrift  ;  but  it  is  rather  an 
inclination,  than  a  complete  will :  that  are  in  an  dqui- 
Ithioy  that  would  have  Chrift^but  not  yet ;  that  would 
live  a  little  longer  at  eafe,and  have  af  little  more  wealth-, 
but  are  not  come  to  a  refolute  peremptoriewill ;  that 
have  onely  a  weake  inclination,  which  is  not  enough : 
for  in  a  Match)the  will  muft  becomplete^and  it  is  need- 
full  it  fhould  be  (b,  it  being  a  thing  that  muft  continue 
all  a  mans  life. 

A^aine,  it  muft  be  a  deliberate  will  :  and  this  ex- 
cludes all  thoTe  that  will  take  Chrift  in  a  good  ax>od, 
on  fbme  fudden  ftafh,  when  they  are  afie£led  at  a  good 
Sermon,  and  have  fome  good  motions  caft  into  their 
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minds  s  that  will  (at  fuch  a  time)  be  content  to  take 
Ghrift )  to  ferve  him  and  obey  him  ^  to  forfake  their 
finnes^  and  give  over  their  former  lufts ,  but  the  will  is 
not  deliberate. 

Laft  of  all|  as  it  muft  be  complete  and  dehberate,  (b 
k  muft  be  a  true  will,that  is^it  muft  be  free :  And  that 
excludes  all  them5  that  meerely  for  fervilc  feare^  at  the 
time  of  Death)  in  the  day  of  Sickneffe  and  Trouble, 
when  Hell  and  Heaven  are  prefented  to  them^vrill  rake 
Chrift.  Indeed  you  can  fcarce  cqme  to  any,  bur,  in 
fuch  a  cafe^he  will  profeffe,  that  he  is  now  content  to 
take  Chrift  forhis  Lord  and  Saviour :  but  this  is  done 
by  conftraint,  and  fo  the  will  is  not  free.  So  I  fay, 
when  all  thefeconcurre,  the  Match  is  now  made,  and 
you  are  juftified. 

But  after  the  Match  is  made,  fomething  is  required. 
Therfbre  there  is  one  Queftlon  more,and  that  is,  What 
is  this  that  is  requited  after  the  making  of  the  Match? 

I  anfwer,firft,it  is  required,that  you  loveyouc  Hus- 
band Jefus  Chrift;  that  you  forlake  Father  &  Mother, 
and  become  one  Spirit  with  him,  as  a  man  is  one  fle(h 
with  his  Wife;  for  you  are  now  bone  of  his  bone,  and 
fiefli  of  his  flefh. 

Secondly ,  it  is  now  required  that  you  fliculd  re- 
pent :  And  that  is  the  meaning  of  that  place,  Reftnt^f§r 
the  Kingi§me  9f  Heaven  is  at  hand.  I  tell  you  of  a  King- 
dome,  and  a  great  Kingdome ;  but  no  man  can  come 
into  thai;  Kingdome,except  he  repent :  you  myft  waike 
no  longer  after  the  flefli.but  after  the  Spirit;  you  mu  ft 
have  your  flcfh  crucified,  with  all  rhe  affeftions  and 
luftsof  ir.

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Thirdly ,  You  mull  part  with  everything  for  his 
fake  J  vrhether  it  be  RichcJa  or  Honours,X)r  Credit^oi^ 
whatfoeter,  it  is  no  rnattcr^you  cnoft  be  readie  xo  let 
them  all  goe. 

Fourthly,  You  mu  ft  be  readie  to  nndergoe  any  thing : 
for  his  fakesyou  muft  havehinn  for  worfe  as  well  as  fbr 
better:  T9t$  mufi  he  content  to  h  hdted  of  iUl  men  fbr  kUfskty 
jeu  muffi  take  uf  pur  cf$^e  snd  fellm  him. 
'  Fifthly  y  You  muft  doe  much,  as  well  as  fufFer  much 
for  him :  He  dyed  to  this  end ,  fha  he  mifht^urchfife  te 
hima feculUrf^epltyZfshus  ofgded nwh.  You  muit re- 
fped  him  as  a  Wife  doth  her  Husband,not  as  a  feivant 
doth  at  hard  Mafter :  you  mud  not  looke  on  his  Com* 
tOgindements  as  a  hard  Ta^ke,  whereof  you  could  wil. 
Imgly  be  excufed,  but  as  one  that  hath  hisheart  infla- 
med to  walk  in  them !  as  a  loving  Wife^that  needs  not 
to  be  bidden  to  doe  this,or  that ;  but  if  the  doing  of  it 
may  advantage  her  Husband,it  wil  be  a  greater  grief  to 
her  to  kt  it  lye  undone,  then  labour  to  doe  it* 

But  now  rren  iay>  This  is  a  hard  condition,  I  little 
thought  of  it* 

It  is  true^rhe  condition  ishard^andthat  is  the  reafon 
that  fo  few  are  willing  to  come-in,  when  they  under- 
ftand  thefe  after-clap  conditions  •  That  they  muft  part 
with  all  i  that  they  muft  be  perfecut^d  j  that  their  will 
muft  be  perfeiftly  fubjeft  to  the  will  of  Chrift^that  they 
muft  be  holy, as  be  is  holy;  that  the  fame  mind  muft  be 
in  them,  that  is  in  Chrift  Jefus  •,  that  they  muft  be  of 
ihofe  peculiar  people  of  God.  And  therefore  have  we 
told  you,  that  none  will  come  in,  to  take  Chrift  for 
their  Husband,till  they  have  bin  bitten^vith  thefenfe  of 
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tBeir  finnes,  till  they  be  htmit  Uitn  y  and  have  felt  tte 
I  vireight  of  Satansyokejtill  thea,tbey  vrill  not  come  un* 
dcr  the  yoke  of  Chrift :  bnt  thofe  that  be  humble^that 
have  their  hearts  broken,  that  knovr  what  the  wrath  of 
God  i9fthat  have  their  Confcieaces  awaked  to  fee  finne, 
will  come.in,afld  be  glad  they  have  Chriit^though  on 
thefe  conditions}  but  the  other  will  not.  If  you  will 
have  Chrift  on  thefe  conditions ,  you  may.  But  we 
preach  in  vainej  all  the  world  refnfeth  Chrift^becaufe 
they  will  not  leave  their  covetoufnefle^and  idlentfle.and 
(wearing,  and  their  feverall  fports  and  pleaferes,  their 
livins  at  libertie,  tbeir  companie-keeping ;  they  will 
not  doe  the  things  that  Ghrift  requires  at  their  hands, 
and  all  becaufe  they  are  not  huoibled ,  they  know  not 
what  (inne  means:  whereas  fhould  God  (hew  ir  to  them 
in  its  right  colours ,  (hould  they  be  but  in  fndoi  his 
ca(e,had  they  tafted  of  the  terrours  of  the  Almightie, 
were  their  Confciencesenlightned,  and  did  ic  fet  them 
on,they  would  take  hioi  witn  all  their  heart. 

But  another  Obje(ftion  comes  in :  I  would  come  in, 
but  how  (hould  I  doe  it  ?  I  want  power  and  abilitie,! 
cannot  mortifie  the  deeds  of  the  body  j  could  I  doe 
that,  I  would  not  ftand  on  the  bufinefle. 

To  this  I  give  a  fpcedie  anfwers  If  thou  canfl:  come 
with  this  refoIutioQ  to  take  him,  take  no  care  for  do- 
ing it  J  for  at  foooe  as  thoii  art  his,  hee  will  give  thee 
another  fpirit,hee.will  enable  thee  to  all  things*  J^h.i, 
124  To  as  many  or  received  him  ^  to  them  he  gave  fotper  to 
become  the  femes  of  God:  What  is  that  ?  is  it  an  emptie 
title  3  No  J  be  made  themfinnes^  net  borne  of  the  fltfl)^or 
ifjHiimWofmsnj  but  of  God.  It  is  true,  with  thy  owne , 
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heart  thou  art  not  able  to  doc  it  %,  bur,  what  if  God 
give  thee  a  new  heart ,  and  a  nevir  fpirit  ?^  W  ben  the 
Match  is  madcand  concluded  betweene  him  aud  us,  he 
fends  his  Spirit  intoour  hearts  y.  and  thisSpirit  gives 
usabilities  making  lis  iikeChrift  y  changing  us>  and 
caufing  us  to  delight  in  the  duties  ot  nevir  obedience  in 
the  inward  man.  Therefore  take  no  care  for  abiiitie> 
onely  labour  for  an  honeft  heart,  armed  with  this  re- 
folution,  I  am  refolved  to  take  Chrift  from  hence- 
forth ;  and  you  (hall  find  another  Spirit^to  enable  j^m 
exceedingly.  And  now,  that  we  may  not  let  all  this 
goe  without  feme  application  i  we  will  hereof  make 
two  Ufes. 

Firft^  this  great  Ufe  is  to  be  n\ade  of  it ;  to  leame 
hence,to  fee  how  great  the  finne  of  men  is,and  how  juft 
is  their  condemnation  for  the  fame^that  when  this  rigih 
teoufifefe  ofGtd  is  revealed  {torn  Heaven,by  this  Gofpel 
which  vve  now  preach,  they  refift  it,  cafting  ic  at  their 
heeks,  not  regarding  it>but  defpifingthefe  glad  tidings 
of  falvation,  which  is  fo  glorious  a  myfteriCr  This  very 
thing:  that  we  preach  to  you ,  is  it  that  was  fo  many 
thousand  yeares  agoe  fore-rold,  and  as  long  expe^ed, 
being  the  greateft  Worke  that  ever  God  did.  This  is 
that  which  Paul  magnified  fo  much;and  ftood  /bama- 1 
zed  at«  Therefore  if  you  rejeft  itjcnow  that  your  finrc 
is  exceeding  great.  We  that  preachthe  Gofpel ,  are 
Meilengers  fent  from  the  Father,ta  invite  every  one  of 
you  to  come  to  the  Marriage  of  his  Sonne ;  if  you  will 
not  come  (as  fome  of  you  are  young,  and  mind  ot^er 
things }  others  of  ypiu  have  gone  long  in  anold  Trad, 
and  will  not  turne  j  fome  have  married  a  Wik^  otiiers 

have 
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have  Other  bufinefle^and  therefore  you  vrill  not  come  ^ 
or  if  you  doe  come^ic  is  mthout  your  Wedding  Gar- 
ment;3you  come  not  vrith  a  conjugall  afFeftion:)  1  fay, 
if  you  refufe  ^  the  Lord  will  deale  if  ith  you  as  with 
them  in  the  GofpeI,he  will  have  you  brought  and  flaine 
before  his  face.  And  we  come  not  from  the  Father 
oi^Iy^but  wearealfb  (ent  from  the  Sonnej;  he  is  a  fuiror 
to  yoU)  and  hath  difpatched  us  as  Embaifadours^  to 
wooe  you,  and  ta  befeech  y0u  t0  be  reconciled.  If  you 
Will  come)  he  hath  made  knowne  his  mind  to  you^yon 
may  have  him  ^  if  you  will  not  come,  you  will  make 
him  angry  3  and  you  had  need  to  ki^e  the  senne^  teft  he 
be  angrj :  though  he  be  fp  merciful!,  as  not  to  quench  the 
fmoMngPiax,nofto  breske  the  bruifedReed*  yet  nor- 
withftandings  that  Sonne  hath  feet  Hie  butning  Brsfie^ 
he  hdtb  a  two-^igtd  Sword  im  hit  hsnd^  and  his  eyes  are 
lite  flames  of  fire  :  (b  you  (hall  find  him  to  be^  if  you 
refuie  Iiirn.  As  he  is  a  Comer-Stone,for  fome  to  build 
on ;  (b  he  is  a  Corner-Stdne,  to  grind  them  to  pouder 
that  reiufe  him.  When  the  better  is  the  fuiror,  and  is 
rejeded,what  wrath^what  indignation  breeds  it  among 
men  ?  And  (b,take  all  the  finnes  you  have  committed, 
there  is  none  like  this  j  none  (hall  be  fo  much  layd  to 
your  charge  at  the  day  of  Judgement,as  your  rejeAin 
oftheSonoejand  of  his  righteoufnefle  revealed,  an 
freely  offered  to  you.  What  Chrift  faid,  (Itjbaabe 
u^  fir  Ssdome  and  Gomorrah  then  for  fuch  s  citie)  \ 
may  apply  to^very  one  that's  come  to  heare  me  this 
I  tim&  If  you  will  not  give  eare  to  my  invitation,it  (hall 
ibeeafierfor/ii«^i  and  turbes^  fottj^e  Sakages  at  the 
[EaJl'indieSy  then  for  you.  It  had  beene  better  for  you^ 
1  C4  thiti 
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that  Chrift  had  never  come  in  the  flefh,that  his  ngh-  i 
reoufnefle  had  never  bccnc  offered  to  yon  Therefore  is , 
that  added,  Mar  a  6.  i6#  U^  thM  htUeveth  n^t^is  dsmntd:  \ 
of  fuch  confeqaence  is  the  Gofpel.  When  Mfofe$  ^^j  ; 
on  Monnt£^4/5  he  fct  before  theoa  a  Blefling  and  a 
Curfe,  Life  and  Death;  fo  doe  I  novr :  if  you  will  not  j 
accept  of  Chrift,  you  are  Cnrfed.  Thcpeforc,  when 
you  hearethis  offcr^  let  every  man  examine  liimfelfe,. 
how  he  ftands  affefted  unto  it :  For  all  bearers:  are  di- 
vided into  thefe  two  (bttsj  feme  are  worthy ,^nd  fome 
unworthy.  As  when  Chrift  fent  away  his  Difciples  j 
If  Any  pfcre  wflAj ,  their  pict  tons  n  rejt  upn  tbem^  ifj 
they H^rere  not  worthy,  they  were  to  fk^l^e  ^ff^heauk^ 
of  their  ftep  sgdinSt  that  Citie.  I  fay ,  confider  if  you  j 
be  worthy  of  this  righteoufneflc  :  Fof,  if  you  findc  | 
your  hearts  to  long  after  it,  if  you  findfe  you  prize  it 
much,  fbthatyou^ran  reckon  all  as  dtofle arid  dung 
in  comparifon  of  it^and  will  fell  all  to  buy  this  Pearfc, 
then  are  you  worthy  :  but  if,  when  you  heare  of  it, ! 
you  negle6l  it,  and  attend  unto  it  coldly,  you  are  un- 
worthy, and  againft  fuch  we  are  to  fhalcc  6ll;^hrdutt 
of  our  feet  •  that  is,  God  (hall  fhiakc  you  off^s  duft, 
when  you  come  for  Salvation  to  him ,  at  theli)ay  (^ 
Judgement. 

it  in  exarainatioB,  you  finde your  (elves  urwotthy,

tuous dif^itt  ion  and  inftigation  is  in  them  that  lliall 
iie* favedvatnd  'belong  to  Chrift*  God  puts  into-them 
fiich  a  difpofition  as  was  in  Sdrffom^htn  he  w^s  athirftj 
Give  me  tvatcf^  or  elfe  I  die  I  fo  arc  ttiey^ifhirft  after 
'Cffirftj^'Giv&me  CJ3rift,oVdfejdie.  -AHd  this^you 
rtrtrrt' haVe,  fqr-Gdd  vfrill  put  you  to 'fc  ,-'h'e  rtriU^tric 
whether  you  be  worthy  comrflersor  no;  Commonly, 
atrhe  b^grnning,  he  is  as  a  roan  that  is  inBcd  with  his 
Ch?ldrcn,andf  loth  rci  rife ;  but  you  muft^knock-and 
fehocic  "ligaine,  aftd  as  it  waVwitI^t|Te'unjoft/ Jad^^^^^ 
portjqniticmu'ft doiMt:  rhoii^^  defirc^beftroh^, 
ydr  frfra  time,  m  his  ordinafie  cour/e,  heWh^Tiolcls 
and  tur'neS  VdcaF6  eare,  to  trie  if  "tlioM  haft-an  cagef

of  wealtb,hath ;  which,if  itwerc  knowne,would  by  all 

the  world  be  fought  after.  Therefore,  when  you  heare 

of  fuch  a  condition  oftcred^takelieed  of  refu(ingit;for 

if  you  doc,your  finne  is  hainou$,and  your  cbn&mna- 

tionwillbejuft.

this  nature  v  they  will  when  they  lye  a  dying) but  now 
they  have  fomething  elfe  to  doe.  But  you  coat  m§urn€ 
in  Stony  you  that  have  broken  hearts ,  that  know  the 
bitternefle  of  finLie>  to  fuch  as  you  is  this  Word  of 
falvation  fent,  others  have  nothing  to  doe  with  it : 
and  let  them  not  thinke  much  to  be  excluded  >  for 
Chrift  excludes  them  5  Cofne  unto  me  all  ye  that  are 
heavie  ladtn^  and  ye  ^aSfind  reft.  Not  but  that  others 
(hall  have  him  if  they  will  come  3  but  they  will  not 
take  him  on  the  precedent  conditions  named  before. 
It  may  be  they  would  have  reJemption,and  freedome> 
and  falvation  by  him  >  but  they  will  not  take  him  for 
their  King.  They  that  be  humble ,  that  have  their 
hearts  wounded  with  the  fenfc  of  (inne,are  willing  to 
take  him  on  his  owne  tearnies  j  to  keepe  his  Com* 
roaniements,  and  not  thinke  them  grievous  *  to  beare 
his  burthen»  and  thinke  it  light  5  to  take  his  yoke,  and 
count  it  eafie ;  ,to  give  alLthey  have  for  hfm^and  thinke 
all  too  little  3  to  fufifer  perfecution  for  his  fake,  and 
rejoyce  in  it ;  to  be  content  to  be  fcoffcd  at,  and 
hated  of  men ;  to  doe ,  to  fuffer  any  thing  for  his 
(ake  :  and  when  all  this  is  done,  to  regard  it  as  no* 
thing,  to  reckon  thcmfelves  unprefitakle  fervants ,  to 
account  of  all,  as  not  worthy  of  him.  Therefore^ 
be  not  thou  (hie  in  taking  of  him  p  for  you  have  free 
libertie. 

But  before  Idifraifle  you,  let  me  fpeake  a  word 
to  you  that  be  not  yet  humble,  let  me  befeech  yon  to 
confider  three  things,  to  move  you.  Fir(V,  the  great 
daogef  that  is^in  not  takii^gof  him.  If  you  could  be 
well  without  him,you  might  fit  ft  ill  as  you  are  j  but

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you  ftall  diCjfor  want  of  him :  if  a  Wife  can  live  with 
out  a  Husband ,  (lie  may  (lay  unmarried.  But  when  a 
mans  cafe  is  this  il  (ce  without  Chrift  I  mwft  pcrifti,! 
muft  lofe  my  life^thar  is  the  penaltie^fbch  is  the  danger 
if  I  ref ufc  him*  the  thinks  this  (hould  move  him. 
IOC  D  Bc  Secondly,  as  the  danger  of  rcfiafing  bioi^foconfider 

iVwking^hL  ^he  benefit  ot  taking  him :  if  you  will  have  hitn^  you 

fhall  with  him  have  a  Kingdoroc^  you  (hall  change  fbr 
the  better  b  for  what focver  you  part  withall,  yott  fhall 
have  an  hundred  fold  in  this  life  t  if  you  foi^oc  any 
PIcafurejOr  Lu(l^  you  (hall  have  for  it  the  joy  of  the 
Holy^Ghoft,  farre  exceeding  them :  if  you  part  with 
Riches,you  (hall  be  truely  rich  in  another  Worldjycaj 
you  (hall  there  have  a  Treafurcrif  you  lo(e  Friends,you 
(hall  hate  God  for  your  Friendjand  (hall  be  a  Favorite 
in  the  Court  of  Heaven ;  in  a  word,  you  (hall  havii  an 
hundredfold. 

Thirdly,  yOu  (hall  be  fure  to  have  him^  you  (hall  not 
be  deceived ;  for  God  hath  put  out  his  Word,he  bath 
declared  that  to  be  his  Will  j  ^od  it  flands  now  vrith 
his  Juftice  as  well  as  withhif  Mercie,to  give  Chrift : 
his  Word  is  a  Corner  Stone,  atid  you,  may  build  on 
it*  Nay 3  by  two  iftimutable  thitigs  he  hath  confirmed 
it,  his  Word  and  his  Oath  5  and.  Heaven  and  Earth 
moj  pijfi?,  but  thef/balf  not  paffe  :  you  may  btiild  on 
them,  to  have  Chri(t,and  Salvation  by  him.  When 
Psul  had  delivered  Gods  mind,  if  an  Angel  from  Hea- 
ven (liould  tell  them  the  foundation  is  fandie,nay5if  he 
himfelfe  (hould  preach  another  Doftrine,  they  were 
not  to  beleeve.him.  Therefore,  if  you'wiil  %ike  hitn 
and  have  him  ^  irujf  firfeSlj  in  the  grsce  thd^if' revea- 
led 
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Ud  iy  lefm  Chrifi  :  dot  it  not  by  halves  $  It  may  be  I 
ihall  be  faved,  it  may  be  not :  thou  may  ft  build  on  it, 
thou  mnyft  venture  thy  li&r  on  it#  All  thefe  things  oon« 
(idefed }  tbegreatneflle  of  the  danger  in  re  fa  (ing,  of  the 
benefit  in  accepting :  and  if  it  be  thus  fure,  if  (ve  ivill 
take  biei)then  put  it  to  venture^virhy  doe  you  ftand  oft? 
what  can  \9^  hy  CQore,  ta  perfrade  you  ?  If  you  will 
take  hiqi  and  hi$  ri)$htepu(iie(Iei  you  may  have  it*  God 
hath  comoiitted  this  to  us ;  frhdt  m  Uoje  en  Earthy  fhdS 
h  (^^fid  in  Htavtn.  He  hath  given  us  tlie  Keves  of  Hea- 
ven and  HcH ;  and  if  we  open  the  Gates  ot  Heaven  to 
any 3  they  fliall  (land  open  :  But  Viow^  in  the  Preaching 
of  the  Word|tbe  Gates  of  Heaven  ftand  open  to  every 
one  of  you  ^  therefore  come  in,  while  it  is  called  to 
day^  before  the  Sunne  fet  on  you ,  as  you  know  not 
Jbow  foone  it  may*  Indeed  f  if  we  had  not  made  the 
oflRsr^thcdaqgerhadbeeneours,  and  we  (hould  have 
petifhed  for  your  fakes  :  but,  feeing  we  have  made 
wsmfifi  the  v^^li  cQunfeU  of  God^  ne  4rf  mw  fret  from  the 
bknd  of  ewfj  one  of  you  j  for  we  have  made  knowne  the 
will  of  God  to  the  full.  You  know  what  is  offered  to 
you  5  and  if  you  take  him  not ,  your  bloud  fhall  be 
upon  your  owne  heads*  Therefore,  confidcr  whether 
you  will  take  him^or  refufe  him  :  this  is  the  queflion, 
Will  you  take  biro,  or  not  take  him  ?  You  that  now 
refufe  and  flight  this  offer ,  the  day  may  c9me  when 
you  would  be  glad  to  have  it.  You  that  are  now  in 
the  height  and  flower  of  your  youth ,  snd  you  that 
are  more  ancient,  living  in  health  and  wealth,  and  ha- 
ving your  fill  of  pleafures,  it  may  be,  for  the  prefent, 
you  have  otherthings  to  takeup  your  minds  j  but  the 

time 
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time  vriil  cotce>  vrhen  the  Bridegroome  (hall  enter  io^ 
and  the  doores  (hall  be  (hue ;  mien  your  Houre-glafle 
(hall  be  out,and  your  time  (pent^and  then  this  relation 
of  1  ighteoufneUe,  and  remimon  of  (innes  novr  offered, 
would  be  reckoned  glad  tidings:  but  take  beed^that  it 
be  not  too  late}  beveare  left  you  crie,and  God  refiifeth 
to  heare:  Mot^but  that  God  vrill  heare  every  man^if  bis 
crie  comes  from  unfeigned  faith  and  love  s  but  it  may 
be^Ood  viril  not  give  you  that  unfeigned  faith  and  love, 
when  you  be  come  to  that  extremitie :  feeing  yon 
would  not  come  when  he  called,  it  may  be  be  will  not 
come  when  you  call  j  it  may  be  he  will  not  breathe  the 
breath  of  lifc,nor  givefuch  a  fpirit  anddifpofitibn  as 
he  will  accept  of.  Chrift  died^to  purchafe  to  hinifelfe 
a  peculiar  people^zealous  of  good  works,and  not  ondy 
to  fave  men.  He  died  for  this  end^that  men  OHght  doe 
him  fcrvice :  and  if  you  will  not  come-in,  in  time  of 
ftrength  and  youth,  when  you  are  able  to  doe  him  ier- 
vice^  1  fay, in  his  ordinarie  courfe,he  will  rejed  yon  in 
your  extremitie,you  may  not  then  exped  merciearhis 
hands.  Therefore  doe  not  (ay,  I  will  follow  my  cove- 
toufhefle  and  idleneffe)  my  pleafures  and  bufinefle,  my 
luih  and  humours,  and  hereafter  come  in }  for  you  are 
not  to  chufc  yottr  owne  time*  If  he  call  you,  and  you 
refufe  to  come^take  heed  left  in  his  wrath  he  fWear^that 
you  ihall  not  enter  into  his  Reft.

revealed  ;ind  offered  by  God,  .that  it  is  tmde  ours  by 
Faith,ire  are  made  partakers  of  it  by  Faith ;  you  lee  it 
arifethclearcly  from  the  words. 

Now,  for  the  opening  of  this  Point  to  you ,  you 
mud  undetlland  ^that  there  ate  tvro  nayes,  or  Covc- 
nants,whereby  God  offeieth  falvation  to  men :  One,  is 
the  Covenant  of  vyorkes,and  that  was  that  righteout 
neffe  by  whkbi^dim  had  been  faved,ii  he  had  flood  in 
his  innocencie ;  for  it  was  that  way  that  God  appoint- 
ed for  him,  Ok  iiii,ad  Uvi :  but  ■^dMifetlotaiei 
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^ot  the  condition  of  that  Covenantjand  therefore  now

there  is  another  Covenant ,  that  is,  the  Covenant  of 
Grace  J  a  Boord  given  us  againft  Shipwrack.  Nonr 
this  Covenant  of  Grace  is  double  : 
Either  abfolute  and  peculiar, 
Or  conditional!. 
Abfolute  and  peculiar  onely  to  the  Ele(ft.  So  it  is 
exprefled/rr.  31, 1  will  put  my  tatp  into  ywr  inward  fans  ^ 
and  write  it  in  your  hearts ,  and  I  will  Be  your  God^^nd  you 
fhaffie  my  fesple.  So  likewife  in  Ezeci^  j  0.  j  wiB givi 
you  a  new  heartland  fut  a  new  ^iri't  within you^  and  i  wiU 
take  your  fionie  hearts  out  of  your  hdies.  Here  the  Cove- 
nant is  exprefled  abfolutely,  and  this  is  prc^r  onely 
totheEledb. 

But  novr,  befide  this,  there  is  a  conditional!  Cove- 
Coniitionali.  ^^^  of  Grace,  which  is  common  to  all  5  and  th«  is 

expreded  in  thefe  tearmes :  Chrift  hath  prcyvtded  a 
Righteoufne(le,and  Salvation  j  that  is  his  \A'orke  tbat 
he  hath  done  alreadic*  Now  if  you  will  beleevej  and 
take  him  upon  thole  tearmes  that  he  is  offered,  you 
(kail  be  faved.  This,  I  fay,  belongs  to  all  VKti.  This 
you  bave  thus  expreiled  in  the  Golpel  in  many  places : 
//  you  beUeve ,  you  fbaU  be  faved  :  as  it  is  MMtka  1 6. 
Goe  and  preach  the  Gofpel  to  every  creature  under  Heaven  j 
he  that  wiff  heleeve^  fbaU  be  faved  •  he  that  will  not  bt'- 
leeve^  fballbe  damned.  .It  is  the  fam^  with  that,  Rmo.  4, 
5«  To  him  which  worketh  not ,  but  beleeveth  in  him  which 
juHifieth  the  ungodly  ^  his  faith  is  accounted  righteouf- 
nefie.  (  Marke  it)  to  him  that  btUeveth  on  him  that 
juHifieth  the  wigodlyi  that  is^  there  is  a  certaine  Ju- 
ftice  of  righteoufneffe  that  Chrift  hath  prepared  or 
^_^^_ pufchafedj 


Marke  U. 
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putchafed  for  men » though  they  be  ungodly,  he  re- 
quires tiothing  of  them  beforehand  >  though  they 
be  wicked  and  ungodly ,  yet  this  righteoufneffe  is 
prepared  for  them :  that  nrhich  is  required  of  them. 
Is  onely  that  th^  take  it.  Now  he  that  vrillbeleeve 
God,  that  be  \a3^^.  prepared  this  for  him,  and  will  re- 
ceive it,  it  Is  epottgh  to  make  bim  a  righteous  man  in 
Gods  accepcajtioi^ :  (b  that  this  is  the  onely  vray  novr , 
by  which  men  (hall  be  faved.  The  wdrk  is  alreadie 
done  ojx  Chri^  pare ,  there  is  righteoufnefj^  that 
God  Wb  prepared ,  which  is  therefore  called  the 
r^hteoafn^  of  God{  and  there  is  nothing  prece* 
dently  required  or  looked  for  on  our  parr,  but  taking 
aod  applying  of  it. 

But,  yon  will  fiy.  Is  there  nothing  el(c  required 
of  us  ?  Mnft  God  doe  all  ?  and  muft  wee  do  nothin 
but  onely  take  that  ri^bteon&elTe  that  is  prepare 

for  ut  ? 

i'l  aniwer,  it  is  tme  indeed,  we  muft  lead  an  holy  li^ 
axd^ioos,fober,  and  righteous  life :  for,  ftr  this  aid 
bstb  th»  graietf  God  dffeofdd,  &iththe  Apoftle:  yet 
thott  mnft  knovf  withall,  that  wee  cannot  work  in  ouc 
(elves  this  bolineffi^  this  religious  and  (bberconver- 
fattpn,  that  mnft  be  Qods«K>rke  altogether:  we  are 
onely  to  take  this  rmlueoulhefi^  and  the  other  is  but 
a  confequeitf  that  foUoweth  upon  it.  To  illaftrate 
this  unto  you  by  a  fimilitude :  A  Wheele  or  Eowle 
runneth,  not  that  it  may  be  made  round,  that  is  the 
bufinefle  of  the  wbrkeman,  who  naakes  it  round, 
that  it  may  run.  So  it  is  in  this  cafe :  God  doth  not 
look  that  we  Should  bring  holinefle  and  piety  with  us,'

foi:  we  have  it  not  to  bring ;  ttearear  the  fir  A  onely  j 
to  bclecve  and  accept  this  lighreoufcefle  that  is  oflte-';

and  to  fit  and  tafhion  us  tor  an  holy  lite.  Such  a  kind  | 
of  fpcech  you  have  it  exprcfled^  in  Efh.  2. 10.  99^eare  \ 
Gods  trorkmanfhip  y  fdfhi^ned  in  Chrift  lefus  to  walkc  itf 
good  mrkts  ,  vhich  he  hath  ordained^  fSf^*  Markeit  i  it 
is  not  an  a6tion  of  our  own*  but  God  is  the  vvorkoiat  I3 
wc  arc  the  naaterials ,  as  tlie  clay  and  the  wood  ^  that 
he  takes  into  his  hands  :  when  we  have  but  taken  this 
righteoufnefle  that  is  offered,  it  is  Gods  worfc6corcaft 
us  into  a  new  mould,  to  give  us  a  hew  heart  3  and-  tb 
frarneanew  fpirit  within  us,  that  fo  wenaay  walke  in 
good  workes  before  him  5  this  is  the  great  myftery  of 
godhfiefle :  tor  we  have  much  adoe  to  perfwade  men 
tobeleeve;  that  the  righteoulbefle  f^reparedby  Cbrifl 
ftiould  be  offered  to  chem  5  and  nothing  be  required 
but  receiving  of  it:  this  will  not  fink  into  theheans^ 
of  n:.en  by  .nature,  they  think  they  tnuft  doe  iome- 
thing  preqsdentlyyOrelle  this  righteoufBcflcis  not 
cffcted  them/. But,  my  Beloved  i  we  rauft  kamcto 
beleevethis,  and  know  that  it  is  the  workc  of  God^^ 
to  faniftifie  us  after  hehath  ;uftifiedus.  Iconfefle  it 
is  not  fo  in  other  things,  there  is  ftilKomeadion  of 
our  owne  required  to  game  this  or  that  habit  or  abili-^ 
ty  :  as  you  fee  in  naturall  things ,  there  are  fome  kind 
ot  habits  that  we  get  by  fome  precedent  aiftions  of 
our  owne,  as  the  learning  of  Art  saud  Sciences,  to 
learnetowritewell,  &c.here  there  is  fomeadionof 
ourownrequiredto»fitusforit:,  andthsnwc  get  the 
abilitic  to  doe  it.  • 

But 
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Bat  befides  che(e>  there  are  other  habits  that  are 
planted'by  nature  in  us,  as  an  abilite  to  heare ,  to  fee, 
to  taftci&c*  Notv  for  thefevre  need  not  any  aaion 
of  our  owne  for  the  attaining  of  thetn  ,  becaufc  they 
are  planted  in  us  by  nature.  So  it  is  in  thefe  things  that 
belong  to.  iklvation;  It  is  true  indeed,  vire  n:iay  get  ha- 
bits of  tnOrall  Vertues  by  labour  and  paines  of  our  ( 
owne,  there  are  anions  of  our  own  required  to  t  hero  j 
and  in  that  thePhilofopher  faid  right  ^  that  un  lurni 
f0 Be :t^t!era$0  ^  and  fiber  ^  and  chaftty  &c.  But  now 
fo^  the  Graces  of  the  S pirit,t here  it  is  not  fo  j  tbofe 
habits  that  nature  bath  planted  in  us,  we  exerci^  them 
naturally ,  without  doing  any  a<%ion  of  our  owne  to 
attaine  them ;  as  we  doe  not  by  feeing  oft  learn  to  (ee,  * 
but  ic  is  a  faculjcy  paltiiir»ll/t>tanted  in  us :  fo  it  is  in 
all  the  worjces  that,  we  npiuft  doe,  which  are  the  way  to 
falvation ,  God  wo^kes  tfaeoi  in  us^  he  infufeth  thofe 
habits  into  us^  Therefore  this  conclufion  is  good,that 
it  fsfiiicbalpne  by  Which  thisright^oufnefleismade 
ours  to  falyatiobt   i    ■; 

This  is  evident :by  the  ApoftJc,  GaI.  t.ult.  Saich  he, 
it  is  not  by  the  Law^IfrighteoufnifieJjad  been  by  the  mrks^ 
§fth$  LaiPy  then  Chrift  had  diedwithem  a  caufe.  As  if 
he  (hould  haye  (aid*,  falvation  muft  needs  be  by  one  of 
thefe  two.  ^ 

Eitherby  fomethingthat  we  doe  our  felves,  fome 
anions  that  we  our  feives  have  wrought,or  elfe  it  muft 
be  meerely  by  faith.  Now  if  it  had  beene  attainable 
by  any  worke  of  our  owne ,  Chrift  dyed  without  a 
caufe :  as  if  he  (hould  fay,  Chrift  could  have  given  you 
ability  to  doe  thofe  workes  without  his  dying  j  but

for  this  very  caufc  Chrift  cania  inK>  the  world)  and 
dyed,  that  he  migbc  woike  rightcoofteflejatid  make  fa- 
tisfadioo  to  God\  fo  that  you  have  noihiog  to  do  for 
the  firft  attaining  of  it>  but  t?o  receive  it  by  taith. 
And  if  you  would  know  the  reafoo^why  God  that  f 
why  God  will  mt^ht  have  found  out  many  other  waits  <o  lead  oien  t(^ 
\'ih:i^h^^^^   falvation,  yet  hath  chofenthis  way  above' aH  others 
I  ***  '  to  favc  men,  onely  by  faith ,  receiving*  riie  righteouf* 

neffe  of  Chrifl:,which  he  bath  wrou^  foe  us^ou  (ha! 
find  thefe  f ouce  reafons  for  it  in  the  ;SciipcaKs :  two 
of  thetD  are  fet  down  Rm.  4.  i  tf,  iFkeref0»it  ishjfukhy 
that  it  might  a^me  ^  gf^ce.  (  Matke  it  t)  This  is  one 

Jf^t.  iror  if  any  thing  had  bia  wrou^t  by  us  ( is  hie 
faith  in  the  beginnmg  of  the  Chapter)  it  nnift  have 
becne  given  as  w^es^andfo  it  hadbeoie  received  by. 
debt)  and  not  by  favour  r  but  this  was  Gods  end  in  it» 
to  tnake  known  the  exceeding  fength  add  breads  of  his 
love,  and  hon  mf^arih^dfJe  th  rith&tfChri(ls$ft^  tiis 
end  was,to  have  his  grace  magnified.  Now  tf  there  had 
bin  any  adion  of  ours  required  but  fneerely  the  recei- 
ving of  it  by  faitb,  it  had  not  beene  meerely  of  grace : 
for  faith  empties  a  man,  it  takes  a  man  quite  off  his 
owne  bottome  h  faith  commeth  zi  an  emptic  hand, 
and  receiveth  all  from  God  ,  and  gives  alt  to  God. 
Now  that  it  might  be  acknowledged  to  be  free,  and  to 
be  altogether  of  grace ,  for  this  caufe  God  would  have 
falvation  propounded  to  men  ,  to  be  received  by  faith 
onely* 

Secondly,  as  it  is  by  faithi  that  it  might  come  by 
grace,  foalfo  that  it  might  be  fufe  y  that  the  promife 
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might  before)  if  it  hidbeene  any  other  viray ,  it  had 
oevcr  beene  fure^  Pnt  the  cafe  that  God  had  put  us  up 
on  the  condition  ofobediencei  and  bad  given  us  grace 
and  abilities  as  he  did  to  ^dam ,  yet  the  Law  is  ftrifl:, 
and  the  leaft  failing  would  have  bred  fears  and  doubts , 
and  would  have  cauled  death.  But  now ,  when  the 
rigbteouCbeile  that  faveth  us  is  wrought  already  by 
<[iod  I  and  offered  to  us  by  hini)  and  offered  freely, 
and  that  the  ground  of  this  offer  is  the  fiire  word  ot 
Cod ,  and  it  is  not  a  conjedurall  thins;  >  now  we  may 
build  infiiUibly  upon  it :  for  unlefle  faith  have  footing 
on  the  Word,  we  cannot  (ay  it  is  fure;  all  things  elte 
are  mutable ,  and  fubje^  to  change :  therefore  when 
God  hath  once  faid  it,  we  may  firmly  reft  in  ir,  and  it 
is  fine.  And  this  is  the  fecond  reafbn  why  it  is  onely 

by  faitbt 

Thirdly ,  it  is  by  £iitb,  thst  it  might  he  to  all  the  feed^ 
not  onely  to  thofe  that  are  of  the  Law,  but  alio  them 
which  were  ftrangers  to  the  Law.  If  it  had  beene  by 
th^LaW)  then  lalvationhad  beene  (hut  up  within  the 
compafle  of  the  Jcwes:  for  the  Gentiles  were  ftran- 
gers to  the  Law  of  God ,  th^  were  uncleane  men , 
(hut  out  from  the  Common«wealth  of  /frae/:  but 
when  it  is  now  freely  propounded  in  the  Gofpe] ,  and 
nothing  is  required  but  onely  faith  to  lay  hold  upon 
it ,  when  there  is  no  more  looked  for  but  believing 
and  receiving  J  hence  it  comes  "#>  be  to  all  the  feed  : 
for  Atrshsm  lumfelfe ,  before  he  was  circumcifed,  he 
was  as  a  common  man,  the  vaile  was  not  then  fet  up  j 
yet  even  tUs  his  fiith  wst  imfuted  to  him  jar  righte^ 
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Rffaf.  4.         The  laft  reafon  why  it  it  of  faiths  is,  that  no  man

In'u fcifc?^^*  if  ^^  h^d  beene  byiainy  other  roeanes,  by  any  thing 

done  m  our  fe Ives,  we  had  bad  caufe  to  rejoyce  in  our 
felves:  but  for  this  caufe,  faith  the  Apoftle,  iC^r.i, 
30^  ChrifiispBdde  tausmfedome  ^  righMufnef€ ,  fanRh 
peat  ion  ^  and  redemftion^  that  he  that  rejoyceth  might 
rejoyce  in  the  Lord.  As  if  he  had  faici.  If  God  had  gi- 
ven us  a  wifedomeof  our  owne^  we  bad  had  caufe  to 
have  rejoyced  in  our  (elves  •  but  we  are  darknefie^Efh. 
4.  there  is  nothing  but  £cH>li{hnefle  and  weakenefl^ 
in  us ,  to  the, end  tbatm  fiefb  mi^ht  rejoyce inhis  fre^ 
fence. 

Agaioe,  if  we  had  had  grace  put  into  our  (elves, 
( though  it  had  been  but  little  )  for  which  God  might 
have  accepted  us,  the  flefti  would  have  boafted  •  there- 
fore his  rightedufnefic  is  made  ours. 
But  when  this  is  done, ycr  if  after  jnfKfication  it  had 
beene  in  our  power  and  abilitie  to  have  performed  the 
workes  of  fan^lification  by  any  power  or  ftrengtht)f 
ourowne,  we  fhould  yet  have  beene  ready  tbboaft 
t hereof •  chrifi  is  made  fanUi§cation  too ;  fo  that  wet 
are  not  able  to  think  a  good  thought  :i'  wetfre  act  able  to 
doe  the  leaft  good  thing  without  him:  It  is  I  Cfaith  the 
Lord)  that  doth  fanBifie  y9H:  it  is  I  that  doe  a<a  every 
Grace :  itis  I  that  doe  put  your  hearts  into  a  good 
frame  :  chrifi.  is  mMe  fanBification  tdus  :  fo  that  take 
a  holy  man  after  he  is  juftified,  it  is  Chriftthat  fandi- 
fieth  him^  and  that  carries  him  thorowhislifein  an 
holy  and  righteous  converfation :  ^d  aU  this  is  done 
that  no  flifh  fbould  rejoyce  in  it  felfe. 
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And  yet  one  thing  more  is  added  by  the  Apoftle  ^ 
for  if  a  mancould  rid  hitnfelfe  out  of  mirery,if  a  man 
could  helpe  himlelfe  when  he  is  under  any  croflfe  or 
.trouble,  he  would  Chen  be  readieto  boaftin  himfelfe  .• 
therefore,  faith  he,  Chri^  is  made  to  us  rtiemftion  sift  * 
fothat  take  any  evill,  thoueh  it  be  but  a  fmall  evil!,  a 
fmall  difeafe,  a  little  trouble,  no  man  is  able  to  helpe 
himfelfe  in  this  cafesit  is  Chrift  that  redeemes  us  from  {  chrKldeii. 
the  Icaft  cvill,  as  well  as  from  hell  it  felfe.  For  you  ]f«"  fromAe 
muft  know,  that  all  the  miferies  that  beftll  us  in  the  weU«ftoi*' 
World ,  they  ace  but  fo  many  dq^ees,  fo  many  def>  \  hell. . 
^rentsand  fteps  towards  helJ  s  now  all  the  redemption 
that  we  have  it  is  from  Chrift :  fo  that  let  us  look  into 
our  lives ,  and  fee  what  evils  we  have  efcaped ,  and  fee 
what  troubles  we  have  gone  thorow,  and  fee  v^hat  affli. 
ftioni  we  have  beene  delivered  from ,  it  is  all  through 
Chrift>  who  it  made  rtdentfticm  f«r  us. 

It  is  true:  indeed,  there  arie  fome  geoerall  workes  of 
Gods  providence  that  all  men  tafle  of  j  but  there  is 
no  evill  that  the  Saiots^re  freed  from,  but  is  is  pur- 
chafed  by  the  blood  oif  Chrift  r  and  all  this  God  hath 
doQCi  tb4tii9  fl^  might  refoyce  i»it  felfe :aud  for  this 
cauie  fiklvatibn  is  propotinded  to  be  received  onely  by 
faith,  there  is  no  more  required  at  our  hands  but  the 
Ji  taking  of  Chriil  by  faithjand  when  we  have  taken  him, 
thenheisallthistoua. 

So  that  now  you  fee  the  point  deered,  and  the  rea- 
(bns  why  it  is  by  faith  only,  that  the  righteoufnefTe  of 
Chrift  is  made  ours  to  falvation. 

Now  in  the  next  place,  if  to  this  that  we  have  faid 
vre  adde  but  poe  thu^  more,  to  cleere  the  point,  we 
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fliall  then  have  done  enough  to  farisfie  you  in  this 
point ;  and  that  is  thiSi  to  (hew  you  vrhat  thiiiiitfa  is: 
forvrben  we  fpeake  (onouchoi  £atich  (as  we  doe)  e- 
very  man  will  be  inquifitive  to  ktiow  what  this  £iith 
is :  therefore  we  will  endeavour  to  doe  that  at  this 
time. 

Firft,  Faith,  if  weihould  take  it  in  the  generall^it  is 
nothing  elfe but  this : 
I     Am  sB  of  the  under fiandhtg^  ^{f^nting  to  fimething. 

But  now  this  aflent  is  of  three  forts : 

Firft,  there  is  (iich  an  aflent  to  a  truth^as  that  a  man 
is  in  a  great  feare  left  the  contrary  (hould  be  true$  and' 
this  we  call  ofinion^  when  we  fo  aflent  to  any  propofiti- 
OH;  as  that  that  which  is  contrary  may  be  true  for 
ought  we  know. 

There  is  a  fecond  kind  of  aflent^  which  is  fure^butTt 
is  groundedupon  reafonsand  arguments,  and  that  wc 
czU  fcienee  or  hewledge  ith^t  is,  when  we  are  fiireof 
the  thing  we  ailcnt  to,  we  make  no  doubt  of  it,  but  we 
are  led  unto  it  by  the  force  of  rcafon, 

Againe,  there  is  a  third  kind  of  aflent,  which  is  a 
fure  aflent  too;  but  we  are  led  to  it  by  theauthoritie 
of  him  that aflirmeth  it,  andthis  is  that  whichis  pro* 
perly  called  Paitb.  So  that  a  generill  definition  of 
Faith  is  this: 

It  is  nothing  el  fe  but  afirme  d/ent  pvet^  $$  the  Mng. 
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cwuinti  in  the  My  Seriptures  f  for  the  Mthtrifietf  did 
that  fpake  them. 

This  is  properly  F4/tft,  or  MVi>ixrg,  if  we  take  the 
word  in  the  general!. 

But  if  V7S  ff^akof  juftifying  Faith,  vfe  ihall  ftn4  that 

that 
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that  is  not  commonly  cxprefTcd  in  the  vrord  bektving 
only,  hMthietving  in  Ckifi^  vthich  is  another  thii^  ^ 
and  therefore  you  (hall  finde  that  it  difiercth  in  tvro 
things  from  this  common  and  general!  faiths 

Fir  ft,  in  regard  of  the  obje  A)  and  indeed  that  is  the 
maine  difference  :  for  vehereas  the  other  fiith  lookes 
uponthewhoIeBookeof  God,  andbeleeves  all  thatj^^*- 
Gbdhath  revealed,  becaufe  God  hath  revealed  it)  this 
juftifying  Faith  pitcheth  upon  Chrift,  and  takes  him, 
irirh  his  benefits  and  priviledges :  fo  that  the  diffe- 
rence  lyeth  not  in  the  habit  of  Faith,but  inthe  obje^} 
for  with  the  .(ame  faith  that  we  beleeve  other  things , 
«re  beleeve  tbis.s  as  vrith  the  fame  hand  that  a  man 
takes  other  writings  with,  he  takes  a  Pardon;  with  the 
fameeyes  that  the  ifrsetitts  faw  other  things,  they  loo- 
ked upon  the  brazen  Serpent :  the  difference  was  not 
inthe  facultie,  but  in  the  objeA  upon  which  they  loo* 
ieed,  by  which  they  were  healed:  fo  it  is  in  this,  be^ 
twcene  this  faith  and  the  other,  they  differ  not  in  the 
habit,  but  in  theob^ft, 

There  is  a  fecond  difference,  which  is  a  maine  diffe- 
rence toos  the  other  faith  doth  no  more  but  beleeve 
the  truth  that  is  revealed ,  it  beleeveth  that  all  is  true 
that  is  eootained  in  the  Scripturesjand  the  Divels  may 
have  this  faith,  and  wicked  oien  miy  have  it :  but  jufti« 
fying  faith  goeth  further  >  it  takes  Chrifl,  and  receives 
hims  fo  that  there  isana^  of  the  Will  added  to  thit 
faith,  as  it  is  expreflfed,  HtL  1 1.  x  j.  They  faw  the  fro- 
mlfii  4f4ffe  <jf ,  and  emhrseei  them  thanlfuliy.  Others 
<it  may  be)  fee  the  promifes,  and  beleeve  ihem,  but 
they  take  them  not ,  they  doe  not  embrace  thdm. 

So 
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So  that  if  1  fhould  define  juftifying  faith  unto  you,  it 
may  be  thus  de(crii>ed : 

It  is  d  grace  or  habit  infufed  into  the  fiule  by  the  Holy 
Ghojiy  pfhefdj  vesre  enabled  tebeleeve^  not  onely  that  the 
Mejf^'as  is  offered  to  us^  but  alfo  to  take  and  receive  him  as  a 
Lord  and  Saviour. 

That  iS)both  to  be  faved  by  him,  and  to  obey  him : 
(Marke  it)I  put  them  together,to  take  him  as  a  Lord, 
and  as  a  Saviour:  for  you  (hail  find>that  in  the  ordina- 
ry phrafcof  Scripture  thefetvro  are  put  together, /f- 
(us  Chfift  our  Lord  and  saviour.  Therefore  we  muft 
take  heed  of  dif-joyning  thofe  that  God  hath  joyned 
together ,  we  muft  take  Chrift  as  well  for  a  Lord  as  a 
Savioun  Let  a  man  doe  this,and  he  may  beaflured  that 
his  faith  is  a  juftifying  faith.  Therefore  marke  it  dili- 
gently; if  thou  wilt  take  Chrift  as  a  Saviour  only,  that 
will  not  ferve  thy  turne:  Chrift  giveth  not  himfelfeto' 
any  upon  that  condition,  onely  to  fave  him  $  but  we 
muft  take  him  as  a  Lord  too, to  be  fubjed  to  him ,  to 
obey  him ,  and  to  fquare  our  anions  according 
to  his  will  in  every  thing.  For  he  is  not  onely  a  Savi- 
our, but  alfo  a  Lord*  and  he  will  be  a  Saviour  to  none 
but  thofe  to  whom  he  is  a  Mafter*  His  fervdnts  you 
are  to  whom  you  obey^  faith  the  ApoftIe$  if  you  will! 
obey  him,andbe  fubjcduntohim  in  all  things;  if  you' 
make  him  your  Lord,  that  he  may  have  the  command 
over  you,  and  that  you  will  be  fubjcft  to  him  in  eve- 
ry thing  i  if  you  take  him  upon  thele  conditions,  you 
fhall  have  him  as  a  Saviour  alfo :  for  as  he  'ft  a  Prieft, 
fo  you  muft  know  that  he  is  a  King ,  that  fits  upon  the 
Throne  of  Datvid^  and  rules  thoie  that  are  to  be  faved 
by 
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by  hira.  Therefore ,  I  ftyi  you  muft  notoncly  rake 
him  as  a  Prieft,  to  intercede  for  you,  to  perition  for 
you,  but  to  be  your  King  alfo  5  you  muft  fuffer  him 
to  rule  you  in  all  things ,  you  muft  be  content  to  obey 
all  his  Coflffmandcments,  It  is  not  enough  to  take 
Chrift  as  a  head,  onely  to  receive  influence  and  com- 
fort from  him^but  you  muft  take  him  alfo  as  a  head 
to  be  ruled  by  him,  as  the  members  are  ruled  by  the 
head ;  you  muft  not  take  one  benefit  alone  with  the 
members,  to  receive  influence  from  the  head,  but  you 
muft  be  content  alfo  to  be  guided  by  bim  in  all  things, 
elfe  you  take  him  in  vaine^ 

Againe,t&is  muft  be  marked  that  I  (ay  ,  you  miift 
take  or  TtHwe  him :  you  muft  not  onely  beleeve  that 
he  is  the  Me^s^  and  that  he  is  offered,  but  there  is  a 
takingand  receiving  that  is  necelTary  to  make  you  par 
takers  of  that  that  is  offered,  Thofe  words,  l0hn  j. 
make  it  plaine*  God  folwcdthe  fvorldy  that  he  gave 
hisenely  begotten  Sonne^  (fc.  Giving  is  but  a  Relative , 
it  implies  that  there  is  a  receiviug  or  tdkhg  required  ; 
for  virhen  Chrift  is  given^  unlefTe  he  be  taken  by  us,  he 
doth  us  no  good,  he  is  not  made  ours.  If  a  man  be  wil* 
ling  to  give  another  any  thing,  unlefle  he  take  it,  it  is 
nothis.It  istrue indeed^there  is  afufficiencie  in  Chrift 
to  fave  all  men ,  and  he  is.  that  great  Phyfician  that 
teales  the  foules  of  men  ^  there  is  righteoufnefle  e- ! 
nough  in  him  to  juftifie  all  the  world-  huty  my  Belo^ 
ve^,uole(fe  we  take  him,  and  apply  him  to  our  (elves, 
we  can  have  no  part  in  that  righteoufnefle  r  this  is 
plainlyrexprefled ia  Mat.  2:1.  whereit  is  faid.thejKlng; 
feat  forth  bis  fervancs  to  bid  men  to  the  Marriage  of|^ 
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bis  Son.  And  fo  in  B^t^.  5.  the  fame  (imiiitude 
comparifon  is  ufedbythe  Apoftle,  where  he  fcttcth 
forth  theunion  that  is  between  Chrift  and  the  Churchy 
by  that  union  there  is  betweene  the  Hiisband  and  the 
Wife.  Put  the  cafe^thit  an  Husband  (hould  offer  him* 
ielfeto  a  woman  to  marry  her,  and  (he  (hould  believe 
ii ;  yet  unlcfTe  there  be  a  taking  of  him  on  her  parr,the 
match  is  not  made ;  and  fb  it  is  here:.and  in  tms  thing 
the  efTence  of  faith  con{ifts,when  Chrift  ofiereth  bim« 
felfe  unto  yoU)  youmufl  believe  that  there  isfuch  a 
things  and  that  God  intendeth  it  really, but  iris  the ta* 
king  that  confummates  the  naarriagc;  and  when  the 
Wife  hath  taken  the  Husband,  then  alt  that  is  his  is 
hers,  (he  hath  an  intereft  in  all  his  goods :  foalfo  it  is 
here;  there  muft  be  a  believing  that  Chrift  is  offered , 
chat  he  is  the  Meffias^  and  that  there  is  a  righceoufiieffe 
in  him  to  fave  uss  but  that  is  not  enough,  we  muft  alfo 
take  him, and  when  that  is  done,weare  juftified,  then 
we  are  at  peace  with  God . 

But  that  you  may  more  fiilly  nnderftatid  what  thil 
faith  is,  I  will  adde  thele  foure  things  more. 

Fir((,  I  will  (hew  you  the  ob jeft  of  this  faith*         / 
Secondly,  the  fubjeft,  or  place  where  it  is. 
Thirdly,  the  manner  how  it  juftifieth  us« 
Fourthly,  the  anions  of  it.  ^ 

"  I  lay,  that  you  may  naore  fully  underftand  what  this 
faith  is,  confider  firft  the  objedof  ir,and  that  is  Chrift 
(  as  I  told  you  before: )  and  herein  this  is  to  be  mar- 
ked,that  a  nun  muft  firfl  take  Chrift  himfelf,and  after, 
the  4>riviledges  that  come  by  him.  And  this  point  I 
could  wifh  were  more  preft  by  our  Divines,  and  that! 
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our  hcar«s  wouU  njorc!  intend  it.  I  fay,  fir  ft  remem- 
ber that  you  muft  firft  takeChrift  himfclfe,  and  then 
other  things  that  we  have  by  him  ^  as  the  Apoftle 
faith,  R^m.  8.  //  G^kave  given  us  him^  that  is,  Chrifl^ 
4ie  mMmth  him  give  uj  att  things  elfi ;  but  firft  have 
.  Cfarift  himlelie,  iind  then  ail  things  with  him.  And  fo 
t. Ow  I.  xJUHtht  frmifes  1  It  HIM  art  rUMA  A^ 
mtfix  That  is^  firft  we  muft  hwe  Chrift,andihen  looke 
to  the  promifes!  this  muft  be  ftill  remcmbred,  that 
we  muft  firft  take  lttsper(bn,we  muft  have  our  eyes 
fixed  upqn  that.  And  fo  that  place  before  named , 
I^  ^ «  ijvifi  hvti  the  Wftd^  that  he  gave  his  ont)  hegetten 
S^nne:  he  gfves  his  Sonne  as  a  father  glvef  his  fonne 
iomarr^ge^  the  &ther  gives  the  fenne^and  the  fonne 
faimlelfe  muft  be  taken.  So  that  vre  muft  firft  take 
Chrrft,  wc  muft  fixe  our  eyes  uponhmi;  for  faith 
doth  not  Jeape  over  Chrift ,  and  pitch  upon  the  pro* 
mifes  of  Juftification  and  Adoption  ,  but  it  firft 
takes  Chrift^  The  diftinc^  and  cleere  underftanding 
of  this,  will  heipe  us  much  in  apprehending  and  un- 
derftanding aright  what  juftifying  faith  is:  vree  muft 
lemember  to  take  Chrift  himfelfe  j  for  it  is  an  adul- 
terous affcAion  for  a  Wife  not  to  thinkeof  the  per- 
fbn  of  her  Husband,  but  to  think  only  what  cotth 
modity {be fhall  have  by  him,  what  honours, what 
riches  ,  what  conveniences  ,  as  if  that  made  the 
match,  to  be  coYitent  onely  to  take  thofe :  will  this , 
think  you,  make  a  match  araongft  men  ?  Surely  no, 
there  muft  be  a  fixing  of  tbe  eyes  upon  the  perfon , 
that  muft  doe  it.  Doe  you  love  him  ?  are  you  con- 
tent to forfakc all , that  you  may  cnpy  him?  It  is 
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I  trae  indeed,  you  (hall  have  all  this  into  the  bargatoe , 

I  but  firft  you  rauft  have  the  perfon  of  your  Husband  : 

therefore  remember  to  fixe  your  eyes  upon  Chrift , 

j  cake  him  for  your  Husband  ,  confidcr  his  beauty  and 

I  his  excellencies,  ( which  indeed  are  motives  to  usj)  as 

Wc  may  look  J  ^  Womau  that  takes  a  Husband,  is  encouraged  by  the 

tothcbcnc°6w  benefits  that  (he  (hall  have  by  him :  but*ftill  remeoi- 

wc  have  by   .  ber,  that  he  himfelfe  muft  be  taken.  As  it  is  In  other 

S^jJi^^^  things :  if  you  would  have  Kght, you  muft  firft  have 

the  Sun  j  if  you  would  have  ftrcngth,you  muft  firft 
take  meat  atid  drink,  before  ypu^canhave  that  benefit 
by  it  5  fo  you  muft  firft  have  Chrift  himfelfe ,  before 
you  can  partake  of  thofe  benefits  by  hioi ;  and  that  I 
take  to  be  the  meaning  of  that  in -M^tr,  i  ^.  Goe  f  reach 
the  G  off  el  t0  every  creature  under  heaven ;  He  that  he/eeves 
and  is  iaptized^  (haff  te  faved  :  that  is,  he  that  will  bc- 
leeve  that  Jefus  Chrift  is  come  in  the  flelCh ,  and  that 
he  is  offered  to  mankind  for  a  Saviour,  and  will  be 
baptized  J  that  will  ,give  up  himlelfe  to  him,  that  will 
take  his  marke  upon  him  :  for  in  that  place  by  bapti- 
zing,is  meant  nothing  elfe  but  the  giving  up  of  a  mans . 
felfe  to  Chrift,  and  makinga  publike  teftimony  of  it, ) 
although  there  befometbing  more  meant  generally  by 
baptizing:  but  here  is  meant  a  teftlficationtoallthe 
world  that  we  have  taken  Chrift.  Now  every  one  that 
will  belceve,and  be  baptized,  that  is,  every  one  that 
will  doe  this,  (hall  be  (aved :  fo  that. a  man  muft  firft 
take  Chrift  himfelfe,  and  then  he  may  do  as  the  Wife 
after  (he  hath  her  Husband ,  (he  may  think  of  all  the 
benefits  (he  hath  hy  him,  and  may  take  them,  and  ufe 
them  as  her  owne.  This  is  the  firft  thing* 

The 
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The  kcond  thing  tHat  I  promiled,  was  to  flicw  you 
the  fubjcd  of  faithjahd  that  is  the  whole  heart  of  man^ 
thjt  is  to  fay,  (ro  name  itdiftmdly  )  both  the  mind 
iriJ  the  will,  No'.vto  fhcw  y  out  hat  both  thefe  are  the 
fiibjedlof  faithj  you  muft  know  that  rhefctvvo  things 
are  required : 

Firft,  on  the  part  of  theundcrftanding  it  is  required 
ihit  it  believe,  that  i$>  that  it  conceive  and  apprehend 
what  God  hath  revealed  in  the  Scriptures :  and  here  an 
z6t  of  God  muft  come  in,  putting  a  light-  into  the  ui> 
derftandifig.  For,  my  Beloved, ^aich  is  but  an  addition 
af  a  nevir  light  to' reafon  j  thit  whereas  reafon  is  pur- 
blind, faith  comes  and  gives  a  new  light,  and  makes  us 
fee  the  things  revealed  by  God,  which  re  ifon  cannot 
doc;  by  faith  we  apprehend  thefe  great  and  glorious 
MyJtepites ,  which  otherwile  we  could  not  apprehend  : 
as  we  fee  it  expreffed  in  a  Cor,  4.  The  god  of  this  nor  id 
hsih  biinded  their t'jeSy  that  the lifht  [hou/dfiot  fbhe  into 
t^eir  hesrtSj  By  trhich  they  jfoould  hteeve  this  florious  Gof- 
ptL  So  then  there  muft  be  a  light  put  into  the  mind , 
ihjttammmiybeable  by  that  to  elevate  and  raifehis 
reafon  to  bcleeve  ihii ;  that  is,  ro  conceive  and  to  ap; 
ptehend  the  things  that  are  offered  and  tendered  in 

the  Gofpell.  - 

Butthis  is  not  all,  there  is  an  adi  alfo  of  thewill  re- 
qoired,  which  is  to  takeana .receive  Chrift :  for  this  \  \t£,t^^'^ 
raking  is  an  aft  of  the  will,  therefore  there  muft  be  a  faitb, 
mfent  as  well  as  an  affent.  Now  it  is  the  aft  of  the  ufl- 
Icrftandingjto  aflfent  to  the  truth  which  is  contained  in 
:lie  promifes  wheitin  Chrift  is  offered :  but  that  is  not 
\\U  there  is  alfo  an  aft  of  the  will  requifite  to  confeiit . 
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unto  chea3)  that  is^  to  embrace  thetn^p  take  them^and 

to  lay  hold  upon  them^  andtoappLythcmtoamans 

(elfef  This  1  will  the  rather  cleere.,  be^caufe  it  is  a 

thing  controverted*  I  fay,  there  is  a  double  ad^  an  aft 

of  the  mind,  and  an  zdt  of  the  will  :  to  this  purpofe 

confider,that  in  Rom,  5417.  For  if  by  the  offpicerfufn^

teoufnc^  (hall  reigne  in  life :  ib  that  taking  and  leccfri

If  be* 

leeving  in  Chrifi  were  onely  an  aft  of  the  mind,^  the 

Papifb  affirme^  and  fonie  other  befides ;  if  beleeviog 

were  nothing  elfe,  but  an  aflenting  to  the  truth  of 

God>  which  »  an  zQc  of  the  underftanding,  how  cottld 

the  prayfe  of  men  be  oppofite  to  beleeving  ?  But 

the  meaning  is.  How  can  you  beleeve,  and  take  me 

lor 
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tof  yottr  Hutband ,  and  yec  (c^k  praife  oi  men  c«)o  ? 
for that  will  come  in  cempetitioo^vrith  loe,  and  then 
yoo  If  ill  fbrfafce  me.  I  fay,  this  makes  h  evident,tbac 
juftifyiDg  faith  19  not  onely  an  aft  Of  Che  mind,  bur  an 
a4St  of  t&  mil  atfo ;  becaufe  oehenri^b  the  (HciflK 
pralfe  vrijtfa  men  could  be  no  impcdkiient  to  the  a^ 
ofbekcving. 

How  this  alfb ,  as  v^H  as  the  for  user ,  muft  be 
wiioit|bt  by  &#i^>  and  Goi  puts  a  new  light  into  the 
undorfluwdiiig :  as  Jiefaileth  that  upto  ft»  aod  beleeve 

ftfae^e  truths ,  fo  these  is  another  A^  W'hich  6$diitp 
iMMteOD^tkeMTill ,  andunkf&faGWorkie,  ttisnot 
done :  for  come  to  my  man  that  is  in  the  ftr^^  of  na- 
mnflBAMk  him»  Will  you  be  content  to  taj^e  ChriJ^f 
that  ii  to  fay ,  to  receive  bioi  in  tbae  oMuner  as  he 
hiCbbwndefctfbQdibisanfirer  vrouldbe^  No^.  Be* 
loved,  the  lives  of  men  expreife  it,  though  they  fpcak 
JKiMic  i«  fo  many  vrords  :  Therefore  till  Gm  come 
and  dravr  a  man,  and  change  his  ^irill,  the  v^ork  is  nor 
done*  If  you  take  a  bough,  and  offer  it  to  a  Swine  or 
a  Wolfe,they  will  refufc  it,and  trample  it  udider  their 
feet ;  but  offer  it  to  a  Sheep ,  and  the  She^  receives 
it,  and  follovees  it  t  fo  when  Chrift  is  offered  to 
men  upon  tide  conditions  that  we  have  named, 
oiea  icSfufe  him ,  they  rcje^k  him  and  fleight  him  j 
^ut  when  God  takes  away  thefe  wolvifh  and  fwini^ 
liewts^ofaursjafid  tunas  our  wils  another  way  (which 
iS'thc  drawing  the  Scripture  fpea-kcs  of  )  then  wc  are 
wiHrngtotakeCbiJi  If  you  take  other  metall  than 
IroDyUie  Load-ftone  will  not  ftitre  it ;  but  turnc  the 
auBaU  into  Iron ,  audit  will  follow  the  Load^flone. 
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So  let  the  hearts  of  aien  continue  in  that  condition 
wherein  they  are  by  natur^ ,  and  they  «rif I  never  take 
Ghrift  y  they  will  never  accept  him  j  but  when  God 
puts  into  them  fiich  a  ftrong  and  impetuous  inftigati- 
on  and  difpofition,  as^that  of  the  Spoufe  in  the  Csnth 
clci^  that  had  no  reft  till  (he  found  her  Beloved^  then 
they  Will  take  Chrift  upon  his  own  condition*.  So 
then,we  (ee  that  faith  is  an  adion  both  of  the  mrind 
and  the  will)  wrought  by  God,  enlightning  the  mind^ 
and  changing  the  will  j  which  is  that  which  our  Savi- 
our  Chrift  cals  drawing ,  N$He  cemes  to  me  unlefit  the 
Father  dravf  himithzt  iS)€Xcept  his  will  be  (et  on  work, 
unlefle  God  change  him  i  and  put  fuch  a  difpofition 
and  inftigation  into  him ,.  that  he  can  find  no  reft  till 
he  come  to  Chrift^ 

Thirdly,  the  next  thing. we  are  to  (peak  of  is^  ffnf 
this  Faith  juflifittb^ 

Now  for  this,know  that  this  faith  is  coafidered  two 
wayes : 

r  As  it  workes. 
Either-^        or, 

tf  As  it  receives.  • 

Either  as  a  qualitie,or  as  an  inftrumenr. 

As  a  qualitie  it  workes,  ani  in  this  fenfe  it  hath  no- 
thing to  doe  with  juftification. 

It  juftifieth  us  as  it  is  an  inftrument,and  that  not  by 
altering  the  nature  of  fin,  that  is  ^by  making  fin  to  be 
no  fin^but  by  taking  a  vay  the  efficacie  of  tin.  As  for 
example;  when  a  man  hath  committed  fins  ,  Faith  . 
doth  not  make  his  fins  to  be  nofins,iadced  itfcattemh  I 
^  them\ 
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them  M  J  Cknd.  You  may  confidcr  it  after  this  man- 
ner :  Firftjit  cannot  be  that  that  fin  that  is  committed 
Hiould  be  made  to  be  no  fin  \  for  what  is  once  done 
cannot  be  undone ;  God  himfelt  cannot  do  tbat^be- 
caufe  it  is  a  thing  that  cannot  be :  for  vrhen  the  fins  are 
committed » they  doe  remaine  fo :  and  therefore,  It 
fay,it  cannot  be  that  that  which  is  fin  fhould  be  made 
to  be  no  finne.  We  cannot  make  adultery  to  be  no 
adultery,  for  the  nature  and  effence  of  the  thing 
muft  remaine.  Well  >  now  what  doth  faith  ?[ 
doth  this,  chough  the  finne  be  the  fame  that  it  was^ 
yet  it  takes  away  the  fiing  and  the  guilt  of  fin ,  by 
which  it  puts  us  into  the  ftate  of  condemnation,  and 
b^  which  it  bindes  us  over  to  punifliment.  As  the 
Lions  to  which  T>mUI  was  ct^ ,  they  were  the  fame 
as  they  were  before ,  they  had  the  fame  propenfe- 
iiefle  and  difpofition  to  devoure  as  they  had  be- 
£>re,  they  bad  the  ordinary  nature  of  Lions  j  but 
at  that  time  God  tooke  away  from  them  that  fierce- 
l  cede  that  was  in  them ,  fo  that  they  did  not  de- 
ivoure  him,  though  they  were  there  flill:  {o  it  Is 
\  with  finne ,  the  nature  of  fin  is  to  condemne  us ;  but 
now  when  God  (hall  take  away  this  efficacie  from 
it ,  it  doth  not  condemne :  and  this  is  that  that  faith 
dorh. 

Even  as  the  Viper  that  was  upon  ?iul$  hand, 
though  the  nature  of  it  was  to  kill  prefently^y et  when 
God  nad  charmed  it,you  fee  it  hurt  him  not:  foit  is 
with  fin,  though  it  be  in  us ,  and  though  it  hang  upon 
us,yet  the  venome  of  it  is  taken  away,  it  hurts  us  not^ 
it  condemnes  us  not ;  thus  faith,  by  taking  away  the 
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efficac  ie  and  power  of  fin,  it  juftifie<>as  aoiaftraiitcnc, 
as  a  hand  that  takes  the  Pardon . 

TheKingwhenhepardoneth  aTraitoor,  he  doth 
not  make  his  treafbn  to  be  no  treafon ,  for  the  ad  of 
the  treafbn  rcmainesftill  5  but  the  takingof  the  Par- 
don makes  the  Traitor  not  to  be  under  c^ndeamati- 
ontSo^my  Beloved,faitb  is  that  zQt  that  takes  the  Par. 
don  from  G^^  to  that  thoufi^h  the  fin  remain  the  fit  me, 
and  of  its  ovrn  nature  is  of  power  to  bind  us  over  to 
death  >  yet  by  this  faith  taking  the  Pardon  from  e^i^ 
it  comes  to  pafli  thtt  it  hurts  u$  noti  «re  are  not  cxyn^ 
denarned  for  it. 

You  know  debts  in  a  mans  book)  the  writing  re- 
mains flilljthc  lines  are  not  blotted  outjyet  v^hen  thjy 
are  once  crofled,the  CtcdUtourcannct  come  and  a^ 
bis  debt  any  mote  3  becaufeit  is  crolifed :  So  it  is  in 
this,  our  fins  are  the  fatftc  after  we  are  juftificdasf 
they  were  before ;  but  faith  is  thai  that  croffcth  tlie 
boofcc  !  faith,  Ifay  ^  by  apprehending  the  Pardon,' 
and  taking  the  acquittance  at  6^^  bands  that  he 
offers. 

If  a  man  have  an  acqiiittance,although  the  debtre- 
mairiethefimein  the  Book,  yet  there  can  no  otiore 
be  required  at  the  hands  cf  him  that  hath  taken  the 
acquittance. 

Thus,I  fay,faith  fu  '♦iffe^us  as  an  inftt«mcnt,by^c- 
ccpting,rccciving,and  taking  the  acquittance  that  <7#rf 
hath  given  to  us  through  Chrifi:  ,

I  cannot  ftand  npoo  it  at  this  tim^  nor  make  U(c,  and 
apply  this,as  I  aefired :  therefore  I  will  break  offhere.

all  things  elfe,  otberwile  he  cannot  beleeve :  and  this 
is  a  point  neceflarily  to  be  confidered.  For  every  man 
is  apt  to  conceive  ana  thinke^that  it  is  impoflible  that 
God  (hould  accept  him^unlefle  there  be  (omething  in 
him  nrhy  God  (faoukl  regard  hioQ.  If  he  finde  himldk 
to  be  exceedingly  ungodly  she  thinkes  that  Chrid  will 
never  looke  after  himi 

Andagaine,  if  he  have  nothing  at  all  to  give,  if  he 
have  nothing  to  bring  with  him  in  his  hand,  he  thinkes 
tbstt  he /kallnave nci pardon.  But  you  fee,  that  Faith 
requires  nothing  in  the  firft  apprebenfion  of  Chrift  : 
if  a  man  be  never  fo  nngodly ,  it  is  all  one ,  the  offer 
aotwictiftanding  is  made  unto  him. 
.1  A&ain^wh^  Aicniltd  you  looke  for  righteoufnefle  in 
yonrfelves  ?  The  virotke  of  Faith /and  it  hath  nothing 
elfe  to  doe  )  is  CO  take  that  righteoufnefle  of  Chrift 
tbtt it  none  0#  your  owne^  fo  that  there  is  nothing 
eJbK<Kiarll  reqpived  :  for  all  that  Faith  hath  to  doe,  is

cloth  deliver  it ;  but  it  is  a  reftiDg  upon  <^hrift,  acafl* 
ing  of  cur  (elves  upon  him.  Now  when  a  man  leanes 
!  upon  any  other  thing »  he  (lands  not  upon  his  owne 
i  Icgges^he  (lands  not  upon  his  owne  boctofflej  for  if  be 
did,  he  could  not  properly  be  (aid  to  leane.  If  a  man 
trull  and  depend  upon  another,  he  provides  not  JSbt 
himfelfe ;  but  he  that  (b  looks  to  himlelfi:,that  he  pro- 
vide (q,  as  to  make  himfelfe  fafeif  another  fhould  fiiiJe 
hin:>,ro  farre  he  trufts  himfelfe  :*  fo  tbatjbeloved,if  yoo 
trud  Chrift^  it  is  of  neceffitie  requirecL  that  yon  nmfl 
be  unbottomed  o[  your  felves  ^  you  muft  altog^ber 
leane  upon  him,you  mull  caft  y  our  felves  wholly  upon 
him !  for  Faith  hath  fuchan  attiafting  vertue  in  it,  chat 
it  fills  the  heart  with  Chrifl ;  now  it  cannot  fill  tbe 
heart  with  Chrift,  unleife  the  heart  4)e*  emptied  BrR.

Hence  it  is  that  we  fay.  Faith  ingrafts  a  man ;  a  man 
oannot  be  ingrafted  into  a  new.  flock,unlefife  he  be  quite 
cut  otf  from  the  former  root :  therefore  Faith  drives  a 
man  out  of  himfelfe, and  makes  him  nothing  in  bios- 
felfe;  fo  that  when  he  comes  to  lay  hoM  on  the  PrcK 
mife  of  God,he  lookes  at  no  qoalitie  or  excellencie  of 
bis  owne,he  lookes  at  no  fitnene  or  woithinefle  in  hia^ 
felfe,  but  he  comes  with  a  hand  and  a  heart  altogechcr 
emptie :  fo  that  when  a  man  comes  to  befeech  God  to 
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receive  hijn  lio  mercie,  and  to  grant  him  a  pardon  of 
his  iinnes  >  wben  he  comes  to  take  hold  of  the  rigbtCii 
oufnefle  of-Chrift  for  his  juftification*  if  he  think  that 
there  is  any  little  worthineile  in  him,  or  that  there  be 
no  faakin  him  at  all,  and  ftom  thence  (hall  think  that 
God  trill  receive  hino^this  man  is  not  fit  to  take  Chrift ; 
he  nmft  be  whoUy  emptiedibf  himfelfe,.and  then  Qo^ 
irill  fpeake  peace  to  him* 

Bnt  you  will  asKe ,  What  is  that  that  Faith  doth 
emptie  t  man  of?  ^ 

.  Faith  emptieth  a  man  of  two>tb}8gs :. : 
:  Firftjof  all  opinion  of  righteoufiieii^  in  himfelfe. 

Secondfo,of  opimon  of  nreagrh  and  abilitie  to  help 
himfelfe :  tor  if  eith«r  of  thei^  retnaine  in  the  heart,  a 
maacannot  receive  Cluift. 

Firftji  lay,  a  man  rnnft^efflptied^of  all  opinion  of 
vROtthinefle  in  hioif^&i  of  all  coneeit,that  he  hath  the 
leaft  righteoufhefle  in  himlelfe :  therefore,  when  the 
Ypui^  man  came  to.Chrift,  tod  ChriH  told  him  that 
b^  muft  keep  the  La«r,and  he  laid  tw  had  done  aU  thofe 
tiuogs  from  his  youdi,Cfatift  knevt"  that  he.frfts  not  yet 
fit  i  thettfore»  &ith  he,  Gft/md  jtif  aU  thst  thtu  haft  : 
Chcifb  end. was  nothing  elle,  but  to  dtfbover  to  him 
hisoitaeunworthinefife.  If  thou  wilt  be  perfeifi  (faith 
Cbrift)  tak&this  tryall  j  Canfl  thou  be  content  to  let 
tby  weaTth  goe,to  follow  me?Canfl.tIiou  be  content  to 
fittfbr'petCecution  ?  This  fhbwedy  that  he  was  not  per- 
ItA,  cat  that  he  was  ftill  a  finfull  man  s  this  was.  the 
way  to  piepare  him  for  Chrift ,  this  courfe  wee  feei 
Cnrift  alwayes  tooke^  wee  fee  it  expiefled  in  thc'Pit- 
tftUeLofiHiie  PttblicBnt  ^od  of  the  Pharifeesthe  .Publtcap 
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went  ivray  juftified)  becaufc  he  was  wholly  emptied  of 
ail  conceit  and  opinion  of  troith  in  hisfielfe^ 

fiut  the  Pharileewas  not.juftificd,not  becaufe  be  ir» 
not  a  juner  man  then  the  Publican  <for-heiras  in  on!:* 
vrard  perforounces  better  then  he)  but  becaufe  he  hai 
an  opinion  of  bis  oim  ridtteoufncflejhc  iras  cooceiteil 
of  a  vrorthinefle  in  himtelfe,  tbeisioieheventiiQmt 
not  juftified.  '■.-'.". 

W  hat  «ras  it  that  eicladed  the  7€»ef?  Was  it  not  ao 
opinion  of  fomething  they  had  of  their  ovroe  ? 

The  LaodiccMs  they^thoaght  tbey  were  cicbi  and.  in- 
!  creafed^and  uranted  nothing^tfacrefoffe  tbey.  aovet  came 
to  buy  of  Chrift.  Tbac  trbicbaman  thinkesis  buh 
alreadieof  bisoirne,  he  mil  never  be.at  the  ieoA  to 
buy  •  Therefore,  that  is  the  firft  rhing  thata  man  mn^k 
doe^he  mnft  thinke  hiotiidie  of  no  irorch  atialJ»|fe  miifi 
be  emptie  of  all  opinioh  add  ccinceit  6f  faia  Ofrne  a- 
cellencie.  '  . -^  \  ..:•,.! 

But  this  is  not  all:  ahhough  a  man  be  perfiraded  of 
this^that  he  hath  no  vrorthinefle  in  himfejfe }  yee  if  iie 
thinke  he  is  able  to'heipe  bimielfe^ind  caorfland  ^oqe 
without  God>  he  will  not  come  tatake  Chriik:  jiImI  \ 


therefore  this  iunher  is  re<piiied3  that  a  man  ^^tliae 
he  hath  noabilitie  to  helpe  himfelfe;that  all  tfis  ne^ 
demption  muftcome  from  Chrift;  for  if  you  aslce 
many  men,whetbar  they  have  any  opinion  of  woithda, 
themfelves  ?  they  will  be  rcadie  to  aorwei*,  Mo«i  Y^tiii 
then  is  the  reaibn,  that  they  come  not  to  Cbrift  >  ft  Jt 
becaufe  they  are  in  heakh  and  profperiticand  they  ctti 
doe  it  (bone  enough  hereafter ).  they  can  ^et^tbb 
prefent  fubfift  without  Chrift  3  butwhbtiGbdliiidl 
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(hevir  a  mans  heart  to  bimfelfe^when  G^d  (he wes  a  man 
bis  dttiger,  ancKhoffes  it  him  at  prefent)  and  how  un 
able  he  is  to  help  himfelfe  out  of  danger,  then  a  man 
5«ri!l  have  no  reft  till  he  have  Chrifi.  Therefore  you 
fliall  fee  both  thcfe  requited,  i  Car .!•  jo#  Chrifi  touft 
beto  QS  mjUomyfighteduffBeffeg  fsnBificapi$fiy  and  redemp- 
ii$n  too.  Firft,  if  a  man  think  that  there  is  any  thing  j 
in  him,  ciih^x  mficmty  rtghteoufneffe^  orfanSificatm, 
that  excludes  him  j/or  hewill  rejoyce  in  himfelf :  and 
chat  concerns  the  firft  condition  required ,  to  be 
empty  of  allopinion  ofwonh. 

But  yet  if  a  man  think  tiiat  he  is  able  to  ftand  fafe 
and  fecure  for  a  time,that  he  is  able  to  be  a  Backler  to 
himfelfe,  that  he  hath  fomewhac  whereuntohe  may 
leaoe^  and  doth  not  fee  that  Chrifl  muftbe  his  re- 
demption alfo,he  will  not  come  at  chrifi^ 

Tnat^ich  kept  the  Prodigall  fon  at!vay,it  uras  not 
antypinion  of  any  worth  in  hrmfclf  e ,  but  becanfc  he 
thooght  be  could  live  without  his  father,  he  had  his 
porrionin  his  owne  hands,  and  at  his  ovrn  difpofing  jl 
and  he  would  not  come  home  to  his  father,  till  he  j 
could  live  of  himfelfe  no  longer :  fo  that  tlrough  wej 
have  an  opinion  of  no  worth  in  our  fclvcs ,  yet  if  we 
conceive  or  think  that  we  can  live  without  Ghrift,wc 
illTiot'care  for  him* 

This  was  the  fault  of  thofe  that  were  invffcd  ta 
marriage  :  they  reftifed  to  come,  not  bec^nfe 
rhey  thought  that  themfclves  vrere  of  worth ,  but 
they  were  perfwaded  that  they  reeded  rrit  thofc 
riiings  to  which  they  were  invited  Therefore, 
Ifay,  thefctwo  things  muft  brdcne ;  amaiti-nft 
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be  cmpcie d  of  all  opinion  of  wotth  in  himfelfe.        i 

And  fccondly  )Of  all  abilitie  in  himiclfe  to  he!pliii» 
felfe :  aiid  vrhen  taith  hath  done  both  thefe ,  then  it 
brings  a  man  to  Chrift :  vrhen  a  man  feeth  that  tb^reis 
nothing  in  him  tvhy  God  (hould  regard  him,  and  that 
hecannot  fUnd  longer,  nor  be  in  fafetie  longer  than 
Chrift  helps  him,and  fpeakes  peace  to  bim.novc  a  man 
is  fit  to  take  hold  upon  Chriftand  therefore  vrc  muft 
learn  to  come  to  Chrift  with  an  empty  heart. 

Many  men  cotaplai*  that  they  would  beleeve,  but 
they  want  that  forrow  that  they  (hould  have ,  they 
want  that  repentance  that  they  would  have,  they  think 
they  are  not  yet  fit,  therefore  they  dare  not  apply  the 
j  promifes. 

To  tbele  we  fay  now,  that  there  is  a  doable  kind  of 
romplaint : 

One  isywhen  a  mm  lookes  upon  thefe  things  as  up- 
on things  that  make  him  fitjwhich  if  he  have,he  thinks 
God  will  refped  him  %  and  if  he  have  it  not,he  thinks 
that  God  will  not  look  after  him.  If  thy  complaint 
be  thus,  it  is  finfoll;  for  in  this  thou  (eeJceft  fome 
thing  in  thy  felf. 

But  if  a  mans  complaint  be  this,  that  he  is  not  yet 
awaked  enough ,  that  he  is  not  yet  fei^ble  enough  of 
his  fins,  the  doft  rine  of  the  remiffion  af  his  fins ,  and 
free  ju^ification doth  not  affed  him  as  it  (hould.  In- 
deed here  is  juft  caufe  of  complaint  ^  for  thefe  thin^ 
arc  neceflfary  before  you  come  to  take  Chrift:  There- 
fore that  place  in  Mat.  iQ-  ii,willexplaincthis,and 
anfwer  an  objedion  that  may  be  made  againft  it:  when 
the  Apoftles  were  fent  outto  preach  theGofpeI,wben 
,___^ ^facy 
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they  came  to  any  houfe ,  they  vrere  bidden  to  enquire 
p^hewere vferthy I  tfsnyman  hmrthyitzkh  Chrift)your 
feace  fbaB  come  upon  htm  :  but  if  lie  be  not  worthy,  ( 
Ibdke  effthe  dufi^^e.  A  man  vrould  think  by  this^that 
there  veere  fome  worthineflercquired  in  the  party  that 
comes  to  Chrift,and  that  before  he  can  apply  the  firft 
promife  of  juftificatioii* 

To  this  we  anfvrer,  the  worthinefle  that  is  required 
here,  isnothing  ellc  but  abilirie  to  prize  Clirift^to  fet 
him  at  a  high  rate ,  to  long  after  him,  to  hunger  and 
thirft  after  his  righteoufnefle ,  vour  fe^ce  fbaScome 
ufen  fuch  a  man.  That  is,  if  there  oe  a  broken*  hearted 
man  that  lookes  after  Chri{|,whofe  heart  yearns  after  { 
him,that  he  is  able  to  prize  him  aright,  he  (hall  be  ac- 
cepted: but  if  they  be  fuch  men  as  vrill  not  receive 
you^fuch  as  virili  not  (et  meat  before  you,  fuch  as  will 
give  you  no  refpefl:  y  fiakeoffthe  duftofy^urfett^  ^c. 
So  that,  I  fay,  fuch  a  complaint  we  may  make ,  if  we 
find  a  want  of  defire  after  Chrift,for  that  is  required  : 
but  if  we  look  upon  any  thing  as  zqualificAtion  in  our 
felves,  (iich  a  worthineflle  is  not  required,  we  mufl:  be 
driven  our  of  all  conceit  of  it,  orelfe  we  cannot  take 
Chrift.  So  much  for  that  Uie,that  feeiog  it  is  only 
faith  thereby  we  lay  hold  of  Chrifts  righteoufnefle, 
that  then  we  have  no  reafon  to  be  difcouraged  in  re- 
fpeftof  any  wantmay^we  muft  find  a  wantof  all  things, 
before  we  can  be  made  partakers  of  this  riahteoufnes.  ^ 

Again,  fecondly,  if  it  be  by  faith  onelv  by  which 
we  are  made  partakers  of  this  righteonfncfle ,  and  by 
which  w^  arefavdd ,  theta  we  (hould  Icrn  hence  to 
rejoyce  only  in  God,and  not  to  rejoj  ce  in  our  lelvsj 
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for  this  is  the  very  end  ffbyGti*  hath  appointed  rhis 
vrayof  falvation.*  Efb.  i.S.  F9fh€hathck9fmmt§ifhi 
pr4ift0fthegl$fjofhUffrdce^  h  hii  Mehvtd:  That  is, 
that  he  might  have  the  praife  of  the  glory  of  his  graces 

asitisin£fAf/^i,  Thercffoft  it  is  of  faith,  and  not  by 
workes,that  no  man  (hould  boaft  of  him(elf,i  e0r.  x. 
30.  Therefore  Chrift  is  made  $0  usmfed$me^  figbH* 
cufnefflt  y  fdnSificathn  y  Mdudemfion^  thatnofle(h 
(hould  rejoycc  in  it  felf •  Now  if  that  be  G9d§  cnd,if 
that  be  his  aime ,  why  he  wilJ  have  w  faved  by  feitb, 
let  us  not  difappoint  him^of  hisaime ,  let  us  not  take 
from  him  the  glory  of  his  grace  1  but  let  us  glory  b 
the  L^fd. 

This  point  \ve  (hould  efpeciaify  looketo^nottote* 
Joyce  in  our  (elves,  but  in  o^d  :  for,  my  Beloved,  wi^ 
are  all  naturally  exceeding  apt  to  rejoyce  in  our  felv% 
wt  would  faine  findefome  enreRencie  in  our  felves, 
every  man  is  apt  to  refltdl  upon  htQei(elf,and  he  vrould 
faine  (cc  fome  worth  there  that  be  might  rejoycc  in  5 
and  if  he  be  no  body  at  all  there,  it  is  contrary  to  his 
nature  to  think  that  he  ftiall  be  accepted :  there  is  no- 
thing in  the  world  that  we  are  fo  backward  to  as  this. 
Jt  was  Mams  fault  in  ParadHe  •  whereas  he  ihouM 
have  trufted  God^  and  have  been  wholly  dependant  up- 
on him  for  alljhe  would  needs  know  good  and  evil,  he 
would  have  fomethingof  hisownjandthis  wasit  rhst 
loft  him  alUnd  brought  the  curfeupon  him,  becaufc 
1  he  would  not  be  dependant. 
J  Now  in  the  Gofpel  God  comes  by  a  fccond  means 
I  of  faving  men,  and  in  this  the  l^rrrfwould  have  the 
/  creature  to  have  nothing  in  himfelfe  to  glcry  in  ^  but 
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man  is  hardly  brought  to  this,  but  exairs  and  lifrs  up 
himlelie,  and  would  faine  have  fbme  worth  and  excel- 
lencie  of  his  ownej  but  as  long  as  we  doe  thus ,  vre 
cannot  be  faved:  this  is  the  argument  that  isufed  Hm, 
6,  4*  why  '^hdham  was  juftifyed  by  faith.  If  there 
had  beene  any  other  way »  dhrs^ttm  had  had  wherein 
to  rejoyce  tnhimiel&  j  but  faith  excludes  this  rejoy- 
<va%*  and  ooely  fiiith :  ve  fhould,  I  fay,  learne  to 
4^  this  in  gCMxl  earneft)  to  (te  that  there  is  no  worth 
in  our  felves,to  have  Chrift  to  be  to  us  all  in  a1  ],  C«/.  j . 
zz,  if  an  excellent  place  to  this  purpofe:  Saichthe 
Apoftle  ttere  (in  the  matter  offalvation)  There  is 
neitberiem  n*r  Gemik^  bond  nor  free  ^  but  chrifih  dU 
msM:  that  is ,  when  we  come  to  be  jnftified  before 

0  od,  when  we  come  to  the  matter  of  falvation ,  God 
lookes  at  nothing  ti^nian>  he  lookes  at  no  difi^iehce 
betweene  man  and  mn  $  one  man  is  vertuous ,  ano- 
ther man  is  wici%d  h  one  man  is  a  Jew,  and  hath  all 
thofe  priviledges,  another  man  is  a  Gentile,  an  Alien 
feom  the  Coramon-wealrti  of  Ifrael  •  one  man  is  cir- 
cnnaciied,anotlKC  man  is  unciicttmcifed:but  all  this  is 
nothings  Why  t  For  Chrift  is  sS  i/t  sU.  (  Marke  it : ) 
Firft  faeis  alU  that  is,,  there  is  nothing  elfe  required  to 
juft  tfie»  Indeed  if  we  were  fiimething,  and  he  were  not 
all^  we  mi^ht  thenlooke  at((xnethingbe(ides,but  be  I 

is  all. 

Agtincs  he  is  4//  in  S:  that  is,  goe  thorow  all 
things  that  you  may  think  will  helpeyou  to  falvati- 
on a  in allthoie things  Chrift  is  onely  to  be  refpe^cd, 

1  ^  nothing  but  Cbrift;  whatfoever  is  done  without 
Chrift,  Godtegardsitnot.  If  you  will  doe  any  worke 
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of  your  own  to  help  your  felvs  in  falvation^if  y  ou  wil ; 
reft  upon  aiy  priviledges,  Cbriftis not  all  in  all  •,  but  \ 
Chrift^  muftbcall  in  all  in  every  thing  :  and  if  onely  | 
ChrW  be  all,  then  we  muft  come  onely  with  faithj  for  j 
it  is  faith  onely  that  layes  hold  upon  Cfcrij?.  j 

Now  a  naturall  man  he  will  not  have  ChriH  to  be-all , 
but himfelfe will  be fomething }  or  if  ehriH be allin 
fome  things^he  will  not  have  Chriftto  be  all  in  every 
thing  9  to  have  Chrift  to  be  his  Vfikdomo^  his  righte- 
oumefle)  his  fan^ification^  to  doe  nothing  but  by 
Chrift,  to  have  Chrift  to  behis  redemption^not  to  be 
able  to  helpehimfelfe  without  Chriftj  but  that  Chrift 
muft  heipe  him  out  of  every  trouble  ^  and  beftow  np^ 
on  him  every  comfort  ^  this,  I  fay,  is  contrary  tothe* 
nature  of  man:  therefore  we  muft  be  thorowly  empti« 
ed  of  our  (elves  in  this  matter  of  jejoycing ,  as  well  as 
in  the  matter  of  taking :  for  in  vimat  meafure  any  man 
lets  any  price  upon  himfelfe ,  fo  farre  as  be  hath  any 
opinion  of  himfelfe  that  hee  is  fomething ,  juft  fo  far 
hedetrafts  from  Chrift:  but  when  a  manboafisnot 
of  himfelfe  at  all,  fuch  a  man  rejoyceth  in  6od  alto- 
gether, fuch  a  man  will  ftand  aniazed  at  the  heisbt,  and 
breadth,  and  lengthy  and  depth  of  the  leve  of  God  ^ 
fuch  a  man  will  be  able  to  fee  that  there  are  unfearch- 
able  riches  in  Chrift  y  -  fuch  a  man  will  be  able  to  (ay 
withPM/,  that  he  cares  for  nothing,  hee  reckons  ii^ 
things dung^Phil.^.  I  have  all  the  priviledges  (faith 
he)  that  other  men  have,  I  am  a  Jew ,  I  am  a  Phari^ 
(ee,  but  I  reckon  all  thde  things  as  dung ;  tbar  is*-,  I 
care  for  none  of  them  if  I  had  a  hundred  more*.  It  is 
true ,  I  have  beene  as  ftrid  as  any  man ,  yea  ^  I  went 
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beyond  others,  for  I  vvas  zealous  ia  that  courfe  where- 
in \  vras  9  yet  1  have  been  taught  thus  much,  that  all 
thelethings  ate  nothing  J  for  God  regards  them  not, 
lie  regards  nothing  but  Chrifl  and  his  righceoufnefle : , 
therefore  I  looke  not  after  thefe  things,  but  that  I  may 
be  found  in  hioa^not  having  mine  own  righteoufnef^, 
but  that  righteoufnefTe  that  God  accepteth ,  which  is 
thfM^  fdith  in  him.  Therefore ,  my  brethren,  Icarne 
thus  to  rejoyce  i<i  Chrift  and  in  Goa,and  not  in  your 
felves  \  this  is  the  moft  cxecellent  vrorke  that  wee  can 
performe,  it  is  the  worke  of  the  Saints  and  Angels  in 
Heaven,  we  (hould  learne  to  come  as  neere  them  now 
as  we  can.  In  Kw.T.w.  they  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
faying,  Sslvdtion  ammeth  bj  •wt  God ,  thatfinth  ufon  the 
rirMe^andty  the  Lamb ^  andthetefire  ffsife^  sndmfm 
d$me^  amd glory  Be  given  to  God  for  evermere ^  bccaufe|Thegiiund 
falvation  is  from  the  Lord ,  and  from  the  Lamb ,  and 
not  from  our  ielves  at  all  1  hence  it  is  that  they  fell 
downe  and  worfhipped  hina,  and  (or  this  caufe  they  al 
cry  J  trifdome^  m^^mtji,  snd  ftaife  be  to  our  a$dfor  ever- 

mmre. 

If  falvation  had  been  from  our  felvs,if  wehad  done 
any  thing  to  helpeour  felves  therein ,  there  had  not 
becne  ground  or  giving  allpraifeand  glory  to  God  5 
and  if  this  be  the  wotu  of  the  Saints  and  Angels  wee 
(hpuld  labour  to  performe  it  as  abundantly  as  we  can 
nows  and4et  us  doe  it  in  good^arneft:  for  if  men 
could  be  brought  to  this ,  to  rejoice  in  God  alone, 
their  mouthes  would  bee  filkd  with  prayfe  exceed- 
ii^Iy  y  they  would  regard  nothing  elfe ,  and  in  the 
courfe  of  their  lives  they  would  make  it  evident 
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to  the  world  that  tbey  were  fuch  as  made  no  account  1 
ofrhe  world,  fo  they  might  have  Chrift ,  they  would  J 
be  content  with  any  condition  s  for  Chrift  is  all  in  all 
to  them. 
.  Thirdly ,  if  it  be  by  Faith  onely  by  which  wee  arc 

To  labcmr  for  ^^^  partakers  of  the  rightcoufnefle  bv  which  we  are 
faith  above  ^t  faved ,  then  it  fhould  teach  us  to  let  other  things  goe^ 
^  I  and  principally  to  mind  this  matter,  to  labour  to  get 

faith ,  whatfoever  become  of  other  things  ^  for  it  is 
that  by  which  we  have  falvation^ 

The  Papifts  they  teach  that  workes  are  the  maine  > 
and  many  things  they  prefcribe  that  men  muftdoe: 
our  dodrine  is,  you  fee,  that  £iith  onely  is  required. 
Indeed  many  things  follow  upon  fdth,  but  faith  is 
that  you  muft  onely  labour  for^  and  then  the  reft  wUl 
follow  upon  it. 

The  Dodrineof  ours  you  (hall  find  that  it  is  dili« 
vered  cleerely  in  aal.  5*  >f,  tf.  ^e  wah^  through  the  sft^ 
rit^  for  the  hope  of  righttoujktfity  fohicb  is  through  Faith  : 
that  i$,  we  looke  for  nothing  from  the  Law^  we  regard 
no  workes  at  all  in  the  matter  of  juftificatiens  that 
which  wee  looke  for  is  onely  that  righteoufneffe  which 
is  taken  by  faith :  and  why  doe  wee  fo  ?  For,  faith  he, 
in  Chrifi  Jefus  neither  circumtifion  is  any  thing ,  norim* 
circumcifion  ,  iut  Faith ,  &c.  As  if  he  flioqld  fay , 
There  is  good  reafon  why  we  fhould  exped  falvation 
onely  by  faith ,  becwfe  nothing  elfe  will  helpc  tis  in 
that  wrorke  :  fircumcifion  is  nothing ,  mr  uncircumfion 
is  nothing  :  but  thofe  two  he  meancs  all  other  things  j 
that  is  a  in  the  having  of  all  the  priviledgcs  in  the 
world,  in  the  doing  of  all  the  works  that  can  be  done,' 
1  •  faith 
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Suth  is  all  in  all ;  but  it  nuft  be  fuch  a  fairh  as  nrocks 
'  by  love :  though  it  be  by  faith  only  9  yec  at  is  not  an 
idle  £aith  :  tl^fore  you  are  efpecially  to  labour 
for  faith,  ** 

There  are  many  other  excellencies  that  we  are  capa- 
ble of,  oaany  iporall  venues ,  Ihch  as  t^rifiotk  and 
SHf4tts  have  deicribcd  $  bat  without  £iith  God  re- 
gards none  of  thefe :  take  one  diat  is  a  wicked  vian, 
and  take  another,itt  hin  be  never  (b  vettttous,  as  5«mi- 
tti  and  ^M^M^that  were  theftri^fk  in  Moralitie  of  all 
the  Heathen ;  nay ,  take  any  man  that  lives  in  the 
Chnrch  y  that  lives  the  nu>ft  ftrift  and  exa^  life,  and 
yet.isnot  jaflifiedby  fnth«  God  makes  do  difietence. 
between  thefe  men,  the  one  is  as  aeer  to  Heaven  as 
the  other,  God  kMfces  upon  them  both  with  the  lame 
eye }  for  he  regards  nothing  without  £tith*.  He  that 
is  the  ax>ft  ptonne  and  wagcxHy,  i£  he  comoief  k  wiib 
£Uitb  bs  ffaall  obtaiie  Chrift ;  the  tther  that  hath  all 
moral  veitnes  in  the  moftexa^  manner,  withodt  faith 
tfaeyflialldoehimnogood:  therefore  we  are  to  iedk 
for  nothing  iathe  matter  oi  jnOification,  but  how  we 
may  be  enroled  to  beleevc)  we  aito  pvincipally  to  fl» 
dythbmattir  of  faith. 

Take  fteh  a  one  as  Sitfdfts ,  and  fuch  a  woe  as  Saint 
fsiUg  it  may  be  StfsUi  nu^t  be  outwardly  as  tempe- 
tatfw  andiss  pttieot ,  and  beindned  with  as  oKuiy  ex* 
ceflcncies,  «  might  appease  in  hisicarria^  as  ftriA 
a»:Saim  nttii  bue  here  is  the  great  diffesence ,  the 
one  dotb  u^t  faee  docb  of^himfelfe,  and  through  | 
himfelfti,  andforhimfelfes  the  other  doth  what  bee ! 
.oiiCkcift,  aadt  tlvoudt  Chrift  >  and  for 
5JL. Chrifli ' 
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chrifi  :   Therefore  Faith  mainely  is  requifite. 

If  we  had  all  other  excelleocie  s,  yet  wc  fhail  find 
this  in  them  ^  that  diey  doe  alnray  give  fomething  to 
the  creature* 

Againe^  if  ybagoe  never  (b  farre  in  thetii5  yet  yea 
(hall  find  that  there  is  fome  imperiedion  in  them. 

But  faith>  it  ecnptieth  the  creature  of.  all  things  ^  jc

Then  a  mjin 
lookes  into  the  world,  and  findes  that  he  is  Almightie, 
that  be  is  able  to  make  him  the  Sonne  of  God  ^  that 
whatfoever  Chrift  hath  by  nature,  be  (hall  have  it  by 
matchins  with  him.  Indeed  Chrift  hath  it  immedi* 
ately^asneistheSon  of  God,  but  we  have  it  medi- 
ately >  as  the  wife  hath  the  riches  of  her  husband*  If  a 
woman  oiarry  the  Kih^  ibn,  (he  hath  tfie  fame  prir 
viledgres^  and  the  (amc  inheritance  that  be  hath:  (o 
whatibever  Chrift  hadi becomes  ours:  fjn/atid  ^- 
fiJh^  and  all  are  Chrifts,the  World  is  Ghrifts^  and  all 
things  prefent  and  to  come  are  Chrifts ,  and  they 
are  all  made  ours.  Now  when  this  is  well  ponderedf^ 
and  wee  find  that  wee  hare  a  lure  word  to  confirme 
this : 

Then  in  the  third  place  we  come  and  take  him  $ 
and  this  no  man  will  doe  indeed,  till  he  have  well 
confideted ,  as  the  faying  is  of  noarriage,  that  it  is  a 
I  Q beftowing 
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beftoviringof  ones  (elf  upon  fuch  an  one^fo  it  is  in  ehi'» 

every  one  therefore  (hould  confider  before-hand,  what 

{ it  iscobeftovr  bimreife  upon  Chrift#  And  wheii  this  is

!  (elves  upon  Chriftjtben, 

In  the  next  place,  weecon»e  to  fee  what  wee'  (hall 

have  by  hin,  and  then  m^  came  to  noake  u(e  of  all  that 

Chrift  brings  with  him:  reconciliation,  and  pardon  of 

finne  ,  and  all  things  elfe  that  hee  hath>  I  have  with 

bim>lamthe  Sonne  of  God,  and!  (hall  bee  (an£li« 

fied,  <  for'together  with  hiui  I  have  the  Spirit)  alt 

my  Prayers  (hall  be  heard  $  all  the  promiies  in  the 

Booke  of  God  are  mine  3  for.  In  him  $be)  sre  sU  tea 

ani  Amtni  as  all  the  world  is  his  ,  fo  it  is  all  the 

wealth  of  a  Chriftian  after  hee  hath  taken  Ghri(^» 

^dw  when  t[iis  is  ^iftindly  propounded  t:o  us  ^  and 

1  wee  conceive  it  aright,  itoiake^tbe  way  much  moitt 

eafietous;  bat  when  we  goe  on  in  a  confiiled  manner, 

becau(e  the  Gofpell   is  not  cleerely  underftood  by 

us,  hence  it  is  that  wee  labtoiir  much,  and  .yet  the  thiag 

isnot  dpne:  thercibiti  my  Bclovtd ,  if  yon  havct 

a  perfwafion  of  the  foigivenefle  of  your  finnes,  if  it 

bpe  but  a  meere  perfwaiion,  it  wiU  alter  exceedingly , 

it  will  goe  and  come  ia  rhe  time  of  temptation  : 

but  wben  you  have  a  fiire  Word ,  when  you  have 

built,  your  felves  upon  the  Scriptures,  it  is^not  de* 

pendent  upon  your  perfwa(ion ,  but  i^is  the  W«rd 

that  you  reft  upon:   For  Fancie,  and  Opinion^and 

perfvvaiion,  it  will  grow  (bmetimes  longer,  and 

f6metfme$  (hotter^  as  the  (hadpw  doth,  whereas  the 

body  of  the  thing  is  the  (ame  j  but  when  your  eye  is 

upon 
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upon  the  Word^virhen  you  reii  upon  ihat^  then  your 
perfv^afion  vrill  continue  the  fame  as  the  Word  con- 
tinuest  Indeed  your  confort  ouy  be  fomtimes  moie^ 
fbmetimes  lefle;  but  when  it  is  fnrched  upon  the  lure 
Word^  that  is  it  that  ir ill  bring  you  comfort  in  t£c 
working  of  ir^  to  obferve  the  method  and  degreo  of 
it^  Indeed,  my  Beloved^ it  is  a  point  of  anothernatore 
to  beleeve  than  the  irrorld  thinks  ofj  theivicn'e  examin^ 
recall,  and  underftand  this  Dodrine  that  we  have  dovit 
taught  you  diftinftly ,it  will  be  worth  all  your  labour: 
for  the  prefent  you  (hall  have  a  good  confciencc,  and 
the  aiCirance  ot  Gods  favour,  and  when  death  comes, 
the  right  underftanding  of  it  will  be  worth  all  the 
I  world  Defide. 

It  is  ftid  of  the  (econd  ground,  that  they  fell  away, 
becaufe  f foji  W  m  mt  in  thtmfelves :  they  had  fame 
root :  but  their  £iith  was  pitched  upon  a  seneral)  \ 
Ooft rine,upon  a  generall  perfwafion,  that  hath  a  kind 
of  root ,  but  it  rath  no  root  in  it  ielfe :  fo  p[iany 
Chriftians  goe  £irre>  and  they  doe  much,  but  they 
have  no  ro«t  in  themfelves,  that  is ,  they  doe  not  un- 
derftand difVindtly ,  andtlirQughly,  the  grounds  upon 
which  their  faith  i%built  /  they  fee  not  a  fure  ground 
for  it  in  the  word  of  God,  they  know  not  how  faith 
is  built  upon  the  fure  corner  ftone ;  for  Chrift  is  that 
lure  earner  ftohei>  hee  that  is  built  upon  him  (liall  ne- 
ver be  a(hamed:  wee  fhould  learne  therefore  not  to 
give  over  till  we  be  rooted  ^and  grounded-  If  a  man 
mould  aske  many  people ,  What  is  the  reafon  that 
you  are  perfwaded  that  your  finoes  are  forgiven  } 
( for  you  ought  to  build  that  upon  an  infallible 
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grounds)  U  it  be  no  more  bur  bccaufe  you  are  per 
ivraded)  it  is  nothing ,  but  if  you  can  fay .  My  finnes 
are  forgiven^  bccauie  I  have  Chrifty  and  hi  thst^atk 
the  »mme^  hatbUfi  :  I  have  the  fare  nrord  of  God  for 
it ,  God  cannot  lie,  he  is  truth  it  felfe  that  hath 
(aid  it^  and  he  hath  offered  Chrift  to  every  crear 
turc  under  heaven:thcn  it  the  ground  good» , 
thou  mayeft  take  him  boMly,  be« 
ing  within  that  number » > 
So  much  ibr  this^.

Aionsof  a  man, it  is  the  grear  prerogative  of  God,  j

■When  Go'daltcrs  thebencof  the  mind,  .when  God 

juftificsaman i  h^ will afFeft  a  maijsi heart fo,  that  hee 

(hall  be  '(^  ^'ffebed'^vU^  thrift ,  as  that  he  ftall.fiave 

norefttillhehavehim-i  whenliedoth  fee  his  need  of 

him^hefliallnot  give  over  till  hebeafTuredthit  heis 

reconciled  to  him  :  Ursw  us  t  *id  wee  mff  runne  after 

thfe.  Iris  fuch  a  drawingas  iscalledtheteachingof 

,  Gpd :,  lohti'6,  45,'  re  §aU  he  t^iht  of  Godi  that 
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IS,  when  Ood  comes  to  teach  a  thing  be  bovreth  the 
will  and  affcftions  to  doe  it.  We  heretofore  exempli- 
^  this  by  the  fimilkade  of  the  Ant,  and  the  Bee^and 
other  creatures  5  they  are  faid  to  be  taught  of  God, 
when  God  puts  aftrong  inftin<ft  into  them  to  do  (iich 
and  fuch  a  thing^he  teachcth  them  to  doe  this  and  this. 
So  God  teiicheth  men  to  come  to  Chrift  ,  that  is,  he 
pats  aftrong  inclination  into  their  hearts,  and  when 
that  is  there  once,  they  can  have  no  reft ,  as  the  Iron 
cannot  reft  till  it  come  to  the  Loadftone ,  and  as  the 
Stone  cannot  reft  till  it  come  to  the  Center :  fo  the 
heart  of  man,  when  God  drawa:hit;  when  hee  hath 
changed  the  will ,  then  hee  finds  fuch  a  diipoficion  in 
him  as  was  in  the  Spoufe,  Cant.  2.  She  fought  him 
whom  her  foule  loved,  (he  fought liim  by  night ,  and 
by  day,  (he  fought  him  in  theftreet,  and  among  the 
Watchmen,  and  never  refted  untill  (he  had  found  him. 
So  when  God  bathdrawnea  mans  heart,  when  he  bath 
inclined  a  mans  will  to  embrace  Chrifti  he  is  never  fa- 
tisfied  untill  he  hath  found  him. 

But,  you  will  fay,  God  doth  this  by  means>  ke  uleth 
Amments  to  draw  the  will. 

It  is  truej  the  qucftion  therefore  is,  How  God  doth 
this.  We  will  propound  three  means  by  which  God 
dothuluallydoeit. 

Firft,the  will  is  drawne,  by  being  perfwaded  what 
the  mi^rable  condition  of  a  man  is  that  is  not  yet 
come"to  Chrift,  that  hath  not  yet  taken  him.  that  hath 
not  gotten  the  pardon  and  forgivcntjflTe  of  his  fins,that 
bath  not  got  affarance  that<^farift  hath  received  him 
,  to  mercy* 
\  G4      '  The 
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The  third  thing  is,  that  he  fttall  not  Xofk  hitlaboiw 
if  he  doe  attempt  it. 
The  firft  thing,  I  fay ,  that  dravres  us  to  Chrtft  is  to 
SrioJ?/??  confider  how  miferabie  we  ate  without  him  t  if  men 
mifjry  wtofvrereperfwadedof  thts»  they  would  more  feekeibim*

It  is  true,  if  a  man  could  live  alone^he  vrouM  not  come 
tohim^  Take  Rebels,  andPyrateS)  if  they  vrere  able 
to  miintaiae  themfelves  abroid,  if  they  could  be  as 
happy  in  RebelUon  as  in  receiving  mercy,  they,  would 
never  co:tkQ  in.  So  ic  is  in  this  cate,  if  ^  we  be  brought 
to  this  exigent  9  that  we  fee  we  cannot  hold  out  any 
longer^we  are  not  ftrongerthan  he^  as  the  Apoftk 
(kith,  I  C9r.  lO.y A^ewtefif^ngif  thmfni  When  a 
man  is  perfwaded  of  that »  wheva  man  (eeth  this  ne^ 
ceflSty  is  laid  upon  himyorelfe  hcperiihoth^  tfaenbb 
will  come  in.  So  take  a  (bU)  ota  iervant,  if  be  be  able 
tolivefromhisFatherYOr  Maftershoufe^  perhaps  he 
will  runne  at  riot  ftill}  but  when  he  feeth  he  cannot 
have  fo  nuchas  husks,  hee  can  have  nothing  to 
(iiftaine  him ,  that  is  it  wilt  biinghim  homp^  So  take 
a  Wife>  a  Spoufe)  if  one  come  to  wooe  her,  if  (he  be 
able  to  life  without  him,  it  may  be  (he  will  refufe 
him;  but  if  theca(e  befo  that  (he cannot  fubfiO^bnt 
the  Creditors  will  come  upon  her,  (be  mud  needs 
have  a  Husband  to  prote  A  hcTi  to  be  a  birre  and  a  co- 
vering unto  her,  now  (ke  (eeth  a  neceffiey  of  it.'fhere- 
fore  we  fay  the  Law  drives  men  unto  Chrift,  and  the 
Law  doth  it  by  (hewing  a  man  his  fin ,  and  the  curie 
due  to  it,  by  (hewing  a'  man  his  vilene(& :  and  if  this

will  not  doe  it,  then  it  flieires  him  the  curie :  when  a 
man  fees  the  mifery  that  the  Law  brings  upon  him , 
and  pronouaceth  againft  bios,  that  he  is  condemned^ 
that  ptrfnrades  him.  Therefore  the  Law  drawes  a 
many  and  the  fen(e  of  faU  milerv  (hewing  hin  that 
he  itOQt  of  Cbrift,  thii  drawes  aim  to  confiier  that 
God  ;j»  his  Enemy,  that  all  the  creatures  are  hiscne- 
nnesifpr  il^God  be  thioe  enemy » ^n  nee Js  rouft  all 
the  crearares  be  fo  j  becaufe  they  turne  with  him  to 
toA  fro  j  as  an  Army  turns  at  the  becke  of  the  Gene* 
call.  Now  to  have  ^od  and  the  creatures  to  be  a  mans 
enemies » to  have  every  thing  to.  worke  for  a  mans 
faiuf,  frifftrityfiMyes  fo'w,  and  £iver{icy  is  not  a  Plaiflfer 
or  Medicine,  but  a  poy  ion  to  him,  every  thing  joynes 
for  his  hurt)  the  Word,  which  is  the  favour jf  tift  to 
others ,  is  the  favuff  •fikt^th  to  him  ( the  Sacraments, 
which  area  meanes  to  convey  ^race  and  afifuritnce  to 
others,  are  a  means  to  convey  Satan  to  his  hearty  it  in- 
crea^hhis  condemnation  and  his  judgement,  tor  rj^« 
wfdth  tfGoi  abiJUs  ufOH  a.  mM^  that  is,  it  {hall  be  upon- 
him  for  eternity  hereafter :  for  he  that  hath  not  the 
Son,  hath  not  life,  loh,  $.uit»  When  a  man  ferioufly 
confiders  all  this,  when  he  feeth  what  cafe  he  is  in,  that 
he  cannot  live  withott  Chrift,  this  will  be  one  thing 
that  boweib  and  inclineth  the  will  to  come  in  and  take 
Chrift.  Btttthisisnotall. 

In  the  fecond  place  a  man  will  know  what  good  he 
(hall  have  by  fuch  an  Huiband ;  and  indeed,  if  this !  "^^«'J  '^  *^ 
were  all,  he  could  never  marry  out  of  lovcj  and  if  be  .a^i&J 
doe  not,  it  can  be  no  match :  therefore  we  muft  find  \ 
(bme  goodjfome  excelleacie  in  Cbrift.  And  this  istfaii 
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fcccnd  thing  that  drawcs  the  will.  It  wc  take  him  w 
(hall  hafc  all  his  wealth,  and  all  his  honour,  all  the 
joy  and  pleafure  he  can  aftord.  We  fliall  ime  all  bis 
wealth  J  that  is,  goe  to  the  whole  Vnivcrfe ,  -  and  fee 
what  tKre  is  profitable  or  comfortable  to  the  fons  of 
mcttjind  all  that  is  ours,  whether  ithe  Paul  ^ot  4p9l- 
h^  or  Cephas^  §rthimrldy9r  life  or  deaths  %r  things  ffcm 
Jent^  or  things  to  tomei^  sB  is  jonrs^  you  arechrifisy  §s$i 
ChriHisGodi:  allthis  is  yours.  As-for  the  things  of 
this  world ,  if  we  take  him  once,  wee  have  all  thcfe. 
Would  nor  a  mandedre  all  thefe  ?  Is  not  this  a  ftrong 
arguaient  to  move  a  man  to  take  >Chrift ,  that  all  the 
Angels  in  Heaven ,  all  the  excellent  Mtnifters  on  the 
earth,  -that  are  next  to  Angels)  they  are  all  his  fcr^ 
vants  ?  God  hath  beftowed  thefe  gifts  for  his  (ak^they 
are  fet^  work  for  the  furthering  of  his  fiilvation:  and 
theAngelsy  you  know,  are  miniftring Spirits Jofso  forth 
for  the  good  of  the  EUa:  for  the  world,  as  the  Apoftk 
faith,  thtcis,whatfoeveris  in  the  world,  all  the  good 
and  alltheevill  in  the  world,  even  that  evill  doth  him 
(ervice :  the  afilidions,  and  perfecutions',and  (formes 
drive  him  to  his  haven  as  well  as  faire  gales }  eveiy? 
thing  fcGu  res  him,  doth  him  ibme  goc^or  other  J 
alt  in  the  world  is  his ,  both  life  and  death ,  that  is, 
whatfoever  belongs 'to  this  life  or  another,  all  is  for 
his  iervice;  and  not  that  only,  bur  when  death  comes, 
that  a  man  thinks  is  the  greateft  enemy,  that  there  is 
no  good  in  death,yet  that  doth  him  good,tt  heals  our 
finnes,  itisameansof  happinefle.  In  atvord^  when, 
the  Apoftlc  could  fty  no  more,  things  pre fejUy  or  things 
to  come^  ior  a  man  (hould  looke  to  both :  as  Heaven

vriU  not  contet>t  hicn  virith juc  the  things  ot  this  life^ 
fb  the  things  of  thi^  life  mW  not  content  hinij  with- 
out  Heaven }  but  vehen  there  is  both,  the  mind  is  fi- 
tisfied. 

Now  when  a  man  confiders  what  wealth  he  hath  by 
Chrift,  and againe, that  he  (hill  have  all  his  Honour, 
now  looke  what  Honour  Chrift  hath>  the  famehee 
hath  by  matching  with  him;  having  him  we  have  all 
yptogs.  If  a  man  could  enter  into  a  (erious  confide- 
rarton  o^^  this,  to  thinke  that  he  is  a  King,  th  it  he  is  an 
beireof  all  things  y  that  all  thj^romifes  doe  belong 
to  him «  Doe  but  thinke  with  your  (elf  es ,  ifany  of 
you  Qiould  be  raifed  from  a  meane  ordinary  conditi* 
on  to  be  made  an  earthly  Prince ,  how  would  you  be 
afif^^cd  with  it  ?  would  it  not  put  other  thoughts  in^ 
to  you  ?;  Why  (hould  you  not  beleevc  fpirituall  pri* 
vUcdgfcs  to  be  as  reall  ?  Why  (hould  you  not  rejoyce 
more  in  them?  they  are  more  durable, they  are  more 
excellent,;;hey  have  all  in  them  the  other  have.  Indeed 
they  are  things  that  a  re  not  (een  with  the  eye,  they  are 
fpirituall,  they  axe  things  that  enjoyed  and  refetved 
for  afterward,  but  yet  there  is  much  for  the  pref^nt. 
Learne  to  con(ider  this,  and  it  would  draw  and  move 
yoiy  but  becaufe  thcfe  things  are  looked  on  with  a 
gellniUeye,  as  matters  of  fancie  and  fpeculation, 
tliey  are  looked  on  as  things  that  arc  rather  talked  , 

of,  we  fee  no  fuch  thing,  we^have  no  feeling  of  them,  p'»^'^6*^-j 
therefore  wee  doe  not  affeft  them :  but  we  fliould 
labour  to  bsleeve  this,  the  Scripture  often  mentions 
and  repeats  this  5  Tee  are  a  foyaU£neft.h0$i^  heires 
with  Chrifi.     Labour  to  come  to*  tBis  diPjundion, 
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if  rhcfe  things  be  not  fo,  why  do  you  bclecvcthemai 
all  ?  if  they  be  fo ,  why  doe  you  not  re joycc  in  thea 
proportionable  to  thefe  priviledges  ?  And  fy  iot^Jofi 
at  his  rsgh  hand  then  are  hjes  and  pleafures  f^r  evermte. 
And  as  it  is  fo  for  ccemicy,  (o  the  ncerer  vrc  draw  to 
him  in  this  life,  the  more  pleafurc  we  have  j-  for  he  If 
the  God^t  all  comfett ,  the  nearer  wc  are  to  bim>  the 
morecomf  )rt,  aU  the  m^es  ^fmifedome  art  wajts  of  f/w- 
fure^  becaufethey  lead  nearer  to  God,  who  is  thecattH^ 
of  all  coafort.  So  thit  is  the  fccond  thing  to  confi- 
der,  the  good  you  fti^j^  hive  by  Chrift ,  «^hcn  once 
you  fee  how  mile  rable  you  are  without  hicn,  and  that 
you  fliail  gain  fo  much  by  him. 

Then  in  thethird  place  there  is  one  thing  remaining. 
I  How  (hall  I  have  him?  I  nay  attempt  it>  and  go  witD» 
out  himj.  I  nuiy  feeke,  and  be  denied  ;  and  thefefbre^ 
in  the  tturd  place,  you  {hall  be  fiire  to  obtaine*}  that  iii, 
a  great  meanes  to  encourage  us  to  come  unto  bin', 
when  you  fee  you  (hall  not  faile}  there  is  nothing  can 
hinder  on  your  parr,  as  you  have  heard  in  the  prece* 
dent  condition  5  there  is  required  bntan  earncft  hun- 
ger and  tbirft  after  hioi, Jrf  juffifiis the  wngoMj^  and) 
therefore  nothing  can  hinder  on  your  parts:  and 
therefore  if  any  thing  hinder  it,  it  muft  be  on 
pare.  Now  what  is  there  on  Gods*partthat  hin 
He  hath  promiied,  and  bound  himielfe,  and  bewil] 
not  goe  from  his  Word ,  he  will  not  denie  hin> 
(elfe :  and  therefore  when  there  is  no  hinderance  on 
neither  part,  then  why  doe  you  not  beleeve  ?  If 
you  will  confider  Chrift,  and  fee  how  he defcribesj 
himfelfe  in  the  Word ,  if  you  looke  unto  all  thoie 
I  arguments!

moredearcly,  although  hcfaw  itcertaineiy  before: 
So  the  promifes  of  God,  wee  may  behold  them, 
and  appiv  them  tq  our  felves  to  be  fure  and  firme^ 
and  yet  tnis  may  admit  more  degrees;  Whcti  there  is 
more  lights  and  more  arguments,  when  the  Spirit  of 
Adoption  fpeakcs  more  clccrcly  and  fully  to  us,  there 
may  DC  a  greater  degree  of  perfwafion.*  and  there- 
fore thatobjedion  ,that  either  itis  not  faith,  if  there 
be  doubting,  or  if  it  be  firm  in  a  man  he  needs  no 
more;  I  fay  it  is  not  (b:  for  faith  admits  d^rees, 
thereis  afullperfwafion,  o/.i.which  intimates  there 
is  a  leOer  faitn  than  that.  As,  you  kno w,a  Ship  may 
be  carried  with  agentle  gale  of  wind  as  well  as  with  a 
flrongcr  gale^  though  it  goe  not  fo  faftj  but  it  may  be 
movtd>  it.may  beput  on  with  a  gentle  wind  as  well  as 
with  a  firopg  galc« 

S9  a  tree  may  be  rooted,  aoci  rooted  ftrongly  and 
firmly^  and  yet  m^y  be  more  rooted  after  wardl  The 
phrafr  of  fcripturc  carries  it  fo,  oh  ye  of  little fmhi 
there  is  a  little  faith,  and  therefore  it  implies  there  is  a 
ftrongfaith>  yetthe  lead  is  accounted  faith.  So  L$rd 
I  htkeve^  helfe  then  mj  ttnbeliefei  it  was  unbelicfe,and 
yet  it  was  reckoned  for  beliefc.

Certaincly  Peter  belccved,or  elfe  he  could  not  caft 
himfcif  upon  the  water;  and  yet  there  was  doubting 
mingled  with  it«  And  indeed,  if  faith  were  not  mixed 
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vrith  doubting,  who  (hould  have  faicb?  Did  not2>4- 
oilivcoSk,  God  mQcbf  and  yet  his  faith  was  nuxed 
with  doubting:  faith  he,  l^M  perifh  fine  d^j  bj 
the  ksitdifSMl:  and  yet  he  had  faith.  Therefore, 
I  fay,  there  may  be  faith,  though  we  have  nor  fo 
full  a  petfwafion.

A»fw,  Opinion  if  an  aflent  to  a  truth,  with  a  feare 
left  the  contrary  may  be  true.  It  difiers  from  opinion 
in  the  objed:  the  objeA  of  opinion  is  foraething  in  its 
ownc  nature  uncertaine,  but  faith  pitcheth  upon  the 
Word  of  God,  which  is  in  its  owne  nature  inndlible, 
and  cannot  deceive. 

Againe,  opinion  is  a  matter  of  fpeculation,  and 
no  moje.'^  faith  is  a  matter  of  praoice,  but  diit  is

Opinion  goeth  no  farther  but  fiavcs  in  a  doubt^biit 
faith  procecdcs  tofiiU  a(ruranee:ancl  therefore  ic  hath 
the  denomination  of  full  aflent*  As  we  fay  ofa  Wall 
that  is  a  lictte  white>it  is  whice,becau(e  it  tends  to  full 
whiteneflej  and  as  v^e  fay  water  is  hot,  that  is  a  lirtie 
hot:  (b  Faith  that  is  but  in  a  little  degree,  yet -it  maybe 
true^  firm^  and  Subftantiall . 

But  what  is  the  leaft  degree  of  faith,the  leaft  aflfcnt  \ 
the  leaft  beliefe  of  the  promlles^  without  which  it? 
cannot  be  faid  to  be  faiths 

I  atifw.  the  leaft  degree  of  faith  is  that  which  brings 
us  to  Chrift,*  which  makes  us  willing  to  take  him. 
Markethis  point,  for  it  will  be  ofmuchufe  to  you,

mani&fb  Now  if  a  man  ftandsand  Jtnowesnot  whe- 
ther be  were  beftto  takchim  or  no,  this  isnoifjiih, 
filch  a  man  a^eth  nothing,  he  is  fiich  an  one  at  is  Tpo- 
ken  of  in  itmi  i .  ( for  that  I  take  to  be  the  meaning 
of  that  place)  a  man  that  knowcsnot  whether  hec 
Hull  come  to  Chrill  or  no,  that  ftands  in  a  doubi, 
andfomctimes  he  will  go,and  fomecimes  he  will  not, 
heisoffandongtoand  frOifuchamanhath  not  iaith, 
fuchanoneC^ry/^reje^rbutnow  when  there  is  fo 
much  weight  as  will  call  the  balance  the  right  way, 
though  there  be  fomthiog  left  in  the  other  end  of  the 
Bailaoce,  that  is,  though  there  bee  fame  doubting, 
fome  fcarc,  yet  if  I  to  farrebelceve  the  ptomifes, 
and  the  Word  olCiJ,as  that  I  am  willing  to  take 
ChriftformyHasband,Iamwillicgtoreft  on  him, 
to  pitch  on  him,  tobcftow  my  fclfe  upon  him  j  this 
is  faith,  though  it  come  not  to  the  full  degree. 

Asfbr  examplCfifonebeafpokefmanforaSuitor, 
be  comes  and  tcls  the  Spoufe  to  whom  heis  aSuitor, 
thatfuchamaniioffuchparentage,  hath  fuchho- 
nour,andn]ch  wealth,  anclis  thus  qualified  j  now  if 
(he  be  but  fo  farre  perfwaded  as  that  Ihe  is  willing  to 
take  him  for  her  Husband,that  is  enoish  to  bring  her 
to  make  thematch,thatperrwafianwul  bring  her  to 
doe  it ;  afterward  fhe  may  come  to  know  the  thing 
more  fully,and  to  be  better  perfwaded,  but  that  adc^ 
to  the  degrees.  So  if  there  be  butfon^uch  alTent,  fo 
muchiirmnefleof  perfwafionto  bring  us  to  Chrift, 
to  make  us  willing  to  come  to  take  him  for  our  Savi- 
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our^  and  for  our  Lord ;  that  is  the  leaft  degree  or 
faith :  and  though  thne  be  doubting  ieh^  and  though 
there  be  ionae  ftarcs,  yet  if  there  be  but  (o  much  as 
will  produce  that^  it  is  faith.  Let  me  exenaplifie  it  in 
feme  other  thing:  Take  Hefier^^htn  fhe  was  to  come 
CO  the  King  (he  knew  not  what  fuccefle  (he  fliould 
have,  (he  was  fearfully  as  we  may  fee  by  the  maner  of 
going  about  the  bufineffe  5  yet  feeing  there  was  fcT 
much  as  drew  her  to  the  a^on,  (he  comes  and  fayes> 
iflfcrijh,  I  ftrifh ;  as  if  (h6  had  doubted  (he  might 
hivc  periflied,  yet  (he  rcfolved  to  doe  it  \  this  may  be 
laid  to  be  an  a<^  of  iaith  that  put  her  on  the  iVorke. 
Take  a  Martyr  that  comes  to  fufier,  he  hath  many 
doubts  and  feares^and  yet  if  there  be  but  io  much  per- 
fwafion  as  wil  produce  the  ad  inhim,aschat  he  is  mo- 
ved tp  doe  the  thing,  he  may  properly  be  faid  to  doe 
itoutoffeith. 

And  fo  of  all  other  iftions.  The  three  Chifdred, 
God  €an  deltvtr  us  if  he  mil  (fay  they)  ifhtdoe  n9t^t 
mil  Ml  nf$rjhif  thdt  Imagt  thdt  thm  hdfifetuf  There 
mig'it  be  fome  doubting  in  them,  and  ytz  becaufe 
there  was  fo  much  truft  in  God  as  to  bring  them  to  do 
the  thingyhere  was  faith  enough  to  make  them  accep. 
table  in  the  (ight  of  God.  So,I  Tay^if  there  be  fo  much 
faith  as  will  bring  us  to  God  and  to  Chrifi: ,  that  is  the 
leaft  degreej  other  degrees  there  are  that  may  be  ad- 
ded afterwards :  but  this  is  thy  comfort,  if  thou  have 
but  (b  much  as  will  produce  fuch  aneffeft,thou  maift 
be  furethat  thoq  haft  faith, 

SecondIy,f  aith  admits  degrees  in  regard  of  the  diffi- 
culty &  hardncs  of  the  things  that  are  to  be  belecvcd. 
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As  for  example^  Mdrthd  and  lidry  both  bcleeved 
Id  Ghfift  wlteh  htftafted  with  thcin,but  when  Xjjw- 
,  yus  was  dead^aiiPladbe^diA  the  grave  ftHire  dayes^ 
chdt  put  them  to  a  ftattd.  Now  if  they  bad  been  a* 
Ible  to  belceve  this,  there  had  been  a  greater  degree 
(of  faith.  And  that  was  it  that  magnified  Ai^nbams 
iaith  fo^  that  when  there  ^i^refogreatt  diiftcultie  that 
he  muftgdeand  offer  his  fonne^  the  fonne  in  whom 
God  bad  promifed  that  bis  feed  fliould  bee  bleffed^ 
Viho ViZiczMzdthefinne rfthe prmnife.  Now  here 
was  a  great  degree  of  fairh^becaufc  there  was  great 
difficukie.  ''         ,:  -^ 

c^i?/r/^wefeeii;^h4nht(rame  to  believe  the  pro- 
mifeofGodin  Numbers  ii.  that  fomany;  even  fix 
hiSndredthoufafid  fhouldbe  fed  withfle/h,  and  that 
they  fliould  be  fo  f ed  a  whole  iftoneth  together^it  fet 
Id0fes  at  a  ftandjhekntw  hot  wfaijtto&y  :Nbf  oneday 
( faith  hec)  not  ten  dayes,  tiot  ttfrenty  daycs,  but  a 
whole  moneth  together,  and  fix  hundred  thoufand 
people!  ifslhheFhcksdnd  Herds Jhuld be  killed, 
gndallthe  Fijhes  in  t^eSeaJhould  be  gathered  together ^ 
hpwJheuldthisbedMei,  This  was  a^rcat  thing  to  be- 
leeve,  and  therefore  bed  pitiecJ  Mefes :  Ged  fteth 
when  things  are  hard  to  be  beleeved,  and  pities  man : 
God  beares  with  Mcfes  in  that  cafe,  becaufe  the  thing 
was  difficult  and  high  .-there  arc  lome things  which 
are  above  hope,  and  in  Tuch  cafes  God  is  willing 
that  his  people  fliould  aske  him  a  figne^  hee  Icnowes 
their  ftrength ,  they  had  need  of  fomething  to 
confirm  them*  And  therefore  infuch  a  cafe  when  Ged 
comes  in  fuch  a  manner,  If  they  t^ehim-a  fign^  Gdd 
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but  an  adulterous  generatioo,  they  did  it  not  out  of 
love.*  but,  I  fayjWhen  either  the  thing  is  high,or  elfe 
when  the  meanes  of  perfwafioo  is  wcake  and  flcnder. 
As,  we  kiiow,  Chriil  faid  unto  Nathviiel,  Doft  thou 
bclecve  for  thisf  as  if  he  (hould  fay.  This  (hewes 
thy  faith  is  great,  that  for  fo  fmall  a  thing  as  this  thou 
beleeveAj  I  laid  no  more  but  i  f*r9  tkeeiutder  the 
Fig.tret.  And  this  (hewed  the  \9tARcffc  oithjUnat 
his  faiths  that  fa<;  .wpuld  not  bdeeye^  unlefle  he  might 
put  bis  finger  into  the  print  of  Qhrifts  wounds,  and 
his  hand  into  his  fide:  fo  thftc  when  a  man  beleeVts 
by  flender  i^caneSj^  or  when  hec  beleevestbingsof 
a  higher  jia^jre,  which  is  more  above,hopc,  yttheo 
there  is  great  difficulties  in  this  Icnfe  Buth  admits 
degrees. 

Thirdly,  faith  admits  degrees  in  regard  of  the  ex- 
te^it  of  it,  when  there , are  moisq  (;bings  eeveifled  tp 
them:  and,  Itak€  it,  this  place  ^\^  ckrsy  that,  V/&^ 
righteoufnt^e  efGed  u  fevttkifrom  faith  u  futhi 
that  is,  the  rightcoufneflcof  Chrift  was  revealed  in 
the  time  of  the  Law  and  the  Prophets^it  was  revealed 
obfcurely,  aid  there  wasa  little  faith  among  them.to 
beleeve,  it  was  enough  to  fave  them;  but  when  the 
time  drew  nccrer,  there  were  greater  rCYe  Iations,as 
we  know  in  the  time  of  the  Prophets,  their  faith  was 
great;  as  there  were  more  revelations,  fo  there  was 
more  faith.   So,  I  fay,  it  admits  degreesin  regard  of 
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the  extent  of  revclatioQj  as  the  Apo(Ues»when  Chrift 
was  upo  the  earth,  they  had  a  degree  of  faith,but  wh6 
Chrift  afcended,  then  there  wert;  iiikore  revelations, 
then  they  grew  from  fiiith  to  faith,  becaufe  they  grew 
ixom  f  evelation  to  revelation,  th€  the  Spirit  of  God 
was  fent  into  their  hearts  to  cevealeallthings,  and  to 
Icadethem  into  all  truth.*  you  know  they  had  abun- 
dance of  revelations  afterwsrds;  So  inthis  regard,  in 
regard  of  the  extent,  faith  receives  d^rees,  not  be- 
caufe the  habit  isincreafed,but  bccalufethc  revdatios 
and  objefts  are  more.  And  tbereforerthat'is  the  Com- 
fort of  poore  Chriftians,  thofethat  are  yet  ignorant, 
they  may  have  a  true  habit,  and  as  true  a  grace  in  the 
heart:and  though  a  man  be  more  cooverlaot  in  Scrip- 
ture, and  knowes  morethan  they,  l)p  hathtnore  teve- 
latids,  and  in  that  fenfe,th6ugh  he  have  a  gtesret  faith 
than  the  other,  yet  thejother  hath  tf  fike'preck>usfaith 
with  him  in  regard  of  tbatgrace. 

So  we  fee  how  faith  receives  degrees  in  thefe  three 
refpedts.  .  i  -    ' 

Now,  laft  of  all,  that  fiiitfathat  gives  afTurance^thatr 
pacifieth  and  comforteth  the  heatr,  which  is  noth- 
ing but  a  refled  aft,  by  which  we  know  and  are  per* 
fwaded  that  we  have  taken  Chrift,2d  that  our  finsare 
forgivcn,this  admits  of  degrees  of  proofe.  And  here^ 
as  the  evidences  of  fandincation  are  more,fo  is  the 
affuranccj  as  the  Apoftle  faith,  The^irit  wiinejfetk 
t»  OHT  Ipirits:  he  difcovers  good  things  to  us,  we 
had  need  of  the  light  of  the  fpirit  to  judge  aright  of 
the  finceritieofthc  graces  that  we  have,  we  (hall  gat 
ana^eelfe,  wefhallnotbe  able  except  we  have  the 
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Kpwft>c  the  fkcQpd  p4ce,  that  we  muft  grow  ia 
all  thcfe.  V 

Firft,  asfaichadnutsofdegrees,  fo  we  muft  labour 
togrowin  allthclcdegrcfs. : 

Ftrft,labour  «og(o:9v  toa  more^fulland  ficmcaflent, 
by  that  means  we  fliall  drt  w  neerer  to  Chrifl,8nd  re- 
ceive him  in  a  greater  meafure.

Sv)  that  the  more  ftrong 
aftenc  tbemindeaa^  uoderftanding  ofamsa  gives  to 
thofe  trutJi5!whic|}cpncerneiuftification,  delivered  in 
thtSecipttire^tb^^ftconger  his  wilUs  inltaking  Chrift. 

As.iii^tbi;«<^Qf.a)9rruigeyai^omatt^takesruchaone 
to  be  her  husband,  but  yet  there  are  degrees  in  the 

will,  Oac  may  take  him  with  greate  r  greedinefic,  with 
a  more  full  perfwafion  that  it  is  beft  Pot  her>  with 
more  love,  and  with  more  refoiutioh*  So  the  ftronger 
the  aflint  is  that  we  give  to  the  promifesof  God, 
whereio  be  aflures  us  or  the  pardon  of  ourfins  where- 
in Chrift  is  offered  freely  unto  us,  the  more  we  take 
Chrift,and  fo  the  anion  isgrcater  bctweene  us,  we  are 
linkt  and  koit  together,  and  married,  as  it  were,  in 
a  greater  degree. 

Secondly,  in  regard  of  difficultie,  which  is  the  fe- 
cond  thing  wherein  faith  admits  degrees,when  we  be- 
lceve hard  things,  or  ea(ie  things  propounded  with 
flender  arguments.  Labour  to  grow  in  this,  for  this

drive  on  according  to  the  pace  of  the  weakeft,  to  bind 
up  the  bioken,  to  carry  them  in  our  armes:thus  Chrift 
did^and  if  we  fail  in  this,  Chritl,who  is  the  great  Shep- 
beard  of  the  flock,  be  lees  it  %  if  we  goe  aftray^he  fetches 
us  ifi)  if  vre  be  broken,  and  have  loft  our  wool,  and  be 
not  in  right  order,  he foindes  ns  up,  he  feeds  us.and  ten- 
ders U8i  thus  Chrift  deales  with  you^  And  tnerefoie 
1  be  not  difcouraged,  though  thou  be  not  foftrongas 
the  fttongeft,  yet  if  tbou  be  a  Sheepe,  if  thou  be  in  tha 
fold,  ifthou  haft  the  leaft  degree  ot  faith,  it  is  able  to

'  and  think  well  of  it^ )  Truft  perfeftly  in  the  grace 
revealed }  that  is  to  fay,  doe  it  not.  by  halvcs,kt  not 
there  be  fome  odde  reckonings  betvreene  God  and 
thee,  ftand  not  in  diftance  from  him ,  but  truft  upon 
him  perfcftly,  beleeve  fully  and  afTuredly  that  your 
fins  are  forsiven  you ,  beleeve  fully  the  grace  that  is 
given  you  through  Chrift,doe^  it  perfe^Iy^  throu|hJ» 
ly  i  truft  perfcftly  in  the  grace  brought  in  by  Chrift, 
thit  is  our  fault  that  we  doe  kruot  in  fuclK  a  manner : 
hence  it  is  that  our  joy  is  vreake,  our  grace  rs:weaJbe : 
truft  perfcftly,  thst  j9ur  JQymdy  be  fully  that  you  may 
have  tull  communion  and  feUowftup  with  Chrift:  the 
benefit  is  exceeding  great  when  we  truft  perfcdly , 
and  why  will  you  not  ?  why  (h6uld  you  liraitthe 
Hoh  9nt  of  ifrael  i  It  was  their  fin  and  tranfgreflftcm 
to  fimit  bill  in  his  power  and  al-fiifficiencie,  as  if  he 
were  not  able  todotfuchand  fiich  things*,  and  is  it 
not  as  great  a  fin  talimit  him^in  his  mercy  and  good- 
nefle?  Why  cannot  he  forgive  finnes  and  tranfgreffi- 
ons,that  in  all  circumfiances  are  the  greater  fins,  in 
what  nature  fdever?  To  thiiifce  otherwife  is  to  limit 
the  H0tj  jone  rf  Ifrael :  truft  perfeftly  therefore.  It 
is  n  jt  a  little  that  will  ferve  the  turne,  as  the  Apoftle 
MotiTcsto  I  faith,  2  Pet.  3^  Wr.  Crw  Im^gfAee.  Thereis need  of  it, 
'^gwiafaiA.!  you  (hall  firid,that  as  you  wade  further  in  the  profeflS- 
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on  of  CbriftiaDitie,  fb  you  (hall  have  need  of  more! 
ftreogth)  you  (hall  have  greater  imploy  ment)  therfore 
you  have  more  need  of  grovrtb  to  goe  forward  and 
perfevere. 

Againe>  you  (liall  meet  vrith  greater  temptations 
and  ailaults  j  if  you  be  not  more  ftrong  then  at  the 
firft,you  are  not  able  to  reiift 

A^aine,  if  you  grow  in  Faith)  you  (kali  grow  like- 
wife  in  joy  s  and  that  is  a  thing  Yihich  we  have  conti- 
nuallttfeo^  that  is  of  hourefy  ufe  to  comfort  and 
ftret^tfaen  us,  to  make  us  aboundtin  the  works  of  the 
Lordithat  helpeus  to  goe  thorow  all  variety  of  con- 
ditions:that  enables  us  toaboimd^  &  to  want,to  pafKe 
th9nmg$$i  refort^  snd  evitl  repcrP,  to  fuffer  and  endure 
perfecution.  Now  the  more  you  grow  in  'Faith,  the 
moie  you  gcpw  in  joVsas  the  A  poftle  faith,  li$mA  5* 
1 3 .  Vbe  Cod  rf  fence  fuqUlyeu  mth  dUldy  iy  ieleevwg.  So 
that  the  more  we  beleeve^the  more  joy.,  the  more  con- 
folation  we  have. 

Againe,the  more  you  grow  in  ^Faitb,  the  more  you 
ftialfgaine the  favour  of  God,the  more  you  (hall  win 
with  his  love:  there  is  nothing  in  the  World  doth  fo 
much  win  the  favour  of  God  as  a  great  degree  ojf 
faith:  and  thereiorethough  thou ^maill  be  faved  with 
alefled^reeyyetthatthoa  maift  be  in  a  greater  de- 
gree of  favour,  feeke  more  faith :  and  this ,  though  it 
be  reckoned  a  fmall  matter  to  have  a  great  degree  of 
Gods  favour,  yet  it  is  the  greater  dignity  in  the 
World*  Looke  upon  all  the  difference  of  men ,  it  is 
their  difference  in  the  favour  of  God  that  makes  them 
fo.  Why  was  Mefes  a  man  above  all  theteft  ?  Saith 
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God^  I  mil  have  e^mpajpon  ufon  whwm  I  mil  have  €om^ 
faffifHy  and  I  mil  Jbem  mtrcy  to  whom  I  mil  fbem  mercy  | 
1  have  chofen  U^Jes :  leoke  to  what  difi&teA^eof  tiattk 
you  will:  looke  into  what  eftate,  what  coiiditioii 
thou  wouldeft  have, cither  for  thy  fbuleor  thy  body^ 
what  foevcr  it  be^  it  is  by  the  grace  ami  favour  of  God 
in  Chrift  Jefusthat  all  thy  comfort  dod  confolatibn  \ 
increafeth^ 
What  ihall  make  me  grow  in  the  favour  of  "God  f 
I  anfwet)  there  is  nothing  that  caufethGod  to  let

'*™!n"'*|  ^^^  ""*^  Chrift  had  to  give  her  fuch  a  Mcatttjtti- 
^e  favour  of  mendation,  j^    is  thyfaitlii  and  becaofe  lifcriarth

ter bkffing  that  ever  he  had«  Why  was  that  ?  Becaufe 
he  Shewed  the  greateft  faith  [^  ever  he  did,  it  was  a 
ftrong  fiiththat  prevailed  With  Qod.

prayers  in  prevailing  with  God,  for  fiith  sivs  ftrenglh 
The  inw.wc  f^.^jjggjj  ■ 
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Againc,  the  more  faith  you  have,  the  more  you 
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bring  glory  to  God  ^  if  checc  be  much  iaitb^  thrre  will 
be  nmch  fruit,  it  is  the  root  of  all  grace:  as  hhn  15,8: 
ffcrm  is^  my  Father  j^lonfied^  that  y$u  kring  forth  much 
fruit.  Get  much  faith  then  if  you  will  h;ivc  much  fruity, 
that  you  may  bring  glory  to  God:  as  if  he  fhould  lay, 
If  a  man  have  but  fome  faith  he  btiqgs  forth  fruit,  yet 
there  fhiU  be  fomething  wanting :  but  when  a  man  is 
eminent ,  when  he  is  confpicuous,  when  he  is  a  great 
light  that  every  man  turnes  his  eye  to>  when  he  is  as  a 
Tree  that  brings  forth  much  fruit,  which  turns  the  eyes

CEffeSttdH  Psith.

Noir  thefe  three  Graces  he  defcribeth  andfetteth 
forth  three  v^ayes^ 

Firft,  from  a  certaine  property  or  charaftcr  which 
diftingtiiflieth  the  true  faith  from  the  falfe  faiths  the 
true  love  from  the  falfe  love,  the  true  hope  from  falfc 
hope.  I  give  not  thanks  for  every  faith>  but  for  (ucb 
a  faith  as  is  effeftuall:  ( that  is  the  propertie  or  chara- 
der  by  which  the  truth  of  fetth  i&difcerned*)*  Againei 
not  for  every  love,  but  for  fuch  a  love  as  is  laborious, 
(for  fo  the  word  fignifieth.)  Thirdly,  |not  for  every, 
hope,  but  for  fuch  a  hope  ^s  makes  you  patient,  (that 
is  the  character  by  which  to  know  hope. )  And  this  is 
the  firft  way  whereby  he  defcribeth  thcfe  Graces. 

Secondly^  he  defcribeth  them  from  the  obje<%  upon 
which  thefe  graces  are  pitched,and  that  is  Jefus  Chrift 
our  Lord.  That  is  to  fay,  I  give  thanks  fbrthe  faith 
you  have  in  Chrift, for  the  love  you  have  towards  him, 
for  the  hope  you  have  of  what  he  will  doe  for  you :  I 
give  thanks  for  that  faith,  for  that  love,  for  that  hope, 
that  hath  Chrift  for  the  object  of  it. 

Thirdly,  he  defcribeth  thefe  graces  from  the  fince^ 
ritieofthem:  I  give  thanks  for  all  thefe  gtaces  that 
you  have  in  the  fight  of  God,  that  is  to  fay,  not  in  the 
fight  of  man  onely  i  as  if  he  (hould  havefaid.  Many 
cmke  a  profeflion  of  faith,  and  goe  for  beleevers  in 
God,  and  for  lovers  of  God,  and  men  judge  them  fo : 
^ but  ^ 
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bur  you  have  it  in  the  fight  of  Godj  that  is,  not  only 
in  the  fieht  of  flaeo,  not  oaely  in  your  oivn  fancie,  ap- 
prehenuon,  and  opinion>  but  indeed)  in  good  carneft, 
in  finceritie* 

Laftly,  m  thefigh$of  Oed  our  Father:  hcdcfcribcs 
God  by  this  propcrtys  he  is  a  Father.  I  need  not  fay 
more  for  the  opening  of  the  words.  We  w  ill  come  to 
that  point  for  which  we  have  chofen  theoi^which  is 
the  nrft  thing  for  which  he  gives  thankes. 
Rememhring  your  FffeSualf^ 
This  point  we  will  deliver  to  you  out  of  them,  that, 
Tlfc  fmh  that  faves  w  mufi  bt  EfftBiuU  Faith, 
This  Doftrinc  wc  have  need  to  adde  to  that  which 
we  fornoerly  delivered :  for  having  faid  fb  much  of 
£iith,that  faith  is  that  that  faveth  men,  and  that  there 
is  no  more  required  of  you  but  to  take  tht  gift  of  righ- 
teoufne/e^  onely  that  you  receive  Chrift,  onely  that 
yoU'beUevein  God  that  juflifieth  the  ungodly^  that  is^  that 
you  onely  accept  of  that  juftification  thatOod  is  rea- 
dy to  give  every  man,  be  he  never  fb  ungodly^  Nov 
(  when  we  bcare  fo  much  of  faith^  and  that  there  is 
nothing  at  all  required  of  us  but  a  meere  taking,  left  a- 
ny  man  (hould  be  deceived,  and  run  away  with  a  falfe 
opinion,  that  if  he  have  but  a  naked  apprehendon,  and 
no  more,  he  (hall  doe  well  enough)  I  have  chofen  this 
Text,  that  you  may  know  what  kind  of  faith  it  is  that  is 
required  of  us,  namely,  MffeHuall  Faith.  The  faith  that 
faves  us  muft  beeffe^uall. 

Now  Saint  Psul  adding  this  word  to  it y^Remem- 
bring  your  EffeSuali  Faith)  he  gives  us  this  intimati^ 
oojthac  there  is  a  faith  which  is  not  efFe6hiall:  there 
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IS  a  Jaith  in  the  world  that  goes  for  true  faith,  whicha  if 
it  be  examined,!}  not  a  faith  that  faves.We  fee,through  . 
the  Scriptures,  tnuch  mention  made  of  a  ceriaine  faiik 
ffhich  men  had,  which  yet  was  not  a  faving  faith ;  wet 
lee  many  ctme  Mi  httened  in  onr  Saviour,  ivt  he  mM 
imcHHtmthimJtifcuthtm!  ff  H  kiupi^uwihthtit 
hearts,  uhn  a<  a  3, 14,  Here  was  a  faith  to  beleeve  is 
him :  nay  farther,  it  was  (uch  a  bith  as  bad  fomeeCfeA 
too  (for  it  made  them  come  to  him)  and  yet,  fof.  all 
this,  it  was  not  fuch  a  faith  as  God  accepts,  it  wSiiot 
anefieiSuall  bith. 

So  when  lehn  Bdptift  came  before  Chrift,  there  were 
many  hundreds  that  came  to  him,  and  rejtyced  inhh 
light,  John  5.  ;;.  but  it  was  not  efiedaall,  but  a 
counterfeit  faith  that  they  had,  notwithliandiiig  ^I 
that; 

So  there  came  many  that'  vetc  imiieitt  the  ireiUitf, 
fi  thtt  thehnje  tit!  fmllf  but  yet  every  mtajiid  mt 
t  vreddhtgatrmmt.  There  nasacertainefaith  trhich 
broueht  them  to  the  houfe,  but  they  had  not  true  &itb, 
thty  had  not  the  Wedding  Garmenti  that  is,  they  had 
not  fuch  a  faith  as  could  produce  and  bring  forth  in 
them  a  conjugall  alfeAioii ,  which  is  the  Wedding 
Garment.  So  two  of  the  toure grounds  had  faitb,  they 
brought  forth  fame  fruit,  that  faith ftrengtbned  and 
enabled  them  to  doe  lb  much  as  they  did;  but  yet  it 
was  not  true  faith,  it  was  not  the  faith  which  the  fourth 
ground  had,  • 

And  nor  onely  in  the  new  Teftament ,  but  in  the 
Old  Telfament  alfo,  theteis  alio  mention  made  of 
liich  a  faith,  and  of  fuch  a  tmft  in  God,  as  enabled  men 
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CO  dod  luurh)  bnt  it  was  not  an  unfeigaed  truft,  it  was 
iidteffieAiMll,  but  as  in /«r.  3.10.  Trtaehttius  ]\xdAh 
hdtH^utmiedu  me  tt'uh  htr  i^h  hisn ,  butfeigned^^ 
fmth  the  Lord.  Therefore  certainty ,  faith  the  Lord,  j 
their  tutne  of  evill  and  mifery  (hall  come:they  tnifted 
in  Godsbuc  not  v<rith  their  whele  heatt. 

Sdliktiv«'ifei>4fii».5.a^  the^oplldthefede(irc  ^0-

Firft.the  vaniticor  uncffeftilalneffe  of  faith  arifeth 
upon  our  taking  of  Chfift  upon  mif-information, 
when  weknovir  not  who  it  is  that  we  take^  when  there 
IS  an  errour  in  the  pecibn  we  take^when  we  under ftand 
not  aright  what  we  dde.  Many .  doe  as  the  young  man 
that  came  runni ng  to  ChriA^  be  came  haftily ^he  made 
account  to  be  his  follower ;  but  Chrift  tels  hino^that 
he  i:Di^miftakefaim:and  therefore  he  lets  him.  kuQir 
what  it  was  to  follow  him  y  what  a  Mafter  he  bad  be- 
taken himfelfe  unta :  &ith  he  ,//  thw  wU$  bemyfet^ 
vdf9t,goei  fell  dli  that  tbw  hafi.  As  if  he  fhould  haveiaid^ 
Miftakemeoot,  if  thQu  wUt  be  mine  9  thou  mult  be 
mine  altogether,  thourauftcikeup(by  Crofle,  thou 
muft  part  with  any  thing.  Now  if  tbeyoung  man 
had  gone  away  with  this  miftake  ^  that  he  badnot  un- 
derftood  Chrift,  bee  had  become  a  Difciple  of 
Chrift ,  as  well  as  others,  but  it  had  beene  upon  a 
miftak^.

It  may  be  thou  looke  ft  for  eafe, 
for  bed  and  boord  with  me ,  thou  lookeft  for.  a  plea- 
fant  life  s  but  it  will  not  be  fo,  I  lead  not  a  pleafant 
life  my  (elfc,  I  have  not  whereOnto  lay  my  head,I  am 
not  in  fo  good  a  condition  as  many  Fowls  are,  as  ma- 
ny Beafts  arc,  I  havie  not  a  neft,  I  have  not  a  den ;  that 
is  I  have  not  that  which  (hould  Jbe  in  ftead  of  th^leto 
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tDee>  and  therefore  knovr  what  thou  doft  before  chou 
betake  thy  felfe  to  my  (ervice.  Novrmen^  nocconfi- 
deringthis^t hey  put  themfelvs  upon  Chrift)  they  take 
I  upon  them  the  profeffion  of  his  Name ,  before  they 
enter  intp  a  ferious  confideration^  and  this  is  it  that 
caufoth  Faith  to  be  uneffeduall  :  as  one  fpcaking  of 
falfeiortitude ,  names  this  for  oneamongft  the  reft  • 
Many  (faith  he)  are  valiant  for  vrant  of  experience} 
that  is  9  they  kno«7  not  what  the  irars  are,  they  know, 
not  what  hardnefie  they  muft  endure  ^  and  therefore 
when  they  come  to  feele  it ,  when  they  come  to  fee 
whatpainesi;hey  muA  take,  and  what  they  muftcn* 
dute^  they  {hrinke«  So  it  is  in  this  ^  many  men  enter 
upon  the  profeffion  of  Chriftianitie ,  upon  that  war- 
fare (for  fo  our  profeffion  is  called)  Ifay,  many  enter 
upon  it*out  of  tniftake ,  they  under ftand  not  what  it 
is^they  have  not  experience  of  it^hey  not  how  many 
Will  come  againft  them ,  they  know  not  that  the  force 
of  their  enemies  is  fo  ereat  ^  they  ksow  not  that  they 
have  fb  many  thou(ancis  to  meet  them,  therefore  they^ 
undertaktcbebufineile^they goe  about  the enterprife, 
and  it  comes  to  nought,  becaufe  they  con(idered  not 
wjiac  they  didt  Therefore,  faith  Chfifi^  Let  him 
thdt  hmtiU  dff0ufe^fe$  dmntebrfore  vfhst  it  will  C0ft  : 
That  is  to  fay^if  aman  confider  not  what  Chrift  looks 
for  at  bis  hands,  it  he  confider  not  before*hand,that  if 
he  will  be  Chrifts,  he  mud  crucifie  the  fltfb ,  with  theaf- 
feSiMt  thereof ythn  he  muft  deny  himfdfe  in  thofe  things 
that  are  deereft  to  him ,  he  muft  be  content  to  be  hs- 
tid^f  illmeny  thisis  a  thing  that  will  goe  hard.  This 
is  that  that  a  man  can  hardly  endure ,  to  be  fcoffcd 
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i  at)  CO  have  every  roan  his  enemy  ,  to  part  vvichali  his 
I  friends,  to  live  a  defpifed  man ,  to  fuffer  petfecurion, 
i  thattlie  eod  of  one  perfecution  ftiould  be  the  bcgin- 
:  ning  of  another,  dnd  the  end  of  one  iufiering  the  be- 
'  ginning  of  another* 

I  Againe,  for  a  man  to  have  his  inward  lufts  and  de« 
1  fires  fo  mortified)  and  fo  crucified,  and  fo  reftrained, 
\  to  be  fo  ftrait-laced  ib  every  thing  ;  I  fay ,  becaiife 
men  confidcr  not  this,«rhat  it  is  to  take  this  profeffion 
on  them,  when  the  time  comes  what  doe  they  ?  They 
goe  back  againe.  Hence  it  is  that  maQy,out  of  flafliei, 
and  in  good  moods,  will  be  ready  to  embrace  Religi- 
on ;  but  we  fee  by  experience  how  (boa  there  is  at) 
end  of  it.  As  the  people  when  Chriftcameto  /iM- 
fafem^how  ready  were  they  to  receive  him  with  'i^ 
ii^joeHiap  c^mmeth  tn  the  Name  $f  the,  Lvrd^  zaABtf^u^ 
na^i&c.  But  how  Cbone  were  they  gone  againe  ?'  So 
many  young  commers  on  in  thisCitie^aad  maoy,even 
of  our  profeffion,  in  the  beginning  of  their  time  are 
ready  to  take  upon  them  the  profeflSon  of  Chrift-but 
afterward  when  they  come  to  fee  what  muft  be  done, 
when  thif^  fee  that  Ghrift  and  the  world  cannot  fland 
together,  that  Chrift  and  pleafures  cannot  ftand,  but 
they  mull  be  content  to  goe  another  courfe,[then  they 
goeback,and  their  faith  proves  uncflfediialU  This  (I 
fay)  is  the  firft  caufe,when  men  are  not  throughly  in* 
formed  what  they  doe. 

Afecond  caufeof  the  uneffcdtualnefle  of  faith  is, 
when  men  take  Chriftouc  of  fcare,  when  they  are 
in  fome  prefent  diftrefle,  and  would  have  eaie  j  and 
upon  this  they  take  Chrift ,  notbecaufe  of  any  tru 
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]cNt  CO  him,  but  becaufe  they  would  be  delivered  out 
of  that  prefent  exigent  which  they  are  in ;  and  this 
i«  as  ufiiall  as  the  other.  How  many  are  cherr,  that 
when  God  affriffhts  them  a  little  with  the  terrours  of 
the  Law,  when  their  consciences  are  troubled ,  when 
they  begin  to  apprehend  Hell,  (olong  astlieyarein 
fuch  a  condition,  they  are  willing  to  take  Chrift^but 
as  loon  as  thefe  ftormes  are  over,  and  their  hearts  are 
at  peace  againe ,  when  their  confciences  returne  to 
feme  quiet,  and  when  there  is  an  end  of  tho&  ter« 
tours,  then  there  is  an  end  of  their  Religion,  and  of 
their  £iitfa,  fo  that  their  faith  jproves  uneflfeAnall  ? 
So  many  men,  when  they  are  in  iome  great  calamitie, 
as,  you  know,  Fbsfaph^  when  he  was  in  the  prefent 
ftrait,  then  he  would  doe  anything  :  (b  many  men 
under  great  erodes,  afflidions,  anddifgraces  in  the 
World,  then  they  will  be  relfgionssbut  let  them  have 
peace  and  prof  per  ity,  let  the)^  abound  in  all  things 
againe,  and  they  will  forget  God*  Such  FJky  com- 
plainesof,chap.sS«  71^9  ^^g  ^^^  ^Mr  beads  fir  a 
dsj :  that  is,  when  the  ftorme  is  on  them ,  when  cbey 
have  ibme  afflidion ,  for  fuch  a  time  they  will  doe 
any  thing  9  there  is  nothing  more  ufuall  than  this* 
^bea  men  come  to  have  ficknefle,  and  to  apprehend 
death ,  what  will  not  a  roan  doe  for  his  falvation  at 
(iich  a  time  ?  And  therefore  you  find  by  experience 
that  few  of  thofe  that  make  fuch  promlfes  in  their 
fickneires,when  they  apprehend  death,do  keepethem 
I  afterward ;  for  they  come  from  feare ,  and  therefore 
they  laft  not. 

I  Take  any  man^the  moft  ambitious  man  in  the  world 
\  K  wheu 
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vvh  en  be  comes  to  die ,  the  praife  of  men  is  then  no- 
thing to  him,  then^bev^ili  part  vrith  any  thing.  Take 
a  covetous  man,  to  fave  his  life  cvhat  will  nothe  doe? 
A  Merchant  that  loves  his  goods  never  fo  well  i  yet 
when  the  Strip  is  ready  to  (ink  he  will  caft  them  out, 
he  is.wiUingto  lofethem  rather  than  to  lofe  his  life« 
So  when  Aaaa  comes  to  (iich  an  exigent ,  when  hee? 
comes  to  ftand  in  the  gate  of  deftruftion)  as  itwercy 
when  he  fees  Heaven  and  Hell  before  him,  he  is  ready 
to  doe  any  thing  then ,  not  becaufe  indeed  heJovef 
Chrift,  or  is  willing  to  take  him^but  to  (ave  himfeffe: 
asthe  fooli(h  Virgins »  when  the  gate  was  fhut ,  then 
they  cry,  L§fi^  L§ri ,  $f€n  to  us.  Tlbey  would  Eiine 
have  had  Chrift  thei)^  not  out  of  love  to  Chrift,  for 
then  they  would  have  taken  him  before :  it  was  nor 
I  out  of  any  love  to  the  Bridegroom,  but  out  of  feare, 
and  fenfe  of  their  owne  miterie  that  they  had  whoi 
they  were  fhut  our,  and  that  made  them  cry,  Lord^ 
Lord  J  open  to  us.    And  this  is  the  fecond  caufc  that 
makes  the  faith  of  men  to  be  une&6fcuall  ,vwiien  they 
take  Chrift  out  of  feare. 

The  third  caufe  isy  when  men  take  Chrift  ^  not  out 
of  love  to  his  perfon,^  but  out  of  love  to  thafe  com- 
modities and  advantages  they  fhallhavebyhim,  when 
they  looke  not  upon  him,  when  they  fixe  nottheir 
eyes  upon  his  perfon,  and  the  beauty  that  is  in  him : 
but  they  looke  upon  the  Kingdonic,  they  look  upon 
the  wealth  they ^all  have,  they  look  to  what  the]^ 
fhall  get  by  him;  This  faith  proves  uneflediuall ,  be* 
caufe  when  other  commodities  are  prefented  chat  are 
prefent&  fenfible,  and  iQ  their  apprehenfion  greater 
r  1  than 
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than  tbefe,  that  they  let  Cbtift  goe  againe.  Men  doe 
in  this  cafe  as  thofe  that  marry  for  wealth  ;  if  that  be 
their  end  jvrhen  th^  haf  e  gotten  the  wreaitk  that  they 
vrould  have ,  when  they  have  that  irhich  they  defire, 
they  cafe  for  their  wives  no  longer  :  To  inchis  c«fe, 
wlKttmenlookeaK  nothing  but  ninply  at  Heaven  dif- 
joyned  iroin  Chrift,or  irmn  they  look  at  foroe  other 
4id«antages,  whea  they  loc^  at  an  earthly  KingJome, 
(as  many  oif  the  Difciples  did)  when  they  looke  for 
great^flBatters  by  Chriii  in  this  world  •  when  they  find 
rit  quire  otherwiie ,  when  they  Iple  in  the  worlds  and 
alltlMtth^  have  Js  in  hope,  it  is  in  things  fpirituall, 
that  are  npt  (een  with  the  eye,things  thitare  not,  ien- 
:fible»  then  they  ate  ready  to  flip  from  Chrift  againe. 
So  it  is  ufually  among  us ,  many  take  Chrift  for  adr 
-vantagps,as  Chrift  tels  them  plainly,  Jtht  6,  faith  he, 
Tiufeeteme  titi  fir  the  Mifsiles  vhuk  l  did,  ht  for  the 
kmfes  :  that  i»to  fay,not  out  of  love  to  the  workjuot 
becanie  you  judge  aright  of  the  things  of  the  fpiri^ 
not  becaufe  you  love  grace,  butbecaufe  you  love 
fome  advantage  that  we  have  by  religion,  fome  profit 
that  it  brings  you  fortheprefent,  andbecaufeyou 
.would  be  freed  from  Hell  for  the  future ,  fuch  thinss 
at^amall  men  may  fee  and  be  afie^ted  with  :  but  this 
will  not  hold  out* 

The  manner  of  thelc  men  is  to  fi«ke  mercy,  and 
not  grace.  If  they  can  be  but  afliired  that  itifhall  goe 
well  with  them ,  that  they  (Isall  be  freed  from  the 
feares  they  ooight  have  of  Hell ,  that  they  may  have 
fome  hope  of  being  in  a  better  condition,  this  is 
•thatthey  looke  for:  but  as  for  grace,  for  repairing 
I  Ks  ithe 
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the  Image  oi  God  ia  their  hearts  to  be  eoabled  to  o- 
bey  Chrift  in  all  things ,  this  is  a  thing  that  they  de» 
fire  not,this  is  a  thing  they  long  not  for:  therefMC  the 
fecret  inquifitionof  their  heart  i%y  What  good  {hall 
vree  get  by  it?  They  enquire  not  what .  excetlencie 
and  what  beauty  there  is  in  Chrift,irhat  naaner  of  one 
he  is  j  that  xhsy  may  love  him ;  but  vrhat  good  Aiall 
we  get  by  bim^  what  advantage  will  it  Wto  as? 
Contrary  to  that  in  Csnt,  51a..  When  the  Spoofe  is 
there  asked  what  the  reafon  was  that  (he  ioUowed  her 
Beloved  fo  much  >  and  tluc  (hee  magnified  htm  to 
much';  (he  doth  not  tell  them,  Becan(e  I  (hiU  iuwe^ 
(uch  things  by  him,  'or  he  is  tims  wealthy,  or  I  fhaU 
have  this  honour  by  matching  with  him :  but  marlae 
beranfwer.  My  Beloved  is  white  4mdtuii%  thetUtfb 
smmg  te>Khemfiauii  his  head  is  «/  the  m»fi  pii  GtUykis 
Aeks  Sft'kiMk  ss  tf  JI4VM,  bis  eju  srt  as  the  tjestf 
Doves  h)  the  Rivers  «f  vutersi  msfiedmth  milker  mid 
fitly  fet :  and  fo  (hce  goes  along  in  a  holy  delegati- 
on, Tifisis  my  BeUvat  ,  O  yee  DMgbters  ef  Jeruft- 
iem,  I  (ay,ro  it  is  with  thofe  that  take  Chrift  in  goibd 
earned: ,  that  look  upon  the  excellencies  of  Chrift, 
asheeisconfideredinhimfelfe,  not  that  the  other  is 
excluded :  for  we  may  looke  at  the  advantages  and 
commodities  that  we  have  by  him ,  but  not  upon 
that  alone :  but  marke,  in  her  anfwer  (he  defcribetb 
whata  one  he  was,  and  therefore  ftic  loved  him.  My 
Beloved  is  white  and  ruddy ,  the  faireft  of  ten  thou- 
iand,iuch  a  one  is  my  Beloved  :  therefore  Chap.  i. 
Ver.  2  (he  defcribes  him  to  be  fuch  a  one  as  hee  is  j 
and  (faith  (he)  thw fire  the  Virgins  hve  thee :  as  if- (he 
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bad  faid,there  is  a  Harlots  love,  that  looks  only  vr hat  Httlocs  Ictc. 

they  ihail  have  by  him :  bnt  none  but  yirglHi,thatis>| 

thofe  that  have  chafte  and  good  affedions ,  thofe  that 

have  holy  and  right  affedions ,  indeed  the  Virgin$  iwe 

thee^  but  the  others  doe  not ,  for  they  have  adulterous 

and  Harlot- like  affediotis  (as  vre  may  call  them,  when 

a  man  looks  notunto  God  himfelfe,  bur  to  his  ovirne 

advantage  and  profit.)  And  this  is  thethird  cau(e  that 

makes  iaitb  prove  uneffcduall. 

Pourthly^faith  proves  uneffeftuall  for  vrant  of  pre- 
jMration  and  humiliation  that  (hould  ^before  it,bc- 
caufe  the  heart  is  not  circumCtfedtthc  heint  is  not  bro- 
ken yet,  it  is  not  emptied  of  thofe  thiiigs  that  it  muft 
be  emptied  of  before  a  man  can  take  Chrifttand  thef> 
fore  in  Dent.  ^o.  t.  Mefes  faith  3  ^i^he  Z§ri  jowf  Gei 
friti  cifiumrife yewft  hegrtt^  snd  then  yok' Ibsllie^ Mm 
trithsUyhifflide ,  Mdwhh  all  yekr  firtfigfh.  As'if  hce 
(houidhave  fa'idy  It  is  ifnpoffibkf  you  (honld  cleave 
to  God,  to  love  him  indeed,  to  take  him  in  good  car- 
nefiijbMeignedly,«fithaU  your  heafts^except  fir  ft  your 
bbSfHsbe-  cirbuoiicHed ;  therefore  the  lerd  yhrGed 
iriil  iifimtiife'yeMhiJtts  I  tliat  i^,  liee  «ri)l  humble 
yobshe^frill  bttak  your'  h^iits,  -that  y  our  lufts  fhall  be 
mortified- in  you^  he  iirilVtakeawav  thofe  flrong,  vi- 
olent^thf^tecaMtilh&ifiia^Vd^  that  tiboundcd 
in  youit  h&m  btf  foie^^ismd  "wheH  «lkt  Vd^ri^j  thtif^  y  o\s

But  when  there  is  a  (bund 
huaiiliation ,  which  makes  a  man  prize  Chrift  above 
all  other  thiogs^then  faith  proves  efFeduali;  that  is,  a 
man  holds  out ,  begoes  thorQW  with  the  worke,  hee 
cleaves  fo  to  Chrilt  as  chat  he  wil  not  part  with  him  : 
but  for  want  of  this,  becaufe  mens  hearts  are  not  cir* 
cumcifed,becau(e  way  is  not  made,becau(e  the  moun- 
taines  are  not  brought  downe,  becaufe  the  Miniftry 
is  not  (harp  enough  taprepare  them ,  hence  it  is  that 
their  faith  is  vaine,  and  come;  to  nothing. 

Fifthly  and  laftly ,  the  faith  of  men  proves  unefFe- 
duall  I  becaufe  it  is  not  well  grounded :  they  take  to 
chemfelviesa  perfv^afionpf  the  remiflion  of  their  HnS) 
upon  an  unccrtaine  ground,  they  are  not  built  upon 
tbeRockb)  they  take  ^hrift>  but  tbev  are  not  well 
bottoaaed :  for  there  is  a  certaine  faue  perfwafion, 
which  is  nothing elfe but  a  ftrong  £incie  «yhich  makes 
1  man  to  tbinke  that  his  (ins  are  forgiven,  and  that  he 
is  in  a  good  eftate  j  but  when  it  comes  to  examiaati- 
0n>  he  can  give  no  (bund  reafon  for,  it*  When  men 
take  Chrift  on  this  manner,  when  they  are  perfwaded 
their  (ins  are  remitted ,  and  yet  have  no  good  ground 
for  this  perfwaj^on  and  peace,it  holds  not  out,  it  con- 
tinues not.  Therefore  to  fucb  as  thefe  S*  Foul  fpeaks, 
£p^.4«i9#  He  MP  children  ((aith  he)  in  underfianding^ 
tp  be  csrried  db^nt  with  every  mnd  ef  doBrine.  As  if  he 
had  faid)  Indeed  you  are  fuch  as  have  embraced 
Cbrifti  but  youmuft  not  doe  as  children  doe ,  that 
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being  not  able  to  ufe  their  ovrne  )udgeaiear>  they  fee 
what  other  men  doe,  and  hear  whu,  they  fity  \  bnt, 
faith  he,  you  muft  learne  to  be  ccen>  that  you  may  ufe 
your  owne  underftanding,that  you  may  (ee  vrith  your 
oivneyes^or  elfe  yoii  vril  be  tike  s  ship  uffeddnd  carried 
sbout  mth  everj  wind^  That  is  to  fay  j  it  vras  a  falfe 
perftfirafion  that  drave  you  to  Chrift,  and  another 
wind  vrm  drive  you  from  him  i  therefore  be  not  chil- 
dren in  your  underftanding.  So,  I  fay,  vrhen  you  have 
a  pferf^aiion  of  the  remiffion  of  your  (ih«,  of  belee- 
ving  in  C^hrlft^  be  not  children  in  under  (landings  fee 
1^^    _       that  it  be  founSly  grounded^  That  i<  a  condition  re- 
quired by  the  Apoft le,  Cohf^  it  i 3 ;  Chrifl  hath  rMncu 
led  us  td  God  the  Fdthifj  te  hblamiltffe^  and  mthemt 
fault.   But  (fahh  he)  I  muft  p^rt  in  this  condition,

Whereas 
it  is  required  of  us  that  vre  keep  (b  ciofe  to  God ,  in 
fiich  a  ca(e  our  faith  (hould  be  built  on  a  fure  ground 
th^p  nothing  in  the^  world  (hould  move  us ,  no  not 
the  aiofk  probable  arguments  that  may  be  brought  in: 
ay  f»fe  fee  Jieut.  1 3.  Sairh  Mofts^  If  a  Frophet.or  a  drea- 
mer if  dreames  eomi ,  and  gtvi  y$u  jignes  and  mndtrs^  * 
and  th  tbif$g  that  htt  f^rWld  c^mt  to  pajfe^  that  you 
could  not  anfircr  anything,  you  can  fee  no  rcafon 
Dur  that  hee  fhould  be  a  true  Prophet :  faith  he,  God 
wrill  put  you  to  fuch trials'  to  prove  you,  to  (ee  if 
you  be  foundly  grounded.  All  thn  are  faved  he  virill 
Have' fheoarfo filled ',  Rewill have  them. rake  their  fal- 
vairion  qpori  fo  good  I  ground  ,  upon  (uch  infallibi  • 
litie,  that  whatfoever  (hall  be  brought  again  ft  thecn^ 
that  they  (hall  kcepe  them  clofe  to  God.  This  is  that 
ire  (hould  labour  for,  and  for  want  of  this ,  when 
menhiveaconfufed  perfwafion that  their  finncsare 
forgiven ,  and  tbinkc  iv  enough  if  their  hearts  be 
quiet ,  if  they  have  reft  in  their  confciences ,  th  it 
tnty  be  not  troubled ,  and  never  examine  vvhat  the 
grounds  are;  1  fay,  for  want  of  this  it  is  that  in  temp- 
tation they  fall  avvay  rwhen  other  men  come  &  preach 
other  dodrines,  then  rhey  are  flncked  aptaj  with  the  fr- 
reur  of  thewckedy  as  Saint  Peter  faith,  2  Pet.  3*  17. 
te  not  plucked  aw^j  mth  theerrenr  of  the  mcied^  butgrow 
in  knowledge.  As  if  he  fhould  have  laid ,  It  you 
have  but  fome  perfwafion^  but  fome  good  opinion 
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that  Chrift  is  yours  ,  and  that  it  is  bcft  for  you  to 
cleave  to  hiro,  this  will  not  hold,  you  will  be  plucked 
away  with  thofe  etrours  that  other  men  are  plucfced 
away  with*  This  is  the  firft  thing  which  we  have  done 
with ,  to  (hew  the  caufcs  of  the  uncffcdualnefle  of 
faithi 

In  the  next  place  I  am  to  declare  unto  you  what  it  is  | 
that  makcth  faith  cfFeauall,  whe«in  the  cffcftualneflfe 
of  faith  confifts.In  this  we  wilihew  you  three  thine^ 

Firftjin  what  fenfe  it  iscaJied  effcduall  faith :  for 
the  very  opening  of  this  word  which  the  ApofUe^- 
fcth  will  open  a  window  to  us,  it  will  open  a  crevice 
of  light  to  fee  in(o  the  nature  of  the  thing  it  felfe. 

Secondly^  wee  will  ilitw  you  particularly  and  di- 
ilin<5tly  wherein  this  effedualne&of  faith  conlifts. 

Thirdly,  we  will  (hew  you  how  it  is  wrought^  how 
this  faith  is  made  effeduall  in  uf ;  and  when  we  have 
done  thcfe  three,  you  will  ftilly  underftand  whateflfe-- 
dua  11  faith  iSi 

Firft,  for  the  opening  of  this  very  appellation,  this 
n^mtefeStuall  faith ;  you  (hall  ^ndthit  a  thing  is  faid 
to  be  effe3udll  in  foure  refpe<a$* 

Firft,  we  fay  a  thing  is  effcSuall  when  it  doth  its  oif« 
fice,  when  it  exercifeth  that  proper  funftion  thac  be- 
longs to  that^ualitie ,  or  that  grace,  or  that  gift.,  or 
that  creature  whatfoever  it  is  j  and  when  at  doth  not 
that,then  we  fay  it  is  unefFe<^ual!,when  it  doth  not  the 
thing  that  we  look  for  from  it^  In  this  fenfe  faith  is 
faid  to  be  cffeiftuall,  when  it  doth  the  thing  for 
which  faith  is ,  when  it  doth  the  thing  that  God 
expeSls  of  faith,  that  is  the  proper  funftion  of  faith : 
and  \ 
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and  what  that  is  you  heard  before ,  namely  ^  to  take 
Chrift,  If  iaith  take  Chrift^it  is  effedtuall  faith* 

Nov  for  the  opening  of  this  a  little  further  to  you, 
to  (hew  you  what  this  proper  funftion  of  fafth  is4  \t 
is  when  a  roan  is  ib  farre  perfwadcd  of  the  truth  of 
the  Scriptures,  of  the  truth  of  the  promifcsjand  doth 
fo  farre  appropriate  them  to  himfelfe ,  that  he  is  wil- 
ling to  take  Chrift ;  though  there  be  fome  doubtings 
and  waverings  in  him,  yet  if  there  be  fo  much  Faith  as 
to  doe  the  thing,  this  is  properly  e£Fe£luall  faith, 
though  it  be  not  perfe^' Faith  :  for  you  muft  know 
that  there  is-  a<k)obting  mingled  with  the  bed  Faith, 
Tbereforevrhen  we  fay  efffBuall  fsHh^  we  doe  not  mean 
that  it  is  fucha  faith  as  is  without  doujbtings^  &  with* 
out  feares  mingled  with  it :  but  if  it  be  fuch  a  faith  as  { mingled  with 
doth  the  thing  it  felfe,  for  which  faith  is  appointed,  it :  ^""^'^e- 
is  properly  (aid  to  be  effeftuall  faith.  It  is  a  point  n&> ! 
ceflary  for  you  to  uiiderftand :  and  if  you  compare 
this  that  we  have  faid  (concerning  this  defcription  of 
this  firft  eirplication  of  effe^uall  faith)  with  that  in 
lames  1.7^8;  we  fhall  fee  what  the  meaning  is.  Hce  |  JjJicd!'^* 
ipeaks  there  of  doubt  ingy  and  tels  you,  that  thofc  that 
aoubt,^^f  j^  4f  f  like: a  wave  cftheS^e^^  toffed  to  and  fr$^ 
and  in  the  end'  thej  vsnifi)  amay.  Saith  the  Apoftle, 
Lei  net  fuch  a  man  thtnke  to  obtatne  any  thing  at  Gods 
hands ^fer  hee  is  a  deuhle-mindedman^znd is  nnfiahle in 
all  his  ipayes.  The  meaning  is,  that  there  is  fuch  a  faith 
that  makes  a  man  doubt ,  when  he  know»  not  what  he 
fbould  doe,  but  is  unftable,  as  a  wave  of  the  Sea  that 
i$  toflcMl  to  and  fro ;  he  is.  fometim^s  going  towards 
God  ,  foaetimes  from;  him  againe,  and  in  the  . 
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end  he  goes  qui  e  av7ay#  Saith  he^  luch  a  maO  ihall  iK>t 
receive  any  thing.  Why  ?  Becaufc  he.  is  a  double- 
minded  man.  Now  by  a  double  minded  man  is  not 
meant  a  man  that  hath  one  thirg  in  his  face9&  another 
in  his  heart ;  one  that  pretends  one  thing,  and  intends 
another  J  (though  the  word  be  fometimcs  fo  takea^ 
yet  in  that  place  it  is  not  fo  to  be  underilood)  but.by 
a  double-minded  man  this  is  meant,  when  the.mind  is 
divided  between  two  obje&s>  that  it  knowes  not 
which  tochufe ,  but  ftands  as  one  in  hivU ,  that  bath 
twowayes  before  him,  andkoowes  not  whether  to 
goe  this  way,  or  that  way  :  a  man  that  it  diftra^ked  ia 
hisowne  mind^  hee  knowes  not  what  to  refolveon. 
Now  when  a  mans  fait  h  comes  to  this,  that  he  knows 
not  whether  to  take  Chrift  or  the  world,  hee  doubts 
whether  he  (hould  chufe  God  or  the  world,tbere  is  an 
uncerta  inty  in  his  mind,thar  it  is  divided rfonietiaics 
he  thinks  it  isbeft,  and  fometimeshce  thinks  it  not 
beft.  aliuiftans^  dliudfedens*^  when  he  thus  wavers,  this 
is  not  effe^uall  faith.  But  now,  if  a  man  goe  beyond 
this,  and  pitch  upon  Ghriftrefolutely^  whenhc;go? 
eth  fo  far,  as  that  he  refolves  to  take  him,  although 
he  have  many  pluck-backs,  although  there  be  maay 
things  that  may  diffwade  him  from  it,  though  there 
be  fome  relu Aancie  in  his  mind^  Ibme  feare  whether 
it  be  the  beft  way  or  nO)  yet  if  he  pitch  uponCbrifl^ 
he  cbufeth  him  rather  than  the  world  :  though  hee 
have  fome  inclination  to  the  world  flill ,  though 
there  be  fbmewhat  oftenfive  in  his  heart,  though,  as  I 
/aid,  there  be  fome  doubts ,  fome  fear  whether  it  be 
the  bed  way  or  no,yet  if  faith  come  fo  Ikr  as  to  pitch 
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on  €bri(^  to  f  hufe  him>to  take  him,  this  is  properly 
tfk^VfWhiKh,  Indeed  it  is  faxre  from  pcrte^  faith, 
bat  it  is  effeduall  6ith,  and  fuch  as  fhail  fave  yoa'. 
Therefore  you  (hall  find  this  rule  amongthe  School- 
men (I  name  tb6m  beeaufe  they  were  Papifts ,  and 
^heirdodrineof  Faith  is  contrary  to  this)they  fay, 
kis«K>t  £iitbescept  it  be  a  fill  perivrafionsthey  fpeak 
not  thereof  reftingon  Chrift,  that  is  not  the  thing, 
bvc  of  the  fiill  perfvrafion  of  the  truth  of  the  thing  to 
bebeleeved:  yet  notnrithftanding  you  (hall  find  this 
^leiuoong  romc  of  the  School  meii,  Fidtt  m»  exch- 
4k  mum  Mit0ti§iiemy  Faith  doth  not  exclude  iill 
doobtiifibut  that  doubting  that  overconuneth ,  that 
doubting  that  cafteth  tfaeballance  the  contrary  way : 
if  k  befnch  a  doubting  as  doth  not  overcoaie,it  may 
^badiritfa  tune  and  found  laith.So,I  fay, if  you  would 
kaotr  noirwJiat  it  is  to  pitch  on  Chrifl;,and  (b  to  rake 
bim,  diongh  there  be  fome  reluAancie ,  fbme  doubt, 
ftMne  feare,  you  (hall  know  it  by  this;  if  a  man  have  fo 
taken  hioB,tnat  flill  he  is  growing,  (till  his  faith  is  pre- 
vailing, dill  his  faith  is  overcomming  thoft  doubts 
tnd^ifisaies  fton  day  to  day, he  is  better  and  better  xe- 
folveds  I  fayy  though  his  faith  be  notperfe^atthc 
firJn^  yet  if  it  be  ftilrthus  on  the  growing  nand,it  is  fa* 
vtngandefieduall  faith.  Whetas  another  man,that  is 
not'foundly  rooted  ,  that  is  divided  thus  ^  hee  takes 
Cbriftjbot  it  is  not  upon  any  good  ground.but  as  the 
weathercock  ftands  (iich  away,  while  the  wind  blows '  ^omemea 
that  way;  not'becau(e  the  weathercock  is  fixed,  (for  i'chrift  fot 
when  the  wind  turns,  the  weathercock  turneth  too;  fo'i>Bhi!  tr  ^ 
fiicb  men  cleave  to  Chrill,  not  beeaufe  they  have  iny  «®l«^^'°n- 
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good  ground)  but  becaufe  they  vfant  temptations  to| 
a  contrary  way  { let  temptations  from  tbb  word«oue, 
let  there  a)me  leafens  that  they  knew  not1)tiR>re,  lei 
there  come  new  objeAs,  new  allurements)  which  ibey 
knew  not  of  before,  they  witi  for&ke  Chrift  againe: 
but  when  th&  beart  is  fixed,,  when  there  »  an  Anchor 
that  holdsthe  fouleithongh  the  (hip  waveriV^n  tlMfe 
h  an  Anchor  to  hold  it  faft ,  tboueh  it  be  much  tCK0ed 
to  and  frojthough  there  be  much  doubtii^thou  OMift 
be  (iire  it  is  true  and  efieduall  faith. 

This  point  you  muft  marke:  wbefl»  liayyltisefie- 
duall,  it. is  no  more  but  «rhen  it  thus  pitchethoa 
Chrift,  though  there  be  fomedoiibting.  It  is  ib  fiuie 
from  beii^  true,that  Caith  muft  be  without  all  doubt- 
ing,thatwe  naay  boldly  fay ,  it  is  no  faith  except  it 
.  have  much  doubting.unlefle  there  be  fbme  fiitrs,  nnkft 
I  there  be  (btse  trouUes  within  that  refifl  thisiaitfa,and 
ftrive  againftit;  otherwiie  it  it  is  no  faith:  for  certain- 
ly there  is  no  man  that  hath  petftA  faith,  efpecially  at 
the  fir(k,or  afterward  either,(b  as  to. let  his  heart  folly 
at  peace,  and  then  if  it  be  not  perfed  fiiith,if  there  be 
no  doubting,there  muft  be  perfed  fle(h,that  is,the>e  is 
nothing  but  flefh}  and  if  there  be  fomefaith  which  is 
imperfe<%,alway  in  the  b^nnin^there  muft  needs  be 
doubtingjbecaule  there  is  fbme  flefh,aBd  fome  fpiritj 
there  is  tare  and  water,  and  therefore  there  muft  needs 
be  ftriving.  We  may  fay  of  doubting  in  this  cafe,  as 
we  fay  of  Thiftles^they  are  ill  weeds^  but  the  ground 
is  £at  and  good  wlxre  they  grow  :  fo  doubting  is  a 
thing  that  refifts  faith,it  is  bad,but  it  is  a  fign  the  hear^ 
beap:.  "  1  is  good  where  it  is.  So  that  where  diere  is  all  peace 
I  where 
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wj^re  there  is  no  queftioring,  where  the  heart  is  not 
perplexed  and  troQbled,&  complains  not^  it  is  a  flgn 
that  the ftrong  man  poflefleth  the  houfe  irholly,  it  is 
zRffitbtK  is  nothing  but  fle(h  there.  Therefore 
oiarke  this  point  to  your  comfort  j  that  if  there  be 
but-fo  mach  faith  as  vrili  produce  this  vrork  of  rakin 
Chriftjthough  there  be  fomedoubtings  mingled  virit 
it,7et  it  is  properly  cffedual  faith^becaufc^it  doththe 
thfEig  chough  not  perteftly.  That  is  the  firft  accepta- 
t'ibnpf  the  vrord  ejfeanalyZ  thing  is  faid  to  be  efFc^^ual 
irfaen  it  doth  the  proper  fiinAion  of  itsthough  it  do  it; 
not  perfeftly  &  throughly,  yet  if  it  do  it,  it  is  faid  to 
be  elfeAuall ;  (a  faith,  if  it  pitch  upon  Chri(l,though 
nat  to  perfeAly  as  afiervirards  it  may,  it  is  ejftBudil, 
S«:ondiy,  a  thing  is  faid  to  be  effeSudihs  it  is  oppo* 
fed  to  that  vrfaich  is  viin  and  empty,  to  that  which  is 
but  a  namr,a  (hadovr  of  itj  but  is  not  fuch  a  thing  in- 
deed-  So  faith  is  faid  to  be  efieduall ,  ^  hen  it  is  true, 
feali ,  and  fubflantiall :  you  knovr  there  be  empty 
clouds^we  fee  the  Heavens  many  rimes  full  of  clouds, 
but  there  is  no  raine  foUovres^,  they  are  'driven  avyay 
irich  the  winds,  they  are  empty  clouds ,  thtyarenot 
clouds  indeed  r  fb  there  is  a  great  ffaetv  of  faith  fbme- 
times,that  makes  a  nun  (heiv  like  thefe  clouds,  &yet 
it  is  vaine  and  empty,  no  raine  foUovres.  A  counter- 
feit Piece,  although  it  ihew  to  bs  good  money ,  yet 
when  we  find  it  counterfeit,  whca  we  find  it  dipt,  we 
caft  it  away:  fo  true  faith  is  faid'to  beeffeftuall  when 
it  is  opp3ied  to  vain  faith.  In  lam^  »,  the  1  ittQv  end' 
of  thechaptcr,the  Apoftle  fpeaks  to  that  purpofe,to 
(hew  tbe  difference  between  true  faith  and  dead  fiith; 
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which  is  but  the  name  of  faltb,but  if  not  faith  indeed* 
Thirdly^a  thing  is  faid  to  be  efieftuall  nrhen  it  iietU 
not  idle  and  ftilU  but  is  doing  fomethins«  'As  a  Pilot 
in  a  Ship,  be  fitteth  not  ftili  there,  if  he  do  fit  dill  and 
doe  nothing,we  may  fay  he  is  an  unefltiftaall  Pilot^he 
were  as  good  not  be  there :  Co  when  £iith  lies  dill  in 
the  heartland  is  not  ftcrred  and  moved,  nor  fhewes  it 
felfe  in  the  fruits  of  it,this  we  lay  is  unefife Auall  faith* 
whereas  faith  ftould  be  in  the  feule  as  the  foule  is  in 
the  body,which  is  never  there  invaine,  batftillitis 
ftirring,  and  (hewing  it  felfeby  motionsby  adion,by 
doing  fbmewhator  other  •  And  in  this  ienie  iaithls 
faid  to  be  efeSusM^  when  it  is  a  fiirring  fiiith ,  when  it 
is  a  lively  and  fraitfuU  ^h^that  is,  aoing  fottiewhat 
inthefbuleof  man. 

Laft  of  all ,  a  thing  is  faid  to  be  efieAuall  when  it 
oes  thorow  with  the  work  that  it  hath  in  hand :  this 
ifFeteth  from  that  which  I  naoied  ficft ,  theitf  ore  the 
Greek  word  that  is  rendred  effe6hialnefle ,  fignifieth 
perfedQefl[e,to  bring  a  thing  to  an  end;  fo  that  £uth  is 
(aid  to  be  efifeduall,  that  eoes  thorow  with  the  worke 
it  undertakes,  that  is ,  w%en  it  fanftifieth  the  heart 
throughout  in  refped  of  parts,  and  throughout  in  re- 
gard of  time  $  when  it  brings  a  man  to  the  end  of  his 
falvation,  when  it  carries  a  man  thorow  all  impedi- 
ments,  whenitleapes  over  all  difficulties:  lb  that  a 
growing,  prevailing*  overcommmg  faith ,  that  is  fiid 
CO  be  an  eiieAuall  faith ,  fuch  a  faith  as  leaws  not  the 
worke  halfe  done^  luch  a  Faith  as  leaves  not  the 
building  in  the  beginning,  in  the  rudiments ,  but  fetsf 
it  up^  and  puts  the  roofe  upon  it ;  fuch  a  faith  which 
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though  k  Bsay  finke  a  Corke  for  a  time,  yet  it  riieth 
j^aioe :  (iich  a  faith  as  overcomes ,  and  perfeds  the 
workcof  our  falvation }  in  this  ienfe  faith  muft  beie 
effeduall,  and  thisxiiffers  from  the  other  three:  (6 
that  in  thefe  fbute  ienies  faith  is  faid  to  be  egtBuML 
And  this  is  the  firft  thing. 

The  fecond  thing  which  ire  undertook  wis  to  (hew 
you  wherein  the  effie^alneffe  of  kith  confiftt .  Tt  coa- 
fifts  in  thefe  foure  things^  That  which  we  faid  before 
toyou,whea  we  (hewed  you  the  caufes  of  the  unejBFe> 
Aualnefle  of  faith,  will  make  good  way  to  this. 

The  firft  thing  wherein  the  e£Pednalnefle  of  it  i» 
ieene,  is  in  being  well  buUr ;  that  is,  when  the  prepa- 
ration is  found  and  full,that  makes  way  for  it. 

The  fecond  is^whenthe  underftanding  is  clear,and 
a  man- beieeveth  thepromife of  God  upon  (iire and 
infallible  grouads^woen  be  feeth  them  perfpicuoufly 
anddiftinSly;       '     :. 

The  third  is,  when  the  willtakes  Chrift ,  and  takes 
him  out  of  ioye,not  out  of  feare,  not  out  of  love  to 
iJk  advatfBage  only  by  him,  not  out  of  millake^ 
(•Thefoartisitvwbchltturfiesnotonly  the  will,  but 
th  theaffeAionsD  when  it  turns  the  whole  man,  when 
it  (hoots:  it  lelfe  into  life  and  pradkice. 
I  Firft^Ifay,  faith  it  eileAtull  when  there  is  a  good 
jr.iffraYffl«Jk^fofir,:whenthe:tnbbiifa  and  falfc  earth  is 
^  tkkeh^tway  wbercit  (houldbe  built,  that  is,  when  the 
bttfniliatioh  is  fonnd  and  sood,when  the  jpreparation' 
.j^is  perfeA ,  when  it  is  fucb  as  makes  aman  fit  forthe 
ll'iCingdome  of  Cod.  For  1  find  that  phrafe  nled, 
■hxte^thst  mubii  hstid  [t$.the  tlm ,  mm  Uokt  baeie, 
\  ■'  L  u\ 
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is  unfit  f9t  the  Kingdomt  0/  G&i.    As  if  bee  had  faid^ 
There  areeercaine  men  wrhichcome  to  the  profeflRon 
of  Chriftianity)as  many  coine  to  husbandry ^whicbi  is 
an  hard  empioyaaem  }  {ome  there  be  vrhich  doe  this,, 
andgoe  back  againe.  Why  ?  becaufe  they  are  not  fie 
for  the  Kingdocne  of  Go  J :  that  is ,  they  are  not 
I  throughly  prepircd  for  it :  that  is  to  fay^yrhen  a  man 
'  is  noc  throughly  humbledto  knofr  vvhat  iiAoe  i>  >  and 
vf  hat  the  virrath  of  Gad  is>  hee  is  not  fk  for  the  King- 
donoie  of  God  :  bat  if  he  doe  come  to  Chrift>if  he  do 
begin  to  beleeve  3  he  will  goe  back  againe^  Soa  inaa 
is  properly  fa  id  not  to  be  fit  for  the  kingdoai  of  God> 
till  he  be  throughly  humbled  ^  .till  hcc  have  tailed 
bitttrnefleof  finne,  till  he  have  felt  what  the 
:  In  tht  Ifrte-  y'olce  is.  As  it  «iras  with  the  IpratUtes ^^Mt  the  cafe  they 
Uus;  1  ^2  J  Ij^^jj  carried  out  oiEgjft  before  the  tinac  that  they 

vrere^  indeed  they  had  not  been. fit  for  the  land  of  C^ 

nasn^  becaufe  they  irould  have  been  ready  tioh&ye  tur« 

ned  back  in  their  hearts.into  BgjfP^  and  though  the 

Lord  laid  load  on  theoiythoughtheir  yoke  vrere  bard^ 

though  be  caufed  them  to  urander;  up  and  doirn  long) 

yet  all  ivas  little  enough  ^  ftiil  they  vverejingerin^af* 

ter  Egypt :  and  if  they  had  been  taken  out  of  S£jft\iB^ 

fore  the  tale  of  brick  vras  required^of  them  vritbcwt 

iving  them  ftraw,  before  the  Task>aiaft;ers  had  dealt 

ardly  Vrtth  them,  Mrhat  would  they  have  done? 

:    Might  it  not  truly  be  Odd  of  them  ^  they  wop^^ not 

have  been  fit  for  Cafuan  I  So  in  this  cal&>tf  a  man  will 

take  Chrift,  it  is  a  laborious  wotke  ,  as  laborious  as 

Husbandry  9  as  laborious  as  putting  the  hand  to  the 

Plovv^  as  taking  the  yoke;  Novr  before  i\  aianhave 

felt 
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felc  ho9r  hard  the  yoke  is  that  hee  hath  already  (  for 
there  be  many  that  weare  the  yoke  of  Satan ,  and  fee 
no  hard^nefle  in  it,but  goe  in  a  faire  courfe,their  con* 
fciences  are  not  v^ouncted  vrith  the  (enfe  of  their  fint, 
tjaey  never  had  affliftions  vrhereiii  they  tafted  the 
wra^th  of  God)  ala$,  (iich  men  may  come  to  put  their 
hand  to  the  Plovf>  bttt  vrhea  tfai^  come  to  fee^vrhat 
workc  they  have  in  hands  they  tgo  back,  they  are  not 
fit  for  the  Kingdome  of  Heaven.  Till  a  nam  be  9Ufj^ 
aiU  keavie  idden  With  the  burden  of  Satan;  till  hee  fee 
Satans  voke  tqbe  intolerable,  he  will  never  continue 
under  the  yoke  of  Chrift:  therforelet  us  confider  vrhe« 
ther  we  be  fitted  or  no  *  this  fitnefle  is  firft  required. 
So  againe,  wee  may  take  example  from  the  Pro3(*> 
gall  fonne:  he  was  in  his  fathers  houfe,  but  hee  would 
not  continue  there  when  he  was.  there  at  the  firft  ^  and 
Uved  as  the  other  ibnne  did,  bccaule  hee  had  not  been 
abroad  in  the  world,  to  find  the  miCery  of  being  away 
from  his  fitther,  he  was  never  pinched  with  alHidion, 
with  want  of  meat ;  till  he  was  from  his  father  hee 
never  knew  what  it  was  to  be  at  his  fathers  findingi  till 
he  had  his  ftock  in  his  own  hand,  hee  was  not  fit ,  and 
we  fee  he  continued  not  there :  So,  take  a  tnan  that  is 
brought  up  in  his  Fathers  honfe,as  it  were ,  ifiat  hath 
tafted  nothing  but  the  fweetneffe  of  the  promifes, 
and  all  is  well  with  him ;  hee  hath  drunke  in  the 
truth  of  the  Gofpel  with  his  educatbn  ;  you  fkall 
find,  that  this  will  not  ufually  hold  out :  becaufe 
he  hath  not  found  what  mifery  it  is  toi)eout  of  his 
1  Fathers  houfe,  therefore  hee  prizeth  it  nots  fuch  an 
lone  isnor  a@rtopontinue,he  is  unfit  for  the  Kingdom 
\  La  of 
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of  God.  Therefore  the  firft  thing  that  is  required  to 
make  Faith  efftradall ,  wherein  the  e&duiilneflr^  of 
Faith  confifts,  by  way  of  preparation ,  to  make  way 
for  it,  is,  vhen  a  man  is  foundly  humbled  and  prepa- 
red,  when  it  is  (uch  as  will  make  him  continue.

SOy  I  fay^  till  aiiKinBfethiis 
made  fir^  he  may  cake  hold  JEbr  a  virhile^  but  be  (hal  ooc 
hold  &ft  till  Cbrift<:ome>bucbe  v^ill  lecgoe  his  hold, 
bocaufe  he  is  not  prepared  yi^ich  hurailicy.  Thu  h 
that  which  ikrtquired  in  that  place  I  foraietly  na« 
med.  Matt.  lo*^.  //  there  be  any  worthy  ((aith  hcc) 
Jei  your  peace  ceme  upen  them :  that  is  ^  if  there  bee

ITay^whcn  there  is  fb  much  humiliation  wrought  in 
theheart,  when  the  Spirit  fo  farre  convipeeth  a  roan

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tbing  wherein  effeAuall  faith  confifts  :  for  though  it 
be  not  the  very  thing  wherein  bcleeving  confifts ,  yet 
it  is  that  preparation  withont  which  faith  can  never 
be  found  found  and  effedtuall. 

Secondly,when  tfais  is  done,  this  is  not  all  j  when 
there  is  fuch  a  preparation  made,  that  a  man  is  willing 
to  take  Ghrift  upon  any  conditions,  yet  now,  if  he 
(hftli  not  be  well  built,it  he  lee  not  juft  ground  to  rake 
faiin,if  bis  underftandinc  (hall  not  fee  the  truth  of  the 
promife  (b  cleerly,  that  nectn  biiild  on  it,  that  he  can 
reflonit,that  all  the  argumedts in  the  world  cannot 
draw  him  from  it  again,  his  faith  will  not  be  efiedu- 
all.  Therefore  the  fecond  thing  wherein  the  cffe^- 
alpefle  of  fiiith  confi  fts ,  isxo  have  ic  well  built  ih  the 
mifid  and  nnderihnding  ora'man ;  when  he  clcdrely 
(eeth  the  truth  of  the  proraifes ,  that  he  can  build 
uponit  in&ilibly*  For  y6nr  better  underftanding  of 
this,yoa  Jiiuft  know,  that  then  a  man  is  (aid  to  be  well 
built ,  tx>  be  tooted  and  grounded  in  faith  ,  when  lie 
bath  the  firft  ground  right ,  that  fo  he  proceeds  from 
owt  to  another,  that  it  is  not  a  confuted  fuperficiall 
knowledge ,  to  afllentto  the  truth  and  promifes  that 
Kfc  ddivcfed  in  the  Word  ^  but  -when  he  hath  a  (u  f e 
ground  jthefirA  grbuftdj  and  the  next,  and  fo  t\e  pro- 
ceeds along.  Atforeicample:  the  firft  thing  that  a 
nian  muft  doe,  is  to  beieeve  the  Scriptures ,  to  know 
that  they  ace  ttue  and  iilfall  ible,  that  the;y  are  the  fure 
WordpfOod  s^hen  a  mancaH  fayjthisi  know,  and 
this  iitoikl  upon.

HTftMr  inymf  hum  .That  is,  I  will  nuke  you  ajfo> 
dted  with  the.thiqgs  that  1  (hew  you,  aiid  this  is  the 
teaching  of  God.  Thtre  is  a  teachinc  hf  mern  ^da ; 
readringby  God}  that  is,  vvben  God  (hall  enable  a 
man  to  fee  things  in  good  eameft,  otherijriie  it  will 
bee  bet  as  a  man  that  Tecs  a  thing,  when  his  nainde 
is  upon  an<3tfaer  matter ;  fc,  wee  (ball  (ee,  and  not 
fee  :bDt -when  the  Holy  Ghoft  (hall  (hew  yon  thefe 
thh)gs,yon  (hal  feeind^ed^till  then  you.may  hear  oft 
enougbof  thdethings,but  your  hasts  wilbeiniading 
other  matrers ;  feme  about  their  profits,  and  iome 
tbeir  pleafuTeSj'&c.  but  iivlif«  the  Holy  Ghoft  (hall 
fliewyouthefe  things;  that  i$,wben  he  preients  them 
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to  US,  that  draweth  the  heart  from  minding  other 
things,  to  fecke  after  Chrift,  to  long  after  him, 
and  not  ro  content  your  fejves,till  you  be  united  to 
him.

cleare,  yet  having  nothing  but  the  prornifes^  you  will 
finde  that  you  will  never  be  able  to  apply  fhem.tp  jLoiir 
felves  :  but  when  the  Holy-Gbpft  (hall  lay,  Chiijll  is 
thtne,andthcfeThing5  belong  to  thee,  and  God  is  thy 
Fatheij  when  the  Spirit  (hall  bc^rc  witoeflc  with  ouf 
fpirirs,by  an  immediate  work  ofTiis  6vvn>then  we  fliall 
beleeve.  This  is  neceflkrily  required,ancl  without  this 
we  (hall  not  believe.

And  yon  fhal  fiidc  by  experjence,let  a  Minifter 
come  to  them  that  are  in  deQsaircy  they  will  not  ap< 
prebend  the  promifes  $  tboinb  we  ufe  never  fo  cleatt 
reaibns,  thoagh  we  aigne  wito  them  never  to  Iong,and 
never  fo  ftronsly,  we  ifaali  finde  that  ail  will  doe  no- 
thing, it  will  be  but  labour  fpent  in  vaine ,  till  God 
himfelfe  open  the  clouds,  till  he  will  fmlle  on  a  man, 
and  fend  his  Spirit  into  the  hearr,to  give  a  fecret  wi^ 
oeflfeto  hiM,tiIl  there  bea  worke  of  ms  owne  joyniig 
with  thepromifes,we  finde  by  experience,that  our  la> 
boor  is  loft* 

Itistnie,we  0Mghttodotbis,andcveryQua  is  bound 
to  look  to  the  Word,for  FMth  etmmtth  k)  heating,^  and 
to  hearken  to  the  Minifterie,for  it  is  Gods  •rdinance 
to  breed  faith  in  the  heart:  but  yet,till  there  be  a  work 
of  theSpirit,  a  man  {hall  never  be  (o  perfwaded,  as  to 
have  any  fure  and  (bund  comfort  by  it. 

Now  all  this  is  done  by  the. Spirit, it  is  the  wonder* 
fiill  worke  of  God :  for  when  Cbrift  is  propounded  to 
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men,  when  he  is  offered,  at  ire  hive  often  olfi?red  hiffl 
to  you  i  vre  haw  (hewed  you  what  accede  you  have  to 
hioT^th^t  lioman  iseKcIuded)thache  isoffectd  toeve* 
ry  creature  under  Heaven  j  m^  have  (hevred  you  the  g^ 
neralitie  of  the  Promife,  that  tc  takes^in  all,  that  you 
arc  contained  under  it^that  you  may  apply  it  to  your 
(elves  ^  I  fay^  vrbfin  all  this  i%  done  %_  yet  whea  a  man 
comes  to  performe  rbis,  to  apply  it  to  him(c]fe^  be  b 
•no  more  able  to  do  it|than  a  dead  man  is  able  tm  fkittt 
himfelfe.Tkerefore  the  fane  power  that  tailed  Chrift 
from  the  dead)is  required  to  work  ^ith  in  oar  heattSi 
as  it  is  in  Efhtf^  I.i9^  Armdiftg  rr  hif  mtgMe  f$iHf 
which  he  wtn^t  in  chriB^  when  hi  rdifid  hm  fnm  $hi 
dedi.  So  that  it  is  as  great  a  worke  to  mote  t  matt 
heart  to  Chrift^i  to  put  It fi^  into  a  dead  naati  $  W«  are 
as  unapt  and  backward  to  it^as  a  dead  man  is  to  tecei«e 
life.  For  virhat  elfe  is  the  reafoh|that  when  we  neach 
Chrift  to  you^whcn  he  is  offered  to  you,that  there  be 
fo  (br  that  are  a(Fe<^d  with  him,  that  there  be  fo  (ew 
that  take  him  ?  Doth  it  not  ftew,ths«  you  are  dead  ? 
Yea,  fo  dead,  that  unlefle  God  call  you^and  that  there 
be  a  mightie  worke  of  the  Spirit^  the  hearts  (»f  mini 
will  never  anfwer  unto  us.  Therefore  that  is  requhed 
al  a  condition  in  all  them  who  will  come,^/  2.59. 
S0  many  of  the  Lord  $ur  God  fhsll  caff:  that  is,  t? hen*. 
We  preach,  except  there  be  a  fccret  voice  of  the  Spirit 
of  Chrift  fpeakingto  your  hearts,  as  we  doe  to  your 
eares,  and  (aying,  Owr  and  pake  Chrifi^  no  man  win 
come.  We  fee  Chrift  faid  to  his  Apoftfes,  F9ir$tp 
me^  and  prcfently  they  followed  him  :  (for  it  lifas 
not  the  outward  voycc  that  did  it,  there  was  a  ftcrct 
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voycc  vf  ithin  )  fo  when  God  (hall  call  men  tb  take 
Cnrift,  then  they  doe  it,  but  not  before.  That 
v^ord  that  is  iifed,  Luke  in,.  23.  a§e  and  C$mfell 
them  to  come  in,  thAt  mj  hnfe  msy  iefnUy  it  intimates 
a  great^ckv^ardnede  in  us.  When  men  are  compel- 
led, it  (he\yes,  that  not  only  the  arguments  are  ilrong 
&  forcfble^bur  that  there  is  a  great  backwardnefle  in 
men^thafihey  muft(asitwere)  be  conftrained,  that 
they  mull  be  put  on  it  by  force,and  againft  their  willj 
fuch  istheunap^neflethat  is  in  men. 

Soiaith.Chri(l:,N#mi^  cm  €§m€  to  me  iMgept  the 
Psther  Jlrd»  Mm.  Than  phraft  of  the  Holy  Ghoft 
(hevres,that  there  is  an  extreme  backvrardnefle,  that 
ifcbeybe  not  forced  to  come;  (as  itvrere)  they  vril) 
not  doe  it ;  not  but  that  vrhen  a  man  isonce  vrrouglit 
upon  by  the  Holy  Ghoft,  he  commeth  of  himfelte  1 
but  that  plhrafe  is  ufed  onely,to  fhew  that  backv^ard- 
neflethar  is  in  man  by  nature.  For  ivhen  the  Holy 
Gtiofthatfaverought  upon  the  mil,  and  hath  turned 
that,  then  a  man  commeth  upon  his  ovrne  legs,  and  is 
moved  from  an  inward  principle  of  his  owne :  there- 
fere  mep  are  fo  drawne^th^t  withal  1  they  runne  dftet 
him^  as  it  is  Csnt.  x.  but  it  (hevrcs  this  thing  for  which 
Ifeive  ufed  it,that  there  is  a  wondrous  backwardneilc 
in  all  of  us  by  nature,  and  that  this  muft  be  done  by  a 
great  worke  of  the  Spirit. 

Therefore  the  Apoftle  P4«i/,  in  Efhef.t.  in  all  the 
I  forjneFpart  of  the  Chapter,  to  the  18  Verfe,  having 
declared  the  great  rayftcrie  of  frilvation,  he  takes 
himfelfeupon  the  fuddcn,and  begins  to  thinke  with 
him(elf,though  I  flaew  you  all  this,it  is  to  no  purpofe, 
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if  God  (end  not  the  fpiritof  reveIation,8ec.ThereroK 
he  lifts  up  his  heart  to  Ood,  befeeching  hin  *•  ght 
tbem  tht mtit «/  revtUt'fMtH ipen the  eyes §f  their  tiMer- 
fsHditfi^hat  tbej  might  fee  the  h$fe  »f  their  uBini^tiid^ 
riches  of  their  iineritMce  with  the  s*ints.  So  (hoald  Mi- 
nifters  learnc  to  doe>to  pray  for  the  people,that  God 
would  infore,and  feodhis  Spirit  into  their  heaits,thit 
they  may  be  able  to  perceive  thefe  things  effeftoally) 
vrlth  a  right  appreheofion  to  fee  the  fecrets  of  God 
in  theaa:you  alfo  (hould  eoe  to  God,and  befeech  him 
to  help  you  with  his  Spirit,that  fo  you  may  be  able  to 
apprehend  thefe  things,  and  that  they  may  be  povre^ 
full  to  vrork  the  fiutae  thing  for  which  vre  deliver  tbem 
to  you :  and  fo  we  have  (hewed  you  thefe  three  things} 
firA,  what  effeftuall  Faith  is,  aamely,  in  fhewitigyoa 
why  it  is  called  cffbAnall  Faith  j  iecondly,  wherein 
the  efficacie  of  Faith  confifb  s  and  thirdly^iow  it  is 
wrought. 

Now  laft  of  all,  we  are  to  (hew  you  the  reafbn  why 
God  access  no  Faith  bit  that  which  is  effe(^all : 
And  there  is  good  reafon,why  no  Faith  Ihould  be  ac- 
cept<d  of  God,but  that  which  is  effeftualL 

Firft,bxauie  otherwise  it  is  notFaith  at  alf,if  itbe 
noteffeAuall  5  and  if  it  be  not  Faith,  ic  is  no  wonder 
that  he  doth  not  accept  of  it.  I  fay,  it  is  no  more 
Faith,  than  a  dead  man  is  faid  to  be  a  man^  you  give 
the  name  of  a  man  to  him,  yet  he  is  not  a  man »  no 
more  is  Faith  tliat  is  not  eifedna}l,any  Faith  j^ie  hath 
oaely  the  name  of  Faith,  and  there  is  f>o  more  in  it : 
but  as  dead  Drugs,whlch  have  no  e£Bcacie  in  them ;  or 
as  dead  Plants ,  or  dead  Wine  which  is  turned  into 
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VinegcTiitccafcth  to  be  Wine,  it  is  no  longer  Wine, 
but  Vincgerj  fo  it  may  be  faid  of  incffcftuall  Faith,it 
is  not  Faitb,it  hath  the  name  and  the  {hadoir  of  Faith 
.  oncljr,  aod  therefore  God  accepts  it  npt« 
I  Afj^ine,  God  will  favc  none,  unleflc  they  be  recon- 
ciled to  him3  and  be  fuch  as  love  him  s  for  that  Condi- 
tion is  every  where  put  in :  aB  things (bAllmrk  together 
fpr good  u  them  thaf^IovehifB .  and,  he  bach  prepared  s 
envmt  for  them  that  Uve  him^  Nqw  if  Faith  benotef 
feAuall,  there  will  be  no  love  j  and  if  love  be  neceAa* 
rily  required,God  cannot  accept  that  Faith  that  is  in- 
c£FeftaaJh 

Againe,if  God  {hould  accept  of  a  Faith  that  is  ihef- 
fc(rtuan,thc  Devils  have  fuch  a  Faith,  by  which  they 
aporehend  the  Wbrd^and  a  Faith  that  brings  forth  ef- 
kAs^  for  they  feare  and  tremble  5^  but  this  is  not  the 
Faith  that  purifieth  the  hearty  it  is  not  an  effe^uili,  it 
is  not  a  purging  lively  Faith«  |  ^ 

Againe,  Chri ft  receives  nene  but  thena  that  denie         * 
themfclves,  and  are  willing  ro  take  up  their  ere fe  and  VoS^«mor. 
to^foUow  him ,  that  mertife  the  deeds  $f  the  bedy  hy  the  ttficacion. 
Spirit.  Now,an  inefFe(^uaIl  Faith  doth  none  of  rhefe; 
and  therefore  that  Faith  that  fjvetb^muft  be  a  working 
Faith,  or  elie  thefe  things  (hould  not  be  nccefTirily 
required. 

Againe ,  it  was  Chrifts  end,  in  commlng  into  the 
World,  That  he  might  deBroj  the  rvorkes  of  th  Deviff,  chrift  fc^u 
\  and,  for  thit  end  hath  the  grace  of.  God  appeared^  that  men  iofe  the  end  of 
fhoulddtnie  ungodlineffe  and  worldly  hJfs  $  andYor  tins  |  f^loTc S. 
end  did  be  give  bimfclfe,  to  punfie  to  himjelfe  a  people 
zealous  of  good  mries.  He  comes  to  be  a  King,  as  well 
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as  a  Saviour,  to  rule  ;^m'>ng  his  people,  to  have  men 
obey  him ;  which  c.  •«<'  not  be,  jf  faith  were  not  cf- 
feduall,  if  it  did  not  puri+ic  the  heirt,  and  enable  iBeo 
to  dcnie  all  worldly  luftsj  *^'^-  u  livefghrljy  righttinjlyy 
and  godlj  in  thii  ftefcnt  v^orld. 

And  laft  of  all,  good  works  arc  required  ofneceffi- 
tic,  as  the  way  to  lalvaMon,  tfhii.  !•  !••  we  sre  G9ds 
Wirkmdnjhificreateu  in  Jtfui  Ckrift  Wt9  g9$dvr§rks^mkUh 
fie  hdth  ordatPied  that  ir^  fkeuU  waikc  in  them.  Good 
works  are  required  of  rcrelfitics  God  judgetb  us  ae* 
cording  to  c  ur  itorks,  2it/»,  2.  and  at  the  laft  Day^rhe 
reward  is  pronounced  according  to  that  which  men 
have  done  j  Wben  I  was  in  prijoa  ^01$  vipted  me^  when  I 
W4S  naked  jou  chathed  me.^  &'c.  *fath.  26.  3  5, 3  tf «  And 
if  they  be  required  for  neccfl£ti<!,then  it*  is  not  a  dead, 
livcleffe,  work]; lie  faitb.Uita  powcrfulljencrgcticall 
faith,  a  faith  that  is  rrirr.r.^  and  a^ive,  a  faith  that  is 
effc£kual!,whic!i  God  rcquire^without  which  irc  can* 
not  be  Ciixcd,  We  come  now  to  make  (orae  ufe  of  what 
hathbeenefaid. 

¥irft,if  God  accepts  no  faith  but  that  which  iseffe- 
ftaalljit  iTiould  teach  us  not  to  be  deceived  in  a  matter 
of  fo  great  moment^  it  fhould  teach  us  to  look  to  our 
fiiitIi,to  confider  whether  it  be  a  right  feith,or  no.  If  a 
roan  have  Evidercc$,upon  which  his  Lands  and  whole 
eftatc  dependeth,if  one  (hould  come  and  tell  him  that 
they  were  falfc  Evidcnces^it  would  affed  him,he  would 
at  the  Jea  ft  be  readie  to  look  and  to  examine  them^and 
yer  thefe  arc  matters  of  kffc  moment. 

If  one  be  told  that  his  Corne  is  blafted,  thar  all  the 
Trees  in  his  Orchard  are  dead,  that  alt  his  Money  i$ 
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counterfeit^  man  vrouid  look  even  to  tbefe  things  5  a 
<Dan  vrouid  have  that  irhich  he  hath  to  be  found,  and 
not  coiuiftcf  feit:  and  (hal  not  we  then  look  to  tfce  faith 
chat  ire  have,  upon  which  the  falvacion  of  our  (oulcs 
dcpeftds  y  feeing  God  acceptcth  none  unlefTe  it  be 
(bund^aiid  feeing  there  19  (o  much  counterfeit  faith  in 
the  world  ?  It  (hould  teach  us  to  looke  about  us,  and 
confider  what  our  faith  is:  For,as  S.  Umes  faith^Fairh 
wirhout  works  cannot  fave  us«  ^at  dvsileth  iV>  my  kre- 
thren^  ifd  msnfaj  he  bdth  fsUhy  dni  bath  nn  workt  i  Can 
his  faith  frwi  himi  So  I  fay  to  every  man  in  fuch  a  cafe  5 
cboathat  thinkeft  thon  haft  faith,if  there  be  not  works 
tocf^  f  f  it  be  not  cffeduall,  if  it  be  not  a  lively  faith, 
will  Ach  a  faith  fave  thee  ?  If  a  man  (houU  dome  and 
fay  to  one  that  brags  of  the  BalfooM  or  Drugs  virhfch 
be  hath  (that  are  xfead,  and  have  loft  their  etftcacie) 
Will  (ucH  a  Balfofne  heale  thecT'If  a  man  have  a  gil  led 
Target  made  of  Paper ^  a  man  may  fay  to  him>  Will 
that  Target  defend  thee  ?  And  lb  I  fay  ^  when  a  m  m 
hath  a  counterfeit  faith, Will  fuch  a  fa trh  as  this  iavc 
thee  ?  It  will  not  fave  yoii :  you  may  pleale  your  fclves 
in  it^s  a  man  is  pleaf^  with  a  h\k  Dreame;  but  when 
yoi  ate  awaked^  you  (ball  finde  that  yon  are  deceived. 
LearM tl^refote  to  colder  of  your  Eaitfa^to  fee  it  it 
beeffeaualL 

When  the  Lord  ptodanned  hiinfelle  to  be  a  mer^ 

yet  it  is  added^  Ht  wB  n$t  hold  the  vnditd  imiwmt.  So^ 
wlienwe  have  faid  fo  oiuchof  faith,  and  that  fat :h  fa« 
veth  \  yet  knovr,  that  it  muft  be  a  working  fiirh  that

It  is  true  (faith  he)  if  you  have  a  right  Faith, 
you  (hall  be  faved  by  it :  bnt  yet  know  this  >  tine  u- 
lefle  your  Faith  be  fuch  a  Faith  as  eaablethyou  tordoe 
what  I  fay,  it  is  a  Faith  that  will  doe  yoa  no  good,  it 
vrjll  not  fave  you  j  for  though  Faith  uivetfa  you^yet  it 
muft  be  fitch  a  Faith  as  worketb.  And  that  lie  provetb 
by  many  arguments  |  (it  is  a  place  worth  theconSde- 
ring,and  fit  for  this  purpofe)  1  fay  he  ufeth  fbme  argfi' 
menrs  to  prove,  that  that  Faith  which  is  not  effit^uall, 
will  aot  fave  us.

$ecofldly>rome  man  might  fay,TJ(Mi  hs^  fsi^^tai  j 
hsve  iHrkt$yflnm  me  thy  Fdith  hy  thy  werkeg.  That  is,  if  a 
man  have  Faith,he  will  (hew  it  by  his  workes.  A*  if  he 
(houki  have  (aid.  If  the  Sunne  be  the  sreateft  Light,!ct 
it  give  the  greateft  fplendor  >  if  the  toad*ftooe  be  of 
fuch  a  veitue,let  it  (hew  it,by  attra^ng  the  Iron  to  it :

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So  if  thy  faitljbceffeauiJljftieiir  it  by  thy  vrork$ithat 
is,if  thy  faith  be  a  true  faith^c  tnuft  be  a  working  faith, 
or  elfe  it  is  nothing,  God  will  not  accept  it.

(uchaworkeasih4t,.in  (ending  rwaythe  Meflengers, 
her* faith  could  not  have  juftified  her.  Indeed  that  was

Thirdly^iCit  be  onely  anefieAuall  faith  vrhidh  God 
accepteth,the)i|his  juftifieth  our  Doftrioe  againft  the 
Papifts,  that  fay  w^  teachy  ^hat  onely  faith  fuftifoh, 
and  require  no  good  workes.  Ifay>«ree  rcacb>tfut 
not  a  naked,  but  anetfeAuall  faith  dothit.  So  thatall 
the  difference  bet  weene  them  and  us  is  tbis^  «e  agree 
both  in  this,  that  workes  are  necei&cily  requirra  to 
falvation  >  that  m  man  fbdUfct  G^  without  thctny 
wtthout  fureneffe  tfheaftf  and  integritie  of  lifr«  Wee 
iay>  except  men  mortifie  the  deedt  #f  the  hdj  bj  the  ffu 
rit^  they  fljsll dye  •^  znd^  there  is  no  cpidemestim  t§  them 
that  malie  not  dfter  the  flefhy  hut  after  the  Sfirit :  That 
is«there  is  a  neceffity  put  upon  men  to  waike  after  tbe 
Spirit ;  in  this  wee  agree^  but  here  is  the  difference: 
rhey  fay,  that  faith  and  workes  both  are  required  to 
juftifies  wee  fay,  that  nothing  is  required  but  faith, 
and  that  workes  follow  faith :  we  (ay,  faith  indeed  is 
working,  and  produceth  (uch  effeds;  fo  that  whereas 
they  fay  faith  and  workes,  wee  fay  faith  onely,  but  it 
muft  bean  effeftuall  faith,  a  working  faith.

Againc^if  it  be  objeded  (as  it  is  by  thenr))that  works 
.  mdiove&c.  are  to  faith,  as  the  foulc  is  to  the  body:

When  the  Papifls  are  adced»  What 
(hould  move  a  man  to  doe  good  workcsf  They  fky 
jtisby  way  of  merit,  togetheaven;  and  chatif  kthat 
maketh  all  theur  wotkesto  be  of  no  worth.  For  take 
any  naturall  man,  he  that  hadi  die  moft  impure  hcaitt^ 
lay  nothee,  todcape  Hell  and  to  get  Heaven,  doe 
time  worke$thatthePapiftsreqdire,andfortfae  fame 
(end  that  theyirequitethemir  May  henot^vealmes,

then  firive  againft  particular  vices,  andadome  your 
felves  with  particular  graces:  For,  becauicyoulabour 
not  to  have  this  maine  ^race,  this  root  and  foundation 
of  all  the  reft;  I  fay,  this  is  the  reafon  why  thofe  good 
motions  that  you  have  put  into  you  by  the  Holy 
Ghoft,  thofe  motions  that  you  have  in  the  hearing  of 
the  Word  J  and  the  good  purpofes  that  you  take  to 
your  felves,  come  to  nothing,  becaufe  tfeiey  have  not 
faith  for  their  ground. 

I  That  generall  offaith  muftgoe before  the(e parti- 
r  culars.-  Though  the  Plants  be  good,  yet  if  the  gtoiind  I 
i  be  not  good,  and  connaturall^wherethey  are  planted, 
khey  will  not  grow.  Therefore  we  find  itordinarily, 
{that  when  men  have  refolutions  to  give  over  fuch

wicked  company,  drinking,  gaming,  andthelikejit 
may  be  it  holds  for  a  day  or  tvtro,  yet  it  conies  to  no- 
thing, becaufe  the  mun  foundation  isnot  laid,  they 
gbetoworke  withour  fakht  when  the  ground  is  fleih, 
andthe  worke  fbirituall,  how  can  it  livef  for  eve- 
ry ttuag  lives  in  its  own-  element;  aid  thefe  moti-' 
ens  in  them,  are  as  the  fifli  out  of  the  water:  and 
as  the  fire,  vriien  it  is  out  ofhis  place  dyes  and  is  extin- 
guihed,  ib  thefe  gDod  purpofes,  when  they  are  not 
particulars  that  arite  from  tint  genetall  of  faith,  they 
ateintiiie.heartasa  thing  out  of  its  own  islemettt,  and 
therefore  diey  perifh.Therefore  when  you  have  the(e 
pnrpo(ei,know  tint  ehey  will  come  to  nothin^^  if  you 
I  take  qot  die  right  courfe.  Tlierefore  labour  to  oeleeve 
'  thcptoiiu(es,tobe  alTured  of  falvation,  that  you  are 
dilated  from  death  to  life  by  an  cffffAuali  fiiith:  when  I 
this  is  done,  you  (hall  find  that  your  purpofes  will 
hold,andJtill  then  they  are  in  vaine. 
Andfoagaine,  this  fliould  teach  us,  fedi^all  de^ 

Sends  updftt  faith,  when  we  cometbfearch,  toconfi- 
erwhat  aiTurancewehave,  that  fowemay  goethe 
right  way  to  worke.  Eor  commonly, when  we  confi- 
der  our  eftates,welo6ke  whatfrmts  we  have,whatfin- 
certty  hath  appeared  in  pur  life,  andifwejfind  that 
weake,  we  commonly  conclude  that  our  faith  is  weak 
alfojand  fo  the  weakenefle  of  our  fan^fication  weaker

upon  the  war«r,  bee  tmftvd  that  he  would  fapport 
hini.Take  DdvhiyCcc  how  he  trofted  in  God,how  ma- 
ny occafions  hadketotruft  onhkn^As  itiitmchcl 
I  the  tnainejfo  for  tiiefiattieulirs.  So  S.i'^*/,  did  not/ 
!  he  truft  God  for  his  maintenances  See  in  his  Epiftles 
how  careleflehewasthat  way.

If  thy  faith  come  of  misinformation  J  when  thou 
haft  experience  of  Chrift,  whcn^thou  feeft  what  he  rc- 

3;Uires  at  thy  hands^  when  thou  confidereft  and  uo- 
erftandeft  what  he  puts  thee  to,  there  is  an  ead^thou 
givcft  over. 

If  thy  faith  come  of  feare j  as  foone  as  the  ftorm 
is  over,  as  (bone  as  thofe  troubles  in  mind,  thofe  dif 
quiets  in  confcience  are  paft,  there  is  an  end,  thy  faith 
cleaves  to  Chrift  no  longer. 

If  faith  come  out  of  love  to  his,  of  love  to  a  King^ 
dome,  nothing  but  heland  heaven^  and  fomeprefent' 
commodities  that  move  thee  j  when  better  things  are 
offered^  thataremore  prefent  commodities,  there  is 
an  end  of  it, 

Againe,  if  it  be  out  of  falfe,  flcnde^  2nd 
flight  grounds;  when  ftronger  realons  and  objedi- 
ons come^that faith ccafechlikewife.  But  nowthenj 
when  thou  findeft  that  thy  ftith  holds  out,  when  all 
rhcfe  are  paft,when  all  thcfe  are  taken  avvay,when  the 
I  feare  is  gone,  when  fuch  an  ofier  is  made,  when  all  the 
objcdions  are  ma^e  that  can  be,  this  argues  that 
faith  is  found  and  good.

WoiNi  of  God»  lie  «iokS  out  that  which  fuits  with 
Us  §sSBi  Tkit  is,  mch  a  catsall  man  «ay  bee  4u| 
blc  to  rejoyceiin  the  Word.  Doe  you  not  thinke 
tibat  luch  a  good  Word  oi  God  ma.y  'malce  camalll 
men  fejoyoeinitfiMaiy  'hrnottafteiiich  (weeeeneffisi 
as-to  take  upoo  him  we  profeffion  tf  ileligioa,  and 
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to  bring  forth  fruit,  and  to  hold  out  long^No  doubt 
I  thereis.  Are  there  ooc  fiicb  things  in  that  which  wc 
propound  in  the  Gofpeil^  To  tell  men  of  a  King- 
dome  of  fidvation,  of  the  Love  of  God,  of  the  pre< 
cioui  prornifes,  of  an  inheritance,  of  cfcaping  of 
Hell}  n)ay  not  a  fleflily  man,  a  man  unregenecate, 
may  he  not  fee  and  re]oyce  in  thefe?  He  mays  and 
hathfuchatafteasisthcreexpreffed. 

Coofider  nov7  therefore  if  thy  )oy  be  ri^ht;  If  it 
be  a  figne  of  faith,  if  it  be  good  and  found,  if  ic  be  a 
Joy  that  is  fpirituall  and  unfpeakabie$  that  is,  if  it 
be  a  Joy  that  is  fb  great,  as  that  it  exceeds  all  other 
joyes;  if  this  joy  doe  but  hold  out  la  tribuIatioD,  it 
is  a  certaine  figne  thy  faith  is  good. 

Now,  lafl:  of  all,  the  laft  concomitant  of  Buth  is 
Htimility:  .  If  thy  faith  be  right,  it  will  bting  IJiat 
with  it,  to  make  thee  bumble  and  vile  id  chine  &rtat 
eyes.  For  what  is  true  Faith?  It  is  that  which  1>ringS 
Chrift  into  the  heart,  as  you  have  heard  oftentimes^ 
that  which  knits  Cbrift  and  the  foule  together,  it  is 
that  which  caufeth  him  to  come  and  dwell  with  thee. 
Now  wherefoever  Chrift  comes  to  dwell,  he  comes 
with  a  light,  he  fhewes  the  creature  his  vileneffe,  he 
makes  a  man  fee  his  finne,  hee  makes  him  fee  what 
creature  hens  whereas  another  that  hath  great 
hope,  and  profedeth  chat  hee  hath  much  afTur^uce, 
his  heart  is  lifted  up,  aodnottaft  downe.  Sudi  ttc 
potmen  which  thinke  themfelves  vile,  and  naked,} 
and  miferable,  but  they  thidce,  themfelves  better 
than  other  me&,they  are  forwarder  than  others  maay 
thing,  they  thinkeotiter  men  ace  not  like  them.  And 
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therefore  they  are  ready  to  be  more  bold  and  ventu^ 

rous  in  any  thing,  they  are  ready  to  take  up  opinions, 

tl^ey  ire  ready  to  ftrikc  ouc  this  way  or  thac  way*  But 

oow  a  true  Chriftian  is  humbled  with  it^becaufe  whttChrifl 

whenChrift  comes  into  the  hearty  he  makes  a  man  to  Gomes  into  the 

fee  his  vilencfll . Asyou  know,  when  God  drew  ncerc  S^i hSSiS 

toloiy  when  he  came  neeremdeed,then4^i&tfrr^i/^p»-  'cyct. 

feifehjduj^  and ajhes  jthttk  he  faw  what  a  one  he  was,he 

faw  not  tcfore,  he  cliought  the  contrary,  but  when 

God  drew  nesre  indccd^thatmade  him  manifefl:. 

So  it  was  with  Jfay^  when  he  faw  God  upon  his 
Throne,  and  the  Angels  about  him,  when  he  iaw  his 
faoliaefre  then^  Woe  isme^IdmuudsM^  6ecai$f€iam4 
mM^ffcllutMlifs:  He  was  fo  before^  bnt  when  be 
drew  neere  to  God,be  faw  it. 

So  fttir  faid,  JXtf^tfrommi^  t^^^finfM  mM^ 
w^  he  fkw  Chrif^wben  Cbrift  cacqe.nfier  hin^whe 
he  manifefted  himfeife  in  his  Diyinitie,  that  he  faw 
God  in  him}  for  fo.he  did  by  that  miracle  that  amazed 
tatr^  aodcafl  l^aadownei  andmadehim  fee  what  he 
was.So  Z)4t/i^,wben  jGod  drew  neer  to  him,aod  prob 
niifed  to  boild  him  an  Houfe,to  give  hi  m  a  Houfe  tbc|: 
fhonld  be  eternally  to  give  him  the  Mtffiah^  whofe 
Kingdome  fhould  never  end,  (for  that  is  included  in 
the  givittt  him  a  Kingdome  for  ever,  and  an  Houfe 
that  Ihoiud  have  no.e^:)  when  God  youch(afed  him; 
fb  great  a  lavour,we  fce^fZ^^o/Z^was  never  focafl  dowi^* 
as  then  ia  tbc^ight  of  hkowne  vileneflc,  he  was  never 
fo  little  in  ha  own  eies^  hencver  faidfo  much*as  he 
laid  thpn.

I  make  haft,  because  I  have  one  ufe  naore  to  adde.    ' 

If  nothing  be  regarded  of  God  buteflPeiftuall  fiuthf* 

itiSj  ifthat  be  the  vertue  of  faith  to  be  effei^iall^ 
or  els  it  is  nothing  worth,  then  we'fhauld  Idirne  hence ' 
not  to  let  that  be  wantinj^  to  our  faith,  which  »  the 
Lexcetlehtieofir^  wbichisthcvettteont,wiiiehisfhe 
proper  quality  oflt.  As,if  tt  belhis  vcrtueof  aHoift; 
togoe  wellj  if  it  bethevertueof^  Knife  to  (intwelf. 
If  it  be  the  vertoe  of  a  Souldier  to  fight  welljcr  what 
focver  you  will  inftancein,  whatfbevcr  vertue  it 
.  •'^  ever  thing,you  labour  tb  find  tlnrtinit,wi 
wanting;  (foreverythif^bathfonwfpropet' 
excellcflcy,fome  fpeciall  vertue  wherein  the  thmg  coii 
(ifts.)  Now  tobeeffe^uall,  to  be  workings tobeope-^ 
rat!ve,if this  be  the  vertue  of  faith,(as  it  were)if  this  fae 
the  carafter  &  Excellency  of  faith;  Let  not  this  there- 
fore be  wanting-  in  felth.  What  is  th«t  then  thou 
(houldft  doe?  Vic  thy  I5ith,rct  ftith  a  worke  live  by  it. 

You  will  fay  this  is  more  thanlcan  do,this  is  Gods 
a  Aron,he  muft  fetfaith  a  work,aDd  workc  tbif  to  ne. 

Ifly^  thwart  able  to  dob  this  of  thy  fttfc,  When 

to 
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chou  haft  faith  once.  I  fpeake  to  chofe  that  have  it 
an;d  this  exhortation  is  to  you.  Ifyou  have  £iich^  ufe 
ixi  many  have  ir^th^t  doe  not  ule  it.  This  is  a  :hing 
that  you  are  able  to  do;  For  though  God  work  in  you 
all  the  worke  of  faith,  as  it  is  rcceivedj  yec  know^  he 
doth  not  worke  in  you  bnly  but  by  you;  he  makes 
you  roAruments:  you  ;ire  notasdcad  ia(lrumcncs» 
but  as  living  inftruments,  to  move  of  your  fel  ves  It 
is  true,  that  before  you  haveiaich  you  are  able  to  doe 
nothingjbut  when  you  have  it  once,  then  you  are  a- 
ble  tp  ufe  it.  Before  a  man  hach  life,  he  is  notable  to 
ftirre^  but  when  he  hath  life  once»  then  he  is  able  to 
move  and  ftirrehimfdf,  for  there  is  life  there.  When 
the  Lamp  Is  once  lighted^  you  know  you  may  feed 
it  with  tbeoyle,  and  if  you  put  more  oyletoit,  you 
fball  have  the  greater  flame.*  There  is  light  and  yeu 
aiay'increafe  its  indeede  the  difficulty  is  to  light  its 
&  that  is  Gods  work  jhe  kindles  the  firft  fire^he  works 
faith  in  the  heart:  But  now,  when  thou  haft  it,  learne 
to  ufe  it.  Doft  thou  thinke  a  neceiTicy  lyes  upon  us  to 
ufe  other  Talents  that  God  hath  put  into  our  hands^ 
and  will  he  not  require  that  thou  (houldcft  ufe  the 
Talent  of  Faithf  Wilt  thou  wrap  ihatinaNapkin, 
and  letit  lye  dead  by  thee^  Will  not  he  call  thee  to 
an  account  for  it  i  What  folly  is  it,  (my  brethren)  you 
have  faith,  which  is  fo  excellent  a  Grace,  able  to  doe 
fo  great  a  thing  asitis^  and  yet  you  will  not  ufe  it. 
There  are  many  Chriftians  that  have  faith  indeed^ 
and  yet  will  not  fet  it  on  worke*.  How  great  things 
would  it  doe,  what  a  reward  would  it  brings  As  Ari^ 
ft^tlc^Mhof  habits,^  That  if  a  man  have  fio  more  but  'aftfon, 

a  habit 
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a  hattft,  and  tile  it  not,  there  is  no  difference  betweene 
the  wifcfi  man  andafooles  for  what  are  hsdiitsfor, 
but  f)r  adionf  what  is  the  Tree  for,  but  for  fruited 
The  habit  ferves  but  for  thea^  and  this  lsaca»>- 
ding  to  the  judgment  of  fcripture,  in  Rtm,  2.  God 
rewards  not  men  according  to  their  habits  they  have 
but  according  to  their  works.  Therefore  tfaioke  00k 
that  thou  (hut  be  rewarded  according  to  thy  habits 
of  faith  which  thou  haft,  thoi^h  it  be  true,  that  that 
fanftificsthee,  but  God  doth  reward  us  according  to 
the  ufe  of  our  faith,  according  tothe  workes  that  our 
faith  doth  bring  forth,  according  to  the  cflkacy  (^ 
ourfiuth.Itistrue,  the  taking  of  Chriftisone  worke 
of  faith,  thou  fliouldft  fetit  aworke  to  doe  that$  waA 
befides  that,  all  the  workes  of  fandificatioo  ait  att 
workes  of  faith;  all  thy  life  long,  every  honre  thoo 
haft  fome  what  for  fiuth  to  doe.  Set  thy  faith  a  wori^ 
and  thy  reward  (hall  be  accordif^ly. 

And  againe,  if  thou  u(e  not  mth,  thou  (halt  haw 

little  enough  of  its  the  ufing  of  it,  is  that  which 

ft renghthens  faith.  It  is  Gods  ufuall  manner,  when  he 

gives  faith  to  a  man,  to  give  him  excetcife,  to  keepe 

Faith  breathing  as  it  were;  he  will  be  fure  to  have 

fomewhat  wherein  he  will  put  him  to  it,  fometrilw* 

lation,  he  will  put  fire  to  it,  todeanfeir.  AodtherC' 

fore  we  (hould  learneto  make  ufe  of  Faitb^  tofet  it 

on  worte. 

It  is  a  generall  Rule  in  all  things  and  as  true  inthis, 

„5in,^^j^jjj,ilfa  man  have  anetlate,  what  is  he  the  better  to  have 

that  God  bath,  it,  if  hc  doenotufeitf  Tohaveafi:iend,whatisamaD 

the  better  if  he  doe  not  ufe  himf  Shall  a  man  be  a 

Favorite 
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Favorite  of  a  prince,  9ndgec  nothing  byiif  Faich 
makes  a  man  a  Favorite  of  God,  a  friend  to  Gudj  and 
will  you  make  noufeof  God^  Itisthat  which  heex- 
pe^  at  your  hands;  will  you  have  God  in  vainer  Shall 
K  be  your  God,  &  will  you  make  no  ufe  of  his  power, 
of  his  wifedome,  of  his  ability  to  hold  you  up,  to 
belpeyou  upon  all  occafionsf  You  make  a(e  of  him; 
all  that  is  his,  is  yours,  if  you  make  ufe  of  it  by  faith. 

Againe  (hall  men  have  fuch  priviledges  as  we  have 
by  nith,  and  (hall  not  we  comfort  our  Selves  by 
chem?  What  is  it  for  a  man  to  have  great  cftates, 
great  Titles  of  Honour,  and  Houfes,  and  Lands,  if  a 
man  doe  notthinke  upon  them,  that  thefeconfidera* 
tions  may  cheer  himf  We  ihoulddoefo  with  faithy 
\Sta&  is  the  ufe  of  faith. 

Ajaine,  if  £uth  be  ufed,  it  is  able  to  doe  much  for 
us'j^  int  lie  (fill,  it  will  doe  nothing.  You  know  what 
tjheydid  Heb.  tLTbey  having  fiiith,  it  made  them 
doe  that,  it  was  but  the  ufe  of  their  fsiith  :So  ic  is 
with  US;  Looke  bow  much  thou  ufefl  thy  faith,  fo 
much  rnou  fbalt  be  able  to  doe.  Therefore  Chrifl 
iSuth  be  it  according  td  thy  faith :  that  is  not  according 
to  the  habit  of  thy  faith,  that  lies  dead,  as  a  Talent 
wrapped  u^there^  but,  it  unto  thee  according  to  the 
de  orthy  faith.  If  thou  fet  fiiith  on  worke,  it  will  be 
ableto  do  great  things,it  will  be  able  to  doe  wonders,rt 
willbeableto  overcome  the  world,  it  is  able  to  worke 
righteoufnefic,  it  is  able  to  prevaile  with  Gqd  and  men^ 
it  IS  able  to  go  through  the  greateft  matters.

;    T)iat  is  the  thing  indeed  whicbl  purpofed  now  ro

Firft,  in  comforting  ourfcIvcs$  for  that  isoncufe 
of  faith:  thou  (houldcft  fct  itaworkc  to  fill  thy  heart 
with  joy,  out  of  the  aflurance  of  the  fdrgivenefle  of 
fin,  and  of  the  priviledges  which  thou  haft  by  ChriB. 
When  anaanhath  faith,  and  finds  his  heart  no  more 
affcftcd  then  other  mens,  he  finds  no  rcjcycing  there 
more  then  ordinary;  Now  fet  faith  on  worke,  leamc 
cobclceve,  and  that  throughly  • 

Firft,f ct  faith  on  worke  to  bcIceve,to  trujl  ferftiflj  \ 
as  the  Apoftlefpcakes,  GaL  ^.  in  the  grace  revealed  h 
lefus  Chrift:  truft  perfeftlyj  that  is,  thou  fliouldcft 
beleevc  the  full  forgivenefTe  of  thy  fins:  thou  mi^ 
not  beleevc  it  by  halves,  fo  that  there  (hould  be  adi- 
fiance,as  it  wcrCj  bet weene  God  and  thee,  fome  odde 
fcores  unacq  litted,  uncroft;  but  thou  fbonldcft  bc: 
leeve  fo,  th4t  thy  joy  mun  befult^  thou  fhouldfl  belecve 
throughly  that  thy  fins  are  forgiven,  that  all  arc  ac* 
quitted,  thou  muft  not  limit  God  in  his  mercy  at  all, 
as  thou  fliouldft  not  limit  him  in  his  power.  Thusa 
man  fhould  fet  faith  on  worke,  that  he  may  be  able 
to  fay^  My  beUvedis  mine^  Milam  his.  I  know  there 
is  a  Match  made  betweene  us.  For  unlefieyoulay 
this  ground,  a  man  fliall  not  rejoyce.  This  is  all, 
t  herefore  now  ufe  thy  faith .  If  Satan  now  come  and 
tell  theeoflome  fins,  and  of  fome  circumftances  of 
thofe  finsi  and  offomc  wants  in  thy  re[>entance  and 
humiliation,  what  ferves  faith  for  no w^  What  ferves 
all  this  for  that  you  have  learned  here  concerning  the 
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Doiftrine  of  Paitb,but  to  reach  you  that  rhefe  fboulel 
otic  HO  fcruples,you  (hould  bclccvcand  that  perfeft- 
ly  ?  When  this  is  donc,that  you  fee  there  is  a  Match, 
a  Covenant  made  betvireene  God  and  you^  novr  you 
I  muft  know,  that  all  that  Chri(l  hath  is  yours  s  v^hat- 
(bever  he  hath  by  Naturc,you  have  it  by  Grace.  If  he 
be  a  Sonne,  ye  are  fonnes ;  if  he  be  an  Heire ,  ye  arc 
heires :  and  when  ye  have  done  this,  then  confider  all 
the  particulars  of  the  wealth  of  a  Ghriftian,  that  all 
is  y ours,if^^i^^r  it  be  Psnk  ^f  ^pBes^  or  the  mrld^i^c. 
Thefe  things  we  have  often  fpoken  of^you  (hould  run 
through  and  confider  of  thecn :  If  a  man  will  confider 
chat  he  is  a  King,that  the  world  is  his,that  whatfbever 
^  in  Chrift  belongs  to  him,  and  oweth  him  a  good 
tlinie,  and  will  doe  it  at  one  time  or  other ;  when  be 
confiders  all  the  precious  promifes«  A  man  reckons 
kis  wealth  not  ooely  by  his  Money  whidb  he  hath  ly* 
ing  in  his  Coffers,  that  he  hath  present,  but  by  Bills, 
and  Bonds,  aiui  Leafes>  &c.  See  bow  many  promifes 
tbov  haft,  there  is  not  a  promife  in  the  Book  of  God 
but  it  is  chine :  fee  thy  Faith  on  worke  to  confider 
chis  and  to  rejoyce  in  it  $  fet  Faith  on  worke  fo  to 
fee  chem,  that  thou  mayefl  rejoyce  in  d)em,and  weane 
chee  from  the  things  of  this  world ,  not  co  regard 
tbem  $  for  they  are  fhaall  things,of  no  hold .  Sba  U  a 
Kiig  r^ard  Cottages  and  trifles  ?  Nojif  thou  rhinke 
in  good  eameft  chac  thou  art  fuch  a  man,  why  doeft 
tbou  re^rd  crifles  ?  Thou  fliouldft  doe  this ;  when 
other  men  reckon  cheir  Land^,  and  their  Houfes,  and 
tbeii:  Frieads^  a  Chriftian  reckons  hee  bath  God,hee 
1 -hath  many  good  works  in  flore,hee  hath  fo  many  pre- 
\  R  cUm 
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ttws  pr9mifes  layd  up  in  the  Lsnd  §f  the  living.  Set  thy 
frith  on  work  thus,  not  only  to  rcjoycc,  but  to  bring 
in  a  holy  magnanimitie>annverab!c  to  fuch  a  conditi- 
on ;  and  let  not  Faith  give  over,  till  it  have  brought 
thee  to  this.  Certainely,  a  man  that  beleevcs  he  is  a 
Kingjhe  will  have  another  fpirit :  for  there  is  no  other 
reafon  wherefore  it  is  faid  SatU  had  another  fpirlt.but 
that  when  he  came  to  be  a  Ring,  he  had  a  fpirit  anfwe- 
rable.  When  thou  beleeveft  thcfe  priviledges,  iirhen 
thou  fettefl  thy  faith  on  worke  to  beleeve  indeied,  to 
beleeve  them  to  be  reall  things,  and  not  fancies,  and 
notions,  there  will  be  bred  a  difpofition  anfwerableia 
carriage  and  fpirit  futable  j  thou  wilt  not  admit  of 
things  that  are  unfit  for  (iich  a  pcrfon ,  thou  canft  not 
doe  it ;  but  as  one  that  is  a  Prince ,.  that  bath  tfaofe 
hopes  aft  ually^he  cannot  admit  of  thoughts  that  ether 
men  have  j  no  more  can  a  Chriftian,when  he  is  borne 
from  above  by  the  immertalifeed^thcrt  is  fiicb  a  difpo^ 
fition  wrought  in  him,  that  if  he  will  fet  his'&ith  on 
worke  to  beleeve  thefe  things,  he  ihall  not  be  able  to 
admit  of  thofe  bafe  things  which  he  did  before,  and 
which  others  doe. 

Againe,  if  a  man  (ethis  faith  aworke  to  beleeve 
thele  things,he  would  be  able  to  ufe  the  world  as  if  he 
ufed  it  not  s  he  would  not  care  for  lofles  and  croflb, 
he  would  not  grieve  for  them,  as  one  tbat  is  notable 
to  beare  them.  Thus  we  (hould  learne  to  fet  fkith  on 
worke,  in  beleeving  thefe  priviledges,  that  we  may  be 
able  to  walke  with  God^  as  Henech  did,  and  as  S.  PmI 
and  Mgfes  did^to  walke  with  him  in  the  upper  Region, 
above  the  ftormest  There  is  much  varietieof  weather 
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a  man  that  viralkes  with  God^that  hath  his  heatt  ray  (ed 
above  otfaen  s  if  you  would  doe  this  j  if  you  would 
vfe  faith ,  if  thou  wouldft  confider  thisj  it  would  fet 
thee  aloft  above  .thefi^thiags^thon  wouldft  foarealofc 
•s  the  Eagle »  thou  wouldft  ciK  no  more  for  the^ 
things,  than  the  Eagle  cares  for  the  chirping  of  Spar- 
rowes  $  they  are  trines,thoa  wouldft  over-looke  them 
all.  If  we  did  coniider  this  fetioufly;'  how  would  it 
alter  our  courfe  >  It  would  work  another  difpofition, 
another  afieAion  in  us*  A  man  would  connder,that 
if  God  be  (are,  what  matter  is  it  if  a  friend  die  ?  If  I 
have  God,what  is  the  lofle  of  any  creature  ?  And  fe>,iif 
a  man  fiififer  wrong  in  his  name,  what  is  it,  if  he  haVe 

jrii^e  ^4jUi  If  thou  beleeve,and  fee  God  in  his  great- 
nefl^,tD-have  pray  fe  of  (hch  a  one  as  he,will  make  thee 
to  contemne  the  reft<  And  fb  lor  wealth :  What  is, 

I  povertie  ?  What  account  did  S.Pm/  make  of  it?  It  is 
nothing  to  one  that  hath  Treafnte  in  Heaven,  to  one 
that  befeeves  indeed,to  one  that  feeth  he  hath  all  Gods 
Treafures  opened  to  him.Thou  (houldft  learne  to  doe 
this  in  good  earneft.If  a  man  would  (et  his  faith  awork 
to  beleeve  it,  his  heart  would  be  fixed,  he  would  be  a- 
frM  9fn9  eviUtydingt ,  he  wp^ld  fay  with  himfelfe^  if 
theretw  no  ill  tydings  from  Heaven,  it  is  no  matter  1

H  E  (irft  thing  wherein  thou 
ihouldft  ufe  Faith,  is  to  comfort 
thy  ielfc  by  it.Therefore  confider, 
you  that  doubt  of  this ,  you  that 
makecjueftion,  (I  fpeake  to  thole 
that  have  the  work  wrought,  whom 
the  Holy-Ghoft  hath  made  to  de- 
fire  Chrift  above  all  things,  |  fay)  remember.that  esJ 
/•jfi/iffc  tk  o't'^h  s"''  tiut  you  have  nothing  to  doc 
but  to  take  him. 

t .  Rcnieinber,tbat  CWJJ  it  mitt  ri^htaufiulft  tt  us, 
that  s«  flelh  might  rejoyce  in  his  fight ;  but  he  thai 
rciovceth,mieht  icjoyce  in  the  Lord. 
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3.  Remember,  that  the  pardon  is  generail.  Looke 
to  the  promifes  of  the  Gofpel,  you  (hall  fiade  them 
without  all  exception :  T9  us  s  Ssvhttr  u  hrtu ,  to 
take  away  the  fiones  of  his  people ;  he  came  to  take 
aivay  Gnnes  of  all  forts :  Now,  when  God  hath  made 
no  exception,why  fhould  we  make  any  f. 

4.  Confider ,  that  wee  have  to  doe  with  a  God, 
that  delights  to  (hew  mercie  j  it  is  a  thing  that  hee 
is  not  wearie  of,  it  is  natural!  to  him :  And  there- 

1  fbre  as  the  eye  is  not  wearie  of  (being ,  nor  the  eare 
[of  hearing ,  becau(e  it  is  naturall  to  them  $  00 
more  is  God  wearie  of  (hewing  mercie.  Nay,  hee 
delights  in  it,  Micb.y.  8.  fffbo  is  a  €cd  like  w$u  thee, 
takmg  atvay  imfwtiety  delighting  t9  fbew  mereie  i  ^t,. 
Why  fo  ?  Beeaufe  mercie  fledfeth  him.  That  is,tbeie 
is  no  worke  that  hee  is  fo  much  plea(6d  in ,  as  in 
(hewing  mercie. 

5.  Coniider,  thou  art  in  (uch  a  ca(e ;  confider, 
that  his  mercie  is  as  large  as  any  other  attribute : 
Every  man  thinkes  that  this  is  no  newes  j  what  need 
you  tell  uSjthat  God  is  infinite  in  mercie  ?  I  {ay,thif 
is  a  thing  that  thou  doeft  not  confider :  if  thou  did(^ 
thou  would  ft  not  (lick  upon  it  as  thou  doeft^if  thoD 
didft  beleevetbat  God  we/e  as  mercifiill  as  hee  is. • 
but  wee  (cant  God  according  to  our  mea(ure>  wee 
fquare  Gods  mercie  according  to  our  own  thongbtS) 
every  man  meafures  Gods  mercie,  accor.ding  to  that 
which  bee  can  conceive.  Hee  thinkes  with  hinUelfe} 
|f  a  man  commit  one  finne,  it  might  be  fbrgivmjbDt 
when  bis  (innes  exceed,  when  they  grow  out  c^mea^ 
fure  finfall,  when  they  are  finnes  fo  circunilaotiated, 
'  ai 


as  wee  fay,  that  they  are  out  of  tneafure  finfull,  here 
a  man  ftands  at  a  fiay :  W  hat  is  the  reafon  of  this  f 
BecAule  wee  dravr  a  fcantling  of  Gods  mercie,  ac- 
cording to  our  ovrne  conceits.  Whereas,  if  vree  con- 
fidered  that  bis  mercie  were  as  large  as  any  other  at- 
xributCjthen  wee  would  confider  that  it  hath  no  limirs: 
and  if  it  have  no  limits  >  then  whatfbever  thy  finncs 
are,  it  is  all  one. 

tf.  Doft  thou  thinke,that  Chrift  came  from  Hea- 
ven, and  tooke  flefb,  and  fuffered  death ,  to  forgive 
fmallfinnes  ?  No,  it wasto  forgive  the greateft  j  the 
worke  is  large  enough  to  match  with  the  greateft 
finnes.  Thefe  and  fucn  like  reafons  thou  (houldeft 
labour  to  bring  to  hearr,  that  thou  mayeft  beleeve 
perfeftly  and  throughly  ^  and  give  not  over,  till  thou 
have  done  it*  Let  not  thy  fiiith  truft  in  Chrift  by  \ 
halves )  buc  truft  throughly.  Thou  (houldeft  comej 
to  this  dif  junftion :  If  1  be  out  of  the  Covenant,why 
doe  I  beleeve  at  all  ?  why  doe  I  receive  any  comfort  ? 
If  I  be  in  the  Covenant  >  why  doe  I  not  beleeve  per« 
fedly  ?  I  fay,  give  not  over  till  thou  have  brought  thy 
heart  to  a  full  alTurance.  Thus  a  man  (hould  doei,that 
yet  doubts  whether  liis  eftate  be  good:>whether  Chrift 
be  biS)When  he  is  his.

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forfaJce  Cod)  except  thou  leave  God,and  c}iu&  thee  a 
new  Matter  ^  (this  indeed  breaketh  the  Covenant) 
orhenvifc,  it  it  be  but  a  failing,  if  it  be  but  a  finne  of 
jnfirmitie,  from  day  to  day^wben  as  yet  thou  keepeft 
God  in  thy  heart,  thou  cleaveft  faft  to  him^  thou  in- 
tended to  (crve  htm,  and  not  to  forfake  Him  and  give 
him  oyer  -,  thinke  not  thattbofe  (innes^although  they 
be  great^breake  the  Covenant.  And  rhereforc5?/i/.4i. 
7.  ^id  the  people  of  God  there:  Although  theft  things 
be  iefdlne  us ,  yet  have  wee  net  forgotten  thee^  net  dutt 
falfely  concerning  thy  Covenant.  Why?  H^eehave  mt  tuf' 
ned  back  ;  although  wee  have  failed ,  and  done  maoy 
things  amiffisyet  have  wee  not  dealt  falfely  concern- 
ing thy  Covenant;  that  is^wee  are  not  hypocriref^bir 
hearts  are  fincere. 
^efi.        ^^^  prove  they  that  ? 

AnffP.         ^^^  ^^^^  ^^^  turned  back  from  thee^oiir  feet  have 
not  gone  out  of  thy  wayes :  that  is,wee  have  not  quite 
given  over,  as  many  men  doe^hat  make  their  pleafait 
their  God  j  when  they  make  their  profit  their  God, 
when  they  divorce  themfelves  from  God  y  then  cfaey 
brcake  the  Covenant ;  but  el(e  it  is  not  a  breakiMof 
the  Covenant.  Know  therefore  ibr  thy  comforr^wnni 
thou  coniidereft  this,  iixmme  them  up  togcFber,  aod 
fee  now  wjiether  thou  haft  fut  thy  feale  to  the  tfuihof\ 
God^^athe  if  true^^  that  is,whethcr  thou  beleeve  the 
ipromife,  whether  thou  take  and  receive  Chrift|  for 
1  that  is,  to  put  thy  feale  to  the  truth  of  God :  wieo 
I  thou  canft  conclude  tha(.thou  haft  done  that ,  tlm 
i  fee  if  God  hath  put  his  feale  to  thee. 
j     There  is  a  double  feale. 
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One  is,  thou  arc  (ealed  by  the  Spirit  ^  that  is,  there 
is  a  fecret  witnefle  of  the  Spirit ,  the  Jidlwg  «f  the 
Sfirit  t§  the  igj  tfRedemptm 5  the  hiddeD  Mamt^ythe 
kcret  witnefTe  that  God  gives  to  every  mans  heair,as 
a  privie  Seale  that  God  Kts  on  thee :  Grieve  not  the 
Sfirityiy  i4tUh  jee  arefedled  f  the  day  ef  Redemptiett, 
Nonr  there  is  another  feale,  which  is  store  manifeft 
than  this:  as  in  a  Tm,  3.  if.  The  fouttdatm  ^  Ced 
UfMineth  fure^  s»d  hdth  thufeste^  The  lord  htaeth  jpho 
dre  hifj  dud  let  every  eite  thdt  cdBeth  Mfon  the  Ndme  ef  the 
Lord  defdrt  from  imquhie :  That  is,  there  is  another 
(eale  that  God  fets  upon  you,vrhereby  he  enables  you 
to  depart  from  iniquitie  t  this  is  a  more  open  feale 
than  the  otlrcr.  If  thou  nnde  that  thou  have  put  thy 
ieale  to  God,to  his  proraife,  that  thou  findeft  againe 
that  hec  hath  (ealed  thee  by  the  inward  fritne^  of 
his  Spirit,  and  hath  (ealed  thee  likevriie  by  the  fmit 
of  amendment  of  life,  with  enabling  thee  to  depart 
from  iniquitie  j  now,what  (houldeit  thou  doe  then  ? 
Make  no  more  queftion ,  take  it  for  granted  ,  that 
Chrift  belongs  to  thee,  and  thou  to  him ;  Truft  ferm 
fe8li  tt  the  gtdce  revedled  through  Refits  ehrilf  .•  A 
place  that  I  have  often  named ,  a  Fet»  i.  13.  Truft 
perfeftly  in  the  favour ;  that  is,  in  the  free  favour, 
in  the  free  promife  revealed  through  Jefus  Chrift ; 
that  is ,  Doe  not  mince  the  matter,  and  fay,  It  may 
be  God  will  forgive  me ,  or,  it  may  be  he  will  not  j 
but  doe  it  perfe^ly,  let  nothing  be  wanting,  doe  it 
perfe^ly,  that  thy  joy  may  be  full :  if  thou  doe  it  by 
halves,  if  thou  doe  it  but  in  part,  thou  fljalt  have 

but  imperfedi  joy. 
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The  Ufe  no«r  that  thou  fltouldft  make  of  Faith,  is 
to  fecthy  joy  may. be  foil :  if  thoabe  not  certaioiely 
pcffwaded ,  thou  doeft  not  ufe  thy  Fairb  as  thou 
oaghteff.  When  thou  haft  done  this  once»vrhen  tboa 
batt  fetled  upon  this  conclufion ,  to  fay  cenainely 
ChriA  is  aiine»my  finnes  are  forgiven ;  now  come  to ' 
die  priviledge^^confider  them,  and  goe  through  them 
all :  (I  have  named  thent  heretofore  upon  another 
occafon)  and  labour  to  comfort  thy  felfe  with  tbeffl} 
labour  to  have  thy  heart  filled  with  joy  j  at  the  leafl^. 
^  fomuch  comfort  as  may  over-vahie  aoy  afflidiioo 
m  the  World ,  that  there  may  be  a  greater  welgltt.  in 
the  othet  Ballance^  that  though  great  affiiftions  doe 
befidl  thoe,  yet  thou  «rt  not  drovrned ,  thou  art  not 
iiralloived  up  of  affli^ionjthat  thy  heart  £^ints  ootj 
but  fit  thy  Faith  avrorke ,  that  thou  mayeft  have  fo 
much  joy,  as  that  thou  mayeft  goe  througdi  it*.  And 
againc,|et  (a  much  joy,  asat  loaflr  may  over-top  aiw 
prof^ritie  outvrard,  any  comfort  that  thou  ^  oaayen 
take  in  thy  friends,or  in  thy  «vealth,oc  in  tbofe  things 
that  thou  fiadeft.thyh«ut:too -much  to^leave  unto, 
that  thou  fetteft  than  at  too  high  a  ratesiet  thy  Faith 
bo  vrorke,  that  thy  joy  may  be  folK  that  thou  mayeft 
uot  prize  thofe  fo  much,  bat  that  thou  mayeft  looke 
upon  them  as  trifles,  as  matters  of  nothing,  in  compo- 
rifon  of  the  joy  thatis  prepared  for  thee  in  Heaven.. 
Thus  a  man  (houldufe  Faith,that  is  in  any  affliftloB, 
jiat  he  doe  not  over*grieve.  $  and  that  no  ontirard 

1  comforts  wbatfoevet  befall  him,  take  notup^hls  joy^ 
^oo  much. 
.  Thus  our  Faith  fisould  pafl^  through  allcooditions, 
to 
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to  ttfe  the  World  as  if  we  ufed  it  not :  So,I  ia  y,let  thy 
I  Faitb  on  trerk.This  is  the  firft  work  that  Faith diould 
I  do^o  comfort  a  mans  heart. 

Theiecond  life  we  fhould  make  of  Faith,  (hould 
be  CO  guide  and  direA  our  lives  { that  is,we  (hould  ufe 
Patch  to  be  as  the  Rudder  to  the  Ships  to  turne  our 
coories  the  right  way  upon  all  occafions  in  our  coo> 
veriation :  for  that  is  the  office  of  Faith)  to  guide  a 
naas  Life.  For  as  it  is  in  a  Way,  fo  it  is  in  our  Life, 
I  there  are  many  t«mings;ic  is  not  onely  a  ftraic  Way, 
bot  there  are  many  turnings  s  and  when  a  man  comes 
to  a  place  where  tnere  are  two  Wayes  to  turne  toithat 
be  knowes  not  whidi  Way  to  goe,  now  Faith  comes 
and  teacheth  tbee  what  thou  (houldeftdoe.  That  is, 
there  ate  many  difficult  cafes,  wherein  a  man  knowes 
•ot  what  CO  doe,  he  is  aosazed  at  them :  It  may  be 
God  will  Icul  thee  through  the  Way  of  the  Pbiliftimsi 
through  great  perfecntions,and  troubles,  which  thou 
mail  wreftle  with  :  ■  Now  fet  thy  Faith  on  woite,* 
fybt  4bi  gndfigh  •ftmth  j  that  is ,  thou  muft  now 
overcome,<thou  nmft  not  balkethe  Way  of  Religion, 
becaufe  of  the  troubles  thou  meeteft  withall ,  but 
pafle  through  the  troubles ,  that  thou  mayeft  keepe 
thy  Way. 

Aeainie ,  it  may  be  God  will  lead  thee  through 
pleafent  Wayes ,  and  not  through  the  Way  of  the 
PhiUftims ,  (  as  when,  the  people  came  out  of  ^jf  i', 
the  Lord  led  them  not  by  the  «ray  4^"  tbe  Pbiii- 
fihrn,)  If  God  give  thee  peace  and  ptofperitie,  now 
fet  Faith  on  wotke,  that  this  peace  ami  prof^ni- 
tie  that  thou  haft,  that  it  foften  not,  that  it  loofen 
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not  the  (inewes  ef  thy  minde,  that  it  diilblve  not  tfay 
ftreogth :  but  keepe  thy  faich)  and  hold  thy  ftreDgth, 
that  thou  be  not  dravrne  to  finne  againft  God  by 
fiich  a  condition.  In  all  the  turnings  of  a  roans  life^ 
to  be  kept  ftraigbt^a  man  muft  fet  his  faith  on  worke. 
It  may  be,  God  will  give  thee  peace  for  a  time;  take 
heed  thou  (it  not  downenow^and  forget  thy  journey. 
As  thou  muft  not  turne  to  the  left  hand^fb  thon  ffluft 
not  turne  to  the  right  hand  ^  but  pafle  through  all, 
that  thou  maycft  Sfffm  thy  felfc  the  (ervsnt  $f  chrifi 
mjlrahs^  in  necej[%tie^  in  tfibulamn^  bj  the  Armntt 
of  Righteeufneffe  en  the  right  hand  y  and  on  the  left  j 
through  honour  and  difhonoury  fy  itl  report  s^d  good 
report :  That  is ,  fet  Faith  on  worke  in  all  the  va- 
rietie  of  conditions,  to  keepe  thee  in  the  right  way, 
that  thou  turne  not  out  of  it.  It  is  Faith  that  muft 
doe  it  2  For  example  j  Put  the  cafe  thou  conmelk 
I  to  Heifers  condition  ;  there  was  a  turning  of  hu 
minde  $  (hee  had  peace  before :  hot  when  it  comes 
to  that ,  that  (hee  muft  venture  her  Life  for  the 
Church,  here  ihee  had  u(e  of  Faiths  And  fe  for 
Abraham  :  God  bad  him  offer  his  Sonne :  he  was  at 
reft  a  great  wliile  before ,  but  noiy  God  tryes  bimj 
What  he  will  <doe :  here  is  a  turning  of  his  Life,  lire 
was  an  exigent,  here  was  ufe.of  his  Faith  j  bee  did  it, 
Faith  turned  him  this  way :  another  man  would  have 
turned  another  way,  that  hath  not  Faith.  So  when 
God  calls  Mofes  :  hee  was  quiet  before  in  Fhsraoht 
Court ,  now  hee  muft  goe  to  fuffer  affiiBion  with  the 
people  of  God  J  then  what  muft  hee  doe  m  luch  a  cafe? 
TheTcxc  faiih,  hee  did  it  by  Faith  5  by  Faith  hee

fbrfooke  the  glory  of  Phsraohs  Court,  and  chofc  ra- 
ther to  fufer  dffliBifns  mth  the  poflclf  God ,  thin  to 
enjoj  the  fltdfuft  of  finne  for  a  fedfbn.  There  be  many 
hundreds  of  liich  cafes  that  befall  continually.  I  fay, 
thoa  (houldft  ufe  thy  Faith  no^^  that  it  (hould  leade 
thee  in  Che  right  vray,  in  all  thefe  difficult  cafirs}  for 
this  is  the  u^  of  Faith.  See  now  another  man  that 
hath  not  Faith ;  take  a  falfe*hearted  man^and  (ay  what 
you  trill  to  him ;  when  ahy  llich  exigent  comes,  you 
(hall  never  draw  him  from  his  vrealth^rom  his  friends, 
from  his  worldly  credit,  becaule  hee  makes  that  his 
maine,his  heart  fecretly  trufts  in  that  j  hee  thinkesr^if 
that  be  gone,hee  is  undone  i  that  is  his  god,  therefore 
you  (hall  never  dravr  him  from  that,  for  hee  wants 
faith  to  iQ^ke  God  his  God^  Coqoie  to  another  man, 
let  bim  come  into  (uch  an  exigent,  and  youihall  not 
poll  him  from  God)  hee  is  his  truft,  hee  is  his  hope, 
tn4  jlf  he  lofeth  Gods  favour,  he  lofeth  life  and  all  j 
an^itherefore-th^K  is  the  difference  in  all  the  paflages 
of  things,  in  their  converfation.  This  then  is  the  fe-  inftancetof 
cond  Ufe  wee  ftiould  make  of  Faith,  to  guide  and ;  J^*'*  guiding 


tts  in  our  lives.  But  becaufe  this  is  generall,  it  sculc  cafc^ 
may  be  it  will  nov  be  enough :  I  will  come  %  little  to 
Inftances., 

Suppofe  a  man  come  to  (uch  a  turning  as  thoKe'  i.inftancc: 
in  Uhn  %%.  la.  M^ny  of  the  chiefe  Rulers  hletved  in  ^^^^^""^ 
him^  but  they  iurfi  mt  tenfefe  him^  left  they  fBould  be  ^ 
iaft  out  of  the  Syn4fnog$$e.  Put  the  cafe ,  that  thou  be 
in  fuch  a  ca(e,  as  that  thou  art  brought  now  to  fuch  j 
a  try  ail :  Now ,  if  thy  Faith  be  (iich  a  Faith  as  they ' 

I  had ,  that  is  a  figno  that  thou  wanteft  Faith  indeed. 
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Ta^e  cvro  men,  the  one  will  be  content  to  be  caft  oat, 
he  will  confefie  Chrift»come  what  will  of  it.  Another 
raan,when  itromes  to  fuch  a  cooapetition^thatdtha 
be  mnft  be  caft  out  of  the  Synagogue,ordenieChii^ 
^  will  rather  leave  that  than  the  other,  fac  mil  nther 
part  with  Chrlft,  he  will  rather  for  fake  hfn,  and  ^ 
confeffion  of  hiB,than  uidure  ^h  trouble. 

So  againe,come  to  a  matter  of  prayfe  of  men^tt 
a  matter  of  Credit :  When  a  oaan  fees  that  tbis  ii  his 
condition  in  the  place  he  lives  in,  and  confiders.  If 
I  ferve God  indeed,  if  I  goe  through  in  my  pro&f- 
fioo,  I  (ce  I  rauft  beconteoned,  I  Binft  be  ddfpife;^ 
I  muft  be  trampled  upon ,  I  (ee  I  muft  be  hated  of 
all  men,  as  our  Saviour  Cbrift  faith ;  for  to  be  bated 
of  fomemen,  a  man  might  beare  it  well  eBondi: 
but  to  have  all  mens  hands  againft  him,  to  be  exo^ 
ded  of  all  good  companie  i  {as  they  fay )  tttdi  a 
thing  a  man  ihall  have  much  adoe  to  beate9  to  lofe 
all  his  worldly  credit,  all  his  friends ;  but  vrben  it 
conies  to  fuch  a  cafe,  one  man  is  willins  to  hcuc 
thefe,  becaufe  he  trufts  in  God  j  /  ktuw  whm  I  hnt 
$r»Jfedy  filth  S»Fsuli  therefore  he  was  willtog  to 
nndergoe  all  Aiame,  to  endure  imprifonment,  to  doe 
anything:  another  man  doth  not  truft  in  God,  and 
therefore  he  will  not  endure,  he  will  leave  ReligioB,be 
will  not  doe  the  things  that  may  breed  this  trouble, 
he  will  mince  the  matter,  he  will  leave  that,  that  be 
may  (ccure  him(elfe,and  keepe  his  credit  that  he  hath 
araoBgft  men. 

So  againe,  come  to  matter  of  Comnodir  iei  Let 
natters  of  profit,  or  advantage  in  the  World  for  i 

mans 
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ftanS'  eftate  be  oftered  >  fee  the  difEerenc  condition 
now  of  a  man  that  hath  Faith>and  of  a  man  that  wants 
Faitfa«  See  5W«/j  when  he  iaw  the  fat  Cattell,he  tooke 
diem,  his  Faith  was  nothing' but  a  notioD :  if  he  had 
bekeved  in  God9  he  would  not  have  thought  that  the 
lat  Cattell  would  have  made  him  more  happie  j  but 
becaulete  (aw  them ,  and  thought  they  would  be>  ad* 
vantaae  to  him ,  he  iaw  them  prefent ,  that  was  the 
thing  be  felt;  he  bekeved  not  the  other,  theieioie  he 
did  that* 

.  And  fi>  for  jtf/i«w :  When  the  cafe  comes  I  that 
ei^ier  he  muft  curie  the  people,  or  elfi^foriake  the 
wtps  •/  imri^htemtfwffif  futely  he  will  have  refpe^  to 
the  iiages  of  iuiri^iteoufMi&  j  that  is^though  Bslaam 
made  aiaire  (hew,he  would  doe  any  thine  radKi  than' 
goei^unft  Gods  Commandements,yet  he  had  an  eye 
to  the  other  all  the  while,and  God  iaw  that  he  iecretly 
looked  to  himblfe.  So  it  may  be  thou  makeft  pro- 
icfion,thou  oEnkeft  a  faite  (hew  tiion  wilt  doe  much; 
Renoember  this,  it  may  be  it  is  bura  high  flying.  The 
Eagl^  though  fliee  fiye  high,  yet  (bee  nath  an  eye  tcy 
tl)e  prey  below  til  the  white :  So  many  men,altbottgh 
tbey  doe  much,  yet  they  haxe  a  fecret  e3re  to  the  prey ; 
that  is,  they  want  Faith,  and  therefore  they  regard 
tbeie  things  too  much*  And- when  the  time  comes, 
that  tbey  muft  ftoope  to  it>the  time  of  tryall,  when 
a.Diaa^ants  Faith  to  magnifie  other  tbings^e  over-- 
valueththc^ie things,  having  nothing  better  to  truft 
nnto<  In  (ueh  a  cafe ,  Jitdds  his  thirtie  pence  was  a 
greater  nutter ,  cdtszi's  change  of  Rayment ,  and 
jichant  Wedge  of  Gold*  I  need  name  no  more  exam* 
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pies.  But  take  a  man  that  hath  Faich^and  this  is  oodif 
ficultie  to  him :  be  vtrill  notooely  let  goe  that  vreakb 
virhich  he  hath  inordinately  gotten^as  Zacheus^  hutiac 
will  fuffcr  the  fpoylingof  his  goods  with  joy^becaufe 
h  beUeves  Gody  that  he  hath  in  Heaven  a  more  hdenii^ 
fiiiftancei  There  is  no  Chrifiian,no  good  raan^bat  he 
would  be  content  to  gaiae  as  well  as  thoa  i  what  is 
the  reafon  he  takes  it  not  ?  He  beleeves  ^  that  by  for* 
(aking  that^he  (hall  have  a  more  induribg  (iibftaAcclfl 
Heaven.  There  is  no  txun  would  forfake  any  thing  bit 
for  the  better  •  and  that  is  the  reafon  we  boleeve^and 
thou  doeft  not. 

And  fo  come  to  matter  of  fa&ti^  and  danger,  and 
there  you  (hall  fee  what  di£krence  Faith  makes  bc- 
tweene  men,  how  it  turnes  tbeir  cour&  when  they 
come  to  fuch  an  exigene.  See  it  in  Saul  s,  Tom  know 
he  was  commanded)not  to  oflFer  Sacrifice  tillsamwel 
came ;  God  did  put  him  to  the  tryall,  the  fkiiiAimt 
were  upon  him,  the  day  of  Battell  drew  neere^  fae  fiw 
the  people  flirinke  away ;  Saul  was  put  to  it  now,wh&* 
iher  he  would  truft  God  for  his  fafetie^or  no :  IF  Saul 
had  had  Faith  now,  and  had  thought  vtith  himielfc.  If 
I  keepe  the  Commandement,ts  not  God  able  to  help 
me  ?  What  though  the  people  flirinke  away,  cannot 
God  doe  as  much  wiih  a  lew,  as  with  many  ?  If  he 
had  beleeved,  he  would  have  done  other  wife :  But  Ik 
did  not  beleeve,  and  therefore  you  fee  which  way  be 
turned* 

The  like  wee  fte  in  I^ramy  let,  ^z.  This  was  bis 
cafe  :  hee  was  the  Captaioe  of  thole  that  were  Jeff 
behindein  Captivities  if  hee  had  fiayed  in  lerufa- 
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lem^  he  had  had  nothing  to  defend  bia3>  there  was  po- 
vertie  and  want  of  all  things  s  if  he  went  downe  into 
Bgffi^  that  iras  a  (afe  Countrey ,  as  farre  as  any  one 
could  fees  it  lay  farre  from  all  danger  of  Watre> 
there  was  plentie  of  all  things ,  and  he  was  a  ftrong 
Kipgidble  to  defend  him*  There  comes  Commande- 
ment  frooa  God,  that  he  (hould  keepe  fainfelfe  ftill  in 
lifufskm ,  and  (hould  not  goe  downe  into  Sgjft :  It 
i%  a  place  worth  the  reading,  let. ^2.  fjr  43 .  leramyin 
tfais  cafe  y  bcleeved  not  that  God  would  keepe  him 
i[kfe,whcre  he  faw  ne  meancs  of  fafetie :  Therefore,  in 
that  turning,you  fee  what  choife  he  made,which  was 
bis  vtter  undoing ;  he  went  downe  into  E^^ypt^  and 
tiiefe  the  Sword  and  the  Famine  followed  himi  that 
God  m^ht  make  him  know,  that  It  was  not  any  out- 
ward condition  that  could  keepe  him  fafe^and  that  he 
was  able  to  keepe  him  (afe  in  another  place ,  where 
tbere  (eemed  to  be  more  danger* 

On  the  other  fide,uke  tbofe  that  truft  in  God,  ii 
any  fiich  cafe ,  when  they  are  brought  to  any  (iicfa 
difficulties  they  are  willing  to  venture  to  put  them- 
selves upon  God)  to  goe  any  whither,  as  Luther 
went  to  9rormcS}  they  care  not  for  any  danger  before 

them# 

But  fome  will  fay :  It  is  true }  if  I  had  a  Prophet 
fent  to  me,  to  tell  me  in  fuch  a  cafe  that  I  (hould  be 
(afe,  I  fliould  tra(l  on  him. 

Certainely,  if  thou  haft  not,  yet  if  the  Caufe  be' 

good,  if  it  be  a  thing  that  God  fets  thee  aworke  on, 

if  thou  goe  by  a  right  rule,  know ,  that  in  this  eafe 

1  thou  haft  ultee  a  promife  of  (afetie,  that  God  will .

food  reafon>  when  MelgnBbon  began  to  faint .  Lm^ 
einga  farre  oSv  wrote  a  Lecter  anto  hioi)  aodteirs 
bicn ;  faith  be,if  the  Caafe  be  not  Gods,why  doe  Hoc 
wee  give  over  ?  why  doe  wee  not  (hrinke  ?  why  doe 
wee  doe  any  thing  t  And  if  it  be  Gods  Cattle^  why 
doc  wee  (hrinke?  why  goe  wee  not  ehor»w?He  needed 
no  more ,  bat  to  knowch^t  it  was  Gods  Caufe  t  and 
after  thar).(ee  bow  he  expo(ed  hicnfelfe  from  time  to 
time  }.and  as  no  man  was  bolder  than  he  y  (6  no  man 
^  had  more  cootfost*  It  i%  with  us  in  this  cafe  as  it  was 

fwith  UremUh )  lertm.  t€.  God  bids  him  goe  and 
fpeake  bis  Word  to  the  people^all  his  words^and  tells 
him^that  the  people  would  be  readie  to  put  hiiti  to 
death,  and  fo  they  were  »  they  (aid>he  (hould  die:  but 
yet  he  obeyed  God)becau(e  the  Lord  (ent  him  •  and 
lee  what  was  the  iflue  of  it,  God  turned-  the  matter5 
and  (aved  him«  This  is  Faith,  when  a  man  co£des  in 
that  cafe  to  &t  his  Faith  aworke>  thar  it  may  fee  him 
the  right  way  that  he  is  to  goe  in,  which  way  be  is  to 
tume« 

And  fo,  put  the  ca(e  that  God  brings  thee  to  (iich 
a  cafe^  that  thou  art  in  danger  of  prifon,  in  danger  of 
death^in danger  of  the  greatefl  croffc,  of  the  gi^atejl 
perfecution  and  trouble  { now  one  man  cociTults  with 
fle(b9  the  other  confuUs  with  the  (pirit^  be  fets  Faith 
aworke  to  worke  his  worke  for  him  i  yon  lee  what 
Sttfhtn  did  in  fuch  a  cafe^and  the  realbn  of  it,^Si  6i 
He  was  a  man  full  of  Faith,  and  theretore  be  feased 
' _^     noti 
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i  not  what  they  could  doe  to  him.  See  what  S^fmhI 
did  in  inch  a  c;^:  you  ice  what  danget  be  was  e:»o- 
fed  unto,  yet  he  emifulted  tut  withfitfb  snd  bltud  ^  but 
.what  did  hee  f  Hee  let  Faith  on  wotke,  that  it  might 
guide  him  in  all  {he  way  that  hce  went ,  in  all  the  tur> 
ningsofhislife. 

Aod  (b,  on  the  other  fide,  (or  Pleafure :  there  are 
two  men  that  have  Pieainres  propounded  $  the  holieft 
man  hath  the  iame  nature  that  others  have,they  would 
take  the  fame  delight  chat  others  doe,  as  faracas  they 
are  n^turall. 

What  is  the  reafon  then  they  doe  not  ?  Why  doe 
fuch  men  tctriie  from  all  finfuil  delights,  and  ruone 
another  cour/e  ? 

It  is  nothing  but  Faith  that  enableth  them  to  doe 
it.  By  Faith  Mtfet  left  Phsrsaks  Court,  and  the  plea* 
Aires  of  finne  for  a  feafon,  and  chc^  adverfirie  with 
the  people  of  God :  that  is  as  if  he  Aiould  fay.  If 
you  would  know  $vhy  Mejes  did  this ,  it  was  Faith' 
that  enabled  him }  that  is,  he  beleeved ,  that  if  he 
bad  enjoyed  ttofe  pleafures  of  finne,  be  fhould  have 
beene  a  lofer  by  them,  he  Ibould  have  fared  the  worfe 
for  them*  Againe,  he  beleeved,  that  by  bis  fullering 
adverfitie  with  tbe  people  of  Godjhefhouldgaine } 
it  was  onely  Faith  tnat  made  him  doe  this.  If  thou 
badft  Faith,  thou  wouldft  fbrf^ke  thy  picafnres,  and 
live  a  more  Arid  life ,  as  the  Saints  doe.  So  that 
ftill  you  muftkeepe  thatconclufion,  that  you  muft 
Ikt  Faith  aworke  in  all  the  turnings  and  paflages  of 
your  life,  for  that  is  it  that  guides  you  in  the  right 
way. 

T  a  Againe, 
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Againcr  Take  two  men  that  have  both  Childreo  to 
provide  for,  they  have  pafteritie  to  care  for  5  the  one 
I  rain  he  reafons  thus  withbimfelfe:  If  I  leave  tfacm 
t  not  as  good  a  ftock  as  1  ironld,  yet  i  (hall  leave  chem 
:  Gods  bieffing,  which  is  able  to  make  then  profper  • 
and  though  I  (hould  leave  cheon  abundance ,  yet  all 
thar,vrithout  Gods  bkifing^^ill  not  be  able  to  doc  ir. 
Therefore  (urh  a  man  irill  be  indifferent  for  matter 
of  eflate^  he  vriU  leave  a  convcniencie  for  them,  if  he 
can,  but  he  takes  no  great  care ;  he  bad  rather  lay  up 
faithfull  prayers  in  Heaven ,  be  had  rather  (ee  them 
IfHught  up  in  tbefeare  •/  Oody  for  he  trufts  God^and  he 
thinkes  that  his^  bleiHng  can  doe  it^  vrithout  meanes ; 
and  he  knowes,that  great  meanes,virithoutGods  bief^ 
/ing,  cannot  doe  it.  But  when  another  man  is  in  this 
ca(e,he  lookes  to  that  irhich  is  reprefented  to  his  eyes : 
and  therefore  he  will  not  have  done,  till  h^  have  pro- 
vided (uch  a  Portion  for  fuch  a  Child,  till  he  have 
built  him  Houfes,  till  he  have  mtde  them'firme  oa 
.every  fide,  till  he  have  added  Houfe  to  Houfe  5  this  is 
^our  want  cf  Faith,  he  beleevesnot:  hence  it  is,  that 
thefe  two  run  a  different  ccurfe. 

So  againe,  one  man  lookes  to  his  bufineffe;  he  will 
not  fpend  time  to  examine  his  heart ,  he  will  not 
fpend  time  in  prayer  from  day  to  day  5  he  faith,  my 
bufineflfc  will  goc  at  fix  and  fevens,  my  bufineife  will 
not  be  done :  when  as  another  man,  that  hath  cholen 
Varies  portion,  is  content^o  lofe  Ibmewhat  5  he  i^ 
content  that  many  things  (hould  gee  amiflPe ,  be  is] 
content  to  lofe  fomewbat  of  his  eftate ;  he  is  con- 
tent to  let  his  bufinefTe  lye  undone,  or  not  to  be  fp 

well 
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ircll  done  9  becaufe  he  thinkes  to  be  bufie  in  good 
workes,  in  praycrj  and  to  have  the  favour  of  God,  is 
greater  advantagejhe  thinkes  he  hath  chofcn  the  better 
part,  Novr  it  is  Faith  that  workcs  this  difference. 
What  fhoDld  I  doe  ?  Why  (hould  1  name  any  more 
Inftances }  You  may  name  more  to  your  felves :  A^* 
you  have  Faith^fo  it  will  suideyou^ie  will  turneyou 
this  way  and  that  way,  in  tne  turnings  and  parages  of 
your  Life. 

But  now,becau(e  I  am  farre  in  the  point,  (and  I  fee 
the  time  wnnes  fafi  away)  before  I  IcaveJ  would  not 
onely  (hew  you  what  Faith  is  able  to  doe,but  I  would 
worke  you  to  this  a  little. 

You  will  fay  then, What  is  it  to  truft  in  Ood?For 
that  is  the  reafon  of  all  theditference  you  fee:There* 
fore,faith  Pwl^i  Tim*^  xo.  W  latiur^djid  fuffer  rebuke: 
What  is  the  reafon  ?  If  you  would  know  the  caufe 
why  wee  lead  fucha  Itfe^why  wee  run  another  courfe 
than  others^why  wee  live  a  painfull  life^in  labour  from 
dzy  to  day  J  (but  if  a  man  had  good  Wages,he  might 
well  doe  that  r )  wee  labour,  and  fuffer,  and  are  rebu- 
ked>and  have  nothing  but  perfecution  for  our  pj^inesj 
bur,  faith  be,  wee  doe  it  hetauje  me  trufi  m  the  living 
Ggi :  Therefore  wee  labour,  and  iiiffer,  and  arc  rebu- 
ked, becaufe  wee  trufk  m  the  living  God.  I  fay,  dec 
this,  and  thou  (halt  be  able  to  doe  rhc  ficne  that  Af$ftr 
did^thou  fhalt  be  able  to  doe  the  fame  that  S./^Wdrd, 
the  fame  that  all  the  S^nrs  bav^  done.  If  I  couM 
but  perfwade  you  now  to  truft  in  God^  to  fct  your 
Faith aworkc  thus  farre  5  there  isao  man  that  hcares 
me  this  day ,  that  is  In  any  other  courfe  than  in  the

turne  his  courfe :  and  therefore  I  vrill  laboar  in  tliit 
a  little. 

You  IT  HI  aske  me  then^what  it  is  to  truft  God  ? 

I  will  (hew  yoa  a  little  what  it  is  ,'becaule  even  I 
man  is  readie  to  fay,  truft  in  God ;  but  I  am  not  able 
to  doe  this  that  you  fay,  when  I  co^ne  to  (uch  a  bard 
turnings  Deceive  not  thyfelfe:  This  i%  totniftin 
Qod ;  namelysto  be  unbottomed  of  thy  felfe>  and  of 
every  creature)  and  fo  to  leane  upon  God,  that  if  be 
faije  thc^thou  fiokeft.  There  is  many  a  man  5  that 
I  pretends  he  trufts  in  God5  but  he  fo  tmfts  God^that 
Iwithall  be  will  provide  for  himfelfe:  Such  a  mail 
Maith^Gods  bleffing  is  a  good  addition  -  but  to  have 
that  for  all,  he  will  not ;  he  will  be  fure  he  vrill  be 
ftrong^he  will  make  his  Mountaine  ftrong  about  him, 
and  he  will  have  the  bleffings  of  God  too :  for  Faith 
in  the  promife$,he  makes  them  good  notions;  but  fw 
things  to  truft  to^  to  reft  on,  it  is  a  thing  he  will  not 
be  perfwaded  to.  Now  this  is  not  to  truft  in  God: 
But  thb  is  to  truft  in  him,when  thou  doeft  (b  caft  cby 
felfe  on  him ,  that  if  ht  (hould  faik  thecy  thou  wert 
undone  by  it. 

To  exemphfie  it  to  you  :  There  wa!i  an  adion 
that  jL/^^rxWff  the  Great  did  ;  (T  ufe  it  ondy  to 
exprcfle  what  I  meane  by  trufting  in  God:  )  When 
he  was  (ick,  there  comes  a  friend  that  was  alwayes 
clofe  with  him,  that  was  a  Pbyfician,  and  be  pre- 
pared him  a  Potion  j  but  before  tbe  fame  cane  to 
him,  there  was  a  Letter  delivered  to  him,  to  figivifie 
to  him^  that  that  very  Potion  was  poyfon  :  When 
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his  friend  q$$c  with  his  Potion  in  his  hand,  he  ralces 
the  Letter  that  was  (ent  to  give  him  notice  of  tht 
Trcafon ,  and  drinkes  off  the  Cup  with  one  qand^. 

(and  reaches  the  Letter  with  the  other  s  Co  he  dranke 
off  tie  Cup  before  he  (hewed  the  Letter.  liere  -dkie^^ 
MtuUf  trufted  him  •  if  h?  had  £iiled  hioo,  he  had  bft 
his  Life:  he  did  notftrft  (hew  the  Letter,  and  then 
heare  his  excufe  for  hiiQfelfe «  but  he  {hewed,that 
iie  erafied  hin.  In  fnch  a  cafe,  if  thon  be  able  totruflf 
God,  if  thon  canfli  pat  thy  Cclk  upon  him,if  he  faile 
thee,  thou.art  undone  in  fiieh  acafe  %  this  is  to  ttuft 
in  God. 

To<  ttfe  another  expreffioh ,  that  you  may  know 
what  it  is. 

There  was  a  Kinc  of  thit  Land,  that  fent  to  his  fet" 
vaniv  a  Geoerall  of  his  Armie,  to  fpare  a  Oitie :  He 
bad  comoiand  under  the  Broad  Sealejfrom  the  €oun» 
celi,and  from  the  Kings  ownehand/to  doe  it  $  and  to 
dif>obey  this  Warrant,  was  death:  bnt  withall, the 
Kinj;  fent  him  a  ftcrec  MeiTage,  that  he  ihould  deftroy 
the  Citie,and  totrnfthim  to  faVbhis-lifi^  The  partie 
did  fo^The  Broad  Scale  and  ComtuiflSon  was  to  fpare 
the  Citie,to  forbeate  itjthe  fecret  Charge,was  to  de- 
ftroy it:This  he  did,and  trufted  the  King  for  his  life; 
if  he  had  failed  him ,  he  bad  beene  dcftroyed.  Thele 
fimilitaderfliew  what  it  itt6  truft  in  God:  If  thou  be 
brought  to  fuch  an  exigent^  if  tliou'Wilt  truft  God  in 
itich  a  cafe,  as  wherein  if  lie  fatle  thee,  thou  art  un» 
donej  this  is  to  truft  God :  not  to  ictkhts  bieffingfo, 
as  to  make  that  an  addition ,  bueto  put  all  upon  him. 
1[hettfore>;that  you  may  kaovr  that  this  is  to  truft 
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Wc  truft  not 
in  God,  till 
otlier  helps 
faile.

iD  God)  knovT)  chat  excepc  thou  doe  4y;husi  God  M 
not  readie  to  anfwer  thee*  Therefore  comaiQaly,  Ix; 
puts  not  forth  his  ftrength  to  deliver  men,  or  to  be-^ 
i^ow  upon  them  any  great  bleffing ,  but  wfaeo  he  hath 
brought  men  *^o  fucb  an  exigent.  And  becaule  oka' 
vrill  not  truft  in  him  cocnmonly ,  while  other  props 
are  taken  away,  (^or  wee  fhould  truft  in  God  liithe 
midft  of  profperitie  and  happinelTe,  but  becaufe  mea 
will  not  doe  it  till  then)  he  ftrips  them  of  alUhat  they 
may  doe  ifjhe  brings  a  maqi^o  fuch  a  cafe^tbat  he  (hall 
have  nothing  elfe  to  trvft  unto. 

What  is  the  reafon  that  S.  faul  faith,  2  Cn.i.i: 
wee  reeeive  the  [entente  of  deatby  that  tne  migjit  ksne^ 
not  to  trust  in  our  [elves  ^  but  in  Cod  that  rMfed  the 
deadi 

God  meant  to  deliver  bioHwhenhe  faith  5  Af  #m^ 
ved  the  [enunee  of  death  ^  thatis,there  was  ix>  hripe  in 
the  World,  that  he  could  fee,  in  himfcife,  or  ia  «y 
other  creature :  Now  he  was  brought  to  tmflt  in  biiUi 
and  then  God  anfwered  him  in  his  truft  |  foyoa  fhall 
find ,  Zefh.i.  ^^*  I  ^^^  ^^^^^  ameng  yen  mem  thm m 
humble^  and  foore  ftofk^  and  they  fbaa  trufi  in  ttfcKame 
o[  the  Lord. 

Why  did  not  thele  truft  in  the  Lord  while  tb^ 
were  rich? 

Our  nature  is  (b  backward ,  and  (exceeding  de- 
ceitfull ,  that  wee  cannot,  till  other  helpes  are  goiie. 
J  will  leave  among  you  a  [ort  of  pore  feofU  ^  attd  tkj 
(hall  trufi  in  my  Name.  As  if  bee  (hould  fey :  When 
men  are  brought  to  that ,  that  all  other  things  ate 
taken  away,  and  till  then  they  will  not  truft  ie  him; 

Indeed, 
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Indeed,  till  then  it  is  not  trufting.  And  therefore  in 
I  Tim.  I.  5,  Shee  that  is  a  f^idiWy  u  lift  ahne^  and 
tntits  in  God.  Till  fhee  be  left  alone ,  till  the  other 
props  be  taken  avrsyr)  a  man  caanot  truft  fn  God. 
H^nce  it  is  3  that  commonly  when  oQen  are  brought 
tq  the  lowed ,  they  are  neereft  to  God ,  they  have 
beft  ^cccfCc  unto  him;  becaufe  vrhen  they  are  brought 
to  ibch  an  exigent,  then  a  man  will  pray  beft }  and 
when  hee  prayes  beft ,  then  hee  (peedes  beft  :  then 
Faith  is  fet  on  worke,  and  it  workes  beft  when  it  is 
alone,  when  it  is  ftripped  of  all  other  helpes«  And 
therefore  you  (hall  finde  in  the  Booke  of  God,wben 
men  were  loweft,  they  had  neereft  accede  to  God: 
jtfay  when  hee  was  come  againft  with  many  thou- 
iaads,  hee  trafted  upon  God,  though  hee  went  againft 
them  with  halfe  the  number^  and  God  delivered  him^ 
becaufe  hee  prayed  and  (ought  to  God ,  and  faw 
chat  bee  was  not^able  to^e  anything,  hee  trufted 
in. God.  Another  time,  #ben^/4  had  forgotten- 
God  -y  when  hee  was  ftrong.  When  hee  thought  him- 
ielfe  more  able,  when  hee  was  to  deale  with  one  that 
had  a  weaker  Armie  a  gre^t  deale ,  the  King  of  //- 
fdcl ;  bee  was  overthrowne,  and  (hut  up,  that  hee 
could  not  ftirre^  becaufe  hee  lent  to  the  King  of 
Aram  for  helpe.  It  is  Gods  manner  to  deferre  (en- 
ding of  helpe>  till  a  man  be  brought  to  the  Mount^ 
as  hee  did  with  Abtshdm :  hee  might  have  done  it  1 
I  before  j  but,  you  know  how  hee  did  with  Abfdhamy 
'  hee  brought  him  to  the  laft  caft.  And  Davidy  hee  was 
brought  to  the  very  point  of  peri(hing  by  the  hands 
of  Ssul ,  before  hee  delivered  him.  And  fo  hee  did 
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Why  God  is 
ready  to  help, 
if  we  bel€cye« 


Viithlaeob^  Efau  comes  againft  him  with  fourebui 
dred  men,  ( with  a  full  rcfblution  to  deftrojr  him 
before  he  would  deliver  hi  en  :  It  is  Gods  maoncrc 
doe  rhu»»  And  fo  he  did  with  /tf^^and  other  fervants  ( 
his :  his  fa(bion  is  to  doe  (b  s  to  bring  men  unto  tt: 
very  brew  of  the  hiffy  till  their  feetbereadic  to  flij 
when  they  are  even  going,  and  then  he  delights  to  af 
peare  and  deliver  them.  Therefore,in  fuch  cafes  tru; 
God)  put  all  upon  God ;  that  is^  when  God^  is  an 
turning  of  thy  hf  e^brings  thee  to  fuch  anexigent^tha 
thou  feeft  all  at  the  point  to  be  loft,  that  thou  art  a 
the  point  to  be  utterly  undone,  learnetotruft  i 
God  in  good  earoeft ,  and  that  (hall  guide  thec,^n< 
turne  thee  the  right  way  3  when  thy  fle(b  is  readie  t< 
goe  another  way* 

Whatwas  the  reafon  that  Chrift,  whenhewaioi 
Earth,  would  doe  nothing,  except  they  beleeved  ii 
him?  » 

When  thou  haft  any  thing  to  doe  5  if  thou  be 
leeveft  in  God,  that  will  make  hiai  readie  to  helpc 
thee  5  becaufe  then  it  is  an  ackaowledging,  and  ac 
attributing  to  his  Power.  If  bee  (hould  doe  itiic 
aHOtherrafc^hee  fhould  lofe  his  labour,  hce  ftiould 
lofe  his  glory  5  men  would  not  be  built  up  in  hia 
by  that  which  hce  did.  Therefore  make  ufe  of  Faith 
(et  Faith  on  worke,  as  I  faid.  T  (hould  come  tc 
this  nowj  to  move  you  totraft  in  God  in  all  cafes. 
If  I  could  perfwade  this ,  men  would  turne  the 
I  courfes  of  their  Jives,,  and  would  tru  ft  in  him  :  foi 
kaow>  if  thou  truft  in  God,  hee  never  failes  any 
that  trufts  in  him,  as  David  faith  in  Pfal.  37.  /  ftevei 
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frw  the  fight€9Hi  forfaken^  C^r.  As  if  Jiee  (hould  fay  : 
Aske  all  fais  fervants  ^  aske  all  men  that  ever  have 
knovrne  hinis  all  the  men  that  have  lived  with  him, 
that  have  finifhed  their  courfe  with  him ;  aske  a  fer* 
vant  of  God)  when  he  comes  to  dye,  bow  God  harh 
dealt  with  him ,  whether  he  hath  failed  him  all  his 
life :  I  am  perfwaded,  that  there  is  dot  a  fervaot  of 
God)  but  will  fay  that  he  never  failed  him  j  and  if  he 
were  to  leave  an  exhortation  behind  him,  he  would 
exhort  dtbers  from  experience  of  his  truft :  ir  can*' 
not  be^  that  God  fbould  &iie  thee^  if  thou  reft  upon 
him«  Thinkeftthou,  that  God  can  faile  thee,  when 
he  faith  himfelfe  fo  often ,  he  will  never  faile  thee, 
nor  thoie  that  truft  in  him  t  Will  a  man  faile  one 
that  trufts  in  him  ?  Wee  ufe  ^o  fay  $  Oh^vl  will  not 
faile  him,  for  he  trufts  in  me :  and  doeft  thou  thinke> 
that  God  will  faile  thee ,  in  fuch  a  cale?  If  God 
fhould  faile  men  in  fiich  cafes ,  there  is  no  man 
that  would  feeke  him.  But  that  men  fhould  be  en* 
couraged  to  ferve  him,  he  hath  promi(ed>  not  onely 
not  to  faile  thee,  but  he  is  abundant  In  truth,  he  will 
be.  better  than  his  word  ;  he  doth  what  he  faith, 
and  more  too:  If  thou  wouldft  truft  upon  him  in 
fuch  a  cafe )  thou  fhouldft  find  that  he  will  aafwer 
thee. 

But  thou  wilt  fay :  I  fee  not  how  he  will  doe  ir,the 
cafe  is  fuch  a  hard  and  difficult  cafe. 

Thou  muft  know,  that  there  are  ft  range  pafTa- 

gcs  in  Gods  Providence  5  he  is  able  to  bring  things 

to  pafle,  though  thou  know  not  how  it  fhould  be. 

I  See  his  Providence,  a  Kings  8.  The  Woitian  there, 
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the  ShwumHe^  (hee  beleeved  the  vrord  that  cfae  Pro- 
{iiatt  had  faid.  That  there  (hould  be  feveo  yeares  Fa- 
mine }  (hce  left  her  Land  and  Countrey :  this  was  an 
a^of  Faith)  that  oudeher  doe  this.  See  hovir  this 
Woman'beleeved  nov :  (hee  follovfed  the  direftion 
of  the  Prophet,  (bee  did  that  v^hich  God  appoiitted 
her  to  doe :  fee  hovr  God  brought  it  to  pafl[e,that  the 
fervant  of  Elifbd^  Gehixi ,  (hould  be  there  ivith  the 
King,  and  that  he  (hould  be  telling  the  King  of  Ifr^ 
of  the  great  a  As  of  Elifbs :  That  there  (hould  be  fiicb 
a  concurrence  of  all  things,  that  (hee(honld  come 
juft  at  that  time,  and  no  other^when  the  man  of  God 
was  there,  y ea>  when  he  was  telling  of  that  very  ftoiy, 
that  then  (hee  (hould  come  in ;  and  (b  (hee  got  her 
Land  3  or  eUe  it  is  likely  ^  that  the  Woman  >  having 
lived  away  fo  many  yeares^  it  is  likely  (hee  had  bad  a 
hard  fiiit  of  it :  but  Gods  Providence  brou^  ^befe 
things  together. 

So  againe,looke  on  Mardecai  j  it  is  a  ftrange  caib : 
It  was  concluded  y  that  he  and  all  the  I  ewes  (hould 
be  (laine :  The  l>ecree  was  gone  out,  there  was  no- 
thing in  the  World ,  for  ought  hee  (aw ,  that  could 
hinder  it  i  the  very  Night  before  ffefier  was  to  come 
to  the  King ,  to  make  her  requeft  y  if  it  had  beene 
but  a  Nignt  l9n{rer>  perhaps  it  had  failed  :  But 
that  there  might  be  a  concurrence  of  all  this,  it  is 
(aid  in  Hefier  6^  The  King  hee  ceuld  net  fleefe  th^t 
fiight  J  and  when  he  could  not  deepe,  he  might  have 
called  for  another  Booke,  than  the  Booke  of  the 
Chronicles ;  and  when  he  had  the  Booke  brought, 
he  might  have  fallen  upon  another  place ,  and  not 
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upon  that  where  Jitrdeeai's  AGt  was  recorded,  but 
chat  there  (hould  be  a  concurrence  of  all  this  in  that 
very  time.  Is  not  God  the  fame  God }  Why  (hould 
not  tree  be  readie  to  truft  in  him  ftill  ?  Doe  vree  not 
fee  the  (ame  dayly  ?  If  his  vrorkes  were  recorded  and 

obferfed  in  our  remembrance  9  certainly  wee  (hould 
tmll  in  God. 

But  you  will  objedijthe  Lord  doth  every  thing  by 
Meanes,  he  doth  not  worke  Wonders,  he  workes  not 
Miracles  nowadayes ;  Andj  when  I  fee  no  Meanes,  I 
hope  vou  will  not  have  me  to  expeft  Miracles  at 
Gods  hands,to  tempt  him. 

You  muft  remeoSber  -^hsz  his  cafe  ;  When  God 
came  to  %^hamy  and  told  him  by  the  Prophet  Mfaj, 
chap.  7*  That  Aram  mtd  Hemaliah's  finne ,  thfe  tm 
fmcsknig  tirtmkfdiidff/bmld  m  hm)e  their  mils,  (hould 
be  disappointed,  that  he  would  fight  for  hlm,againft 
them :  Saith  the  Prophet  to  him ;  Atke  sSgne  vf  the 
Ltd  m  tbe  Heaven  shve,  etin  the  Deepe  Mem,  No, 
laich  hC)  Jhax,  wiB  vtt  tempt  Std,  What  is  the  mean- 
ins  of  that  ?  That  is  >  I  will  provide  for  my  (elie ,  I 
will  not  trnft  to  his  Word ,  I  will  looke  unto  my 
ielfe,  I  will  provicte  an  Army.  I  will  not  tempt  Goat 
That  is,  I  will  not  goe  about  it  without  meanes,  I 
will  looke  about  me  i  And  for  itich  a  (iene,as  refHng 
on  that  promife ,  it  I  (hould  doe  this,f  mould  tempt 
God. 

See,  here  is  a  faire  excufe )  Take  heed  of  (itch  ex- 
cu(es ;  fay  not,  I  fhall  tempt  God  :  and  know,  that 
though  there  be  not  Miracles ,  yet  God  he  wojkcs 
Wonders  now  adayes  as  well  as  then ,  his  hand  is 
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not  (bortnc3,now.he  is  the  fame  God,he  is  as  power- 
Aill.as  be  W2L$.  It  is  true  no  v  as  it  was  in  Davids  time^ 
thit  wonderfullarethy.irorkes.  And  Chrift  novr^ia 
the  time  of  the  Gofpcl ,  his  Name  is  WondcrfiilU. 
In  Ifa.  g.  The  Government  is  upen  his  fbeuldersy  and  hii^ 
N4me(hdUte  called  Wonder  full :  in  the  Governincnt 
ot  his  Church  he  doth  wonderfiill  things  ;  that  is> 
when  a  thing  feemes  to  be  never  fo  ftrongaadLwell 
built ,  when  the  flrengtb  of  the  Enemie  feemes  to  be 
never.ib  great  and  invincible^  he  is  vronderfull  to  di£^ 
appoint  them. 

Againe,vrhen  the  ftrengthof  the  Church  (eemes  ta 
be  little,  he  can  maie  that  etfe^all  to  doe  great  mat- 
ters,itiball  doe  vrondets :  and  tiiereforeil  uyiGod  is 
able  to  doe  vronderfull  thicks  novir« . 

Now,  thofe  very  things  which  feeme  Wonders  to 
men ,  are  not  Miracles ,  though  they  may  be  great 
Workes; 

That  Wonder  that  £/i/B4  faid ,  that  the  next  day 
things  (hould  be  fo  cheape,you  fee  that  was  reckoned 
fo  great  a  matter ,  yet  it  was  done  after  an  ordinarie 
manner  :  There  was  but  a  falfe  feare  feathered  in  the 
B^rmie^and  it  was  done.  Therefore  he  that  wrought 
Wonders  then^  he  can  doe  the  (ame  now. 

That  delivciance  which  the  Jawes  had,it  wiis  aibing 
that  maybe  done  now-* 

So  thofe  Wonder$,thofe  great  k6t%  which  God  did 
when  men  trufted  in  him ,  they  are  things  which  he 
doth  day  ly  now. 

Therefore  to  anfwer  pun&ually,  becaufe  men  doe 
deceivethemfelvesiathar,  whep.wee  exhoit.them  to 
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tiiift  in  God,  they  fay  dill,  vree  muft  ufe  the  meants ; 
I  will  give  a  three-  fold  aufvirer  to  it. 

Ic  is  true,  that  God  ufeth  Meanes  ^  but  they  are 

Meanes  of  his  owne  providing,  and  not  the  Meanes, 

many  times,  that  thou  pitched:  upon.  For  thus  farre 

it  is  trucj  God  doth  it  not  but  by  Meanes  5  that  h^ 

hee  doth  things  by  (econd  Caures,hee  doth  them  not 

by  an  immediate  hand  of  his  oivne,  though  hee  be  I 

]  able  to  doe  it :  .But  now  what  thofe  Caufes  are,thou  I 

knbvreflnot*  Therefore  this  (et  downe;  that  God 

doth  it  by  Meanes  of  bis  owne ,  and  not  by  choie 

Meanes  thou  feeft.  It  may  be  thojii  pitcheft  upon 

fbme  particular  Meanes,  and  thinkeft  furely  it  muft 

be  done  by  thiS}  and  becaufe  thou  (eeft  no  other, 

thou  thinkeft  if  that  faile,all  is  fpoyled:  But  it  is 

not  io^  God  will  not  doe  it  by  thefe  3  nay ,  God  is 

(b  farre  from  dding  it  by  them,  that  his  ufuall  courfe 

is,  when  men  have  pitched  upon  particular  Meanes, 

and  thinke  iiirely  the  bu(ine(&  muft  be  brought  to 

paflehy  this,  or  elie  all  will  ^ile  $  God  many  times 

ufeth  not  that,  but  a  Meanes  which  thou  never 

thoughteft  of. 

Iniuch  a  cafe,  it  fares  with  us  as  it  did  with  Naa* 
msn  the  Affyian  ':  When  hee  comes  to  the  Prophet 
of  God 9  hee  thought  before- hand,  that  the  Pro- 
phet would  have  fpoken  fome  words,  and  have 
healed  him  9  but  hee  bids  him  goe  and  wa(h,  which 
was  a  thing  that  hee  never  thought  of  :  ^So  thou 
many  times  thinkeft  of  thcfe  Meanes,  thou  precon- 
ceiveft  things  intbite  owne  heart,  thou  thinkeft  thou 
art  right,  thou  thinkeft  it  msft  needs  be  .done  this 
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way,  thou  feeft  no  other  rrcanes  5  but,  it  may  be^God 
will  not  doe  it  this  way  ^  but  he  will  doe  it  a  way  that 
thou  thinkeft  not  of. 

So  lofefh^  when  he  iras  in  favour  with  Phar§ab  bis 
Steward,one  would  thinke,that  this  fhould  havebeen 
the  ooeanes  of  A/^i  advancement  >  and  of  briigiog 
to  paflfe  that  promife  s  but  this  was  not  tiie  cseanes 
that  God  u^d. 

Againe,  when  that  Phdroih  his  chiefe  Butler  was  de- 
livered, one  would  thinke  that  that  (hould  have  beene 
the  meanes  td  have  wrought  his  exaltation  $  but  yet 
thefe  utere  not^  there  fell  a  meanes  that  lefefh  thought 
not  on :  and  fo  God  doth  dayly. 

Many  times  the  thing  that  wee  moft  truft  unt<T,and 
put  moft  confidence  in,doth  faile  and  deceive  us^God 
dafheth  In  pieces  (uchmeanes,aiiduieth  other  nieanes 
to  helpe,that  never  came  into  our  hearts  to  think  oft 
Doe  wee  not  fee  it  oftentimes  f 

Againe,  that  meanes  which  wee  thinke  will  not  doe^ 
oftentimes  doth  it.  Therefore  fay  not  JL  truft  in  God, 
that  he  will  doe  it  by  meanes  j  for  God  delighteth  to 
doe  it  by  meanes. 

Men  are  readic  to  fay  jOh^if  I  had  foch  aphyfician, 
or  if  I  had  iuch  ayre,or  fuch  meanesj  (hould  doe  wel 
enough :  Mow  doeft  thou  know  that  t  It  may  be  G«d 
will  not  ufe  that. 

^     So,  thofe  that  are  in  diftrefle  3  Oh,  if  I  had  fuch 
j  a  man  to  comf6rt  me !  Why  thou  knoweft  not  wbe* 
'thw  that  be  the  meanes  that  God  will  ufe,  or  no. 
Therefore  fay  not,  bccaufe  I  fee  not  meanes,  there- 
fore I  will.not  truft  in  God.  I  fay,  God  will  doe  it 
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by  meancs ;  but  he  ufeth  meanes  of  fais  ownc  provi- 
xling>and  not  of  thy  feeking^  This  is  the  firft  anfwer 
to  ir^ 

The  fecond  anfirer :  If  thOu  fay ,  that  God  doth 
it  by  tneanes ;  yet  remember)  that  it  is  his  Blefling  or 
his  Curfe,  which  makes  thofe  meanes  on  which  thou 
art  fiied^  eiFedhiall)  or  in-effeduall.  The  greattft 
meanest  the  faireft^  the  mod  fpecious,  and  moft  pro* 
bable  to  bring  things  to  paflTe  j  remember^that  if  God 
doe  but  fay  to  that  meanes^  profper  nor,  (for  that  is 
the  Curfe^when  he  bids  a  thing  vricher)  thou  (halt  not 
dee  it.     - 

Againe^  if  it  be  weakctjif  God  fay  to  fuch  a  things 

goe  and  doe  this  buiineffe)  it  (hall  be  able  to  bring  it 

to  pa0e  3  this  is  his  Blefling)  and  his  Curfe  :  you 

(boold  learne  to  have  thefe  words^  not  onely  in  your 

mOuthe8>but  to  knovr  the  meaning  of  them ;  and  not 

onely  (o ,  but  to  come  to  the  praSice ;  to  fay  with 

your  felveS|Wben  things  are  f:iire  and  probable^except 

God  bid  this  doe  it,  it  (hall  not  be  effeftuall  $  if  he 

l^ffeurfc  it^  it  (h^ll  wither. 

^  Thirdly,  remember  this,That  his  bicffing  is  difpen* 

fed^hot  according  to  thy  meanesjbut  according  to  the 

uprightncffc  of  thy  heart,  according  to  thy  vi^orkes. 

:One  would  thinke,  tvhcn  hee  hath  Riches ,  then  hee. 

(hould  bring  it  to  paflfe  5  but,  faith  the  Prophet,  PfaL 

i^^w  Aiches  btt^ngt^the  Lofdy  thy  come  neither  from 

rhe  North  ^  Mffr$m  the'^SmtrAwiy  r^hen  Riches  in- 

\cte4fey  fit  MP  )owh}NiHufn  the^.  Sairh  hee,  it  is  not 

Riches  that  makes  men  happy  j  fof  that  Obje^ion

No ;  God  rewards  men  aecerding  t§  their  9r§riis^ 
not  according  t$  their  Wealth:  So  that ,  when  thou 
truftcfl:  to  the  Mcanes,  know,  that  God  blefleth  thoc 
according  to  %hy  Workes ,  not  according  to  the 
outvrard  Condition  thou  art  in.  Thus  wee  (houU 
learne  to  doe  ;  when  wee  (ay,  God  doth  things  by 
Mcanes ,  when  thou  (reft  the  faireft  Mcanes  j  yet, 
if  thou  finde  that  thou  haft  not  prayed ,  thou  haft 
not  fought  to  God ,  thou  haft  no  fecret  affiirance  of 
his  blcffing,  thinke  not  that  fuch  a  bufinefle  will  be 
done.

(Markc)  When  DMtd 
faw  the  greateft  Meanes  ufed  againft  bina  as  might

God  for  the  bringing  it  to  paffe :  wtiich  thou  (halt 
know  by  this,  if  thou  draw  nccre  to  God }  for  that 
is  a  try  all ,  lerem.  17.  Cur  fed  it  hee  that  mahethfie^ 
hit  arme  :  this  drawes  the  begirt  from  God  •  you 
fhall  iinde  that  noted  in  i  Timhi,  6.  The  ^idow  that 
trufts  in  Ged,  frayeth  day  and  night.  Therefore,  when 
thou  haft  the  beft  meanes ,  if  thou  be  not  Hick  in 

prayer. 
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prayer,  it  argues  thy  truft  in  God;  when  thou  goe. 
to  God,  and  ftrivcft  with  him  by  prayer,  and  feeke 
not  to  the  creature,  to  fay,thy  WcaIth,or  Ricfaes,G 
the  like,  (hall  heipe  thee.  So  much  for  the  aofwerc 
the  firft  Objeaion. 

Another  thing  that  wee  are  readie  to  6b;e^,  ii 
But,  what  if  fuch  a  thing  (homld  come  to  ptfl^ 
What  if  the  evili  that  I  feare,  (faould  fall  upon  toe 
What  if  the  bufinefle  I  goe  about ,  proceed  not 
which  is  of  that  moment  ^  I^m  undone  if  it  be  nc 
done? 

Herein  the  heart  of  a  man  muft  be  quict« 
Firfl:,  it  may  be  thou  jurt  too  haftie  la  this  kindc 
many  times  thou  thinkeil,  in  (kchcaies,  that  tho 
art  without  helpe,  and  without  hope,  when  it  h  nc 
fo  :  Know  therefore ,  ,that  a  man  may  be  under  m 
ter,  and  rife  againe  y  he  may  fioke  twice  or  thric 
before  he  be  drowned ;  thou  mayeft  receive  man 
foyles,many  blowes,  and  yet  not  lofe  the  vidlorii 
The  bed  Saints4iave  beene  under  the  Cloud  for 
great  while,  but  they  were  not  deftroycd,  they  pi 
rifhed  not :  So  wstsiofefb^  fo  was  David  y  (o  wa 
all.  Therefore,  put  the  cafe  that  thou  fitll  into  tl 
particular  ill  3  that  the  evill  which  thou  feareft,  fa 
upon  tlxci  .calf  not  away  thy  confidence  ^  Qq^  ^ 
helpe  thee,  he  May  come  betweenfethe  Cup  and  tl 
Lip,  as  often'it  is  ieene :  it  is  his  ufiiall  manner  1 
appeare  in  the  Mount,  and  not  before.  It  was  a  Pit 
veibe  in  Ifrael^  The  Lord  wiH  be  {eene  in  the  AfHmt 
not  fo  much,  becaufe  it  was  a  common  fpcecb,  bi 
becaufe  it  was  commonly  done  5  it  was  a  thing  tb 
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- ,  God  ufed  to  doe.  Therefore  be  jciot  difcburagcd  coo 
(bone  J  God  may  helpe  thee ,  aslow  as  thou  art. 
Suppoui  this  doth  come  to  paife,  as  a  mans  heart  will 
never  be  at  reft,  till  he  fuppofe  that  which  he  would 
nor^be  content  (houldbefo  9  and  hence  comes  dif 
quiet  in  a  oians  heart ;  if  it  doe  come ,  he  hath  not 
refolution  to  beare  the  perplexitie*  Therefore,  in 
I  fuch  a  cafe,  if  thou  fuppofe  it  will  be  fo ,  doe  as 
Htfier  did,  rcfolve  h  If  I  f^rifb^  rperifb.  The  meaning 
isy  If  I  perifti,  1  (hall  not  perifh :  when  (hee  faiths  If 
I  perifh,  I  peridi,  fhee  meanes  not  fuch  a  matter  as 
wee  fay  in  our  common  fpeech  j  but,  If  it  will  come 
to  paflfe,  kt  it  come  to  palfe :  fo  ff^fltr^  Jf  I  perilli, 
i  perifh-^  (hec  knew  y  that  it  was  ajgood  worke  that 
(hec  wentabout,and  ihce  knew  fhec  (hould  have  a  re- 
ward forit«  It  is  not  fuch  a  thing  to  bfe  the  life,  as 
men  thinke  it  is ;  if  wee  looke  upon  it  with  the  eye  of 
Faith,  it  is  no  fuch  matten  And  fo  the  three  Chil- 
dren,they  care  not  what  fhould  become  of  them^they 
knew  not  whether  God  would  deliver  them,  or  no :  | 
but  if  -he  would  not,  they  refolved  to  beare  it  j  and  fo 
fhould  wee  doe. 

But,you  will  fay,  A  man  is  not  able  to  doe  thisi 
If  thou  diddeft  know  the  reafon ,  it  would  move 
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thee-!  Therefore  labour  to  worke  thy^eart  to  con- ;  ^^^^^'c  j^fy 
fider,  that  all  thefe  worft  things  that  befall  thee ,  ilS'lyAi' 
mavbe  good  enough  3  and  if  thou  have  4:iot  learned  iuficr. 
before, Icarnenow 5  marke  what  S«  Paul  faith  :  tfee\ 
Ate  sffliEied ,  But  nn  overcome  •  ferftcuted  ,   but  mt 
f^rfaksn^  ca^  dottne^  iut^nfee  fenjb  riQt^^  ever  dywg, 
but  yt  bthld  me  live  •   fetrie^  and  yet  rvee  rejoyet. 

That 
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1  hat  is ,  there  is  fomewhat  that  fuftaines  us  in  the 
Avorft  dangers^fomeirhat  that  keepes  us  from  fin' " 
And  Pauly  be  is  as  good  as  his  word  •  what  fae  faid 
there^vree  fee  by  his  carriage:  vree  fee  in  what  a  manna 
he  went  thorow  all ;  all  was  nothing,  per(ecution  wai 
nothing :  but  what  he  did  in  (hch  a  cafe,  he  had  Goc 
fiood  a^ually  by  bioi)  ^nd  faid  9  Feare  not  PmU^  \ 
have  much  people  there,  when  he  fent  him  into  Mi 
cedma; 

But  thou  fayeft,  thou  haft  nothing  to  beaie  it. 

Confider,  whatfoever  thy  cafe  be,  if  the  thing  do 
fo  fall  out,  thou  (houldft  be  readie  to  fiy,This  is  no 
fo  defperate,but  it  may  be  helped  j  it  is  not  fo  henk 
I  but  it  may  be  borne  ;  it  is  not  fo  mifeiable  a  cai^  bu 
it  may  be  happier  and  latUy,  it  is  not  ib  bad  ^  but  i 
may  be  good  for  me. 

Firft ,  There  is  no  cafe  fo  defperate,  but  it  may  b 
helped :  Put  the  cafe  thy  Name,  which  is  Co  teacfcr 
thing^which  is  like  unto  Glafle,  which  if  it  be  brofa 
cannot  be  made  up  againe  s  fuppofe  it  be  broken  all  h 
pieces  in  the  world)  God  fhall  make  it  up.  ^fefh  hi 
Name  could  not  be  made  up  againe,and  he  cleated  a 
innocent  of  all  s  but  God  cleared  him.  Dgvid  oowb; 
bis  great  finnes,be  brake  his^good  Name,  fo  that  hoi 
it  was  not  an  eafie  thing  to  heale  Dgvids  Name  5  yc 
God  did  it  abundantly  ^  Md  he  died  fuB  pf  riches  m 
honour  :  it  was  forgotten,  as  a  thing  that  had  neve 
beene  5  when  he  had  gotten  credit  with  God,  he  gc 
credit  with  men. 

And  fo  for  Povertie :  It  is  not  eafie  fi^r  a  man  to  b 

rich  j  riches  have  vpings.  It  is  true,  riches  have  winf 
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to  flic  to  a  mails  if  God  bid  them  come )  as  well  as 
they  have  wirgs  to  fli«  from  a  man,if  God  bid  them 
kave  him« 

V  Againe,  what  if  fuch  a  man  be  thine  eaemie  > 
There  is  no  man  that  is  fuch  an  enemie,  but  God 
can  foone  n^ake  him  a  friend^  as  wee  fee  in  idcoA  and 
Efim.  Let  the  cafe  be  what  it  will :  You  know  loh 
caff)  there  was  all  eztremitie  of  miferie  upon  him, 
that,  if  a  man  (hould  looke  upon  him,  hec  would 
thinke  it  f npoffible  to  helpe  him  •  yet  you  fee  whit 
Goddid* 

Againe>  I  (ay  it  is  not  fo  beavie,  but  it  May  be 
hottt:  Wee  fee  how  PmI  did  beare  all  his  af&iai- 
obiy  (wee  (st  it  in  other  inftamces,  which  before  wee 
ttdkoacd  ufK)  M  9  €»A  li  fee  how  he  was  ftoned^bow 
be wai -fcobrgedyand  iiufWifoned ;  the  troubles  that 
he  bad  Ivithin  him,  thi  tatM  tfsH  the  Chnnhes  trdivp. 
M  M» }  a(hd  who  was  affli^ed,  and  he  did  not  burne  f 
It  was  to  him  as  a  fire  to  a  milQ^  it  fcorchcd  him  ^  and 
yd  you  (hall  fee  3  that  he  did  beare  them  in  fuch  a 
mannrr,  that  if  a  ma«  were  to  chufe  S.P^uh  comforts 
With  his  affli^ionn,  be  fh6uldmakea^oodchoifc) 
to  take  the  one  with  the  oufher^  S;  FmiyiT\  the  pre- 
knccoVNm^^  i$  not  daunted  ,  who  wai  a  wicked 
Tyrant*  So  Dm>idyb»  w»  i»  a  aiijf^able  c^le  ar 
S^igUi  •  he  had  loft  bis  Wives,  and  all  that  he  hsd^ 
he  had  no  helpe,  but  a  few  (£00)  men,  and  yet  they 
would  have  ftoned  him  too  ^  this  was  nothing  to 
bira  :  when  God  had  fiftled  his  fpitix  vk^ith  com- 
fort,  he  cpmfbrui  himftift  in  the  I  (frd^  So  in  any  caie^ 
if  God  keepc  a  whole  fptrh  in  thee,  it  is  no  matter.

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Take  a  Plaller  that  is  (harpei  if  you  lay  ic-co  a  (on 
place>  it  m\\  fmirt  and  f;rfeve  it «  bat  lay  it  to  the 
whole  ilcfh,  it  is  nothing :  So  it  is  irithafiiiftioiii} 
v^hcn  thy  (bule  is  wholei  it  is  like  a  whole  fhottl<kr*r 
lay  a  lyeavie  burthen  upon  a  whole  Aioulder«  tnd  it 
goes  away  with  ic  well  enough ;  but  if  the  foulcnd 
fpirit  be  broken j  it  is  fiot  fit  to  beare  a  ctcffc.  If  Cjoi 
enable  a  man ,  it  is  another  thing  h  then  diieafe  ii 
nothing 9  imprifonment  is  nothing,  anddiigrace  is 
nothing  s  when  God  enables  a  man  to  bearc  it^  it  is 
'nothing :  therefore  it  is  tiot  fo  beavie^buc  it  nay  be 
borne, 

Againe,  it  is  not  (b  miferablei  but  thou,  tiayeftbe 
happie  in  it.  Why  f  The  reafon  is  in  itiw.S.  Becaoft^ 
whatfoever  it  be,  itfifd/tmtfifgrMe  m  fnrn  tHUve^ 
God  in  CbfiB :  ntither  Pmcifditiei ,  Mr  Hwirgy  m 
things  frefent ,  n$r  ibingi  i§  come ;  neither  Meo^  nor 
Devils :  in  fuch  acaie,  the  l>evil>, with aH his  forces 
(er  againft  thoc  ^^H  not  be  able  to  make  thee  mtfe^ 
rable,  thou  art  a  happie  man  notwithftanding»hce 
fhall  rot  be  able  to  hurt  thee  {  God  loves  tbc€  ftill, 
and  lovtfs  thee  tenderly,  thou  art  deare  to  bina  at  aH 
times.  Therefore  whatfoever  it  is,  it  (kail  not  fepa- 
rate  thee  from  the  love  of  God  in  Chrift :  And  when 
bee  could  name  no  more,  hee  names, in  generally 
faith  hee,  neither  Men,nor  Devils,  nor  shj  thing  (hall 
doe  it. 

Aeaine,  it  is  not  fo  bad,  (I  fay)  but  it  may  be  befl 
for  thee,  it  may  doc  thee  g,ood ;  for  our  nature  i%  fo 
rebellious,  and  fo  fet  upon  things  of  this  World, 
that  except  God  (hould  take  this  courie^to  workea 
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tVcaruieflre  in  the  Worlds  to  mortifie  our  \\xH  t  i^ 
God  fhould  not  take  (uch  courfcs^our  nature  virould 
be  rcadic  to  rcbcU ;  therefore  God  dealeth  ^o  with 
men.  Sometimes  hee  affl  \(ki  thee  with  fickneflfe^diirp 
ficknefle^bichisirkfomecoibeci  but  koov^^that  if 
that  difeafewere  taken  frota  tliee,  thou  knowe'l  not 
what  thy  heart  vroald  doe.  Some  men  be  afilidcd 
Mrttbenmirieof  others^  thou  knovreft  not^if  chou  wcrr  I 
friends  mthall itien^hovif  thou  iliouldeft  be.  Thou 
art  affli^ednn  ihe  World,  in  ihy  WHe,  in  thy  Chil- 
drenite  thy  Neighbours)  in  thy  Name,  in  thy  Eftare ; 
and  though  chou  tbinke  irith  thy  felfe  ^  If  I  were  fret 
from  rhiS)  I  (lioutd  be  happie,  I  (hould  be  humble, 
I  Hiotrid  ferve  God  the  better;  1  fay  unto  thee^tbou 
knoweU  not  ^hat  tkxi  Aiouldeft  be :  A  mans  miiKie 
doth  not  knoir  what  it  would  be  in  another  eftate, 
onely  be  knowes  the  prefent^  If  thou^  bidft  fuch  and 
fttch  circumftances,if  thov  hadft  wealcb^i  f  thou  hadft 
fuch  crpfles  removed  ^.if  .a)l  thitigs  Aiould  goe  well 
wiih  thee »  Oh'  then  thou  wouldcft  be  happie  •  but 
rhou  knoweft  not  what  rhou  (houldcft  be.  You  know 
what  the  Prophet  faid  to  Hazselj  (faith  hee)  Dst^ 
th$u  knfm  whst  thou  (bsh  bt  y  whtn  thou  art  King  of 
Kjif^m  I  Thou  knoweft  how  thou  art  affci^ed  now, 
but  thou  knoweft  not  bowibou  (halt  l;reihen.^  when 
tbou  ait  a  King,  then  thou  wik  he  anfyvcrable  to  thy 
ft^te  and  condition.  So  ouich  fo^  the  fecond  Ob^ 
jedion. 

Thirdly,  it  will  be  ob  jeAe  J :  It  is  true  •  if  G6dl 
did  hcare  my  prayers,  or  if  hee  did  ufuilly  heare 
the  prayers  that  the  Saints  make ,  that  it  were  no 
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more  tmc  feeke  and  have,  wree  if  onld  triift  in  God  to 
cUfficulc  ca(cs  :  But  I  6nde  by  experiences  that  I 
pray,  and  he  doth  not  anfvirer  me  :  and  it  is  not  my 
experience onelysbuc  it  is  the  experteoceof  othen 
liketrife  j  they  pray,  and  God  doth  ooe  faeaie 
their  prayers  :  What  (hould  (iiftaine  tae  therefore 
nowr? 

To  this  I  aniWer :  It  is  certaincsthat  God  alirayes 
heares  thy  prayers ,  there  is  ho  doubt  to  be  made  of 
that ;  bee  i&  a  God  hearing  prayers^  afid  hath  made  a 
promife,  that  when  they  come,  faee  will  heaie  tfaea : 
Be  afllired  therefore)  that  faee  heares.  But  bcmt  to  aih 
fvrcr  thee. 

Fir  ft,tbere  are  many  cafes  wherein  God  h»res  aot: 
as  firft^it  may  he  thou  askeft  amttfb.  . 

But  thou  wile  fay^My  heart  is  right;  and  therefore 
I  hope  I  aske  not  amiflfe. 

Yes ;  though  thy  heart  be  right,  thod  roayeft  aske 
anaifle  out  of  miftake ,  out  of  want  of  jodfreoient : 
Thou  rauft  not  thinkc  with  thy  felfc,  becaafe  thy 
affcdion  is  ftrong  to  fuch  a  thing,  therefore  it  is 
lawfull  for  thee,  and  meet  for  thee  to  have  it.  There 
are  mtny  things  which  a  little  Child  a^eth ,  which 
arc  not  meet  tor  him  •  a  wife  Father  witl^not  fieond 
his  Child  in  all  that  hee  afPe^s  and  defiret  %  thoa 
n^uft  thinke,  that  God  will  not  doe  it  in  theft  cst&$. 
And  therefore  Icarne  in  fuch  a  cafe,  when  rhou 
commeft  to  God  for  outward  things,  or  for  thci 
mJafure  of  Grace ,  or  for  the  prelent  ufc  of  Grace  ' 
(as  you  (hall  heare  hereafter  )  it  may  be  hee  anfwers : 
thee  not }  yet  rhou  muft  acknowledge  God  to  be  '■ 
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onely  wife.  If  wee  could  rctceoiber  that  in  i  Tim.  i. 
ifm  7o  the  King  mfy  wife^  ie  glory  and  immdrtglitie: 
Wee  tfa)ike  our  (elves  wife  too,  wee  rhinke  that  wee 
have  ibme  part  of  wifdome  s  but  if  wee  did  bekeve 
that  hee  were  onely  wife ,  that  is ,  if  thou  diddcft 
belecve  that  none  were  wife  but  hee  9  thou  wouldeft 
be  content  to  reiigne  thy  felfe  unto  him,  let  hioi  doe 
with  thee  what  hee  will)  although  thou  fee  no  rea- 
foa^  yet  thou  wcaldefl  be  content.  Therefore,  when 
thou  cooameft  to  aske  at  Gods  hands,  thou  ifhouldeft 
be  readie  to  fay  thus :  Lord ,  1  fee  no  ireafon  w!hy 
this  fhould  not  be  eood ,  and  yet  I  may  be  decei- 
ved >  I  may  be  mifiaxen  i  therefore  I  will  not  a^e 
it  abfolutely  :  It  nay  be  ^  the  want  of  it  is  l>etret 
for  me  than  the  enjoyipg  of  it  s  it  may  be ,  to  be 
crofled  in  it|  isbetter  for  me  than  to  have  fuccefle 
in  it  -,  thou  ait  onely  wife,  I  am  not  able  to  judge : 
And  therefore,  when  wee  come  to  aske  any  thing  of 
God)  thus  wee  (houtd  doe.  S.  TmI^  when  hee  comes 
to  aske  the  mortification  of  his  fle(hly  lufts,  3  dr. 
13.  one  would  thinke  hee  might  have  asked  that 
abfolutely ,  wee  cannot  fee  how  God  fhould  not 
iiearethat  prayer:  and  yet,  in  that  cafe,  S.PW  was 
miftakcn^  God  fawii:  was  beft  to  fuffer  that  lufito 
continue  upon  him^  and  to  contend  with  him: 
Thou  (halt  not  be  free  froqa  this  ftrong  tempta^ 
tions  for.  faith  hee,  by  this  T  will  humble  thee, 
thou  (halt  have  a  better.  Grace  tban  thou  fhouldeft 
have ,  if  that  luft  were  taken  away.  When  Saint 
PmI  faw ,  that  the  continuance  of  that  upon  him' 
I  humbled  him  more,  that  it  brought  more  glory  to 
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God,  that  it  (hewed  Gods  pov^er  in  his  vreakenefle, 
hcc  was  content,hee  (aw  thaf  hee  was  deceived  before: 
I  (ay ,  in  fucb  a  ca(e  a  man  may  be  deceived  >  mocb 
mote  in  outward  thiap.  Yon  know,  the  Dilciples, 
when  they  caose  to  aslce  fire  to  come  donroe  trofli 
Heaven,  they  thousht  it  was  a  zealous  teqneft ;  but 
Chrift  tells  them  that  they  were  deceived,  they  knew 
not  from  what  Spirit  that  requeft  did  come  :  if  it 
had  come  from  Gods  Spirit,he  would  have  heard  it ; 
but  they  were  deceived. .  So ,  if  thou  wouldeft  have 
God  beare  thy  prayers ,  know  whether  they  come 
from  Gods  Spirit  $  whether  thy  prayers  be  the  voyce 
of  thine  owK  fpitit ,  or  of  Gods  Spirit :  if  it  be 
the  voyce  of  Gods  Spirit,  be  beares  it  alwayes ,  be- 
can(e  it  askes  accordii^  to  bis  will ;  our  fpirits  may 
aske  that  which  is  gpcxl » but  not  that  which  i»^  at 
this  time. 

Secondly,  hee  will  beare  thee }  but  it  nay  be,tfaon 
art  not  yet  fie  for  the  mercie :  not  becau(e  hee  dotb 
not  beare  thy  prayer ,  and  teider  thee  in  that  ca(e 
thou  art  in,  but  thou  art  not  yet  fie.  Herein  God 
deales  with  us,  as  the  Pbyfician  deales  with  bis  Pa* 
tieqt :  The  Patient  eameftly  defices  fuch  and  fiicb 
things  ;  the  Pbydcian  wants  not  will  to  give  .them 
bim^ut  he  refblves  to  give  them  as  foone  as  he  is  fit  j 
and  therefore  be  makes  him  ftay  till  he  have  ptiieed 
him,  and  made  him  fit  for  it,  till  he.be  fit. for  (uai  a 
COrdiall,  for  fuch  a  Medicine,  that  it  may  not  hort 
him:  it  may  be,  God  ftayes  thee  for  this  end..  So 
the  men  of  Bet^amin ,  they  were  fitted  when  they 
had  faded  and  prayed  three  times  j  when  they  had 
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fiM  once,aad  cvrice,  they  advenmced,  and  prevailed 
not  till  the  third  time ;  So  Goddeferret  lon^*  What 
a  thdu  fad  aod  pray,  and  God  doe  not  heare  thee } 
Yet  conclude  vrith  thy  felfes  that  thou  art  not  yet  fit: 
There  is  (omeirhat  nore  that  muft  be  done.  2>4f* 
Vid^a  man  vrould  thinke  that  he  had  beene  fitted  for 
the  Kingdoaae  bcfforc  that  tiOM  $  biit  God  deferred 
it  untiJl  Osvid  iras  humbled  etx>ugh,till  he  was  bro-  { 
ken  enough,  till  God  had  provided  a  Kit^omeyts 
faepromiied. 

And  ib  he  did  vrith  ^fiffi,  and  fo  with  the  people 
o£lfisel:  they  were  kept  long  in  bondage*  they  were 
long  prefled ,  before  they  were  fit  to  m  delivered } 
God  tendredhis  people  then,  be  had>  no  delight  in 
their  afiliftions.  And  (b  wee  nuay  fee  in  the  whole 
Booke  of  the  f»dg«Sy  how  God  fiiffered  his  people 
to  be  affil  Aed,  to  fit  them  for  deliverance.  So,thiake 
with  thy  leife ,  thou  art  not  fitted  yet  s  and  if  thou 
wouldeft  goe  by  a  Rule  ,  tfet,  5.  6.  Bumble  fi»r 
felves  Mitder  hi/  mightie  hmd^tbst  he  mff  exslt  jn  m 
due  time,  Marke,whenfoever  God  layes  any  afilidion 
upon  any  mans  his  end  is  to  bumble  hin*  And,  if 
the  worke  be  done,  he  will  performe  that  which  he 
hath  promiled  j  as  (bone  as  thou  art  humbled,  he  will 
exalt  thee :  therefore  that  word  is  added^Hewill  ex- 
alt you  in  due  time  h  not  when  thou  thinkefi  he  will,  1  y^  j„,  ^j^ 
beforc'hand ,  for  God  is  wife,  and  will  doe  it  in  due  r  "^' 
time  i  if  he  ihouI.d  deferre  it  beyond  the  tinoe  when 
thou  art  fitted ,  he  (hould  not  doe  it  in  due  time,  but 
beyond  the  time. 

^aine ,  if  bee  (hould  (end  deliverance  before 
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1  thou  arfr  fiCj  it  were  not  in  due  time,  it  lyould  coffle 

i  '  too  (bone :  But  aflnrc  thy  ki&y  when  thy  heart  is 

;  ;  humbled  and  weaned  fcom.  the  World  ,  vrhen  thy

is  in  thine  heart :  David  did  not  know  what  belonged 
to  that  bufinefle ,  becaufe  no  man  can  judge  of  thoie 
things  that  God  hath  appointed  to  bring  to  paflej 
a  man  cannot  fee  round  about  all  the  corners  ot 
Gods  Providence ,  no  man  is  able  to  fee  it  3  wee 
fee  not  the  concurrence  of  things ,  how  one  thing 
(lands  with  another.  And  tfaereforewee  ought  aot 
to  looke,  in  (iich  cafes,  to  be  heard  :  As  the  Wife^ 
men,  they  thought  it  fit  to  have  returned  by  the

I hMi feene  this VMHttie^  (faithhee)  th^ 
wfere  jhoutd  bdve  pcene  lufiicty  thcnhdth  hene  t^icktir 
nt§t^  Md  it  hath  come  unto  the  juft.  as  unto  the  wicked  • 
/  hdve  fiene  the  Battel!  hath  not  beene  to  the  firoiftgy  m 
bread  to  the  wife.  And  fo  he  goes  aIon;i)as  you  kaoir 
well.  He  iets  out  in  that  Bobkc  pleatifiiUy^cfaat  eviJU 
men  may  profper  long,  and  may  exceedingly  brii^ 
their  enterprizes  to  pafle* 

Againe,  on  the  other  fide  3  the  Saints  may  not 
profper ,  and  that  in  thofe  things  wbich  they  dee 
according  to  Gods  will.  When  Chrift  (ent  fat's  t>if- 
ciples  over  the  Water.,  and  bade  them  goc  to  the 
other  fide  ;  yet  they  rbwed  all  nighty  there  wss 
a  great  ftorme,  that  they  could  not  doe  good,  it 
that  they  were  in  great  jeopardie  and  danoer  {  and 
yet  it  was  his  owne  appointment :  So,  I  fiy,  thdn 
mayeft  goe  about  a  bufineffe  ,  and  yet  finde  iiidi 
(lormes  ^  (tich  contrarie  windes  and  waves  ^  /iich 
ftreames  running  againft  thee,  that  thou  mayeft.JM 
exceedingly  hazzarded  ,  though  God  himtelfe  ilet 
thee  on  worke.

I  you  fee  God  called  him  from  another  place,  and  be 
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bade  htm  f^oe  thither ;  ybo  (hiii  not  finde  diac  S.iPJs/ 
was  the  better  ufed  j  nay,  you  ftfiil  finde^  that  fof  the 
cime,  he  fecmed  to  doe  leflft  good  there  of  any  place ^ 
there  were  few  that  beleeved  in  God.  And  ^«»fr,when 
he  came  to  C;hrift  on  the  Witcr,he  \aA  %  warrant  fpr 
it,  faedid  that  Avhich  was  a  fiuit  of  fai«  Faith  s  yet  for 
all  thathefuflke,  hebeeaateiinke,  till  Chrift  put 
forth  ht«  hand,a(id  was  Uiae  to  helpe  him.  f  herefore 
ti  ray>  you  may  goe  about  Gods  buftnefle,  and  yet  it 
may  not  profper.

Secondly,  th6ogh  the  wicked j>rofper,  yet  their 
profperitie  hurts  them  as  nwch  as  afflid^ion  and  ad- 
verfitie  doth  good  to  the  godly;  tfceir  profperitie 
flayech  tbenJ,  wbeieas  the  affliftions  of  the  other  be- 
neat  then :  if  thou  £nd  this  to  be  thy  cafe>that  thou 
'  proipcr,and!thac  thou  leieft  tkoa  goiA  on  in  fiQne>thotf 
oaft  no  caufe  to  rejoyce  in  this,  or  if  thou  feed  other 
aienprofpcr,thjnke  them  not  happie  for  tbtr,it  is  out 
of  miftake^  it  is  the  mifefableft  condition  in  the 
MTorld.  vou  know  wbar  God  did  to  Btfi^  and  Phu

Fourthlvjt  there  is  a  love  of  ftiendihip  thte  goes 
beyond  thi»  \6vt  Of  complacdady,  becaufe  in  the 
Idve  of  friendihip  there  is  a  redprocation  of  aflPe^i. 
ons,  when  a  man  both  loves  and  is  beloved  againe:

Laflly,  there  is  a  love  of  dependence,  when  one 

loves  one  upon  whom  all  his  good  depends,  fo  wee 

are  faid  to  love  G  O  D>  wee  love  him  as  one  upon 

whom  all  our  good  and  happliiefle,  all  our  comfort 

I  and  hope  depeiws.   Now,  as  you  (ball  fee  after,  with 

thcftthree  laft  loves,  wearc  faid  to  love  the  L  O  R  D 

we  love  him  with  the  love  of  complacence,  becaufe 

he  is  a  foil  adequate  objcd  to  the  foulc:  and  we  love 

him  wich  n  Ibve  of  frindfliip,  becaufe  there  is  a 

mntualllovf,  hefcfVci  us,  and  we  love  him;  as  the 

fpoufe  faith,  lMj  bclwedis  mine ,  dnitdn^hU. 

\ Z  Againe, 
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AgainC)  wc  love  him  with  a  love  of  dqien^ience^  for 
we  bang  and  rely  upon  him  for  all  our  happioeile 
and  comfort.  Now  this  love  wherewith  wc  love  a. 
ny  objed  that  is  futable  to  us^  it  hath  degrees^  and 
that  love  is  ftroc^r^as  the  objeft  of  tha^  love  is 
more  adequate  and  full.  Againe,  as  it  ismoft  free 
from  mixture  j  for  all  things  th^t  wee  love  in  this 
worlds  wee  know,  there  is  feme  mixture  of  evill  in 
them^and  therefore  our  love  is  lefle 

Againe^  as  tjhe  thing  wee  love  is  more  high  and 
rupernatuiallj  as  wee  hang  and  depend  upon  it;  more,» 
fo  we  love  it  morej  all  thef  e  you  (hall  find  in  6  O  D. 
Now  lay  thefe  generall  principles,  and  wee  will 
make  ufeof  it  afterwards: Only  thisobferve  more

That  there  is  a  paturall  love  that  G  OD  hath  pla^ 
ced^inthe  heart  of  every  man,andthat  lovewbete- 
with  every  man  loves  himfelfe^fucha  love  as  every 
man  hath  to  his  children  >  fuch  a  love  as  wherewith 
a  man  loves  his  wealth ,  or  any  that  by  nature  that 
is  good  to  him.

One  is  a  vicious  and  finfull  love  ^  that  canoes  it 
the  wrong  way  to  love  finfull  things^ 

Theiccondis  a  fpirituall  love>  which  fets  limits 
to  this  naturall  love )  thatfets  bankes^as  it  were^to 
the  fireame  of  naturall  affection  ^  that  fu&rs  it  not 
to  runne  over  jand  notfo  oncly  j  but  gives  a  higher 
rife  to  this  naturall  love,and  pitcheth  it  on  higher 
ends^it  elevates  naturall  love^  and  makes  it  an  holy

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love,  Sothacalliuturallioveis  to  bee  fubordinace 

tothiSjOtherwifeitisnot  good }  for  natural!  love  is 

but  given  us  to  h^lpe  us  to  goe  that  way  that  fpiri- 

ttiall  love  ihould  carry  us,  even  as  the  wind  helpes 

the  (hip ,  whereas  other  wife  it  /hould  have  bcene 

driven  with  Oires:  and  therefore  the  Lord,  to 

helpeus  to  love  our  felves,  and  to  love  our  chil. 

dren,aod  to  love  thole  things  that  are  futable  and 

conveoienttpusjhehath-in  mercy,and  for  an  help 

to  us ,  put  a  naturall  a&^oh  into  our  hearts,  whict 

yet  is  to  be  guided  by  fpirituall  love ,  that  wee  are 

n'owtofpcakeof; 

.   So  the  next  thing  is,  to  fhew  what  is  the  fpiri- 
tuall love,  this  love  of  G  O  D,  this  loveof  Chrift 
jieftis. 

•And  firfl  we  will  fhew  how  it  is  wrought ,  and 
withall,  what  it  is:  For  you  muft  know,  that  every 
man  by  nature  hates  God,by  reafon  ofthat  opp^. 
tion  and  contrariety  which  IS  betweeneGod  and  e- 
very  man  by  nature^for  all  love  comes  frooifimi- 
litudc  and  agrecablencflfe :   And  therefore  where  qJJ"''''** 
there  arc  two  of  a  contrary  difpofition ,  there  muft  ^      "*"  ^* 
j  needsl>e  hatred .    Now  the  pure  nature  of  G  O  D  is 
'  contrary  to  us,and  therefore  every  man  by  nature 
hates  G  OD.    And  therefore  that  love  may  bee 
wrought  in  the  heart  of  man  towards  GOD,  this 
finfulfnature  of  ours  muft  be  broken  in  pieces ,  and 
fubdued.    Andagaine,  it  muft  be  new  moulded  and 
framed  before  that  can  ever  bee  fit  to  love  Cod. 
Therefore  if  you  would  know  how  this  love  of  God 
is  wrought  in  us,  it  is  done  by  thefe  two  things: 
. . .—  Z  »  Firft, 
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rirft,  by  breaking  our  nature  in  pieces^  as  it  wercj 
that  is^  by  humiliation^  and  by  the  Law. 

Againe,  by  moulding  it  anew,  which  is  done  by 
faith  and  by  the  Gofpdl:  for  when  ws  come  and 
propound  Chrifl:  to  men  to  be  taken,  andtobrere- 
ceived  and  loved  by  them,  what  is  the  anfwer  wee 
have  from  themtf  Mod  men,  either  mind  him  not, 
or  regard  not  all  this  invitation  to  come  to  Chrifl:, 
but  they  deale  with  us  as  thoTe  that  were  invited  to 
the  marriage^  (kith  the  Text,  they  made  l^htof  it, 
they  cared  not  for  the  invitation,  it  was  a  thing  they 
looked  not  after:  oragaine,  if  they  doe^  yet  they 
mind  them  not  enough,  becaufe  they  doe  not  prize 
Chrift  enough*  Tl^efore  the £rA  tbio^^hc  Lord 
doth  prepare  mens  hearts  to  love  him,  is  to  tend 
the  Law  to  humble  them^  to  difcover  tomcn  what 
need  they  are  in,  to  make  an  imprcition  on  their 
hearts^  of  that  bond  of  damnation  that  they  are 
(i^jc^  unto  when  the  Caw  is  broken,  that  mens 
eyes  may  be  opened  to  fee  their  fins;  then  a  nun 
begins  to  looke  towards  Chrifl:,  to  looke  on  him  as 
the  captive  lookes  on  his  Redeemer,  as  a  condemn 
Qcd  man  lookes  on  him  that  brings  him  a  Pardon, 
as  a  Wid  )w  that  is  miferable  and  pore,  iodepted 
and  undone,  lookes  upon  her  husband  that  will 
make  her  rich  and  honourable,  that  will  pay  all  her 
debts,  I  (ay,  when  a  mans  heart  is  thus  humbled 
and  broken  by  the  Law,  by  found  humiliation,  then 
he  bftgins  to  looke  towards  lefus  Chrift .  -  Bur,  I  {ay; 
men  doe  faile,  partly  that  they  have  no  fcnfe  of 
their  finncs^  orclfe  they  have  a  fcnfe  of  their  finnes, 

but 
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I  buc  notcDough  Kv  bring  them  home  to  Chriftjfbr 
tbat  W«»  the  huIt'oS  th«  ^otid>  zn&thkd  ^onndj

Now  when  a  mans  heart  is  broken,  you  cannot 
bring  him  better  newes;  Indeed  till  theri  yoii  may 
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goeaod  preach  the  Gofpeil  long  enough^  youinay 
propoiUKl  Chrift  to  men,  they  will  not  (akc  him: 
But  when  we  propound  him  thus  toaheajrt  prepa* 
redythus  to  him  that  is  poore  in  fpirit,  to  him  that 
hath  his  heart  wounded  in  the  fcnfe  of  his  finncsand 
of  Gods  wrath>  now  I  fay,  he  is  willing  to  come  in^ 
he  is  willii^  to  take  Chrift  as  a  Lord,  as  a  H^si>and^ 
when  that  is  dotse^  that  Chrift  hath  diftrovcied  Ms^ 
will  to  take  them,  and  they  refolvc  to  take  him, 
then  there  arifeth  a  holyj  aconftant  conjugalllove, 
wherein  they  are  rooted  and  grounded, , This  is  thp, 
love  we  are  now  to  fpeake  of.  So  that  (b  preptre 
us  to  love  Chrift^  we  muft  corilie  tolooke  on  him, 
as  upon  that  which  is  fu:^able  and  agreeable  to  ns» 
Andagaine,  as  one  that  is  willing  to  receive  us. 
And  that  you  muft  marke  diligently.  There£nc 
we  will  give  you  this  definition  of  fove  oqtofthat 
which  hath  becnefaid:  It  is  am  Mydiffofitkmrfthc 
hearty  rifing  fnm  faith ^  whereby  wee  cUdve  t0th€

When  theie  two  things  are  ioyned,  that  a  man 
is  bumbled,  and  lookcs  on  Chrift^  as  one  that  is 
now  fit  for  him.*  And  fecondly;  hce  is  perfwaded 
that  Chrift  is  willing  to  take  him,  when  this  is  donci 
a  man  receives  Chrift  by  faith:  and  from  this  faith, 
this  love  iffues.  Whence  this  is  fpccially  to  bee 
marked,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  much  moment,  that  to 
love  the  Lord,  it  is  not  onely  required  that  you  bee 
perfwaded  that  hce  is  well  afFe^cd  to  you,that  he  is 
willing  to  receive  you,  ( for  that  men  may  have, 
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which  fay  that  Chri  ft  is  mercifull  and  ready  to  for* 
give,  and  fo  they  thlnkes  but  3rct  they  love  him  not: 
Therefore,  liay;  it  is  not  onely  4:equired.that  you 
looke  on  Chiift  as  upon  onethat  is  wellaffe^ed  and 
propitious  co  you  )  but  alib  that  vou  looke  on  him 
as  onethat  isditable  andagreeabletoyou^forboth 
theientioft  coocurre  to  incline  your  hearts  to  love 
him;  you  xnufi:,  I  fay,  both-  ipoke  on  him  as  one  that 
is  fit  for  you,  as  a  good  that  is  agreeable  to  ybuj 
and  alio  you  muftbe  perfwaded  that  he  is  willing  to 
receive  you.    Now  the  firft  indeed  is  the  nuine. 
This fccond, :That  CHRIST  kwillihg to  forgive 
you,  and  to  receive  }^ou,  though  it  be  :weakc>  itmay ■ 
befuchas  isa  hue  faith^andmay  beget 'love:  when 
a  man  lookes  on  any  other  men  thatheloves^ifhe 
fire  fo  much  excellency  inrthem,  as  that  hee  longs 
after  ttvna  and  dcftrestl^etriy  though  hee  thinkes 
there  be  aba^kwardncfieJn  themi  to  love  him,  yet 
if  there  be  fbme  probability  :thatthey  are  likely  to 
lovehim^  he  may  come  fo;&rre  as  to  embrace  them 
in  his  affiri5tiori$/and  have;adefire  to  them-^  though 
it  bettue,  as  that  ^rfwafion  is  ftronger/ (b  their 
love  is  more  neere,  for  faith  and  love  grow  toge- 
ther/ Indeed  if  there  were  an  utter  adverfenefle^if 
there  .were  enmity,  as  it  were  impoffible  to  remove

c  HR  1ST  as  one  that  is  futablc and  agreeable  to 
y:ou^  aSi  one  to  whom  you  have  :an  {wtbi  ukltnatir 
00^  a&iCKie  that  is  fit  for  you. .  This,  jis  the>maiDe 
thing,  the  other  eafily  foliowes,  to  bee  perfwaded 
that  he  is  wilUng  co  love  us :  theretbie  wheieas,it 
may  bee,  yod  iiavf  thought,  tbtc  to  beloevejcbaic 
GO  B(\is  wiUiDg:tOjfoi]give  you  your  fioaes^  isfakh : 
Idare  be^boki  to  fay,  it  is  iDot>  full  fitith:  you  may 
have  it,  and  yetnot  Civiagly  beleeve  j  you  may  have 
it,  and  yet  not  be; true. belce vers.:  This  I  make 
elf  ere  by  this  atgiitiient :  Th«  which  ioegits  no 
loveis fiofe ^ricb^:  Butyoii  may  t>e perfwaded  that 
C)&/if/?is  willii^  to  forgive  you  your  finnes,  and  yet 
not  love  him,  as  a  prifoner  may  be  perfwaded  that 
the  Judge  is  willing  to  pardon  him,  and  yet  foe  all 
thishd:may  npt love  ,tbcjuc^e:  for  love,  jb -I  told 
vou,  comes,  fxbm  fomc  futablen^fic^  ibme  agreea- 
blenefle  betweene  the  partie  that  lovcs/and  the  par-> 
ly  that  is  loved;  Againe,you  fhail  fiod  this  by  ex- 
pcrienM ;  A^than^may.bc  perfwadedcthat  he  is  in  a 
good  eftare^  that  he  jfball  be£wed,  and  that  ins  fiones 
are  forgiven  himr,  and  yet  for  all  this  he  may  be  an 
unregenerate  man,  he  may  be  a  man  that  halh  no 
life  of  grace  in  him :  I  fay,  we  fee  oft,  in  experience, 
matiy  men  ^phud  themielvcs  ii!i  their  good  per^i 
fwafioa,  and  they  die  peaceably,  and  quiet Iy,'aad  ati 
is  well,  they  think  God  hath  forgiven  theth ;  and 
yet  we  find  there  is  no  love  in  them,  nor  no  fruit  of 
love:  Againe,ofiLthe  otherd6dc,a.  man  that  hath  his 
heart brcdcenwshithe fenfe !6f  his  fihnes,  may  hun - 
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ger  after  righteoufheffe  and  after.  Cboft^hee  may 
tong  after  ihe  Lord  -himfelfe,  that  toe  dcficcs  him 
more  than  any  thihg  in  the  'wbtidj  'and  yet  there  it 
but  i  wealce  perfwafion  that  the  iLovd  will  receive 
Ihim  and  forgive  him  bis  finnes:  I  (ay  this  man  may 
jbe  a  true  beleever^  thoi^  bedbe  not  fofully.  per- 
fwaded  chat  CHR I  STwill  fcn^ivehin^wbenthe 
other  is  noe  tine  be1eel«r,  as-t  md  iiei  youibefbre. 
As  when  one  loves  •  antkher '  nnit  or  •  wonbati^:  if  iiet 
looke  on  Hinia^  one  that  is  fatable  to  him,  if  hee 
cbinke  itbe  (mk:  by  good  probability  and  likeli- 
hood j  lihali  dbti^e  their  love,  though!  have  not 
yet  aiftiU  tf^Hate  of  it;  I  fay  thete  maybe  an  af- 
fe^ioR  oflove.    And  thence  Iconfirmethat  which 
I  faid  toyoQ,  that:  faith  that  hath  beene  ioyned  with 
it  istiraes  kndthttt-ftuchthat  is  dif^o^necffrom  love; 
it  is  not  true.    So  I  fay*  fuch  a  difpofidon  #  hean 
aslookes  on  Chrift  as  one  whom  helones  after^  he 
lookes  on  him  as  on  a  husband,  as  one  wnom  hee  is 
willing  to  match  with,  that  he  can  f&y  truely.  This 
istbebeflhusbarid  for  m<}\in  all  the  world,  though 
yet  I  havd  not  wooed  him,  though' yet  I  havtfnota 
full  affurance  of  his  afiedion  to  me,  as  I  woiild 
have- 1  fay  this  will  cettifie  your  judgment,  and 
withall  it  will  comfort  you^  that-thc^h  your  fadth 
be  weake,  yet  he  belongs  to  ybi,  it  is  a  true  foith. 
Agatne  it  fhucsout  thofe  that  have  fdfe  hearts;  al- 
hough  thou  tbinkefi  thy  perfwalion  be  ful,  that 
Chrifl  belongs  to  thee,  yet  if  thy  heart  be  not  thus 
prepared  to  feektf  him>  and  to  eft^eme  him,  thy 
Hdth  is  not  true.  I  can  flay  no  kmger  in  the  opening 
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of  this,  fo  much  (hall  fcrve  to  (hew  yea  what  this 
lovckr  Yoafee  what;  love  is  in  generally  and  this 
love  to  the  Lord^thislove  to  Chrift. 

Now  I  come  co  profecute  the  point,  having  gone 
thus  &rre  in  the  explication  of  ir  $  I  fay,  this  love  ts 
foneceflaiytofalvation^asthathe  tb^t  hath  it  not^ 
isma  curled  aod. damnable  condition;;  he  is  not  in 
Chiift,ifhcdoenotl0ve;tfaat,as  the  Apoftle  fiit^ 
HeethdtheUtvismtfballbeil^miudyVft  may  (ay  as 
well  of  love,  for  there  is  a  tye  between  all  thcfe, 
fdth^Tepentatkre^and  Icve.  And  therefore  we  find 
thefe  words  put  promifcuoufly,  fbmetiniesfae  that 
beleeves  not  (ball  not.be  dvcc^  ((Knecimes[  he  that 
repents  not  (hall  not  be  faved,  (bmetimes  he  that 
obeyes  not,  fometimes  he  that  loves  not  (^1  not 
be  favcd :  and  therefore  the  Scripture  is  clearein  it, 
and  tUfte  is  good  reafon  for  it. 

Fir(l:,becaureifaman  loves  not^  there  is  a  curfe, 
there  is  a  woe  due  to  him.  For  whercfoever  there  is 
nor  love,  a  man  is  an  Hypocrite,as  our  Saviour  (aith 
to.  the  Scribes  and  Pharifees^  Woe  bee  tojou  Scribes 
Mi  Thmfees^  Hjpecrites.  that  is,  .bccau(c  you  are 
Hypocrites.  Now  vyhcre(ocver  love  is  not,  there  is 
nothing  but  hypocrifie  infuch  a  mans  heart.  For 
what  is  hypocri(ie  f  Hypocri(ie  is  nothing  but  to 
doe  the  outward  action  without  the  inward  (inceri- 
ty  5  as  we  fay  it  is  counterfeit  gold,  when  it  hath  the 
forme  and  colour  of  gold,  but  in  the  in(ide  is  ba(c  .• 
as  w^e  fay,  he  is  a  fa!(e  Heitor^  when  he  ads  the  part 
of  HeSfer^  but  is  not  fo  indeed :  So  hypocrifie  is  to 
I  doe  the  outward  a^  without  the  inward  fincerity. 

Now  I 
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How  to  doe  them  without  inward  finccrky  is  to  doe 
chcm  without  love;  for  to  doe  a  thing  io  iovc^  is.  to 
doeit  io  fioccrity.  And  indeed  thcreis  po  other  de- 
finition of  fincerity,  that  is  the  bcft  way  to  know 
nc  by:  A  man  that  doth  much  to  God,  and  not  out 
ioflove,  all  that  he.  doth  is  out  of  hy pocrifie^hee  is 
an  hypocrite,  and  there  is  a  woebelonss  to  him«So 
that  as  wedealewith  counterfeit  warW^wee  breake 
cbeni  in  pieces^  or  wefetmarkes  upon  them»  as  wee 
doe  with  counterfeit  pieces  of  gold  and  filver,  wee 
bore  holes  in  them,  as  condemned  pieces;  lo  the 
Lord  propofeth  a  woe  tofuch  aslove  him  not,  for 
in  that  hypocrifie  confifts,  when  a  man  doth  much, 
land  doth  it  not  out  of  love. 
'  Againe,  hetbatbreakesthe  Law,  you  know  there 
is  a  curfe  belongs  to  him:  Now  there  is  a  double 
J(cepiog  of  the  Law^aftriAandexa^keepiagofit, 
and  there  is  an  evangelicall  keeping  of  it,  that  is, 
I  when  you  defirc  and  endeavour  to  fiilfiU  th6  Law 
in  all  things:  and  accordingly  there  is  a  double 
curie^  there  is  a  curfe  thatfoilowes  the  breach  of 
the  moral  taw  that  belongs  to  all  mankind,  till 
they  be  in  Chrlft;  there  is  befides  an  Eyangelicall 
curie^  that  foUowcs  upon  the  Evangelicall  breach 
of  the  Law*  Now  when  a  man  k)ves  not,  hee 
brcakes  the  whole  Law:  for  as  love  is  the  keeping 
of  the  whole  Law,  To  the  want  of  Love  is  the 
breach  of  the  whole  Law,  becaufe  though  he  may 
doe  many  things  of  the  La Wj  though  he  may  keepe 
the  Sabbath>  though  he  may  deale  juftly,  thoi^h 
he  may  heare  the  Word,  and  doe  many  things,  yet 
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becaufekis^tx)tout  of  lovc»  hee  bwakes  the  wbolei 
Lii#.  WiKfthebrcake»tbeiaw  thus^tfaeioisacurfe 
bclopgs  to  \mt^  and  it  is  the  cutfc  of  the  GioQicll 
chat  eaonoc  be  repealed/ k  is  mote  terrible  than  the 
curfeof  theLaw.  And  therefore  he  that  loves  not/ 
is  in  a  curf^d  and  damnable  condition^ 

Againe^you  k^w^inthelawof  God,  an^  Adulte- 
rer ought  tone.  As  in  the  law  of  tryatl^  when 
the  woman  was  to  drink  the  curfed  water^  if  fliee 
were  an  Adultrefle^  k  was  a  curie  to  her^the  Lord 
appoftnted  k  to  be  death  to  her:  Now  he  chat  loves 
not  tFh^UQ  R  D » is  an  Adukerer>  chat  is,  he^is  lalfe 
totheLbKDthatfhouldbce  his  husband.  ?  And 
when  he  loves  not  the  Lord,  hee  doth  love  (bme-^ 
what  elfc:  And  doth  it  not  deferve  a  eurfe.  to  ^prefer 
pielfe 'before  the  Lord^  ThsitJie  tionid /M/^i^/^ 
fkres  mmf^Jft  G ODi  That  he  flioiiW Atsvthc 
praife  of  men,  more  than  theprnife  $fG  ODf'  And 
this  is  the  cafe  of  every  man  that  loves  not  the  Lord, 
he  loves  the  world :  and  he  that  loves  the  ivorld  is 
m  Adulterer  and  an  Adf$lt€njfeprmhS^  ,       . 

Laftiyi  when  the  Lord  (hall  be  a  Sukor  tous, 
when  God  fliallof&r  his  owne  Sonne  to  us  in  ma- 
riage,and  we refufe  himj  when  CHRIST  (hall  come 
from  heaven  to  (hew  us  the  way  to  falvation,  and 
to  guide  our  fdet  into  the  way  of  peace,  and  wee 
(hall  either  be  careleflfe  or  refiftit^doe  you  not  think 
the  Lord  will  be  filled  wkh  indignation  againft  fijch 
a  man  ?  Will  he  not  be  angry  with  fuch  a  man  F  Is 
nottheSonncangry  when  he  is  not  received  f  Kijfe  \ 
the  Sonne  Jefi  he  iean^ry:  Will  hee  not  lay  the  Axe  \ 
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to  the  roift  oftht  trttj  and  cut  off  fpch  a  man^  as  men 
doc  bryarsand  tboroes,  whft  endis  iUmnasidni 
This  is  the  cafe  <)f  all. thofe  that  love  nqt^  when  tkey 
rejedl  the  Lord^  and  the  Lord  %11  come  tp  b^ee  a 
Suitor  to  them,  and  they  wiilhavenoQC  of  him.

J    u  j^     Befidcs,  love  is  an  afFcdion  that  would  enjoy 
fire  (^preVeni  prcfcntly  the  thing  it  loves,  ic  cannot  endure  defer- 
cBjo^mcfit  of  J  j.jpg^    ^nd  therefore  when  a  man  profeflTeth  hee 

loves  the  Lord,  and  yet  wfll  deferre  to  come  m^ 
^yingi  I  will  ^<^fvcr  the  Lord  pcrfedly,but  not  yet, 
not  till  mv  youth  be  a  little  more  over,  not  till 
things  be  thus  and  thus  with  me>  then  I  will;  it  is 
certaine  thou  loveft  him  not:  for  it  is  trueoFevcry 
afFe&ion,  that  which  is  a  true  and  right  a£(edtion, 
that  which  is  an  hearty  afFc<5tion,  itis  prefent.

JMohf  as  you  know,  (erved  for  Ruhtl  j 
t^  very  havmg  her  was  wages  enoughs  So  if  you 
Idve  the  L  O  R  D,  the  ve^  enjoying  of  the  Lord, 
the  very  having  communioii  with  the  L  O  R  D,the 
very  having  the  aflurance  of  his  favour,  that  you 
might  ^'^t  My  Beloved  is  minCy  and  I  4m  my  hit- 
veds;  this  is'  v^^ges  etidugh  to  a  man  that-loves  in. 
jjy'  .    Aa  a  deed' 
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dccdstofucha  man,  though  there  were  not  heaven 
to  follow ,  though  there  were  not  a  prefent  reward, 
nora  future^yet he  wouldlpve  the  L O  RD  jand  it 
he  love  him ,  there  will  bee  a  delight  to  ferve  him: 
and  enough  to  turn  is  the  L  O  R  D  S  fovour^as  Chrift 
faith  y  It  is  my  mest  anddrinke  u  doe  mjfiubarsmUi 
that  is, though  thetewercDo  other  mertaod drink, 
though  there  were  no  wages ,  yet  this  was  as  pleaf- 
ant  to  him  as  eating  and  drinkii^.  Askc  thine  owne 
breaft;  whether  in  any  thing  thou  loveft,  if  the  very 
enjoying  of  that,  though  there  were  no  other  wa^ 
ges  luperadded,  if  that  were  not  qnotive  enoi^h, 
lilt  were  not  comfort  enough,and  wages  enough  to 
caufeyoutodoeir.

cannot  choofe  but  doe  it ;  as  the  Apoftle  faith, 
2  Cor. ^. The  Uve  of  Chrifi  confifMMs  me :  What  is 
the  meaning  of  that  i  That  is,I  cannot  choofe  but 
doe  it, it  makes  a  man  doe  it  whether  he  will  or  nopt 
is  like  fire  in  his  breafl,  he  cares  for  no  fhame^  it 
makes  him  goethorow  thick  and  thin  .•  the  love  of 
ChriA  conftraines  os<  It  is  true,T  conkffcl  may 
lofe  my  reputation ,  you  may  reckon  mee  a  mad 
man ,  fome  men  doe  thinke  me  fb ;  but  that  is  all 
one,  I  muft  doe  it,  the  love  of  CHRIST  con- 
flraines  mc.  So  that  where  love  is,  it  is  fuch  a  firpng 
impulfive  in  the  heart,  it  carries  one  on  to  Iciye  and 

- pleaft 
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pleafe  the  Lord  in  all  things,  that  he  cannot  choofe '  i 
but  doc  k.    As  a  man  that  is  carried  in  a  ftrong- 
(hea(ne,orasonethat  is  carried  in  a  crowd,; or  as! 
ooethaciscanicdinthehandsofaftrong  man,  Co  a! 
man  Is  carried  with  this  aflfe^ion,  that  he  cannot 
choofe.

It  istrue,you  muft  know  when  the  Apoftle  faith, 
ThtUvtifChrift  confir dints mtt^  it  is  a  (JHetti^mit 
from  the  cfic^«  chat  is,  love  makes  me  to  do  it  in  that 
'  manner  as  a  nian  that  is  compelled,.that  is  the  mea- 
ningof  it.  So  it  htth  the  fame  efle^  that  compulH- 
on  hath,  though  there  be  nothing  more  dim.'rent 
from  compuluon  than  love.  And  therefi^re  know 
chat  of  love,  that  it  is  fueh  a  change  as  drawes  one 
to  ferve  the  Lord  out  .of  an  inward  attra^ive. 
Thence  I  take  that  note  of  love,  fuch  a  thinjg  as  puts 
iton,fuchathingasrifeth  from  an  inmara  incfina- 
tion  of  the  minds  from  an  inward  principle,  fo  that 
there  is  no  other  fpurre^no  other  attra^ve,  but  the 
amiablenefle  of  the  ob)e^. 

Now  when  a  man  (hall  find  this  In  himlelfe, 
that  he  hath  all  thefc«  heefindes  thatiiee  hath  fuch 
a(enfiblelove,that  he  knowes  hee  loves  the  Lord 
lefus :  Againe  he  findes  an  eameft  defire  to  bee  in 
company  wich  him,  to  walkc  with  the  Lord  from 
day  to  day :  Againe,  he  is  exceeding  laborious  and 
diligent  to  get  this  love,  to  get  this  aflurance  of  ^- 
vour,  and  to  excell  in  that  grace,  without  which  heo' 
knowes,  he  cannot  pleafe  him :  Againe,  when  the  af. 
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fcdion  is  piefent,  youiwould  have  commuoion  with 
the  Loud,  and  you  would  not  have  it  deferred  ;  A- 
gatne,  when  a  man  (hall  be  well  pleaded  with  that  he 
doth>  it  is  enough  that  he  hath  the  L  O  R  D  himrelf^ 
though  there  were  no  other  wa^es :  And  when  he 
finds  fuch  a  ftrong  impulfiveinhim,in  his  own  heart, 
that  carries  him  on  to  ferve  the  Lord,  that  be  cannot 
chufebut  doe  it  3  when  yoii  love  the  iLord ;  And  if 
you  love  the  Ldrd,yoa  are  in  Chrift.

Love 
wniconftrainyoutofcrvehimjj^ni 
cannot  choofc  but  do  it,  kfocon* 
ftraiiics  a  man,  as  the  weight  of  a 
ftonc  compellcth  it  cogoc  to  the

knowes  our  hearts,  Jearchcth  our  reinesj  that 

knowesalK^he  windings  and  turnings  of  our  foules, 

LORD  thou  knoweft  that  I  love  thee:  Since  it  is 

a  matter  of  fuch  moment,  we  (hould  be  careful!  to 

enoainc,  if  we  find  that  we  have  not  yet  this  love: 

for  we  muft  know,  that  all  that  we  have^  all  that  wc 

doe,  it  will  nothing  availe  us,  but  faith  which  war- 

kcth  by  iove.  And  if  you  obje^^Wby  doe  you  preach 

damnation  to  us^  doe  you  tell  us  wc  areinaneviU 

condition  for  want  of  thislove.^  I  anfwerrltlspro- 

fitable  for  you,  while  you  are  in  fuch  aconditiofl,

after  it.    If  therefore  you  find  a  w^nt  of  this  love, 

ithat  we  will  doe  next,  fhkll  be  to  (hew  you  what 
rcaCon  you  have  to  love  the  Lord  lefus:  for  there  is

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no  better  way  to  get  it  in  you^  than  to  defcribe  hioi 
I  to  you,  to  flic  w  you  what  caufc  there  i$  of  loving 
him:  if  wewere  abletoi)refenc  hitntoyouashe  is^ 
wee  fliould  cffei^  this  things  but  that  muft  be  the 
workeofthe  holy  Ghoft;  notwithftanding  we  will 
briefly  open  to  youfuch  reafoos  as  we  find  ufed  in 
the  Scriptures.  ,.;    . 

Andfirft,  letthis  move  you  to  love;  him,  tba^^he 
is  worthy  to  be  loved,  as  i>in//V  fpeakeSi  Pfal.  li. 
^.The  Lord  is  worthy  to  be  fray  fed:  fo  we  may  fay> 
the  Lord  is  worthy  tt>  beloved:  for  what  is  icthat 
makes  any  thing,  worthy  of  love^it  is  the  exicellcn. 
cy  that  we  6nd  tliere.  Now  in  theCoid  there  is  all 
kind  of  excellency  t  whatfoever  there  is  that  is  ami. 
ablcundcr  theSuonc^  alltiat  you  {}^  find  in  him 
more  abundantly:  If  ever  you  fee  any  thing  in  any 
creature,  any  thing  amiable  in  man»  ifeveryoufaw 
any  beauty^  any  vertue,  any  excellency,  all  thefe 
muft  be  mote  abundant  in  him  that  made  thefe 
creatures.  And  theiefore  if  you  have  a  love,  as 
there  is  no  man  without  fomc  love  or  otherj  fonie  ( 
creature  feems  bcautihdl  to  you,  thinke  with  your 
felves,  thi$  is  morein  the  Lord,  If  ever  you^  ex- 
cellencieinanyman^  if  ever  you  fee  any  nobleneffe, 
anyholinefle,  any  excellencie  of  difpofition,  know 
that  it  is  more  abundantly  in  the  Lor4  lefus/  Let 
thefe  Rivers  lead  you  to  that  Ocean,  to  that  abun- 
dance of  excellencie  that  is  in  the  Lord.  And  if  you 
love  any  creature,  let  it  be  with  a  little  love^  let  your 
a£fe^ion  be  proportionable  to  the  objeA,  as  it  ex- 
.ceedsinthe  Lord,ro let  your  love  exceed  Cowards 
J  him 
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him^  to  l9vt  him  with  dll  jour  foule,  ami  ^U  jour 
firtngth.  And  know  this^  that  he  hath  not  oocly 
that  man  omnipotent  manner,  that  is  but  fprinkled 
among  the  creaturc^^  (they  have  but  afparke^buta 
drop  of  it;  )but  aifo  there  is  this  in  the  L  O  R  D^that  I 
there  is  nothing  iti  him  but  that  which  is  amiable. 
Every  creature  hath  fome  imperfedion  in  ir,  there 
is  fomewhatinit  niay  baufe  avcrfation  in  you,  there 
is  no  man  but  hath  fome  weakeneife.buc  hath  fome 
infirmities  there  is  no  creature  butrt  hath  fome 
want,  fome  defe^in  it;  but ,  in  the  Lord  there  is  no 
want,  there  is  nothing  to  put  you  off;  but  as  the 
Church  it\xh^<fkn^%.H€e  is  nchoih  deleSfdUc:thkl\s, 
there  is  nothing  in  him  but  that  wnich  is  amiable.  It 
would  be  aTny  profiuble  thing  for  us  in  this  cafe 
often  to  thinke  on  the  Lord  Icfus,  to  prcfent  him  t^ 
our  felves  to  our  thoughts,  as  the  Spoufo  doth, 
Caut.^.fhc  confiders  her  Wtlbeloved  is  ihefkireftof 
ten  thonfdnd:  fo  wee  ihould  behold  the  perfon  of  our 
husband.  You  know  it  is  but  a  harlotry  love  to 
confider  what  we  have  by  ourHusbattd,toconfidcr; 
what  riches  he  brings,  what  honour,  and  not  often 
to  contemplate  upon  his  perfon,  and  upon  hisver- 
tue  and  excellencie:  wee  (faould  learne  to  doe  this 
with  the  Lord,  that  we  may  love  him.  Therefore 
that  we  mayhdpe  yon  a  little  in  this  cohtetpplati- 
on,  we  will  flicw  you  how  the  Lord  hath  delcribed 
himfclferHAT^^.  ?4.6.  when  the  LORD  dpfcribes 
himfclfe  to  M^fesi  thus  he  declares  his  owncname, 
The  Lord  lehevah^  fireng^  mereifuli^  grdcions^  hug^ 
ftjfcriff^j  abundant,  intfudneffe  and  in  truth^  refer-^ 
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'uing  mercies  fir  thoufdnds^firgivmi  iniquity ^trgn f- 
greffie»d»dJiMe^&f.\Ve  mil  a  little  open  un(o  you 
this  dcfcriptipn  that  the  Lord  gives  us  olhimfdfc, 
that  fo  yqu  may  leartie  to  know  what  he  Isjfiorthe 
way  to  love  the  l40rd|is  co  know  him:  and  indeed 
therefore  we  love  him  not|  becaufe  wee  know  him

himfelfe/  amt  whereas  every  man  may  fay,  I  was, ' 
and  I  (hall  be,  this  every  creature  may  fay;  but  the 
Lord  faith)  2  sm:  that  is,  whatfoevcr  the  Lord  was 
from  eternity,  the  fame  he  is  to  ctcrnitic,  there  is  no 
change  in  him:  And  that  is  a  preat  excellency  in 
him  chat  may  move  us  exceedit^ly  to  love  him^

It  is  Nathans  fpecch  to  himj 
faith  he.  Did  not  the  Lord  doe  thtts  and  thus?  Did  he 
not  make  thee  King  of  ludah  and  Ifraeli  Did  nM  bee 
give  thy  Makers  Wives  and  thy  Maflers  houfes  imo 
thj  tofomef  And  if  that  had  not  beene  enough,  he 
would  iiave  done  thus  and  thus*  So  fet  eycry  man 
recount  the  particular  kindneflcs,  and  mcicieshee 
bath  received  from  the  Lord;  and  when  wee  confi- 
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der,  that  it  is  he  Chat  doth  all,  that  it  is  he  that  feeds 
us,  thatitishethat  clothes  us,  we  have  not  a  nights

Andlaft  of  all,  confider  that  the  Lord  loves  you, 
for  that  is  thegreateft  motive  to  winne  us  to  love 
himj  for  as  the  fire  begets  fire,  fo  love  begets  love. 
This  was  the  canfe  that  S.  tMl  loved  the  Lord. 
Gd,  i^toMetba  ItvedmeMdgAve  Irimfelfifir  me, 
faith  hej  I  will  not  live  any  oaore  to  my  ftife,  but 
to  himshe  hath  loved  me,  and  gavehimfelfe  for 
mc$  he  hath  loved  rae,and  there  was  that  teftimo> 
nie  of  his  love,  he  gave  himfclfe.I  lay,  confider 
this  love  of  the  Lord,  and  letthi&bcgetin'youare- 
dpfocall  afieftion  towards  him:  Pat  all  together, 
and  confider,  the  Lord  is  worthy  to  bee  beloved, 
and  he  that  is  fo  great  fues  to  you  for  your  love, 
that  he  that  is  God,  that  plaqi^cid  that  love  in  your 
hearts,  and  therefore  he  doth  but  call  for  hlsowne, 
that  he  that  hath  done  fo  many  kindnefies,  that 
you  are  fo  engaged  to  him,  that  you  are  now  bound 
unto,  you  are  not  now  to  choofcjat  the-leaftcome 
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to  this,  to  (ky  he  is  worthy  to  be  beloved^biiogyoiir 
hearts  to  this,  to  dcfire  to  love  him. 

You  will  fay.  We  may  defire  long  enough^  but 
how  fliall  we  be  able  to  doe  it  f 

I  will  tell  you  in  a  word,  and  £o  conclude.  Fxrft, 
you  muft  pray  for  it,  it  is  a  lovely  fute,  when  wee 
come  to  the  Lord  and  tell  him^  that  we  defire  to  love 
him>  that  we  would  faine  doe  it  if  wee  could,  and 
befeech  him  not  to  deny  us  that  requeft,  that  wee 
know  is  according  to  his  will :  doe  you  think  that 
t  he  Lord  will  refufe  you  in  that  cafe,erpeciall7  if  you 
beg  it  importunately  at  his  hands  ?

have  not  obtained  it;  Know,thac  tolovethe  Lord  is  a 

I  precious  thing,and  therefore  the  Apoftle  reckons  it 

fo. 

You  wUl  fay )  how  doth  this  prayer  doe  it  f  I  Jay 
that  it  doth  it  pardy  by  obtaining  at  G  O  D^handij 

1  for  when  you  cry  earneftly,  hee  cannot  deny  yoik 
Butashee  did  with  the  lame  and  the  blinde  when 
they  were  importunate,  hee  never  negleded  any, 
but  hralcd  them.    When  you  cry  to  the  L  O  R  D 

landfay,!  wouldfaine  love  thee,but  I  cannot,  will 
he  not  bcas  wilhng  to  hea!e  thy  foulc,  to  give  thee 
legges  to  runne  after  him^  and  eyes  to  fee  hun^  as  he 
wastoheale  the  lame  and  the  blind  «r  certaiiily  hee 
will  not  deny  thee.

of  the  Lord,  all  the  Preachers  in  the  world,  though 
they  (liould  fpeake  with  the  tongues  of  Angels, 
they  were  not  able  to  Aew  the  Lor^Cbrifl:  lefus 
what  he  is:  But  if  the  Lord  (hew  his  owne  felfe  to 
you,  if  he  open  theeloud  and  (hew  you  his  gbry,. 
and  the  light  of  his  ccnnitenancc,  tbcn  you  fliall 
know  the  Lord  after  another  manner  than  we  can 
(hew  him  to  you,  with  another  knowledge  more  ef- 
fedually:  And  when  you  have  feene  him  thus,  you 
(Iiall  love  him,  without  this  you  (hall  not  love  him* 
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And  therefore  pray  the  Lord  to  (hew  himfelfc  to 
you,  as  it  was  Uofu  prayer^  Bx§d.  ^iSbtw  mee 
thjgi^rj.  Whatistbatf  Thatis,  Lord  ihew  race  thy 
excellency  which  is  exceeding  glorious;  Youmuft 
thinke  Mofeszskcd  not  this  in  vaine,  it  was  for  fbme 
purpofe,  be  asked  not  meerely  to  fatisfie  his  fancy; 
for  the  Lord  would  not  then  have  heard  him,.*  But 
what  didheaske  it  fortf  Surely  that  he  might  love 
the LORDthemore^bjrkno wing bimbetter.  And 
when  Miffis  came  to  aske  it  at  the  hands  of  the  Lord, 
he  did  aflent,  he  proclaimed,  that  is^  bee  revealed 
himfelfe  more  than  ever  he  did  befote.  So  liky  to 
every  one  of  you»  if  you  would  beearncft  wktithe 
Lord,  dcfire  himtofiiew  you  his  excellency,  that 
you  mipht  love  him  more,  f erve  him  more,  and 
feare  hmi  more,  hee  could  deny  you  no  mote  than 
he  did  M^fis:  for  you  hiuft  thinke,  that  this  is  no 
extraordinarie  thing  for  the  Lord,  to  (hew  hioifelfe.  | 
That  which  he  did  miraculoufly  to  Stcfhen^  when! 
he  opened  the  heavens,  and  fhewed  himfelfe  to  thei 
outward  view,  that  he  doth  ordinarily  totheSaints^l 
he  fliewes  himfelfe  to  their  mindes  and  inward  af^j 
fei^ions.  When  we  preach  at  any  time,  except  thej 
Lord  fhew  ])|mfclfe  to  you  at  any  time,  then  ourj 
preaching  is  in  vaine,  for  the  word  that  wefpeakei 
is  but  a  dead  letter,  it  will  worke  no  more  upon  you  \ 
than  a  dead  thing  that  hath  no  efficacy.  But  when 
the  Spirit  poes  with  the  word,  and  hee  opcneth  to) 
you  the  thing  that  we  fpeakc^  then  it  is  effei^uall. 
Therefore  S.  PmI  to  the  Ephe^Ms^^  when  hee  had 
I  opened  thofe  great  myfleries,  hee  concludes  with)

aitti!  notwithftandmg  we  will  not  pioceed  in  it  at 
this  time/but  rather  alter  the  matter,  and  doe  that 
which  I  did  not  then  intends  bccaufethereare  ma- 
ny this  day  that  arc  to  receive  the  Sacrament,  and 
you  Itnow  when  wee  come  to  receive  the  Sacra- 
ment 


ment,  our  chief  bufiodle  is  to  examine  our  felves. 
Let  evtry  mm  exsmine  tumfelf^mift  Ut  him  mt  »f 
this  brud,4nd  drink  cf  this  €up. 

We  have  often  preiTed  on  you  the  neceffity  of 
thefe  two  things. 

Firft,  that  you  may  not  omit  the  Sacrament  when 
it  is  adminiftred  in  the  Congregation  whereof  you 
arc  members :  for  if  they  were  to  be  cut  oSitom 
the  people  thiitn^Ie^ed  the  Pafrcover,why  fliould 
not  this  be  accounted  a  greater  finne,  and  to  de^ 
ferve  a  greater  puniflimenCto  negle^  the  receiving 
ofthe  Lords  Supper>  which  is  come  in  the  place  of 
the  Pafl^ver^d  is  £arre  beyond  it  i 

Firft,  becaufe  it  is  more  cleare,  and  ie  is  more 
cleare,beeau(e  the  Doctrine  is  more  cleare:  for  it 
doth  more  lively  reprefcntChrift  now  exhibited  in 
the  fleft),  than  that  which  onely  reprefeneed  Chrift 
which  wasthen  to  come. 

'And  (econdly,becaufe  the  mercy  that  you  iire  now 
to^renaembcT)  isyour  redemtion  fiom  finne  and  from 
hel|,a  greater  mercy  than  that  which  they  were  to 
remeiitt)er  inthe  Paifeover,  which  was  their  delive- 
rance out  otEgy  pt  ( though  that  was  not  all  j )  diere^ 
fore  the  negleaiflg  of  this  muft  needs  be  a  greater 
iin  than  the  negle^ing  of  that . 

Now  you  fee  how  ftri^ly  GOD  layeth  a  charge 
upon  them,  that  no  man  fliould  omit  the  Pafleover, 
unleffeficknefTe  or  a  journey  hindred  him.    Now  j 
confiderthis,  you  that  have,  been  negligent  in  com*  i 
mingtothis  holy  Sacrament ;  for  it  is  a  great  Hnne, ' 
and  provokes  God  to  anger,  when  he  flull'  fee  that 
I Cc  this 
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this  ordioance  which  himfclfc  hath  inftituted,  and 
which  he  hath  laid  fuch  a  charge  upon  you  to  doc^ 
isnegleded. 

Beudes,  doe  you  thinke  it  is  a  (inne  to  negled  com- 
ming  to  the  wordt"  And  is  it  not  as  much  to  neglcd 
this  ordinance? 

Bcfides,  doe  we  not  need  all  helpesof  gracef  and 
is  not  this  among  the  maine  helpesif . 

Againe,  as  you  ought  not  to  omit  ir,  fo  to  come 
n^ligently  to  it^  to  come  without  examination,  to 
come  without  a  more  Tolemne  and  extraordinaiy 
renewing  of  your  repentance,  is  to  receive  the  Sa* 
crament  unworthily,  to  eat  wi  irinkt  ]udgmtnt 
and  dammthn  to  your  felvcs.  Now  there  are  two 
forts  that  receive  the  facrament  unworthily, 
Firft,  thofe  that  are  not  yet  in  Chrift* 
Secondly^  thofe  that  arc  within  the  Covenant, 
but  yet  come  remilTelyand  negligently,  and  cake 
not  diat  care  chey  fhould  in  examining  their  harts; 
for  though  you  ought  to  renew  your  repentance 
every  day,  yet  in  a  morefpeciall  manner  you  ought 
to  doe  it  upon  (uch  an  occafion.  As  women  doe  in 
fcowring  their  veflclsi  they  make  them  cleanc  eve- 
ry day,  but  yet  there  are  fome  certaine  times  where- 
in they  fcowre  them  more  :  fo  wee  ihould  ifeowre 
our  hearts  in  a  morefpeciall  manner  upon  this  oc- 
casion. Nowbecaufc.thisisthe  bufinefTe  that  wee 
have  tadoe  this  day,  wc  will  therefore  handle  the 
more  ftlly  that  wc  touched  lightly  before,  which  is ! 
this  examination,  whether  we  love  the  Lord  lefus  \ 
or  no:  for  if  you  love  not  the  Lord  lefus  ^  you  arc; 
•    ' '    notl 
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not  in  him ,  for  whatfoever  you  doe  availech  not,  if 
you  have  not  faith  and  love.  Thetefore  if  you.  find 
that  you  have  not  this  love  to  chrift^  that  you  are 
not  rpoted  MdgrMnded  h  Ipve,  you  have  nothing 
to  doe  with  Ckrifi,  and  if  you  have  nothing  to  doe 
with  him,  you  have  nothing  to  doe  with  the  Sacra* 
raent.  And  therefbte  we  will  ihew  you  what  pro- 
perties  oflove  we  find  in  the  holy  Scriptures. 

This  is  one  property  of  love  let  downe  in  iCtfr, 
13.  Lfive  ishmHtifitU,a»dfeekethn»t  itstPftutkiiigst 
that  is,  it  is  the  nature  oflove  to  beftb  w  readily  and 
freely  any  thing  a  man  hath,  oathe  party  whom  he 
loveth.  We  fee,  i^fifK  that  loved  Ben/mmy  as  his 
love  was  more  to  him  than  to  all  the  reft  of  his  bre- 
thren, fo  he  gave  him  H  greater  portion  than  the 
reft.  It  is  the  nature  of  lovetobe  bountifuU.  What 
a  man  loveth,  he  cares  not  what  hee  parts  with  to 
obtaine  it.  Hertd  cared  not  to-  have  parted  with 
halfe  his  Kingdome  to  pleafe  that  inordinate  afie> 
'^ionof  his.  The  CMvmsy  in  the  Apoftles  time, 
how  bountifiill  were  they,  laying  all  their  goods  at 
the  Apoftles  feet  fZ4r/&f«x,  when  hee  was  conver- 
ted, and  his  heart  was  inflaitaed  with  love  to  CArv^, 
he  would  give  Ihdft  his  gotds  ik  the  feere-.  But  in 
general!,  it  is  a  thins  that  you  all  know,  that  love  is 
ofa  bountiful  dirpoiition.  If  you  would  know  then 
whether  you  have  this  love  to  the  Lcrd  le/ks  or  ao, 
coofider  whether  you  be  ready  to  beftow  anything 
upon  him,  whether  you  be  ready  to  part  with  any 
tning  for  his  fake.  Ddvid^  when  he  abounded  with 
love  to  ihc  Lord,  you  fee  how  he  expreifed  it  in  his 
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provifion  for  the  Templci  you  fee  how  hee  excee* 
ded  io  it^  An  hMifdnJ  thoufand  jhikels  ofgold^  and 
ath$iif4mlthMfMdtalents  offtlvcr:  this^  lakh  hcc; 
I  have  doDe  according  co  povertie :  As  if  he  had 
fiud.  If  I  had  been  able  to  doe  more,  I  would  have 
done  more;,  but  this  was  as  much  as  I  could  reach 
unto  ••  herein  he  (hewed  thegreatoeile  o!  his  love  to 
G  O  D  in  the  greatneife  of  his  bouotie.  Take  ie  in 
the  love  which  we  have  one  to  another:  where  a 
man  loveth,  he  denieth  nothing.  Samffw,  when  he 
loved  the  Harlor>  he  denied  her  nothing  tt^it  flic 
asked  of  him:  If  you  love  the  Lord  JeTus,  exaaiine 
your  fcives  by  this  s  are  you  ready  to  beftow  any 
thif^  f Qr  his  advantage  i,  are  you  ready  to  take  aU 
oppoituniticsto  do  fomewhat  for  his  glory  f  con- 
(ukr  how  many  opportunities  you  have  had,  and 
might  have  had^  wherein  you  might  have  exprefled 
and  manifeftcd  this  love  to  the  Lord  Jefus*  Might 
you  not  have  done  much  co  the  letting  of  ^  power- 
full  Miniftery  here  and  there  ?  have  you  nor  had 
ability  to  doe  it  f  Would  it  not  much  advantage 
the  glory  of  Jefus  Chrift  to  make  bridgcs(asit  wf^re) 
(or  mentogoe  to  heaven  by^  and  to  make  the  high- 
way that  leadcth  ftiithcrf  agreatcrworkeofmer- 
cie  than  thele  externail  workes  that  appeare  fo  glo* 
tiousinthe  eyes  of  men :  to  havebleiTed  opportu* 
nities,andnottoufethem,bccaure  we  have  ftreight 
hands  and  narrow  hearts,  is  a  figne  we  want  love  to 
Chrift. 

In  the  pafTages  of  your  life  there  is  many  a  cafe^ 
that  if  you  were  of  a  bountifull  difpofition^  you

fo  I  may  doe  any  thing  for  lefiu  chrift^  fi  i  mdy  fid* 
fill  th  cmfe  tfmy  mwifttry.  ^^  examine  your 
felvcs,  whether  you  can  fay  thus  upon  any  occasi- 
on :  So  that  I  may  doe  any  good*  fo  that  I  may 
help  forward  aoy  ^ood  cauftiibat  may  tend  to  the 
glory  of  G  O  D,  my  life  is  notdeare  unto  mee,  my 
libertie  is  not  deare,  my  eftate  is  not  deare,  my 
friends  are  no^  deare  to  me*  You  that  have  to  4oe 
in  government*  many  cafes  there  are,  wlierein,  if 
you  will  doe  any  fpcciall  good,  you  muft  part  with 
fomething  of  your  owne  s  O  O  D  lookes  to  you 
and  fees  what  you  doe,  and  how  your  hearts  ftand 
a£&dedinallthe&  peluigesj  aske  yowr  feJvcs  now 
whether  therethit^i>e  not  deare  to  you :  If  there 
were  love  in  you,  it  would  cauie  you  to  doe  more 
than  you  doe.

the  Lord  obferveth  all  that  you  doe^  Beloved^he 

knoweth  your  hearts,  and  feeth  what  matiofis  you 

have,  and  prizeth  your  aftioas  accordingly.  If  you 

find  any  a6lion  fpr  him,  that  coft  you  fometbing, 

he  obferverh  that  likewife,  £ev.  a.  2.  /  knmi^ 

workes  and  thy  fitiencc:  fo  doth  the  Lord  fay  ofe^ 

very  man,  I  know  what  fuch  a  fervice  coft  thee,  I 

know  what  lofle  thou  lufiPcfedft  when  thou  didft 

part  with  fuch  a  thing  for  my  fake.  Therefore  if 

you  would  fbew  your  love  to  the  Lotd^  and  would 

hjave  a  teftimony  in  your  hearts  that  you  have  this 

love  wrought  in  you,  bee  not  backward  to  bellow 

any  thing  upon  Chrift.  The  woman  that  brake  the 

boxe  of  precious  ointment,  you  fe^  how  the  Lord 

accepted  that  worke  of  hers,  fo  much  that  he  put 

it  downe  that  it  fhould  not  be  forgotten.  For  love, 

wherefoevcr  it  is,  will  open  the  heart,  and  open  the 

biand,  and  bcftow  any  thing  upon  lefus  Chrift,that 

is  in  our  power. 

Now,  if  we  examine  whether  love  be  amongft 
men  by  this  figne,  we  fliall  find  but  little  love,and 
we  miy  juftly  take  up  the  complaint  of  the  Apo- 
file.  Every  man  feekes  his  owne  things^  dndnpt  tbe 
things  of  lefus  chrifi.  That  is ,  when  any  thing  is  to 
be  done,  men  are  ready  to  enquire  thus,it  is  the  fc- 
cret  inquifition  of  their  hcartsj  What  is  this  to  mc? 
What  profit  will  it  bring  me?  Wherein  will  it  bee 
to  mine  ad  vantages  And  if  ihey  find  it  is  a  thing 

that 
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that  will  coft  them  fomcthingiand  a  thing  that  they 
(hall  get  nothing  \yj%  how  cold  and  backward  are 
men  to  doe  ii^  It  is  from  this  that  men  (eeke  thdr 
owne  things. 

But  here  every  man  will  be  ready  to  profeflfe  and 
fay  that  he  is  not  fo  ftrait  handed^  but  he  is  ready 
todoemany  things  for  ChriH:,  that  he  is  bountifully 
and  feekes  not  his  owne  things* 

My  beloved/  let  us  try  this  now  a  little :  thou 
thinkcft thou' art  fo  bountifuU   for  theLORD,  I 
would  aske  thee  ^thisj  Doeft  thou  doe  it  purely  for 
the  L  O  R  D  in  fuch  a  cafe^when  there  is  no  profit  nor  1 1  .when  it  croij 
praife  with  men.  nor  advantage  sedounding  to  thy  fehad;«»ugc 
fclfc^  Art  thou  asforward  then,  as  when  there  are  ^^^'^^^^'• 
all  thofe  refpe^sf  Art  thou  as  abundant  in  it,  as 
diligent  and  as  ready  to  doe  it^  This difcovers  the 
falmood  of  mens  hearts  for  the  mod  part. 

And  beddcs,  take  it  in  the  cafe  of  felfc  love,  con. 
fider  what  thou  doeft,  when  thine  owne  (elfe^love 
(hall  come  in  competition,  with  this  love  to  the 
Lord:  for  in  that  we  (hill  know  our  love  to  the 
L  O  R  D^  when  we  deny  our  felves,  when  we  croffc 
our  felfe  love,  and  re)efl;it:and  retufe  it:  for  other  • 
Wife  it  is  no  thank  to  us,  when  there  is  no  inwatd 
crollicig  in  us,  no  contrary  affe<^ion  drawing  usa- 
nother  way.  Therefore  if  you  would  know  whe- 
ther you  love  the  L  O  R  D  or  no,  trie  what  you  doe 
in  the  things  that  are  dearefl:  to  you,  confider  what 
you  doe  in  thofe  things  that  of  all  others  you  are 
mod  unwilling  to  pirC  with:  for  iadecd  herein  is 
the  tryall,  as  the  Lord  faid  to  '  Ahr^hAtn^  when  hec 
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would  hdve  ofitred  up  his  Sonne^  Nam  jtbrdham  I 
how  tbdt  thu  Iwtfi  mil  As  if  he  bad  ftid.  This  is 
afure  teftimonie  that  thou  loveft  mec^  bccaufe  thy 
fonnc  is  not  dcare  to  thee.    So  I  lay  when  you  are 
to  part  with  fomething  that  is  dcare  to  you,  confi. 
dcr  what  you  doc  in  (uch  acaft,  confidcr  whether 
you  can  fay  generally,  /  aecomt  sS  things  bmtUjft 
and  dung  for  chrifi.  It  may  be  thou  art  willing  to 
part  with  fomething  that  thou  careft  not  much  for, 
but  this  is  nothing.      Some  man  will  not  lofe  his 
credit,  that  is  dcare  to  him;  Examine  thy  fclfcnow, 
if  thy  credit  be  dcare  to  thee,  arc  thoU  content  to 
lofe  the  praife  of  men  for  Ghrift?  When  thou  arc 
put  to  ahazzard,  art  thou  content  to  fufler  the  lofTc 
|ofthyeftatef 

Every  man  hath  iomc  particular  temptation, 
young  men  for  the  moft  part  are  lovtrs  cfpleafures 
more  thm  lovers  of  God,  and  old  men  are  lovers  of 
their  ownc  wealth  more  than  of  G  O  D.  Therefore 
confidcr  what  you  will  doe  now  in  your  feverall 
cafes.  Chrift,  you  know,  requires  this  at  every  mans 
hands,  that  his  Wife  and  Children,  that  his  Father 
and  Mother  and  whatfoeverisdeareft  to  him,  that 
he  fhonld  negle^  it  all  for  his  fake;  and  herein  a 
mans  love  is  fcene. 

And  when  you  have  done  all  this,  I  will  adde 
that  further.  Though  you  doe  bring  your  hearts  to 
doeir,  yet  are  you  willing  to  doe  it?  Doe  you  doe 
it  chearefully  and  readily  tf  For  why  doth  the  Lord 
require  that  as  a  neceflary  condition,  th:!t  whatfb- 
cvcr  is  done  to  him,  might  be  done  chcatfully  and 

willix^Iy? 
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willinglyif  iFor  no  other  rcafon  than  this^  but  be- 
caufe  he  regards  nothing  but  that  which  cormneth 
from  loves  and  if  it  comes  from  love>  weknow,  we 
doc  it  chcarfully.  Therefore  confider,  whether 
ichou  art  willing  to  doe  this  chcarfully,  and  with  a 
full  handji  not  niggardly  and  pinchinglyj  and  by 
this  you  (nail  know  whether  you  have  this  love  to 
the  Lordlcfus  or  noi  whethetj^oubcc  bountifull, 
whether  you  feeke  the  things  ofebe  Lord,  and  not 
your  owne  things. 

Inthefccond  place,  you  flialt  find'thistobeone 
propcrtie  of  love  ("by  which  you  may  trie  your 
fclycs  )  it  will  be  cotltcnt  with  nothing  but  with 
love  againc  from  the  partie  whom  we  love.  If  one 
love  another^  let  him  doe  never  forauCb^letbimbe 
never  fo  kind  in  his  anions  towards  him^  let  him 
be  never  fo  bountiful!  to  bim,  yet  except  he  have 
love  againe>  hee  is  content  with  nothing.   Indeed 
when  we  doe  not  love  a  man^  wee  can  be  content  tx> 
receive  profit  from  him,  and  it  is  no  matter  though 
his  heart  goe  another  way  fo  we  enjoy  it,  but  ic  is 
the  nature  of  true  love  to  defire  to  bee  paid  in  its 
owne  coine.  Now  if  thou  love  the  Lord  Icfus,  If 
thou  mightefthave  all  the  bleflings  that  hee  could 
bcdow  upon  thee,  if  he  fbould  open  his  hand  wide, 
and  compafTe  thee  about  with  abundanccj  yet  if 
jthou  loveft  the  Lord,  thouwouldeft  not  be  content 
{with  this,  but  thou  wouldcft  have  affurance  of  his 
love,  thy  heart  would  beatnoreftelfc. 

And  this  you  may  fee  in  Ddvfd,  PfaL^i.  D^vid 
you  know,  was  well  enough,  hee  hath  health  and 

wealth. 
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j  wealth,  and  abundance  of  all  things,  yec  ycm  fee  > 
I  how  nuferably  he  complained,  beonile  he  wanted ; 
that  joy  that  he  was  wont  to  have,  becaufe  he  was '', 
not  inthofetcrmes  with  the  Lord  that  he  was  wont  i 
to  bees  and  till  he  had  thatj  his  bones  were  broken; 
with  Ibrrow,  and  he  tooke  it  fo  to  heart,  that  no>  i 
thing  in  the  world  could  content  him,  till  hee  was  \ 
afTured  of  Gods  favour:  And  it  is  certune.  that  if. 
thou  love  the  LORD,  nothing  will  iathfiethyi 
foule,  but  the  aifiiraoce  of  his  loving  cownrcnancc' 
to  thee  again  e.  Therefore  that  which  AtfUn$  did,  \ 
we  may  make  ufe  of  upon  this  occafionj  hee  had  \ 
that  wit,  to  m^  a  right  pretence,  whatfbeverbis! 
intent  was.*  when  he  was  called  from  banifliment' 
where  he  lived  well  enoi^b^  and  enjoyed  all  things* 
he  wanted  nothing,  but  had  a>  much  as  he  could 
defire,  yet,(aith  he,  what  doth  all  this  availc  me,jf« 
Ungas  Imdj  not  fee  the  Kii$gs  ftce?  It  was  but  his ; 
crafrinefle:  Yet  thus  much  we  may  obferve  out  of, 
ir,  that  this  is  the  property  of  love,  that  till  a  man 
(ee  the  face  of  God,  that  is,till  he  enjoy  a  neereand 
dole  communion  with  God,  uotill  he  can  have  the 
love  of  God  witnefled  ro  his  foule,  he  cares  for  no-  \ 
thing  in  the  world  befides:  As  you  have  it  in  a  Chr4.\ 
7.  14.  where  that  condition  is  put  in:  if  mj  fepplc\^ 
(  faith  he  )  when  thcj  are  $m  diflrtjfe^  jhaB  hmmble  ■ 
themfelvcs^Md  feckemjface^then  I  will  d^e  thus  and 
thta^  Asifhcfliould  fay,  it  may  be  they  may  fcekcl 
libertiewhen  they  are  in  capavitiejitmaybeethcyj 
may  feekehejilth^when  they  are  ioiicknene;  icmayj 
be  they  may  feeke  deliverance  fromenemies,  under  j 
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whom  they  are  enthralled  j  but  this  is  not  the  coadi- 
dition  that  I  put  them  upon^  but  if  they  bundle 
themfelvest  tmd  fceke  my  pice,  th€i$  I  mllhuwt  in  hi*- 
ve»f  ^e.  So  I  fty  now,  if  you  will  trie  whether 
you  love  the  Lord  Jefus  or  no,  confider  whether 
you  fceke  his  face,  that  is,  whether  you  feck  grace 
or  00,  whether  ix>tliing.  in  the  world  can  content 
you  but  his  favour-  For  it  is  the  proj^rt  ie  of  one 
that  is  truly  fan^fied,  merde  alone  will  not  con> 
tent  him,  but  hee  will  have  grace  afwell  as  mercie : 
Another  man  that  loveth  not  the  L<nrd>  it  Is  true,  it 
may  be  hee  is  pinched  witti^  fenfe  of  liis  fittdesj^but 
let  him  have  mercie,  it  is  enough  hee  thhikes ;  but 
now  take  a  man  that  hath  his  heart  right  towards 
God,  except  he  have  grace,  it  contents  him  not }  for 
that  is  the  propertie  and  nature  of  lov*^  thatit 
carethforno  wj^es,  all  that  it  defiresj  is  the  love 
ofthepirtie,  that  what  it  doth  nuy  be  acknowled- 
ged and  accepted  $  aad  there  is  a  great  difierence  in 
that :  You  know,  A  Nurfc  doth  much  unto  the  child 
as  well  as  the  Mother;  and  it  niay  be  more,  but  not- 
withftanding  the  Nurfe  never  doth  it  but  when  (hee 
ishired,  but  the  Mother  doth  it  for  nothing,  and  (be 
doth  it  more  abundantly,  beoufe  (he  doth  it  oat  of 
love,  and  it  is  wage^  enough  to  her  that  (hee  hath 
done  ir,  becaufe  the  loves  her  Child :  So'i  %,  if 
you  love  the  Lord  Jefus,  it  is/uot  wages  that  you 
feekr,  but  if  you  may  have  the  light  Q&.  bis  counte- 
nance to  (bine  on  you,if  )^Du  may  have  his  favour, 
if  you  may  have  opportunitf  to  doe 'him  fervice  in 
your  place,  it  is  enough  for  you,  you  care  not  for  \ 
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the  prcrcnt  wages  aor  for  future.  Therefore  hereio 
youiiuky  know  the  nature  of  your  lovc^  the  right- 
oelTeaDdingefuutieof  it^if  itbefo  thac  all  chac  you 
doe  is  out  of  love  to  the  L  O  R  D,  and  if  you  can  coo- 
tent  your  felvcs  with  love  agaiaefrom  God,  ic  is  a 
(ign  that  you  love  the  Lord  Jcfus.

furely  this  is  a  rare  ikne,  «vea  in  thofe  that  have 
faith  and  love,  to  denire  the  appearance  of  lefiis 
Chrift.  '-  ;•:•.: 

I  anfwer,  it  is  true,  therein^  be  a  backwaedndle 
even  in  the  Saints,  but  you  mtn  know  upon  lyhat 
ground  it  is.  A  Spoufe  that  is  to  marry  a  Hwband, 
no  queftion  bdt  fheewoalidiiegtedtobehandiomt, 
and  to  be  prepared  for  his  Cfunin?,  aad  iiiiougfa 
fhe  may  dehre  his  compan^y  exceedingly,  yet  bc- 
caufc  things  are  not  fo  ready  as  (hee  would  have

There  is  a  ccrtaioe  negligence  and  uoprepa- 
redneflc  ip  mens  hearts,  which  breeds  an  unwii- 
lingndTe  in  them  fomenmcs.and  makes  them  afraid 
ofureing  the  Lord,  and  yet  there  may  be  a  true  and 
inward  love  after  him. 

BefideS)  you  know,  there  i$  fleib  as  well  as  (pint, 
andthefpirituallpartdefires^as  S«PWdid,co  be  ac 
home,  and  to  be  with  the  Lord,  and  to  enjoy  bis 
prefence^butthatflefhthatisinus  is  alwayes  back, 
ward  toit*  Therefore  in  Rev.  i4*  13.  Bleffed4retibif< 
that  die  in  the  Lerd,  f$  fiiith  tbefpirit :  but  £b  (aith 
not  the  fle(h,  the  voice  of  the  fleui  is  contrary  to  it, 
butit  is  the  voice  of  the  fpirit,  and  the  regenerate 
part  that  is  in  us.  So  that  this  I  may  boldly  fay  to 
you,that  every  man  that  hath  this  faith  and  love 
wrought  in  him  by  the  Spirit  of  God,  he  hath  chat  in 
hiro  which  doth  earnedly  defire  communion  with 
Chrift^  to  live  with  him  for  ever,  to  bee  in  his  pre- 
fence  continually,  although  there  may  be  fomere-

a  man  that  hath  fore  eyesj  you  kno w,to  the  eye  the 
light  is  exceeding  pleafant,  but  looke  how  much 
foreneffe  and  dtk€t  there  is  in  the  eye,  fomuch  the 
light  is  burdenfome  to  it;  butfo  farre  as  the  eye  is 
right,  fo  farre  as  it  is  perfed,fofar  is  the  light  plea- 
ting and  delightfull  to  it;  fo  is  it  with  the  heart  of 
the  regenerate  man,  looke  how  much  faith,  looke 
how  much  fpirit  there  is,  fo  much  defire  there  is  of

to  defire  heaven  as  it  is,  that  is,  to  dedre  an  excel- 
lency in  grace,  to  be  alway  praifing  (70</,  to  be  con- 
tinually in  his  prelence,  to  bee  freed  from  the  pra- 
Oiks,  of  finne,  this  is  a  thing  that  if  men  aske  their 
owne  hearts,  ttiey  doe  not  defire  in  this  nfanner; 
or  they  defire  it  not  here  upofi  earth,  when  they  are 
in  the  communion  of  Saints,  when  they  are  in  pla-

finging  praifes  to  the  Lord:  Sing  fray  fes  t0tkeL§rd, 
imd  be  alwdj  talking  ofbu  wendreus  mirkx.  And  a- 
gainC)  Remember  hie  marvelleux  werkes  that  kee  hath 
dine  efeld^  and  all  the  mnders^  ^c.  As  if  he  (hould 
fey.  If  you  love  the  Lord^fhew  itin  praifing  of 
him.  Doe  you  profefle  to  love  the  Lord^andyet 
never  delight  to  fpeake  of  himf  nor  delighc  to  hearc 
others  fpeajce  of  him  f  Mv  beloved^  this  backward- 
nelTe  that  is  among  usj  to  holy  and  gracious  fpeech 
to  fpMches  that  tend  to  the  fectiog  forth  of  the 
Lords  praife,  fhewes  that  love  to  the  L  O  R  D  Ic- 
fds  is  wanting  among  us. 

You  know,  it  is  natural!  for  every  man  to  d>ound 
io  the  fpecchcs  of  the  thirds  they  love,  of  what  na- 
ture f ocvcr  they  bee.  Mariners  are  del^htcd  to 
talke  of  their  voyages,  and  fouldiers  of  their  bat- 
tells,  and  HmntOnen  of  their  games.  If  you  delight 
in  the  Lord,  ccftaincly  your  tongucr  will  be  much  in 
fpeaking 
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fpcaking  of  bim,  you  will  be.veady  to  doc  it  upon 
all  occaHons.  0»t  pf  the  /Aundauct  if  ibe  htdrt^  the 
nmtth  (pfdketi :  and  if  love  to  the  L^J  do  abound 
in  your  hcatts.this  love  will  be  exprciTcd  in  your 
tongues^  upon  all  occafions :  And  therefore,  at  the 
laft,  you  may  judge  of  the  raearure  of  your  love  by 
this.  He  that  fpcakes  much  of  loving  Cod^  and  yet 
hath  his  fpeechcs  cmptie,  vaine,  and  unprofitable, 
furcly  we  may  gueffe that  be  loves  not  him  at  all:; 
and  this  is  a  mark  that  will  not  deceive  us.  \ 

And  now  what  will  you  fay  for  yourfelves,  that 
you  rpeake  no  more  upon  thoie  feverali  oocafions, 
that  you  meet  withall  in  tlie  world  t  Is  it  becaufej 
yon  are  afliamed,  becaufe  you  are  bailifull^  and 
fearefull  to  exprefle  your  (elves,  and  romake  an  o- 
pen  profcilion  of  that .  holynede  that  is  in  your 
hearts  f  Certainly  it  is  a  figne  that  you  love  not 
the  Lord  Jefus :  for  he  that  lovetii,  is  never  aflia- 
med^  becaulb  whom  a  man  ioveth,  he  iaaeoifieth> 
heprizethmuch,  he  hath  a  high  efteeme  of  :  And 
therefore  that  bafiifuilneffe  and  fearfutaefife  >tfaat  you 
objedi^  will  not  keep  you  back,  if  you  did  love  the 
Lord  in  truth  and  finoeritiep  Or  etfe,  why  is  it 
that  you  fpeake  of  faimnomore?

You  know^  wfaea  you  tofe  aiiyy  that  love  ^1) 
teach  you  to  ipeai0e,it  witl  <}uioten  the  ^dttlleft  lirv 
and  ioventioiLs  kote  ifaaipcfiethu  and  maketh  the' 
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irudeft  tongue  eloquent.  It  is  the  nature  of  love  to 
iet  the  heart  on  worke,  and  when  the  heart  is  fee  on 
worke,  the  tongue  will  be  as  thepenne  of  ^  ready  ml 
ter.  You  know  how  the  Apoitlc  fets  it  f orth^  (Mr 
heart  is  enlarged  to  jo» :  Love  openeth  the  heart 
wide  :  and  the  heart  openeth  the  tongue  wide : 
Therefore  if  you  love  the  Lord  much,  you  will  be 
much  in  fpeaking  of  him.  Confider  therefore  what 
your  fpecches  are  concerning  God,  whether  you 
yourfelvesare  ready  to  fpeake  much,  and  to  de- 
light toheare  others  fpcakc^'alfo:  whether  you  be 
glad  of  any  occafion,  as  thofe  that  love  are  glad  to 
heare  thofe  that  they  love  to  be  fpoken  ofl 
Fifthly 5'love  will  doe  much  and  fufFcr  much  for 
^[^*^^"^^l  the  partie  loved:  S.  jPW,  as  he  was. abundant  in 
"'''•-  I  love,  fo  was  he  abundant  in  labour  l.kewifc  5  who- 
foever  aboundeth  in  love,  will  abound  in  workes 
alfo.  Therefore  fee  what  you  doe  for  the  Lord  Je- 
fus,  fee  what  you  fuffer  for  his  fake.  When  Chrift 
came  to  St.  Peter ^  and^sked  him  that  queftion,^^^ 
lovejlthou  mei  he  puts  him  upon  the  tryall  upon 
this  fruit  of  his  love  ,  Feed  my  Lamhes :  As  if  he 
Ihouldfay,  /</rr,if  thou  wilt  fhew  that  thou  lovcft 
me,  cxprefle  it  in  doing  fomething  for  my  fake, 
Feed  my  Lambes:  herein  thy  love  fliall  be  di/cer- 
nedj  doe  not  fay  thou  loveft  nae,  and  yet  art  negli- 
gent in  doing  for  me.  Feed  my  Lambes.  We  Aall 
not  need  to  preflc  this  much  in  this  Congregation, 
beeaufe  it  belongs  to  the  Minifterie  :  Although 
you  have  fomewhat  to  doe  in  it  for  the  Magiftracie 
^alfo  5  whereby  they  may  cxpreiTc  their  love  to  the 
"        Lord  i 
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Lord  Jcfus^to  help  the  feeding  of  Ch  rifts  Lambcs. 
■    It  is  true,  we  arc  as  the  Vines  that  bring  forth  the 
GrnpeSj  but  you  are  the  elraesthat  hold  up  thofe 
Vines :  the  Magiftratcsfccd  the  people  afwell  as  the 
Minlfters :  therefore  that  phrafe  is  applied  to  Da- 
wV/,  he  was  a  fliepheard.  Therefore  in  your  feverall 
occafioos ,  when  you  meet  with  that  which  may 
tend  to  the  feeding  of  the  people  of  God,  when  you 
fhall  labour  fo  farre  as  may  lye  within  your  com- 
pafle,  that  the  Gofpel  may  have  a  free  paflage,  that 
there  may  be  more  faithfull  and  laborious  Mini- 
ftersfet  up  in  the  feverall  places  of  the  kingdome, 
the  more  you  doc  this,  the  more  you  feed  Chrifts 
Lnmbes.  And  if  you  will  (hew  that  love  you  have 
to  the  Lord ,  (hew  it  by  feeding  his  people,  that 
is, by  doing  that  which  lies  in  your  power,  tending 
to  that  end,  by  doing  of  it  zealoiifly,  with  all  your 
might.    And  as  that  was  the  work  that  Chrift  put 
Peter  upon  for  the  triall  of  his  love,  fo  I  may  fay  to 
every  one  of  you,  If  you  will  Ihe  w  that  you  love  the 
Lord  Jefus,  doe  the  workes  that  belong  to  your 
particular  place  5  for  every  calling  hath  a  particu- 
lar work  in  it:  if  you  love  the  Lord,  be  diligent  in 
that  way,  in  that  calling  which  Chrift  hath  given 
you  to  doe  hirafcrvicein :  and  herein  you  fball  flicw' 
your  lovc^asit  was  .Chrifts  ownc  fpeech,/  havtghf 
rifiedtbf  if^me^  that  is,  in  that  particular  worke,  in 
ttet  charge  vtfhich  thou  gaveft  me  to  performe :,  fb 
you  mDft  jfbcw  your  love  to  God  in  doing  the  ani- 
ons of  your  ({articular  callings;  vdiligenuy.   -You 
know,  wbciithatfwoniaashearcabcmnded  in  love 
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( CO  Chriftj  how  it  found  ouc  a  way  wherein  iz  would 
(hew  it  felfc  prcfcntly  in  breaking  the  boxe  of  oyot- 
ment,&c. 

As  ic  is  faid  of  fiikh,  H  u  dcdd  whbcmt  wmrks^  & 
love  is  dead  wkhouc  workes,  the  Lord  r^ards  ic 
noc^it  is  a  dead  carkafTe^  without  motion.  Wc  knovir^ 
ic  is  the  nature  of  love  to  be  diligent :  if  you  do  love 
Chrift,it  will  make  you  diligent. 

And  as  yon  will  be  ready  to  doe  mucb^  fo  you 
will  be  ready  to  fufFer  much  alio :  thefe  two  I  put 
together^  becaufe  fuflfcring  is  a  kind  of  doiag,  one- 
ly  it  is  a  doing  of  things^  when  there  is  diffictf  tie 
and  liardneflTe.  Now  if  you  Jove  the  Lord  Jefus,  fee 
what  you  will  fuffer  for  his  fake j  thofe  that  we  love/ 
we  are  exceeding  ready  to  fufter  for,  A  Husband 
that  loves  his  Spoufe^  is  exceeding  readie  to  faffbr 
any  thing  to  enjoy  her  love,  he  is  willing  to  fuflfirr 
any  difpleafure  of  parents,  of  friends,  to  fufFer  the 
loflTcof  hiseftate,hc  cares  not  for  difcredic  in  the 
world,  he  is  ready  to  breakc  through  thick  and 
tlrin,  and  to  doe  any  thing,  fo  he  may  obtaine  her 
loveatihelaft:  So,  if  you  love  the  Lord  Jefus,  yoo 
willfuffer  any  thing  for  his  fake,  Ic  was  an  excel- 
lent tcftimony  of  Davids  love,  in  rSam.e.^x. 
when  DAvid  there  dancing  before  the  Arke ,  was 
fcoffed  at  by  mf/Vib/ bis  Wife,  fee  whatananfwer 
he  gives  her, //ftT,  faith  he,  hifncthc  Uri  .*  as  if  he 
(houldfay,IamwiHingto  beare  this  at  thy  hands, 
for  it  ti  the  L$rd  who  hath  chdjen  met  rather  tbdn  thy 
father  A»d aU hi  heufir :  As  if  he  (hould  i(ay^  (being 
I  it  is  the  Lord,  for  whole  fake  I  endoie  this  re- 
buke 
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buKC  ac  thy  hands^  I  care  not  for  it^  I  am  willing  to 
docK,  yea  I  will  doc  it  more,  and  bcM0t€  vi/em 
mmeownecjes^  and  expofc  my  fclf  yet^ro  more 
icornc  and  deridbn^  iincc  it  is  to  the  L  O  R  D,  who 
hath  choien  me  rather  then  thy  Fatheis  houfc;  So 
I  fay,  when  any  thing  comes  to  bee  liifFcred  for 
any  good  a<5lion,  for  any  good  caufc  ( as  indeed 
c^^mmonly  iuch  adions  have  flifftrings  joyned 
with  them)  if  you  love  the  Lord  you  will  be  ready 
togoethroughir,  and  that  with  cheercfulncfle^  be- 
caufe  it  is  the  Lord  who  hath  chofen  vou,  and  pafl 
fed  by  fo  many  thoufands.  And  therefore  it  was 
the  comraendacion  of  thofe  in  HcLio.  it  was  an 
argument  of  their  linceritie,  t\\zx,\hty  Juffcredthe 
fpoyling  of  their  goods  mthfoj.  Whence  came  this, 
but  from  their  love  to  the  Lord?  They  were  fofarrc 
from  being  backward  tofuflFcr,  as  that  they  were 
gladtohavetheopportiinkictofufF;^:  fomewhatfor 
hisftke. 

Buc  you  will  (ay,  T  am  ready  to  doe  much  for  the 
Lord,  and  I  hope  Ian  not  backward  to  fuflPerfor 
him.    . 

L  iswelliHcbefb,  butlet  meaddethistoallthat 
I  havefaid^  In  what  manner  dot  ft  thou  doc  that 
thoii  doefif  You  know  the  caution  rhar  the  Apo- 
ftlt  puts  in,  in  i  Joh^  5.5.  Hem»is  ifivf  mamfefied, 
thrt  mekecfehssCsmmandcments^andhh  dmrntift* 
dements  are  notgrievom.  Lideed  herein  isthe  rc-ali*

Chrirt,  and  yet  not  love  him;  an  Hypocrite  mxy 
\  Dd  J  goe* 
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goc  farrcin  performance,  and  yet  though  hecdoe 
much  he  may  not  love  much.-  therefore  you  muft 
examine  your  fclvcs  by  that,  in  what  manner  you 
doe  that  which  you  doe:  Therefore,  it  is  added,  if 
vre  kctjchis  CommMdements  dnd  they  ben$t  gm- 
viom :  as  if  he  (hould  fay ,  the  manner  of  your  doing 
is  all  in  all^  you  mufl  both  doe  mucli^  and  fufier 
much,  but  they  mull  both  be  done  willingly,  =  You 
know5thc  wife^and  the  fervanr,  they  both fcrve  the 
husband  and  doe  much  for  him,  bqth  arealike  di- 
ligent, yet  not  withftanding,  there  isthi$di£(erence^ 
the  VVife  doth  it  out  of  love,  flie  dpth  in  another 
manner,  proceeding  from  another  afFcdiion,  ay.

HE  laft  thing  that  wc  did  was  to 
flicw  you  what  werethc  properties 
oftrue  love^that  by  them  you  may 
trieyourfelves  whether  you  love 
the  L  O  R  D  J  E  S  U  S  or  no :  wc 
went  through  five  in  the  morniDg, 
now  we  proceed. 

Another  propcrtic  of  Love  is  this,  it  is  full  of 
heatc :  Therefore  in  o»f.  8.  it  iscomparedtofw/w 
ef  juniper :  anij  that-^hrafeis  uM  iaJl/Jf.24.  5.  lai- 
quitii  jhafl  t^ttutd,  (tad  the  love  cf  many  Jhall  rvaxe 
19'J.  That  Antithcfis  fliewes  that  love  is  a  hot 
thing. 
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thing,  hoc  as  fire.  Therefore  if  you  would  know 
whether  you  love  the  Lord  Jcfus.or  no,  confider 
v/hat  heat  and  w  hat  fire  there  isio  you. 

Now  what  are  the  properties  of  fire  ?  Wherein 
doth  love  and  that  agree  i 

Fire*  you  know  is  the  moft  aiftive  of  all  the  EIc- 
(iients;  cold  benuirmethani^nyandisthe  greated 
cncmicto  aiSion;  Ifyou  love  ihe  Lord  JhS  uS, 
thou  ftialt  find  thy  love  will  have  that  property  of 
fire,  to  fet  all  on  workc  in  thee,  it  will  fet  thy  tongue 
on  fire,  and  thy  hands  on  fire,  and  thy  head  and 
heart  on  fire^  every  thing  that  is  within  thee  will  be 
working,  and  doing  fome  fcrvice  or  other  to  the 
Lord.   When  a  man  wanteth  love,  hee  is  as  a  Man 
benummcd,  as  a  Man  frozen  in  his  dregges,  not  apt 
I  to  any  thing  j  the  more  a  thing  is  like  to  fire ,  the 
1  more  aptneffe,  and  the  more  aSiveneflc  j  fo  the 
I  more  love,  the  more  aptneffeand  readineflTc  to  eve- 
ry good  work :  where  there  is  no  love,  there  men 
2it  nf  rob  Ate  to  ev  try  good  work. 

Befides ,  love  as  it  is  very  a^Sive,  fb  it  is  very 
quick ,  as  fire  is  of  a  quick  nature.  Therefore 
we  fay  that  love  hates  nothing  fo  much  as  dclaies  5 
and  it  is  in  this  like  to  fire,  which  is  the  quickeft  of 
all  other  Elements,  Confider  of  this  therefore  5 
Art  thou  fpcedy  in  thy  executions  If  thou  love 
the  Lord,  thou  wilt  not  dcfcrre  and  put  off  from  day 
to  dajr  any  thing  that  is  to  be  done,  thou  wilt  not 
fay  with  thy  fcl re,  I  will  change  my  coiirfe  of  life, 
but  not  yet:  No,  if  thou  love  the  Lord,  thou  wilt 
doc  it  prcfently. 
\  Befides 
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(  Bdidcs,ljvcagrcc'Svvah  fircinthis,  thar  iciscar- 
ncft  and  vehement :  aid  indeed  I  take  ir,  that  in  that 
r;  gai  d  it  is  chic  fly  compared  to  fire.  For  fire,  as  it 
is  of  a  quick ,  foitis  of  a  vehcmc  nt  nature ,  and  fo 
is  love.  Looke  what  a  man  loves,  upon  chat  he  b^ 
iiowes  the  top  of  all  his  affcftions ,  and  the  maine 
ftrcngth  of  his  intcntigns  runnc  thiat  way^  Gxaminc 
by  this  thercfo.  c  whether  thou  lovcchc  Lord  or  no. 
If  thou  love  the  Lord  J-'fus,  thou  wilt  looke  upon 
other  things,  as  things  that  thou  regarded  not 
much ,  thou  wilt  grieve  fv)r  them  ds  ifth§m  grit- 
vedfinot.dndrejojce  as  if  thou  njo^ctdfi  not :  fh§n 
wtlt  n ft  the  World  as  tf  th$ii  ufcdfi  />  mt  ^  thy  Mean 
willbciakenupab  )UtChrift,and  about  the  things 
V'za  belong  to  the  kingvlomeof  God,  thy  intenti- 
ons wdl  be  fet  upon  the  things  that  belong  to  the 
ferviceof  Godj  and  thy  own  /alvaMon.

Therefore  it  you  love xh-  Lord  J  E- 
S  U  S,  if  you  pr  ze  himarighr,  and  bw-  rightly  af- 
fc(fled  towards  him,  you  will  eftceme  nothing  great, 
but  the  enjoying  of  his  fivour,  and  nothing  of 
worfeconrtquent  than  the  loflc  of  it,  nothing  will 
See  of  any  great  m-mentto  vou,  bm  onely  fi  ne, 
and  grace 5  finnethat  difplc.Pth  him,  and  grace

But  that  which  of  all  other  tbiogs  will  manifeft 
tnofltousdiis  a£fe6)ion  of  love,  is  thofe  afle^ftions 
which  depend  on  it  3;  you  (hall  ktiow  it,  I  Oiy  ^by  the 
affedliions  that  hang  upon. ir. .  It  is  mie  ttiic  all  the 
afle^lions  depend  upon  love^but^for  this  time^t  will 
inftanice  but  in  two,namely,

he  fihdes.  any  impediment  in  the  profecution  of  it, 
he  is  angry  9  he  defires  with  as  much  earneft- 
ne0e  toicmove  &at  impediment,  as  he  loves  the 
things

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Take  any  roan  even  of  the  mildcfl:  difpdidoo, 

ifin  any  thing  that  hclovcth  much,  and  intendedi 

much,  there  be  an  intercurrent  impediment  that! 

(hail  interrupt  him,  he  is  angry,  though  otherwifel 

hee  be  of  a  meeke  difpolhion.     For  anger  is  but 

earncftnefTe  to  remove  the  thing  out  of  the  way 

that  hinders  us:  whatfoever  a  man  lovcth  ^  hee  is 

angry  with  the  impediments  that  hinder  him  in  it. 

Come  now  and  examine  your  love  to  the  Lord  by 

your  anger :  that  anger  that  proceeds  from  love  to 

the  LOR  D^  we  call  zeale :  Will  you  profcfle 

that  you  love  the  L  O  R  D,  and  yet  your  hearts  are 

not  moved  when  he  is  difhoponred  i  Tfainke  with 

thy  felfe  when  thou  art  wronged  in  thy  name ,  or 

forae  body  mifcalleth  thee,  mifreports  of  thee, 

and  profecutes  thee  with  evill  fpeeches  and  revi- 

lings,  is  not  thy  wrath  kindled  in  thee  again/l  fuch 

a  one  <  Well,  if  thou  love  the  Lord.J  ES  US  as 

thy  felf ,  as  thou  oughteft  to  love  him  above  thy 

felfe,  why  are  not  thy  affecJiions  ftirred  in  thee, 

when  thou  beared  him  difbonoured ,  when  thou 

knoweftthat  his  Name  is  ill  fpoken  of?  If  a  man* 

fhould  take  from  thee  thy  wealth,  or  any  thing  that 

is  dearc  to  thee;  If  a  man  (hould  come  and  vio-l 

late  thee  with  ill  termcs,  thou  woiildeft  bee  arw;ryi 

with  him,  and  be  ready  to  flie  in  the  face  of  fSch' 

an  one.    If  you  be  thus  aflfecfted  to  the  Lord ,  and  | 

to  his  Glory,  why  doe  you  not  the  like  for  him  r' 

You  know ,  DAvid  did  the  fame  :  Mine  eyes  gujh  \ 

0Ht  (  faith  he  )  with  rivers  9f  waters ,  becatife  men 

keepenot  thy  law.  Therefore  know,  that  if  you  find 

not 
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not  your  hearts  affe^ed  with  the  things  that  bs- 
long  to  GOD,  that  there  is  no  anger  ftirred  up,  it 
is  a  iure  argument  that  you  love  him  not.  It  is  ob- 
fervable  that  is  faid  of  old  £//,  i  S4m.  4.  j,  when 
ncwes  was  brought  him  that  the  Ifraclites  were 
fled,  that  moved  him  not  fo  much 5  when  it  was 
told  him^  moreover)  that  there  was  a  great  (laugh- 
ter among  the  people^  that  flirred  him  not  neither  j 
when  it  was  told  him  yet  that  his  two  Sonnes  Hofh- 
ni  and  V  hint  as,  were  flaine,  yet  this  did  not  fo  much 
z^tCx  him:but  whenit  was  told  him  that  the  Arke 
of  the  LO  RD  was  taken,  the  Text  notcth  fome- 
thing  more  than  ordinarie ,  that  he  was  fo  ftirred 
with  it,  that  he  fell  from  his  feate ,  and  it  coft  him 
his  life.  Can  you  find  this  a£Pedlion  in  your  felveSj 
that  you  are  not  moved  with  the  death  of  children 
fo  much,  or  for  the  lofle  of  your  goods,  or  for  your 
owne  particular  difcontents,  as  when  you  fliall 
heare  that  the  glory  is  defarted  fnm  Ifracl^  that  Re- 
ligion fuffeis  an  Eclipfc  in  any  p/ace^  that  the  Gof- 
pell  of  JESUS  CHRIST  ishindredf  Thisis 
a  thing  that  will  try  your  love  to  the  Lord.    If  you 
find  that  you  can  heare  of  the  defblation  of  the 
Churches,  and  of  the  increafe  aod  growing  of  Po- 
perie,  snd  yet  you  doe  riot  take  it  to  heart  to  be  af- 
fcdled  with  it,  you  doe  notgrieye  for  it,  it  is  a  figne 
that  you  want  love  to  the  Lord.  You  know  what  is 
noted  of  them  in  J^r^w*^j5. 24;  When  the  King  had 
done  an  abominable  a^bn,  that  hee  had  cut  the 
Roll  in  (Mtidct^zijerewiab  gave  him,and  caft  it  in- 
to the  fire  that  was  upon  the  hearth  before  him,  ic  is 

faid 
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faid  that  thofe  that  were  about  hiva^^d  fm  ttif 
their  ckathes^  nor  peticioQ  to  him,  &c.  As  if  he 
fhould  fay ;  in  this  they  difcovered  a  wonderfuU 
want  of  love  to  the  Lord  ^  and  to  this  caufe,  that 
they  were  not  moved  with  this  diftonour ^  that 
was  offcrx:d  to  God ,  and  to  hisfervant  ^  and  to  the 
caufe  of  Religion  at  that  time.  You  know  what 
difpofition  S .  PmI  had  in  this  cafe,  Affs  r  7.  He  ob- 
fervedjthat  tlw"  place,  where  hewas^  was  given  to 
Matrjy  thetcxt  faith.  His  Jpirit  wm  fiirrid  in  him^ 
his  2eale  and  his  anger  was  kindled  in  his  bre^ift. 
Therefore  coniider  what  your  aiSedHons  to  the 
Lord  are  by  this  holy  anger  that  is  in  you .  UUtfes 
you  know,  was  the  meekeft  man  upon  the  earth, 
and  yet  you  know  how  he  was  moved ,  how  his 
2eak  was  kindled  in  his  brcaft>  when  he  fa  w  the  ido- 
latry of  the  people. 

In  the  next  place  confider  yoorfeare:  For  if  you 
lo\'e  the  Lord 3  it  will  caufe  you  to  feareand  tremble 
at  his  word,  and  at  his  |udgements :  for  whom  a 
man  love  much,  he  regkrds  much ,  and  when  2 
man  regards  another  much ,  he  is  much  aflftr(acd 
with  that  he  doth ;  Now  when  the  Lord  (hall  (hew 
fome  tokens  of  his  wrath,  thofe  that  Jlove  him  and 
cfteemc  of  him,  thofe  that  prize  him,  cannot  but  be 
affcdcd.  Shalltht Lj§n rodre^dud fhsll n$tthe  keafis 
ef  the  field  tremble  ?    Con(ider  how  you  are  afe- 
fted  therefore,  when  the  Lwd  fliall  difcover  any 
the  time  of  the  jexprcflRon  of  his  wrath,  and  what  doth  heel(c  in 
fcnaX^f.    /  ^^^^  ftroake,  which  is  nowtipon^Jiis  place  i  is  there 
'    I  not  wrath  gone  out  from  the  Lord?  You  know  the

Plague  is  more  partipularly  Gods  hand,  than  any  o- 
ther  afflidtion;Thercforc  D  A  V I P  faich  whenhec 
chofc  the  Plague,  that  hewould  cKufe  to  fall  mo 
the  hMds  ofcpd,  intimating  that  in  that  bufincfle. 
Cod  was  in  a  more  peculiar  mancr  the  doer  of  ir. 
As  the  thunder  is  (m  to  be  the  voycc  of  the  Lord,  ^ 
fo  the  Plague  may  properly  be  faid  to  be  the 
ftroake  of  the  Lord^  more  peculiarly  than  any  o- ' 
ther  afflidion.  Confider  Aerefdre  what  your  af* 
fe(ftions  are  in  this  cafe  j  for^  my  beloved,  let  it  not 
be  in  vaine  to  you^that  the  L  O  R  D  ftretchcth  forth 
I  his  handasheedoih  now  at  this  time  among  ns.  .  It 
is  but  yet  in  the  beginning,  and  what  is  the  LORDS 
meaning  in  it  i  Is  it  not  as  a  Meflenger  fent  upon 
an  errand  ?  If  it  had  itsanfwer,  if  that  were  done 
for  which  the  Lord  had  fent  it ,  would  he  not  re- 
move it  againe  ?  Would  he  not  bid  the  defiroying 
Angel  10 ^\A  up  hisfword  into  his  (heath?  Doubt- 
lefle  he  would,  if  you  would  doc  that  at  the  begin^ 
ning  of  this  ficknene,  that  mufttc  done  before  th<^ 
L  O  R  D  will  remove  it  frcJm  you. 

You  will  fay,  what  fliall  wee  doe  then  ?  I  be- 
feech  you  confider  what  commonly  is  the  caufc 
of  a  plague  among  us.  Confider  what  bath  beene 
the  caufe  of  the  plague  in  former  tinjes*  You  (hall 
'find in  Numb.  i^.  two  caufes  of  the  Plague. 
One  was  the  fnperftition  and  Idola^rie  of  the 
ptoplc  :  they  began  robeeyoakedwith  Idolatry, 
Thej  joynedthemfihesto  BMl-Pior.  I  confeflc  that 
finne  was  not  yet  growne  to  any  great  height,  it 
was  but  yet  in  the  beginning,  in  the  feedes,  and 

-         Ee  yet 
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yet  you  know  how  the  Lord  was  ofiFendcd  with 

them. 

And  the  fecond  was  foroicatioDj  the  fione  of  un- 
cleannefle  that  was  committed.  It  is  not  likely  that 
all  the  people  fell  into  that  finne  of  idaUiry^  or  into 
the  finne  Qi'firnicatm^  but  yet  the  Lord  was  o&tt 
ded  with  the  whole  Congregation  for  thole  that  did 
it,  as  his  manner  is  to  be.  So  here  you  fee  twocau- 
fes  of  a  plague,  id&Utrj  wYixch  was  but  beginning, 
and  the  very  admitting  it  inro  the  Campes  and  the 
Fornicatim  of  the  people. 

Another  caute  of  the  plagu?  you  Hiall  find  in  Da 
vids  numbringthe  people,  it  was  their  fecurity  and 
pride,  andtruftingto  themfelves>  and  the  creatures, 
for  fnrely  it  was  not  Davids  finne  0nely^  (  who  had 
fomewhatforgottenGod,andtrufledto  his  moun- 
tain, and  thought  that  was  (Irong  enough  )  but  it 
was  the  finne  of  the  people. 

It  is  good  ( my  beloved )  to  be  fecure  out  of  con- 
fidence upon  God5and  therein,the  more  fecurity  the 
better  5  but  to  be  fecure  for  any  outward  help,  ei- 
ther in  the  number  of  men  or  fliips,  or  flrength,  or 
policie,  or  becaufe  we  are  compaflTcd  about  with 
the  walls  of  the  .Sea,  or  wbatfocver  it  is  wherein  we 
think  our  fafety  confifieth,  the  more  confidence  in 
this,theworre»  The  Lord  (mote  the  people  for  rfiis 
fecurity  in  Davids  time. 

Another  caufe  is,  the  unworthy  receiving  of  the 
I  Sacrament.  xMany  areftck  amonxj^u  (  faith  thq  A- 

;dlSm.  P^fllO  ^^^  «^;  W^^^  becauTe  you  receive  the 
iSaciaxient  unworthily.  The  Lord  is  picafed  to  pu- 
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nidi  that  particular  finnc  of  receiving  the  Sacra- 1 
ment  unworthily ,  with  feme  ficknefllc  or  other, 
whether  the  plague  or  no,  wee  cannot  fty,  btit  this 
we  may  be  fure  of,  that  this  was  the  carufc  why  fo 
many  were  fick  and  dead.  You  know  that  paflTage 
in  the  Bookc  of  Chronicles  concerning  EztchUs^  i 
when  the  people  had  not  prepared  thcmfelves  a- 
right  as  they  ought,  he  prayed  to  the  Lord ,  and  it  is 
faid ,  Ti&<  Lord  healed  the  people :  wee  cannot  fay 
what. the- Lord  healed  themot,  but  yet  it  makes  it 
evident  that  the  Lord  hath  fome  way  fmitten  them. 
Mofes  for  the  omiflSon  of  the  Sacrament,  the  Lord 
wtfuldhavejtaimhimi  that  is,  he  would  have  fent 
fbmething  upon  him,  whether  fome  dif^-afe,  as  h 
moftprobable^  or  fome  other  thing  which  ihould 
have  taken  away  his  life  in  the  end.  The  omifHon 
and  negligent  receiving  of  the  Sacrament  I  put  to- 
ether,  DOth  which  move  G  O  D  to  anger, and  to  in- 
iCt  plagues  upon  a  people. 

I  wilJ  name  yet  one  mqrebefidesthefe,  and  t'lat 
IS  the  coldneflc  and  deadnefle  of  their  hearts  who 
belong  to  the  LORD,  from  whom  he  expedis 
better  things,  and  more  zealej  which  I  gather 
hence:  What  was  the  reafon  that  the  zeale  of  fhh 
neAs  flayed  the  plague  ?  Numb.  25:  •  Becaufehis  love 
was  hot,  and  his  anger  was  kindled  in  a  holy  man- 
ner againfl  that /yr4^//>/y£  m4n9  ztid  the  Middianitijh 
wM$M,  xh&  had  committed  fornication  amon|^ 
the  people.  If  the  zeale  of  Phineas  was  the  caufe 
of  flaying  that  plague,  and  of  witb-holding  the 
Lords  hand,  then  furely  the  coldnefs  of  thoie  from;

whom  the  L  O  R  D  lookcs  for  much  beac^for  much 
fervency  of  fpirit,  whom  GOD  expe<^s  fhould 
ftand  in  the  gap,!  fay,  that  is  the  caufc  that  the  Lord 
goes  on  in  {mniihing.. 

But  what  (hould  we  doe  now  to  remove  it?

Another  property  of  love  is  this,  that  it  doth 
not  play  the  Huckfter  with  the  Lord(  as  we  fay )  it 
doth  not  bring  things  to  an  exa^  account  ^  but 
whcnamanloveth,  ^is  willing  to  doe  what  offi- 
ces of  love  and  fri«ndfliiphecan^and  he  doth  not

But  love  will  rather  fiiy, 
whatflialll  doe  to  recompenfe  the  L  OR  X>i  Ic  will 
bee  devifiog  ;what  to  doe,  it  will  be  glad  of  any  oc-  ^ 
cafion  of  doing  any  thin^  that  may  be  acceptable 
to  G  O  D.Whenyoulet  limits  to  your  ielvesamlare 
afraid  of  going  toofarre  and  doing  too  much^itis 
a  figne  that  what  you  doe  cometh  not  from  love 
to  the  L  O  R  D>  but  from  fome  flaturall  (Hrincipall,  it 
comes  from  your  felvcs  and  not  from  the  ipiric 
For  if  you  love  the  Lord  I  E  S  U  S  aright,  why  doe 
you  not  labour  to  exceed  in  the  duties  of  obedi- 
encef  Why  doe  you  blame  tbofcthatgoc  fiirther 
than  your  felves  are  willing  to  goe  i  Why  doe 
youquarrell  with  that  exa^hefle,  and  preciiendlc^ 
and  ftriiSnefle  which  is  required  in  walking  in  the 
wayesofGO  Dif  Love  is  abundant  in  the  vtf'orke 
it  doth,  and  if  you  lovetheLORD,  you^  will  not 
fet  limits  to  y6ur  felves,  you  will  not  have  ftcb

will  be  ready  to  fay  asS.  Pskldid,  l  know  whom 
I  hnvt  trufted :  that  is,  he  was  refolved  to  fcrve 
the  L  O  R  D,  to  doe  his  utmofh  though  the  Lord 
did  teferve  himfelfe  and  the  recompence  of  re*

A 
Man  is  angry  with  this  or  that  particularly ,  but  ha- 
tred is  of  alK  I  would  askc  thee,  doefl:  thou  hate  all 
(inne,  every  thing  that  is  called  finne,  all  tbatben 
longs  to  (inne  f  If  it  be  this  or  thatfinne  that  yon 
make  againfl:,  you  are  but  angry  with  finne,  you 
doe  not  hate  finne:  for  hatred  falls  away   upon  the 
g^tierall.  Examine  therefore  if  you  find  this  dif- 
pofitioiwin  your  hearts,  that  you  hate  ever/ finne^ 
that  your  hearts  rife  againft  every  thing  that  is  fin- 
f  ull^whatfoever  is  contrary  to  the  L  O  R  D,whatfoe- 
ver  you  apprehend  under  the  notion  of  (inne,  that 
you  hate,  and  refift,  and  drive  againd :  this  is  a  fig oe 
that  you  lovethe  Lord. 

Secondly, hatred  defires  the  utter  deftrudionof 
the  thing  it  hates  ranger  doth  not  fo:  Anger  defires 
but  a  revenge  proportionable  to  the  injur ie  :  there- 
fore we  fay  there  is  a  kind  of  lufticc  in  anger,  it 
would  not  have  the  party  that  it  is  angry  with,  to 
be  deftroyed,  but  it  would  have  him  fenifible  of  its 
difpleafurc,  it  would  have  fomcthing  done  that 
might  anfwertheinjuriethitisofferedj  but  hatred 
defires  thedeftru(aionofathing  utterly.  Now,doe 
you  £o  with  your*  finnes  ?  Doe  you  defire  to*havc

I  der>  whether  yc«  love  the  Lord  Jefus  by  this  triall, 
whether  your  hearts  hate  finne  io  your  conftant  re« 
(bludon  or  no.  This  was  the  difpofition  that  ^as  in 
Lu^  Hfs  right€(msf$ulewds  vtxedmth  tht  mtcigam 
sonverfrntm  of  the  S$d0miM,t\M  is,  he  did  not  enely 
abftaioe  from  theoa^  that  they  did^  but  his  £ovk 
wrought  againd  them,  he  was  vexed  with  them,  as 
a  man  is  vexed  with  a  thing  that  is  contrary  to  his 
difpofition. 

So  it  is  iaid  o^Mtfes^  He  fieodin  the  D00re  ffthe 
Tabtrndcle^Md  he  weft  as  he  flood :  his  heart  wasmo^ 
ved  in  him.  Ii  is  not  enough  to  abftaine  from  finoe, 
but  to  hate  finne,  and  tteit  is  an  argument  of  our  love 
to  the  Lord  JcTus :  take  this  therefore  for  another 
tryall  of  your  love. 

Againe,  there  is  one  more ,  which  wee  cannot 
leave  out^  though  it  be  a  thing  knowne  unto  you, 
yet  becaufe  the  Scriptures  give  it  as  a  peculiar  fignc 
oy  which  we  may  judge  of  our  love  to  the  Lord,  it 
muft  not  be  pafled  by,  and  that  is  our  love  to  the 
Saints  s  and  there  is  good  reafon  given  of  it,  i£  we 
confider  well,  ijoh.  4.20.  Wilt  thou  (ay  thou  lovefi 
God  whom  thoi^hafi  not  feen^  and  yet  lovefi  mt  thy 
brother  whom  thou  hdjlfeen  i  The  meaning  is  this, 
for  a  Man  to  love  the  Lord  who  is  immoi tall ,  in- 
vifible,  who  dwelleth  in  light  in^cceflrible,is  a  niore 
difHcuIt  thing  than  to  love  thy  Brother  whoni  thou 
feeft.  For  why  doc  we  love  the  Lord,  but  becaufe 
wee  conceive  him  under  fuch  a  notion?  We  think 
oFhimas  fuch  a  God,  having  fuch  and  fuch  attri. 
butes :  How  (aith  the  Apoftle,  whatfoever  tbou 
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conceived  of  Godp  that  very  image  and  difpofition 
is  (kmped  on  Man  like  thy  felfe,  thou  (halt  fee  the 
very  feme  difpofition  in  a  holy  Man  that  is  in  the 
Lord  bimfclf.  Indeed  it  differeth  in  the  degree  ex- 
ceedingly, there  is  bur  a  glimpfe  of  it,  yet  why  is  it 
faid  that  the  image  ofGod  is  renewed^bur  that  there 
is  in  holy  mcna  difpofition  like  the  nature  of  God  f 
Now  thif  isiftamore  remifle  degree  in  man,  and 
therefore  more  futable  to  our  weakncffe  j  as  you 
know,  difficulty  conges  from  difproportion,  it  is  a 
harder  thing  co  love  the  L  O  R  D,  than  a  man  like 
our  ielves.  If  therefore  we  doe  not  lave  men  like 
cur  felves,  in  whom  is  (lamped  a  difpofition  like 
the  nature  of  G  O  D,and  hislmage^.in  lome  decree^ 
furely  we  cannot  love^he  Lord  who  is  fo  fat  above 
us.

Put 
all  thefe  tilings  together,  and  by  tbefe  you  may 
judge  whether  you  love  the  faincs  or  no,

are  they  :f  I  love  noa  hypocrites.  And  fo  it  is  made 
a  notable  excufe; 

I  wlH  not  wifh  thee  to  love  the  hy pocsit^s ,  qpely 
take  heed  thou  fu&t  not  the  imps  and:  inilruments 
of  the  Divcll  to  paint  out  the  true  S^ots  unto  thee 
in  the  colcnr  pf  hjrpocritcs :  thoti.,  iiHi(l:.coafider 
that  it  hath  beca  the  ijAiall  manoer  to  caft  that  a* 
fperHon  upon  all  the  Saints,  upoa  aU  'holy  men  in 
all  ages,  ^5  the  Apoftle  faith  in  2  Ctr*  We  dreas  de- 
ceivers tht>ttgh  true :  that  is  the  co;nmon  eftceme 
thattheworidhathoif  the  Saints,  they  judge  them 
to  be  deceivers,  and  to  be  men  that  profefle  th);m- 
felves  to  be  otherwise  than  they,  are.

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Bcfidcs,  why  arc  they  Hypocrites  tf  Is  itbecaufc 
there  are  fomc  (hewes  of  hotiocilc  in  them  <  Surely 
that  is  not  argument  enough. 

Thou  wilt  fay ^becaufe  they  doe  not  aafwcr  that 
which  in  their  profeflSon  they  make  (hew  lo  be. 

If  that  be  the  reafon,  why  doft  thou  not  pitch  thy 
h  atred  upon  thofc  that  arc  found  to  be  fo  f  And  to 
coAclude  this^y bu  mud  know^that  no  man  fpcakesa- 
gainft  Religion,  or  hates  Religion  under  its  ownc 
notions^  under  its  own  name^but  fomething  cUe  muft 
be  put  upon  it,  the  name  of  Hypocrific ,  or  the 
like.

There* 
fore^  if  you  would  prefer  vc  your  love  to  the  Lord, 
fuffer  not  your  heaits  to  fit  loofc  from  him,  fuffer 
not  aftrangeneffetogrow  bet  ween.  God  and  you.. 
For  flrangencffe  breeds  fearfulaefTe,  and  fearfulnefs 
loofenethlove^asboIdneiTc  is  the  Parent  and  Nurfe 
of  Love^and  which  increafeth  it. 

Befides^  whcti  there  grovyps  a  ftrang? tj^flc  be- 
tween G  O  D  and  us,  w(E;,.bpgin  not  to  know  tibc 
LORD,  there  growes  an  ighorance,and  fo  there  is 
anintermifnoQ;of  thofe  reciprocall  offices  of  love 
between  us  3  that  even  as  it  is  among  the  Saints, 
the  for(aktng  of  their  feilpwibip  loofebeth  their 
love^  and  fo  fioppeth  the  enfe^courfe  of  good  du.

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truth:  therefore  firil  let  meeaskc  you  this. 

You  that|»rofdrc  you  lovethe  LOAD,  doe  you 
not  grieve  him,  and  vexe  him  from  day  to  dzy, 
and  provoke  him  by  your  words  ahd  by  your 
workes/  If  this  be  your  cafe,  it  is  certaine  you 
love  him  not  indeed.

wotke,  becaufe  they  have  the  more  wages$  Iniry* 
ingfo  many  precious  talents,  whereofthcicttmeis 
the  chiefejbecauie  it  helpeth  t#  improve  all  thereft : 
of  which  they  (hall  give  an  titiBt  account  at 'that 
day,  Whtit  GOD  fisff  j$u/getkefecre$s  if  urns

Be^des  diis  mockji^  of  the  Lord,  and  difiem- 
bling  with  him,  you  deale-moft  fooUlbly  with 
your  felves:  for  all  the  comfort  that  you  (hall  e« 
ver  find  in  this  life,  it  will  bee  from  working,  fro'm 
being  fajrtce^^c  to  God,  and  profit  able  to  mcnji

as  the  body. 


jemptie  lives  caufcr but cmptiejjy.  Thcrcforcifa- 

ny  man  fliall  find  this  to  bee  his  cafb,  examine  it,  it 

is  but  a  falfe  profeffion  of  love.  And  as  f  fpeakc 

to thofe  that  are youn^,  that fpend  their  time  Ni' 

hil  agendo :  So  I  may  fay  the  feme  to  thofc  that  arc 

of  more  )  cares,  that  waft  their  lives  in  doing 

(bmething  indeed,  but- it  is  not  that  which  they 

(hould  doe,  or  in  doing  it  in  another  manner  than

:fo  overwhelmed  with  cmploiment,  (b  occupied 

j  with  outward  things  abroad,that  they  have  no  vaca- 

!  cie  tofeede  their  Soules  within^to  cloath  chem  with^ 

!  graces.  For  you  n:uft  know,  my  brethren,  thaf 

your  foules  have  need  to  bee  trimmed  every  nlo^ 

ning,  as  well  as  the  bodic,  they  have  need  of 

breakefaft,  and  dinner,  and  exercifc,  as  well  as 

the  bodie  and  as  you  faile  in  giving  this  due  re- 

fpe^  to  the  foule  daily,  fo  you  (hall  find  that  pro- 

portionably  in  that  degree  the  inward  njan  will 

languifli,  and  grow  faint.

My  brethren^  you  are  deceived  ia:thi$>j  your 
meaning  is  not  g.iod;  for  while  you xafl  the  com- 
mandemeots  of  God  behind  you/you  caft  him  a* 
way  r  and  let  nne  fay  to  you  iQ  this  cafe^  as  you 
haveitin  J^^^*^?-  4-  You  projfcflfc  well  in  faying^ 
Thou  art  mj  Fatherland  the  ^uide  pfmj  ^§uth^  but 
yow  doe  cvill  more  and  more.  So  I  fiiy,  when  you 
profefle  that  you  love  the  Lord^m^  that  you  reckon 
him  your  Father,  and. your  Husband^  t^us  youfay 
indeed,butyou  doeevul  more  acid  more ;  ^^nd  that 
is  a  certaine  argument  you  love  not  the  £  o  ie  2>. 
Therefore  examine  your  felves  by  this  rule :  For  if 
you  love  the  Lord^yoa  will  reverence  hioL  '■  You 
know>  whom  wed  love  wee  reverence,  and  whom 
wee  reverence  wee  dareootdocany  thiog  unmeet 
in  their  fight.  Take  any  one  whom  we  love;  wjbofe 
good  opinion  wee  feek  for,  wee  had  rather  that  ^1 
the  world  ihould.fee  us  doc  an  unfeemdy  thing, 
thanthachefluiuldi^and  certainlyiif  you  Joye  the 
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X OR D,  you  would  not  dare  to  provoke  him  to 
anger.  Therefore  this  carelefTenefTe  in  (crving  of 
him  isacertaineiigne  of  want  of  love  to  the  L^rd 
lESVSy this fcarefulnefle^ and  carelefnefle^  when 
you  dare  not  (hew  your  courage  for  bim,  when 
yott  account  it  a  fmall  matter  to  commit  (inne 
agaiiidft  G  O  D,  this  arifeth  from  the  defc^  of  your 
love. 

In  the  (econd  place^  as  you  may  trie  your  love 
by  yourtaking  care  not  to  offend  GOD»  fo  like- 
wife  you  may  trie  ic  by  ji^our  forrow  and  griefe  after 
you  have  ofiended  him.  For  you  mall  know 
thisi  chat  love,  as  it  hath  the  greateft  joy  of  tny 
thing  elfir,  when  it  obtaines  that  which  it  would 
have  9  fo  it  is  attended  with  the  moft  exquifite 
,  I  griefe,  when  it  is  difappointed.  As  whea  one  lo- 
veth  another  eameftly,  if  any  breach  fall  but  that 
(hall  make  a  feparation  between  them ,  it  any 
ftrangeneflfe  grow  bctweene  them,  if  they  love , 
they  will  never  be  at  reft,  it  will  trouble  and  dif- 
quiet  them;  butastbefcripturc  fpeakes^they  are 
fick  pfUvty  that  is ,  they  cannot  be  quiet  while  I 
there  is  fuch  a  condition^  while  there  is  any  aliena- 
tion,  while  there  are  breaches  and  offences  between 
them  :  for  you  know  that  nothing  is  fo  fweet  as 
loves  asyouhaveitinC^^.:!.  Love  is  better  thdn 
\  Wine^  and,  a>s  D^vid  expreffeth  it,  Pfd.  65 . 3 .  Thj 
\  loving  kmdnefe  is  better  than  life.  So  fweet  (I  fay  ) 
is  love,  t%  fweet  as  wine^  and  better  than  life*  Now 
by  the  ruirxtf  contraries,'  thenj^  to  have  a  breach 
made^  to  have  a  ,banrt  and  an;  interruption  in  this 
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loving  kiodaeire  of  the  Lord  lowards  us,  or  in  our 
love  towards  him>  it  is  bitter  as  wormewoodj  and 
(harpc  as  death*  Therefore  you  may  examine  your 
felves  by  the  offences  you  omtto  God^  when  they 
arc  paft :  if  you  love  him ,  it  is  ccrtaioe  they  will 
trouble  you  exceedingly ;  for  fo  much  forrow  fbr 
(inne ,  fo  much  love.  And  you  may  cake  it  for 
a  furc  rule  s  in  what  meafur<r  any  man  dedres  to 
plcafe  the  Lord,  in  that  meafhre  hee  will  be  grieved 
that  he  hath  difpleafed  him.  Therefore  examine 
thy  felfe ,  Haft  chou^finned  againfl:  him  many  times, 
and  doeft  thou  looke  back  upon  thofe  finnesi  in  a 

^  carelelle  manner  t  Be  fure  that  thou  loveft  him 
not.  Examine  this  by  that  which  paffeth  betweene 
manandman':  When  a  Father  or  a  Husband  hath 
any  thing  committed  againft  them  by  a  Child,  or  a 
Wife>if  they  (liall  withdrawthemfelves^and  pro- 
fefle  themfelves  difpleafed,  and  yet  the  Child  or 
tjic  Wife9inthemeane  timey  be  never  troubled  at 
this,  but  beat  re^^ell  enoi^h  content  it  fliould 
beefo,  and  are  not  difquietedf)r  it;  will  not  the 
parent  or  husband  cake  tkis  ^^xceeding  ill  at  their 
hands,  when  he  feeth  his  difpleafure  ilei|hted  if 
For  this  is  much  greater  thanthe  offence  it  firlfe.

your  neighbours,  and  profelTe  your  love  to  rhem^, 
and  yet  injure  them  9gaine  and  againe,  not  caring: 
what  wrong  youdoe  to  thcm^  will  they  thinkc  that 
fuch  a  frofeinon  as  you  make  is  true/'  And  will;

him,  iipyou  provoke  him  to  anger,  and  renew j 
your  (innes,  and  relapfe  into  them  againe  and  a* 
gainei  and  when  you  have  (laned ,  take  it  not  to 
heart  i   No  my  Brethren ,  if  you  doe  love  him, 
you  will  doe  as  it  is  Did,  Zech,ii.  when  you  have

your  hearts  will  fmite  you,  as  I>avids  did  him : ' 
thus  ic  is  with  all  that  love  him  in  deed  and  in  tru:h.

27,  ( they  are  both  one  and  the  fame )  the  LORD 
appoints  a  f«aft  and  a  raectipg  tcgether:  for  clean.

will  be  of  one  heart  with  him:  It  wee  have  hearts 
after  his  heart,  as  every  Chriftian  muft  have  in  his 
meafurc  )  though  perhaps  bee  reach  not  Davids 
meafure  )  in  all  the  turnings  of  our  lives,  upon  all 
occafions,  in  thediverfe  difpofition  of  our  wills^ 
we  will  be  conformable  to  the  Lords  will,  we  will 
belike  God,  affcded  inevery  thing  as  he  isaflfcded.

It  is  true,  you 
may  doe  the  tlungs  of  the  world,  and  enjoy  them, 
and  follow  after  them,  but  in  a  remiilb  manner j 
but  when  your  affections  are  (b  much  (lirred~about 
them,  when  you  come  to  exceil^ve  love  in  the  ha- 
ving them,  and  exceilive  griefe  in  loHne  themj  it 
ts  figne  thatyou  love  the  world  and  the  things  of  the 
world. 

Secondly,  you  fhall  know  it  by  thi^  when 
worldly  fhings  (hall  come  into  comp^pion  with 
thde  (hat  belong^to  a  good  conicience,  and  the 
fcrvioe  ofGODs  you  (hall  find  this  one  way 
whereby  you  may  difcerne  your  love  to  the 
world.  When  Chrifl  would  make  a  tryall  of  the 
young  flMn^  whether  hee  loved  the  world  or  no, 
ne  putt  him  to  it  by  this,  Goe  ( faith  he )  4i>i/^/4iif 
ih4$tb9Bh$lty  tmdfimatui follow  meet  awdtb»itfi4t 
itsve  irtdfirein  heaven*  When  itcattieincon»e« 
titioa  once  whether  hee  wete  befl  to  follow  Chnf^, 
and  fell  all  that  he  had,  and  that  he  muft  either 
forfake  C  H  R I S  T,  or  fbrfakc  his  riches;  hee  went 
awayfbrrowfiHi,  and  would  not  doe  tt.  So  we  (hall 
findin  Uh»  is. 42. when  thematter  caroetherein' 
to  competition,  diatif  they  confeffed  Chrill*  they 
(hoidd  bee  cafl  out  of  the  Synagognt*;  ^ith  the 
Tex^flioii§jhtfaey  beleeved  TJl^  cMfefnlhi^m, 
fir  titfkvtd  the  frtdfe  of  men  mortthM  thtfr»fe 
^God.  Their  carriagcthere  t  wards  Chriil,  when 
ttieirconfirffing  of  him  came  in  competition  with 
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their  applauic  and  honour  among  men,  ic  was  av 
argument  thitthcy  loved  f/je  rvorld  and  the  things  i^ 
ibcfvorld. 

Youfliallfccin  c-//^m^4;;^j  cafe,  when  the  LORD 
would  put  him  to  the  try  all,  and  bids  him  ccmefnnk 
his  kindnd^  and  from  his  Fathers  hottfe^   "and  fro^ 
his  ccnntrejy  this  in  Heb,  1 1 .  is  taken  as  an  argument 
of  his  love'^that  when  he  was  put  to  doc  cither  the- 
one  or  theotherjhe  made  his  choice  to  obey  the! 
LORD,  though  it  flood  with  the  loflTe  of  his  coun- ! 
f  1  cy  aiid  friends.  So,  I  fay,  confider  with  your 
(elves,  arUyou  (hill  find  many  cafes  wherein  yoiir 
colifcience  will  didtate  to  you,  this  you  muftdbe, 
this  you  ought  to  performc,  this  you  ought  not  to 
doe.  Perhaps  it  fliall  be  faid  unto  you  againe,  if 
you  doe  it,  you  fliall  lofe  fuch  a  friend,*  yoii.  fliall

grcatncffc :  Are  you  teketj  up  about  thefc  F  I  fay, 
die  adions  of  a  Man  are  a  fure  figne:  forthcLortt 
judgeth  us  by  our  anions  j  therefore  wee  may 
juoge  our  felvesby  them.  Confider  in  what  ele- 
ment you  live,  if  you  beefobuficd  about  worldly 
things' that  you  are  never  w£111;)ut  when  yoj  -are 
there,  and  as  for  heavenly  things ,  you  doe  them 
but  by  the  by,  and  when  you  are  doing  them  you 
are  weariej  this  is  an  argument  that  you  love  the- 
world,  iwhcn  a  man  (hall  turne  the  ftreame  of  his 
endeavourfcall  that  way,  when  hee  (hall  turne  all  his 
projeds^all  his  adions,all  his  labours  into  that. 
As  when  the  body  hath  awenneora  wolfe  in  it,  all  simile. 
the  nourifhincnr  isdrawne  to  that,. and  in  the  meane 
time  the  bodyislcanc  and  poorer  fois  itvis'hen  a 
mans  heart  is  taken  op  with  the  World,'  it  e.ires  up 
and  devouresallthe  thoughts,  iall  the  intentions  of 
the  mindjall  his  care,  and  etideavour,  and  ftriving 
runnesthis  away;  and  thehidde»  man  of  the  hearty 
in  the  meane  time,is  left  ftar>ed  and  pined  within/ 
This  is  a  (ignc  that  you  love  the  World,  this  fo 
much  intending  the  things  of  the  world:   aS'Chfift 
fpeakes,  The  lufis  of  jour  Fathermllyoudoe^loh^. 
What  is  the  meaning  of  tbati'  That  is,  lookero 
1  your  aftions,  to  your  doitfgs;  to  your  executions 
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«nd  peiiitrinaDccs,  and  you  fliall  find  that  ibey  are 
accordiog  to  the  lufts  of  your  Father  rhe  Divill, 
thofc  a&iones  tbcy  did  were  a  figne  that  they  did  af-* 
itSt  thofe  things  that  the  Divcll  ailefted. 

But  you  will  objed^  the  holieft  man,  he  that  is 
moft  regenerate^  yet  is  inordinately  a&dbed  to  tbr 
worlds  is  coo  ready  to  grieve,  and  to  rejoyce  in- 
ordinately ^  is  too  readie  to  faile  when  thefe  things^ 
come  in  competition  with  GOD.  Therefore  how 
ibould  we  examine  our  own  hearts  by  cbisf 
r  lanTwer  inaword^that  it  is  true  in  theSaint^ 
there  is  fometbing  in  theire  hearts  that  doth  all

but  yet  this  they  doe^  thcfe  worldly  lufts^od  de- 
(ires  they  are  ftill  checking  theto,  and  reftranifig 
them,  and  keeping  them  downe,  fo  that  though 
they  bee  there,  yet  they  doc  not  walke  sft^r  tk- 
VMitii  iftJbeir  mindes*^  they  are  not  loft  by  it,  but 
they  are/ri  bf  the  Sprit^tktt  walla  bjjhe  Spirit. 
.Indeed  fometimes  they  fall,  when  they  are  traof- 
ported  with  temptations,  and  through  incc^icao- 
cie,  and  infirmitiej  yet  their  conftant  walki^^  is 
notafttrthe  vMitkoftJmrmnii^  for  that  is  proper 
to  thofe  that  feare  not  G  O  D.Therefore  know  thus 
much  (my  bretberen  )thar  though  the  Saints  doe  j 
thefe  things  fometimes,  yet  their  pwpofe,  and  their  j 
defirc  and  care  is  to  croflc  and  rcfift  them  as  much 
IS  they  can,  that  though  they  have  thefe  inordinate 
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worldly  defircs  inthem,yctthcy  arc  not  Mid  wives 
to  thcmfclvcsto  bring  forth  fruit  tetheflejh,  they 
arenot  ftcwards^toprovidcforthcfc  before  -  hand, 
as  it  is  in  Rom.  ij.  Put  ye  cm  the  Lord  lefus^  Aitd 
take  no  cstre  for  the  fejh,  to  mdl^  frovifion  for  it  : 
I  fay  they  arc  not  ftewards  for  their  lufts,  bat  they 
refift  them,  and  drive  againfl:  them.  But  to  con* 
dude  this  alfoj  examine  your  felves  by  this  rule> 
whether  you  love  the  world  and  the  things  of  the 
worlds 

And  i£  wee  ^kc  an  examination  of  men  by  this, 
how  few  are  there  that  love  the  LORD  i  Wee  may 
truly  (ay  as  the  Apoftle  faith,  The  love  of  God  is 
mtitothem^  (otmettfeeke  themfelves,  and t heir  owne 
things y  and  not  the  things  of  lefus  Chrifi.  Onefol- 
lowes  this  particular,  another  char,  every  man  fit- 
ting and  plotting  a  garment  to  hlmfelfe  compofed 
of  fuch  vices  as  doe  luit.c  every  mans  humour*  Th's 
is  a  figne  that  you  love  not  the  L  O  R  D,  when  you 
mind  the  World,,  and  goe  with  the  world,  and  let 
ycur  whole  body  and  loule  follow  it,  with  all  the' 
a6lionsand  all  the  ftrength  and  endeavour  thereof  • 
The  love  of  many  fhall  tvaxe  cold,  b:caufe  iniqnitie 
jhall  abound.  What  is  the  meaning  of  that^  That 
is,  bccaufe  the  men  of  the  world,  thofe  that  are  in 
place,becaure  they  (hall  countenance  iniquicie,  be- 
qafife  the  ftreame  of  the  times  fliall  goe  that  way; 
for  this  eaufe  the  love  of  many  j})  all  w  axe  cold:  that 
is,  becaufc  they  mind  the  world ,  whereas  if  they 
did  not  love  the  world  ,and  the  things  of  it,  though 
iniquitie  did  abound,  yet  their  love  would  waxt 
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hotter.  When  things  are fo  that  iniquitic  abounds, 
fomc  will  not  take  the  paines,  they  love  their  ca&,  j 
and  coBtcntmcnt J  others  want  courage  to  doe  ir,.i 
they  arc  faint  -  hearted,  and  dare  no:  adventure. ' 
Now  whence  doth  this  come,  but  fro  ai  the  lovci 
of  the  world/"  lor  no  man  is  fcarfuIJ,  but  becaufe 
there  is  fomething  that  he  is  in  Jove  with,  and  is, 
Ipaih  to  part  with.  If  amandidnoclove  the  things; 
of  the  world,  he  would  have  courage  for  the  truth. 
This  is  therefore  an  argument  that  men  doc  love 
the  world,  and  confequ^ntly  the  love  of  the  Father 
is  not  in  them.  I 

Let  us  come  yet  to  another  expoftulatioa  In  1 
the  fifth  place  therefore,  if  you  love  the  L  O  R  Di  | 
you  will  find  in  your  felves  a  readinefle  to  pleafej 
him  in  all  things,  you  will  doe  it  naturally  r  Afr; 
the  Apoftle  ^^tskQSoi Timothy ^ i know  n0manlike\ 
mhded^  wh  mil  iaturallj  care  for  jour  matters.  So  I 
if  you  love  the  Lord  aright,  you  will  doe  it  with  a  \ 
naturall  affci^ion,    you  will  love  him  naturally: 
For  what  is  this  love  to  the  L  OR  D,  if  it  be  right, 
but  that  which  himfelfe  hath  planted  in  us?  Wee 
are  taught  of  him  to  love  him*  It  is  like  the  naturall ! 
afledion  which  Parents  have  to  their  Children; 
ftcha  kind  ofaifc<5lion  will  it  bee:  if  you  love  the 
LO R  D,you  will  doe  that  which  is  good  in  his 
fight   with  a  kind  of  naturalneffe  acid  readineflci 
you  will  be  carried  to  the  duties  of  his  fervice,  as ' 
the  fire  is  carried  upwards,  and  not  as  ftones  arc 
carried   upwards,  with  ihc  force  of  another,  but 
you  will  doe  them  readily  and  cbearfiillyj  you  will 
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noc  doe  good  duties  as  being  haled  to  them,  and 
put  on  to  doe  them,  but  yoxxmWh^c  zedotis  §fg9od 
workes^t^ztis^  you  will  have  a  burning  dcfirc  ia 
your  hearts,  longing  aher  them,  you  (hallaot  need 
to  have  them  forced  upon  you,  but  you  will  bee 
forward  to  doe  them^  youwitlbe  affc£led  to  good 
workc$  as  you  are,  oucoffclf^-love,  to  your  ownc 
bufineflc.  You  know  when  a  man  nacurally  lo- 
vcth  himfcife,  when  heeisto  doc  fomcthing  that 
concerocs  his  ownc  good,  how  folicitous  heeisa- 
bout  ir,  and  how  provident,  fore-cafting  how  to 
bring  it  to  paife,  and  if  any  rubbe  bee  in  the  way  it 
troubieth  htm;  if  there  be  any  faire  pafTage,  and 
likdihbod  of  atchicving  itj  he  rejoyceth.  Now,  if 
you  love  the  Lord  naturally  and  truely,  you  will 
goe  about  his  bufinelle  as  you  goe  about  your 
ownc,  if  there  l>ce  any  bufineflfcto  beedonc#  Ma- 
giftratcs  in  their  place,  Minifters  in  their  place,  and 
every  man  indeed  (hall  find  fome  buiineflc  to  doc 
wherein  hec  may  bring  glory  to  Gods  name,  and 
advantage  to  his  caofc^  Confider  now  how  you 
arc  ftirrcd  about  ir^  doc  you  goe  itbout  his  bu(i- 
nefTe,  are  you  (b  induftrious  acid  laborious,  doc 
youprojeftit,  doe  you  mind  itasyoure  ownc?  you 
will  not  ftand  cxpoftulating  the  matter,  to  izy ; 
muft  Idoeitf  and  is  it  of  neccflRcicf  But  if  it  bee'

You  fliall  know  it  by  thefe  two  things; 

Firft  by  the  evcnneflfc  of  your  carriage  towards 
the  Lord;  for  what  a  man  doth  naturally^  hee  doth 
with  a  kind  of  equalitie,  with  a  kind  of  evcnncflc: 
fo  that,  as  we  fay,  an  uneven  pulfc  is  a  (igne  ota 
deadly  atxl  dangerous  diftcmpcr  within.-  fo  I  fay, 
when  you  find  an  unevenneffc  in  your  carriages  to 
the  L  O  R  Di  that  you  are  off  and  on  with  hinn,  that 
Sometimes  you  doe  a  thing  for  him,  and  anon  you 
will  doe  for  your  lufts :  this  is  a  figne  that  you  love 
not  naturally.  Feined  things  are  for  the  nwfl:  part 
unrquall :  becaufe  when  a  man  doth*  not  doc  a  thing 
naturally,  he  cannot  hold  oat;  a  man  cannot! 
dirtcmble  fo  well,  but  at  one  time  or  other  hee| 
will  difcover  himfelfcj  what  a  man  doth  natural- 
ly, and  heartily,  hcc  is  like  himfclfe  in  it  ftill. 
Therefore  when  there  is  fuch  an  unevcnncflb  in 
your  wayes,  ( fome  will  be  very  forward  in  a  good 
caufe,  now  in  a  good  moode,and  then  out  of  (ita- 
gainc  )itisafignc  you  love  not  the  Lord  thus  natu- 
rally, for  then  you  will  be  even  in  your  carriage 
towardshim.

dates,  t|iey  will  not  come  to  this  examination  of 
themfclvcs,it  is  a  painfull  thing  to  th<rm,  men  are 
backward  to  examine  them&lves  in  private  i  what 
is  the  meaning  of  that  Phrafein  the  PiaLn,  ExM$ine 
your  felvis  ufon  jour  beds^  but  becaufe  examinati- 
onfhould  bee  when  a  man  is  ipo^  retired  !f)  I  fay, 
\if  you  find  it  to  be  To.  as  it  is  tbecalc  of  matiy, ,  then 
\  it 
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it  Ihoulu  opCQ  a  window  to  you^  to  lee  what  you 
have  defcrvcdatthc  Lords  hands,  how  juft  ic  were 
that  the  Lord  fhouldcaft  you  oflf:  For  when  you 
arc  enemies  to  the  Lord,  can  you  think  much  at 
it?

you  that  are  young  ancf  put  dff  repentance,  it  fliould 
move  you  to  come  in  betimes :  For  if  this  be  requi- 
red of  you  to  love  the  Lord,  and  you  fhall  not  bee 
exempted  from  death  wh6n  it-  comes,  though  you  ^ 
bee  never  fo  able,  aiid  never  fo  ftrong  andluftys 
what  condition  doe  you  thinke  you  will  bee  in,  if.

needs  muft  bee,  if  you  love  him  not  ^  And  if  you  i

Children^  and  even  to  love  Chy  recreations :  he  gives 
thee  leave  to  difpenfe  and  to  difti'ibute  thy  heart  to 
thisorthar^  as  long  as  thou  doft  ic  lawfiiily^onely 
thou  muft  doe  it  9S  his  command. 

Yea>when\ye  give  our  hearts  to  the  Lord^he  gives 
mnot  them  lagain  onely,  but  he  gives  them  much 
better  than  he  received  ttieqi^^^iVpainted^new  beau, 
tified  and  new  fumifhedjiie  gives  them  in  a  farre 
better  conditional  There  is  no  man  that  lofeth  by 
giving  his  heart  to  the  Lord^but  be  gives  it  hnn  again 
much  netter.  As  we  fay  of  vapours  that  arife  out  of 
the  Eartb^  the  Heavens  return  them  again  in  pure 
water^much  better  than  they  received  thems  fowill 
the  lord :  if  thy  heart  afcend  to  him^fhy  impure,thy 
iinfijfl'heart^the  Lord  will  give  it  thee  better.  As  we 
fay  of  Earth,  when  the  Earth  receiyesthe  Sea-water, 
atid  pudle-warer,irgivesic  better  than  it  received 
it^infhe  Springs  anoFountaines  J  for  it  ftraines  the 
water  and  purines  it^that  whereas  wlien  it  came  into 
the  bowels  of  the  Earth,  ic  was  muddy,ialt,  and  bri- 
nilli,it  returnes  pure^  &  cleaiie,and  frefli  as  you  know 
I  li  the 
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the  waters  of  the  Sptinesand  Founraines  aret  fo  the 
Lord  doth  with  us.  If  thou  wouldeft  jgiye  thy  hearts 
defire,thyaf(eftionstQbim,thou  fhouldeft  have  aU 
againe,  onely  with  this  difference,  thy  aflfedioos 
fliould  be  more  pure,  thy  thoughts,  all  the  faculties 
ot  thy  Soule  (hould  be  renewed,  and  cleanfed,  and 
beautified,  he  would  rellore  them  better  to  thee,  but 
yet  thou  Ihouldeft  have  them,  let  it  be  thy  comfort. 
So  that  here  is  all  tlie  dijFerence,  take  a  man  nonr 
that  loves  himrelfe>  and  that  thinkes  with  himfelfe> 
Well>fiiy  what  you  will,!  will  go  mine  owrnwaycs, 
I  will  provide  for  mine  own  contentment  in  this  life, 
Ikhow  not  what  I  (hall  tiaveafter,!  will  look  to  mine 
own  profit,  I  fay,  compare  this  man  with  anoti^, 
that  refblvesthus  with  himfelfe.  Well,  from  hence 
IwiU  denymy  felfe/anderoile  my  £el^  and  willfeek 
no  more  mine  own  contentment,  nor  to  (atisfie  mine 
owne  defires  and  luft$,but  I  will  give  my  heart  whol- 
ly to  the  Ln^d.  The  queftion  now  is, which  of thefe 
are  gainers  i  I  {ay,the  latter  hath  as  much  liberty  and 
as  much  power  of  his  own  heart,  hee  (hall  have  asj 
much  u(e  of  all  that  is  within  him,  as  the  other  hath» 
that  takes  it  to  himfelfe :  all  the  di&'rence  is,  the  one 
is  an  unjuftowner,the  {econd,the  Lord  hath  made  the 
fteward  of  his  own  heart.  So  that  the  Lord  hath  thy 
heart,  and  yet  it  is  thine  owne  heart,  thou  nisuft  dif- 
po(e  of  it  as  a  Steward  under  thy  Mafter,  thou  haft 
itasbefore,onelynow  thoudoeft  it  by  his  appoint- 
ment, before  it  was  at  thine  owne.  Let  aU  this  there* 
fore  ftirre  you  up  to  love  the  Lord. 
\    You  will  fay , indeed  th  is  is  enough  to  perfwade  us 
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CO  come  in  to  love  the  Lord^and  we  are  contented  to 
doe  fojthe  anfwer  we  have  &om  mod  men.  But  now^ 
what  kind  of  love  ffaall  we  have  at  their  hands  f 

My  bretfaren^we  muft  addechisfora  conclufion^ 
that  it  is  not  eveq^  kind  of  lovcthat  the  Lord  accepts: 
but  your  love  muft  have  thefe  conditions  in  it  J  will 
briefly  name  fomeof  them,attdroconclude« 

Firft^you  miift  love  hvaimthdllypiirhedrts^c^  with 
dllj$mijhl;fOVLl^^  required  in 

the  Scriptures.  That  is^the  Lord  will  have  the  whole 
ftreame  of  your  afiedbas,  and  defires  anc^iitenti. 
ons^  and  your  indeavours  to  runne  to  him^  there 
muft  not  a  rivulet  mnne  out  of  it^  it  mufl;  nor  bee 
drained  away,but  the  whole  ftreame  muftallbe  be- 
ftowed  upon  him,  there  muft  be  no  divifion  there  j 
youffluft  nothere  fay  asheGuth,my  Countrey^&  my 
my  Father^  my  Children  and  my  Friends  have  a  part 
in  my  love^.bot  the  Lord'muft  have  all,  and  there  is 
gdodrearbnlbr  it^becaufe  he  beftowed  all  on  you. 
ft  is  in  this  love^  as  it  is  in  marriage^  in  that  there 
ishocorriviUadmitted^buttheremuftbe  all  in  aUj 
forthe  Husband  muft  beftow  himf^lf  wholly  on  his 
Wifciandthc  wifcon  the' Husband:  fo  i/'you  love 
the  Lerd.if  the  match  be  made  between  you,  there 
is  all  in  that  equality ;  if  the  Lord  beftow  all  on  you^ 
and  yon  beftow  but  halfoh  him,  there  is  no  equali- 
ty^bi^unevennede.Bdt  wheta  you  beftow  all  on  him, 
when  you  love  him  with  all  yodr  heart,  and  with  all 
your  foule^that  makes  the  match  between  you. 

You  will  fay,thc  Lord  doth  not  beftow  himfelfe 
wholly  on  rac,  hebeftowes  himfelfon  many  others, 
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on  many  thoufandsbefides  me^  and  why  (hould  ooc 
I  beflow  my  felfconanotherf 

I  anf\ver>  it  is  not  fo^the  Lord  beftowcs  hitnfclfe 
wholly  pa  thcc,  Hof.^  .3.  it  is  a  borrowed  fpeech^I 
will  be  tatbee  alone^  and  I  will  have  .thee  to  be  fa  to 
me;  (b  the  Lord  faith  to  every  man^I  will  be  done  to 
thee,and  thou  (halt  be  alone  to  me.  lam  my  hlaveds^ 
Mdmy  btUvtdis  mint.  This  isthe  match  due  muft  be 
between  you.  And  when  you  fay  the  Lord  is  not 
wholly  yours^  I  Cry,  hets^though  hebeftow  himielie 
on  many  thoufaoas  befides.  You  will  aske^  how  can 
that  be? 'I  fay,  that  may  be  by  reafon  of  his  iofioice' 
nefle*  for  that  which  isinfimte.hath  notparts^  and 
therefore  he  beflowes  himfelfenot  partly  on  on^  and 
partly  on  another,  but  he  befbws  all  upon  every  one, 
for  he  is  infinite  and  hath  no  parts.  To  ezprefle  my 
felfe  by  a  fimilimde,a  point  hath  no  paxts^  it  is  one 
indivifiblc,  let  a  thoufand  lines  come  to  one  point,  e- 
very  one  loththe  whole,and  yet  there  is  butone  that 
anfwers  all,  bccaufe  it  is  indivifible,  and  every  one 
hath  all:  So  is  it  with  the  Lord,  though  there  be  mv- 
ny  thoufands  that  God  loves,  yet  every  one  hath  the 
Lord  wholly,  he  isto  them  alone,  and  expels  thee  to 
be  to  him  alone,  to  bcflow  thy  felfe  wholly  on  him; 
thereupon  all  thofe  words  are  put  va^^houjhslt  live  the 
Lirdmthdthj  miMd^with  dthy  heayt^mtbdltbyfmU. 
The  meaning  is  this,  wheat  that  is  to  a  man  is  let  on 
worktofcrve  theZr^r^^whe  he  looks  to  the  £#r^,whe 
he  inclines  towards  the  Lord,  that]is, when  the  mind  is 
fct  on  worke  to  thinkc  on  him,to  remember  his  glori- 
ous workes,to  have  a  right  knowledge  an  J  opimoa  of 
I  him: 
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him.*  AgaiOjWhcn  theme  mory  is  fet  on  worke  to  reu 
member  him^  and  not  to  fbrger  hii  bencfits^his  (la* 
tutcsand  his  ordinances,  and  Co  the  reft  of  his  ficulr 
ties.  And  therefore  if  wclove  the  Lord^wee  will  not 
doe  this  wkh  our  felves^o  thinke  I  love  him^and  yet 
I  unil  fuffer  my  mind  in  the  meane  time,tobe  exer- 
cifediacotttemplatingoffornicationsnortothinkc  r 
lore  the  Lord^and  yet  will  (offer  my  memory  in  the 
meaoetime^berecoUoSing  injijries3&  breeding 
oftbem^nd  recalling  my  pleafaiK  ^nesthat  are  for- 
merly paftjtfaat  I  (hould4ibhorre,tbou  cairfl  not  love 
him  aod  doethis.Againe  thou  muft  not  fay  I  love 
him,  andy et  lcttby>  affedUonrrunneafter  this  &  that, 
but  thy  whole heaxrmuft  be befiowedon  him:Thou 
mud  not  tfitnketolove  bim^and  to  refer  ve  thy  aflfec^- 
ions  forthisor  that  particular  thing^  that  thou  lovcft 
iQordinatel v,bcc  muft  beftow  all  thefe on  the  Lord« 
Theiecod  thing  required  in  this  love  wt^rewith  I 
wiknd^is  xhisjt!t^jcMilpf;ethe  L^dmhalycur  might. 
Vou  will  fay^what  isthe  meanir^  of  that,  to  love  the 
Lord  with  all  my  niight,and  withall  my  ftrengthf 
FortheunderflandingofthiS;^  you muft  know,  that 
God^hatfa  givenxliilerent  mighr  ad  difierent  ffrength 
to  mcnjasa  rich  man  hath  more  mightthan  another: 
forliecan  rule  more,  and  fway  more,  and  command 
more  than  a poore  man  can.  A  gaine  a  Magiftratc^he 
canreflraine  bv  his  power^and  encourage  me  by  bis 
authority,' ancf  win  them>  yea  com  pell  them  by  his 
example.  Againe  a  learned  man,  that  is  of  great  parts^ 
thatisofaiftrcnger  witthenanother^hee  hath  morel 
might  tba  anather,he  is  able  to  doe  more  tha  a  man  I 
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of  weaker  parts.  Now  to  love  the  Lord  with  all  our 
migbt^  is  to  improve  all  the  meanes  we  have,  all  the 
ftrcngth,  all  the  abiliticthat  we  have  above  others, 
to  improve  it  Co,  that  we  may  ferve  the  Lord  with  it 
more  than  others^  that  even  as  thou  exccedeft  any  in 
tbefe  abilities^  fo  thou  mufl;  goe  beyond  them  in  (er- 
ving  the  Lord :  This  is  to  love  the  Lord  with  all  thy 
might,  that  is  to  love  him  (b  much  more  than  a  poore 
man^to  beflow  more  on  him,to  doe  more  for  him,as 
thy  riches  make  thee  more  able,  &  more  ftrong  than 
another.    For  thee  to  love  him  now  as  another  man 
doth,tbat  hath  leffe  might^the  Lord  will  not takethis 
love  at  thy  hands;  but  will  fay  to  thee  as  Land-lords 
fay  to  their  Teiiants,  when  they  bring  them  Icfle  rent 
then  they  fliould,  Icflc  than  his  due,they  will  receive 
noncsfor  they  fay,  fo  much  is  due.  The  Lord  will  re- 
quire this,  that  you  love  hin^  with  all  your  might.  If  J 
thou  be  a  rich  man^if  thou  be  a  Magiftrate,if  thou  be  \ 
a  man  of  fuch  and  fuch  opportunities  to   ferve ' 
the  Lord 5  and  doc  but  a  little,  he  will  not  accept  it  at 
all:  thou  muft  love  the  Lord  with  all  thy  nrighr,  for ; 
God  requires  this  at  thy  hands,hee  leaves  it  not  arbi- ; 
trary.  He  faith.  To  whom  much  is  given ^of  him  much 
fhdilbe  required.Hc  faith  not,I  leave  it  to  him  to  doe 
more  or  leffe,  but  I  require  it,  that  is,  I  will  exad  ir,  \ 
according  to  the  mcafure  he  hath  received.  There-  ■ 
forecofider  with  thy  felfe,  whatmeaes  thou  haft,! 
what  power  God  hath  put  into  thy  hads^what  ability ; 
thou  haft  more  tha  others.  When  you  fend  a  fervant  | 
to  market,you  give  him  a  greater  price,you  put  more  \ 
I  money  into  hishads,foyou  expedhc  fliould  bring' 
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mpfc  tbatiiinocher  that  hath  a  lefife  price  put  intx)  his , 
Ban48:So  tke  Lord  doth  wtch  mco,he  fends  men  in^ 
CO  the  world^as  mea  are  fentinto  the  market^he  gives 
a  larger  price  to  fome^to  fome  he  gives  five  Talents, 
to  fome  three,  to  fome  cwoi^  the  Lord  expels  that 
they  fliould  bring  borne  according  to  the  price  they 
have  in  their  ji'ands^that  is  according  to  the  might, 
according  to  the  fttengch  &  opportunity  he  hath  gi^ 
ven  them.  For  you  muft  kno w,the  Lord  obferves  an 
exa(%  difference  bet  wreene  man  and  man.It  may  be, 
thou  lived  under  better  mcancs  than  another,  thou 
haft  had  better  education  than  another,  tbjou  haft 
more  knowledge  in  the  wayes  of  God  than  andther^ 
the  Lord  hath  helped  thee  more  by  the  inward  (iig- 
geftions  of  hisfpidt  than  another,  he  looks  thatthou 
Sibuldcft  bripg  forth  more  fruit  than  another.  And  fo 
agalne  for  aliother  abilities  and  advantages:the  Lord 
expeds  at  our  hands  that  we  love  him  with  all  our 
might,otherwiie,  faith  he,  you  might  have  given  my 
money  to  the  ex chan^ers,and  they  would  havcmade 
ufeofir,  Niarke  that  in  the  Parable  of  the  Talents? 
for  a  man  will  be  ready  to  fay,  if  I  bcfto  wfomc  love 
on  the. Lord,  why  (hould  he  exaft  and  rcqurethe  ut- 
nioft,why  doth  he  require  fo  much  at  my  hads?  Yes, 
faith  he,if  another  had  this  might,  if  another  had  this 
ftrength  &  this  opportunity  thatthou  haft, he  would 
have  do  as  the  exchangers  doe,  he  would  havebrou- 
gh  tit  in  wuh  profit;  fo  if  that  abilitie  were  given  to 
another,hc  would  makcufeof  it;  And  therefore  think 
not  much,if  he  require  it  at  thy  hands,for  there  is  loflfi  negligent. 
if  he  fliould  not.  Therefore  know  that  the  Lord  re- 
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qiiites  this  atthy  bands,  ft  may  be  thacthoa  art  iiMie 
compofed,  awl  more  difpolM  theoanocber^ieisoo' 
thing  for  thee  to  abftaide  ftomdritdcn^^to  abffadae 
from  (wearing,  becaufethou  arc  framed  this  wnr  by 
natundl  ii:^piuity,and  natorall  temper  thacGod  bath 
etvcn  thee,  it  is  not  that  the  Lord  reqmres  no  more, 
.  but  that  thou  live  roberly,ffee  from  groffe  fins :  ik>, 
God  looks  for  more,he  requires  of  every  ma  accor- 
ding to  his  flrengthandabiuty.As^yduknow^a  child 
may  runne,  and  another  man  may  wjdir,  the  Childe 
takes  morepaioes,  the  man  leiTe  j  if  the  levrard  were 
to  be  given  according  to  the  endqivour«  the  Childe 
fhould  have  it,  though  he  that  walkes  come  to  the 
goalebefore  bim. 

A  man  that  is  weake  may  not  doe  fb  much  as  an- 
other that  is  flroDg,and  able  to  do  ten  dmes  as  much 
work  as  the  other  man  that  is  weake;  thouff  h  thou  I 
do  more  work  than  he,  this  is  not  accepted,  becaife  > 
he  looks  that  every  man  fhould  do  bis  ntmofi,  he  re- 
qniresthit  you  ihould  love  him,  and  ferve  him,  and 
£t  your  felves  to  improve  all  your  ability  according 
tothcmight,accordit^tothe  Talent,  according  to 
thepricc  he  hath diftributed  and  meafured  to  you, 
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HEIaftthuKthatwc  nUicdupoB 
was  the  coditiSs  that  (lA^tequucs 
in  our  love  to  him,  wee  went 
through  two  of  them  the  lift  time, 
weecome  now  to  that  which  le- 
nuines. 

Thirdly,  you  ihall  finde  this  to  bee  another 
condition  in  our  love  to  the  Lord,  to  love  him  «- 
itve  dll,  that  is,  iaconpaiaUy  above  all :  For, 
my  brethren,  wee  may  love  many  things  in  the 
World,  wee  may  love  our  felves,  wee  are  com- 
manded to  loyeout  brethren  atouriclves;  But  this 
. ■  is 
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is  peculiarly  required  to  the  love  of  God,  if  it  be 
rig^Mfto  ii»^  fuchji  the  l^^^^^^pi^  hands, 

that  we  loy6  him  aBbYeall^^\>therwiiK:  w^  doe  oot 
fovc  him  as  God,we  love  him  as  a  creaturcrFor  (b  we 
love  him  as  God,  and  yctnotto  love  him  above  all^ 
is  a  contradidtion. 

Befides^if^fltlbotQdjIbt  rieClcop  him  $s  the  chiefc 
good,  an^  (b^rize\|iim  a);)oye  all,  ibme  thing 
would  offer  it  (elfe  one  time  or  another  to  us^  and  | 
draw  our  afiPcif^ions  to  it,  and  then  wee  (hould  leave 
the  Lord  and  takethat:Thcrefore,I  fay, it  is  required ; 
that  we  love  thcX.Qr(i3ai>6i:r^.  /JFoj  every  kind  of 
love  is  not  fulBcient:  as  we  fee  it  in  other  thingsj 
that  love  that  will  ferve  a  fervat,  or  a  common  friend 
will  not  ferve  a  wife,  it  is  another  kinde  of  lovej 
that  love  wilj  not  fervefor  onej  will  not  ferve  for  an- 
other.^a  Parens, a  King,  andamafter,  asthey  haVe 
different  relations,  fo  they  muft  be  loved  with  diffe- 
rent kinds  of  love.   Now  then  confidcr  what  love  it 
is  that  belongs  to  the  Lord,he  muft  have  all,hc  muft 
have  a  love  that  anfwers  him:  othcrwife,  ifthouj 
come  with  a  little  pittance  of  love^  and  fay.  Lord,  1 1 
am  willing  to  bcftowthis  on  thee,  the  Lord  will  re-' 
fufeitihewillanfw.I  will  take  none  ofihefc  things  at 
your  hands.-  Even  as  Land-lords  doe  with.theirT'e-l 
nanrs, when  they  bring  not  all  theRent,thcy  refufcic 
and  reje(5l  it,  becaufc  it  isnof  that  which  they  re- j 
quire  and  which  isdue.Even  fo  the  Lord  deales  with} 
uSjas  he  did  with  the  young  man  of  the  Gofpell, faith 
bc^Go  andfellaUthat  thou  hd(t:  My  brethren,  ic  was 
nottheadl  of  felling,  it  was  the  atfediion  that  was 
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quired . Therefore  Chrifl;  did  but  try  hisaffedionby 
ifj.  and  it  was  ptirforincfd  byj^he  Wi^  Merchant  that 
fold  all,  this tHe  Losd.  tequir^s  thftt^yb  fbpuid  love 
hinoi above alL    .      i      •    ..    i    :\  ..

But  you  will  ob  je&i  what,  to  love  God  above  my 
ielfe,  how  can  I  doe  that? 

Yes  my  brethren^  and  there  is  good  reafoa  for 
that  too^  becauTe  in  fo  doing  we  provide  b^for  our 
fel vesj  it  is  not  fo  with  the  creature,  if  y oufet  your 
love  upon  it,  if  you  love  any  creature  above  your 
(elves,  it  may  betbedeftruiSbionof  your  felves/  But 
the  Lord  can  provide  for  you,and  repaire  you  againe 
when  the  creature  isdeflroyed  for  the  Lords  fakcj 
when  a  man  isaloofer  of  any  thing  that  he  doth  for 
the  Lord  he  is  a  greater  gainer  by  ie  j  for  it  is  the  rule 
that  God  hath  appointed  the  creature  and  the  perfe* 
iSlion  of  every  creature  is  in  comming  necrcto  the 
rule.  Now  when  the  Lord  hath  appointed  this,  to 
love  him  above  our  felves,  in  fo  doing  wc  cannot 
caufe  but  provide  beft  for  our  fclves,  becaufe  therein 
lies  our  excellency  and  perfe^ion.  This  is  therefore 
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lanother  Piopeitjf  of  this  love^  we  muft  love  God 
above  all,  abo?frall  riches^  above  all  profits^  ^han 
dl  honour andcrfedit^above  all  learoing  and  delight, 
above  our  felves&ouK  lufts/  therefore  you  Hal  find  it 
inthephrafe  of  Scriptare  howitriumes^  thole  that 
\owc  flexures  m^re  thMGidjAioCcthat  love  thefraift 
pffmenfMrethdnG^d^thok  that  love  wealth,  more 
than  GodyyottCeehowthcryareexclHded. 

You  (hall  fee  what  itisnot  to  love  the  praiie  of 
men  m  we  than  God,  it  it  this  wheo-tfaey  come  to- 
gether at  fome  times  incompetition,as  they  will  ever 
andanofi,ftilltopre£nrreGodbefbretheiD.  As  for 
example,th€  Lord  hath  commanded  vou^tofaa^tifie 
the  Sabbath  to  pray  continually,  theleaff  thovcai^ 
doe,  is  to  doe  it  Eveoing  and  Morning,  and-  to 
doe  it  diligently.  Now  when  xlff  profits  and  thy 
bufinefle.  or  thy  eafe  (hall  come  and  thruft  thee  o^ 
from  fucn  aducie,  now  they  come  to^heT,and  here 
they  meet  upon  a  narrow  Bridge  as  it  were;  if  cfaou 
fhatt  now  preftrrethy  profits  and  thy  bulincflfe  be^ 
fore  the  (ervice  of  the  Lord,  thou  art  a  lover  of  chy 
wealth  more  then  of  him.  You  may  bring  it  to  many 
fuch  examples. 

So  agatne,  the  Lord  hath  commanded  to  be  dili- 
gent in  your  callings,  to  improve  the  time  to  the  beft 
advanta^e,f6r  you  fliall  give  zt\  account  for  ir,it  is 
one  of  the  moft  precious  Talents  you  have:  Now,  if 
pleafures,  and  fports^  and  recreations  (hall  come  in 
and  allure  you,  and  call  you,  to  draw  you  away  to 
fpendtimeamifTe,  now  rhey  comcincompetirion^ 
ifyou  doe  this  ordinarily,  ye  are  lovers  of  pleafurcs 
more  then  lovers  of  God.  So' 
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So  againe,  God  hath  commanded  thee  that  thou 

I  (houldeft  not  commit  adukery^  that  thou  (halt  not 

(  kiU,thatthoufliaicfbrbearetQ  revenge,  andthe  like : 

Now  if  any  luft  fliall  ftand  in  oppofition  to  fuch  a 

command,  if  thou  preferre  this  before  it,  thou  ark  t 

lover  of  thy  felf^and  of  thy  luftsbefbre  God. 

In  a  wordy  go  through  any  fiich  thing,  wherein 
Cod  and  thy  lufts,..thy'pl(ca(ure&  oif  thy  profits  come 
in  competition,  when  tboa  (hak  in  thy  ordinary 
courle  be  ready  to  prefitrethat  .before  hmi,  thou  lo- 
ved that  before  him,  cbou  loveft  that  before  the 
Lord;  and  though  thou  think  that  thou  loveft  God, 
yet  notwitfailanding^kno^^  this,  that  that  love  is  not 
fufifident^thoD  muft  love  lum  above  all. 

And  if  you  fay,  who  is  ableto  perform  this  ?  Who 
is  it  that  doth  not  at  fome  times  preferre  his  pleai- 
fures  aqd  profits  bcSoi(if,tbp  pbz^ikoee  to  a  com- 
mand? ,, 

tanfwer,itis  a  thing  that  bath  been  done  and  i^ 
done  by  all  the  Saints:Therefore  if  you  loo^  in  'Diut. 
2pf.^.{aith  the  hotd^willfinmmifistkf  bemyUtdthe 
heart  ff thy  feed,^  thottfitahhwmijnfbdtlif  fturttf 
I  He  fpeakesit  there  of  a  thmg  that  is  a^  indeed, 
ofa  thing  that  istobedone  1>y  thofe  ths^  are  rege- 
nerate ."I  will  circumctfe  you,  and  then  you-  (hall 
doc  it.  And|  my  brethren,  a  man  that  hath  tlw 
leafi  naieafiire  of  grace,  if  te,  be  once  in  Chiift,  be 
loves  God  above  aiij  that  is,  let  »man  be  faimfelfe  j(e 
any  time,  let  not  his  luftsget  the  upper  ground  of 
hioii  ^s  fometimcs  they  doe  when  he  i^  in  paflion  and 
tranfpprteds,  indeed  then  feare  may  prevfuleasirdid' 
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with  Fettr,  and  lufts  may  preVaile  as  thc^  did  with 
DAvid:  But  the  meaning  is,  letanunbchimfelfeia 
hisordinarie  courfe,and  ftiil  he  prcterics  the  Lord  be- 
fore any  thing  in  all  his  a^ons. 

You  will  fay,  this  is  a  thing  that  no  man  can  doe,  to 
love  God  above  all. 

Yes,niy  beloved,  therefore  you  muft  underftand  it 
thusj  that  comparatively  you  may  reach  its  allthofe 
that  are  fanAified,  doe  love  him  above  all:  although 
there  be  many  degrees  of  Love  you  cannot  reach  un- 
to, yet  you  love  him  above  all.  Even  as  it  is  in  Mar- 
riage,  a  man  may  love  his  Wife  with  fuch  a  degree 
of  love  as  is  meete  for  hir,  yet  there  may  be  a  grea- 
ter degree  of  love,  conririuance  oftinifsmayincreale 
thatlove  up 01  further  knowledge,  &c.  Sbwemay 
bve  the  Lord  above  all,  and  yet  come  Aort  of  that 
degree  that  we  may  lia^e  after  longer  cOmmunionj 

and  greater  f^miliarity.So  much  for  thisthird  condi- 
tion, to  love  him  above'all.  :       •  . 

But  yet  this  is  not  cnpugn,wc  nndc  another  con* 
dition  required  in.this  Lovc^  in  Ephejlp  jy.  Thdt 
yet  Si  Tirttdind greuriiedintoire^  tbiatis,  thatasyee 
noiuft  not  love  tfcSj  Lord  by  halves,  foycc  niuftnot 
love  him  by  fits  andby  ftarts,  it  muft  be  a  fi  xed  love, 
a  permanent  love,  you  muft  be  rooted  and  gfoun. 
ded  in  It,  othervvife,  as  it  is  faid  of  him  that  is 
unftable  in  the  Fiith>  as  Jam.  i.ii.He  kas  i  wdvt  pf 
thtfedtoffedto  dr  fro^thc  fame  may  be  faid  of  him 
that  wavers  in  love,he  is  tofled  to  &  fro,  tha:  is.fbme- 
tinges  he  commeth  with  great  purpoies,  with  abun- 
dance of  promifes  and  refolutions,  that  feeme  as 
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biggc  as  Mountainesj  but  (lay  a  while,  and  the^ 
come  to  nothing,  they  vanifh  away.  Suppofc  \i 
were  thy  own  ca(e,ihat  a  man  Oibuld  come  to  thee^ 
with  an  exprcffion  of  as  much  love,  as  that  there 
could  be  no  more  for  a  day  or  t  wo^^  but  ptefentl y  af- 
ter\yard,  heeis  as  ftriange  as  if  hee  htid  never  /ccne 
thee,  wouldeft  tliou  regard  fuch  ,a  love  as  tfe's?  No 
rurely,but'as  we  uletc»  doe  wlthfratnick  men,though 
that  they  befoberforawhilp,  yet  we  reckon  them  ■ 
frantick,  becat^fe  they  are  more  cohiftahtly  frantick ; 
fiich  account  ddth  the  Lord  make  of  fdch'as  doe  love 
himbyfitsandbviBaflielSi'  .  '     .' 

But  you  will  (ay,  who  is  there  that  is  alwaies  at 
the  fame  (lay?  It  is  true  my  Brethren,  I  denie  not 
butthat  the  beftofthe  Saints  have  their  love  fome- 
cifflesinthe,fiifiTide,a:h(i(bmetimes  in  the  loweft 
ebbe^i  but  ybumtiflfkiiow  that  there  is  a  great  dcale 
of  dmerence  befeweeb  thefe  degrees,  and  that  love 
that  is  as  the  mortung  dew  and  prefently  dryed  up 
againe,  therefore  you  muft  alwa;^es  remember,  that 
this  mufl  be  added  to  that'  which  for^eirly-  hath 
beene  fpoken,thatye  muft  rooted  be  and  grounded  in 
love. 
You  wilKay,  how  (hall  we  doe  that^ 
Remember  but  thefe  two  things.*  Labour  to  be 
rooted  and  grounded  in  Faith,  ^d  then  you  (hall  be 
rooted  and  grounded  in  Love^as  in  that  place  I  na- 
med before  in£/)&(^.3.i7.he  prayeth  th^tcMJlmay 
dtfellin  their  hearts  bjfuth^  thdtfo  being  roetedsnd 
grtmuUdi»  Love  they  mdj  cdrnfrehend  ^e.  Let  a  man 
confider  Well  upon  what  ground  he  hath  perfwaded 
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ibitnfelf  of  the  Lords  £iv6urapd  love  to  hioij  let  him 
not  build  upon  a  hollow  landy  foundation^  but  let^him 
biuld  the  afluraace  of  his  falvatibn  upon  a  Rock/that 
is,  let  him  examine  his  grounds  to  the  bottome^  let 
him  feaicb  ic  well,  let  him  confider  all  the  objc^oos 
that  may  be  mdde  againit  his  affurance^  and  not  give 
over  till  he  be  fuUy  convinced,  that  the  Lord  his 
heart  is  perfedl  with  him,  and  when  he  is  thus  rooted 
and  grounded  in  Huth^he  will  likewife  be  rooted  and 
grounded  in  love« 

A  gaine,  remember  to  pitch  your  love  upon  the 
perfon,  not  to  love  him  for  byrefpeds,  fot  other 
matters,  but  fetyour  eye  upon  the  very  per(bn  c{ 
Chrifl^to  behold  him  in  his  glory,  ia  his  purcnelTei 
in  bis  attributes^  in  all  his  exce^lehc^cSy  and  fo  to 
love  him ,  for  that  will  CQ'ntinue  j  fbi  If  you  love  the 
Lotd  bcdufe  he  deals  well  with  you,  becaufe  you 
have  hope  he  will  fave  you,  becaufe  you  have  esca- 
ped fucb^nd  fuch  judgements  through  his  provi- 
dcnce,  if  atiy  of  ihcfe  be  the  ground  of  your  love, 
thefc  are  mti'able  j  but  if  you  love  him  For  birafelf^, 
becaufe  ofthat^miablencffethat  is  in  him  i  for  my 
bictbren,heis  the  fame,  M^rf  is  nifl^ad^p  if  change 
in  Aw.Therefoteif  you.lov€  himthus,your  love  will 
beconilant^thisvv^s  the  cafe  of  M^  his  love  was 
right,  he  loved  the  very  pcrfon  of  God,  therefore  he 
was  willing  to  take  good  and  evill  at  the  hand  of 
God,aodyet  his  love  remained  fure.  Take  another 
man  th^t  hath  not  known  Gad^  tliat  is  not  acquain.- 
ted  with  him,  it  may  be  when  the  Lord  hath  brought 
him  into  prosperity,  he  will  forget  tkc  Lord,  as  Dr 
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mas  tmbracedtbtfrtfentwtrldi  the  profpcrity  of  Hich 
a  inandniwe^hii9  from  God.  Aootherman,  when 
persecutions  and  tiyallsconiey  he  forfakesche  Lord, 
Dccaule  indeed  he  pitched  not  bis  love  upon  his 
perfon,  therefore  he  loves  him  not  conflanily.  But 
togoeon. 

The  next  u  that  property  ye  (ball  findini  r/&<^. 
uj,D$Ugeiit  Uve:  that  is  the  Laft  which  I  will  name 
to  you.  I  fay,itmuft  be  a  diligent  love  wherewith 
vou  love  the  Lord)  and  not  an  idle  and  negligent 
love,  not  a  love  that  is  in  (hew  only,  but  a  love  that 
is  operative,  for  that  God  requires. 

You  will  (ay,  wherein  (hould  out  love  be  dili- 
gent? 

I  anfwer,  yon  muft  be  diligent  in  preparing  for 
the  Lords  comming,  that  you  may  receive  the  iCin^ 
of gltry  ythit  he  may  enter  into  your  hearts,  for  there 
is  a  diligence  of  love  In  that;  to  dot  Zi  Ithn  Bdftift 


came  to  doe,  to  f re  fare  the  wafofthe  Ltrd»  What  was 
that!f  to.bring  downe  the  npitaines,  and  to  raife 
up  the  VftUeys,  that  Is,  thcVhigh  thoughts^  thofc 


high  lufts  tbat  ftand  inoppofitionagsunfithe  Lord, 
that  foarre  the  doore  againft  him,  that  will  not  let 
him  enter  into  your  hearts,  bring  downe  thofe  moun- 
taines:  againe,  the  valleis  icuft  be  raifed  up,  that 
God  may  come  ;and  dwell  in  your  hearts;  the  dili- 
gence of  love  is  fliewed  in  opening  to  the  Lord  when 
be  knockes,  that  when  a  thing  dull  befuggeAed  to 
you,  it  is  for  the  Lords  advantage  to  embrace  it,  for 
it  is  the  nature  oftrue  love,  it  entargcth  and  wiJeaeth 
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Againc,  love  is  diligent  in  adorning  it  fclfe^aQd 
beautifying  the  Soule  for  the  approach  of  the  Lo- 
ver, fuch  isthis  love  that  we  fpe^e  of^  itwiUmake 
you  make  your  fclves  new  creatures:  exprefle  your 
diligence  .  therefore  in  labouriug  to  adorne  your 
hearts  with  graces,  that  the  Lord  may  take  a  delight 
to  dwell  in  you$  be  diligent  alfo  in  cicanfing  your 
fclves ^^j»  4U pollution  cfflejh  and JpiriP^thaiyf  hen  the 
Lord  commetb^  hee  may  finde  no  fluttifli  comer 
within  you,  for  the  Lord  hateth  thefc:  As  thcl/rd- 
elitis  were  to  goe  with  a  paddle,  and  cover  every  fil- 
thy thing,  becaufe  faith  the  Text,  The  L^rdwulketh 
among  jou\  Somuft  we  doe,keepe  our  hearts cleaoe 
if  wee  will  have  the  Lord  delight  to  to  dwell  in  us, 
wc  muft  be  diligent  to  remove  out  of  his  fight  what- 
focvcr  he  hateth. 

Laftly,  wee  muft  be  diligent  in  keeping  his  com- 
mands, wilt  thou  fay  thou  loveft  God,  and  yet  doeft 
difobey  him  and  rebell  againft  him  from  day  to ; 
day/'  The  Lord  carelfcfor  no  fuch  love,  for  indeed : 
love  cannot  be  other^e  judged  of  thain  in  obey-' 
j  ing:  to  fay  thou  loveft  him,  and  keepeft  not  bisj 
commands,  it  is  but  a  dead  love,  and  a  pi(Aure  of! 
love,  it  is  not  love  indeed.-  it  is,  but  as  the  Apoftlei 
faith,  to  doc  it  in  word,  and  not  in  truth,  for  whcn| 
you  love  him  indeed,  you  doc  the  thing  he  would  i 
have  you  to  doe.-  Therefore  fo  much  diligence  in: 
keeping  his  commands,  fomuch  love,  hethatdotiii 
moft,loveth  moft.  And  fo  youlee  the  conditions  that  i 
are  required  iri  this  love,  what  a  kind  of  love  ic  is  that ! 

God  will  have  at  your  hands^or  elfe  he  will  not  take  it ' 
ofyou.  Now' 
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Now  my  brethren,  there  rcmaincs  but  one  thing 
more,  wherewith  we  will  conclude  thispoint^thac  is; 
now  I  hive  beene  fo  large  in  Ihewing  you  what  this 
love  is,  (wherein  you  cannot  blame  as  if  wc  we  prefTe 
youtoit^  becaufeitis  one  of  the  greated:  and  moft 
radicall  vertues,  Faith  and  Love,  therefore  we  have 
beene  the  larger  in  dcfcribing  it  to  you; )  I  %» now 
you  have  heard  what  it  is,  what  remaines  but  this, 
to  fliew  you  the  great  danger  in  not  loving;  And 
that  we  will  make  to  be  the  lad  confe^ariethat  we 
will  d Aw  from  this  Dodrine. 
,  Ifiiy,  confider  how  dangerous  a  thing  it  is  to  neg* 
le^  it,  the  Lord  you  fee  requires  it  upon  pain  of 
damnation,  whatfoerer  you  have,  yet  notwithftan. 
ding  ifyou  have  not  this  love,  you  are  not  inChift,: 
and  fo  you  (ball  be  excluded.  Let  no  maA  thinke  that 
this  is  exadioni  that  it  is  a  hard  thing  that;  the  Lord 
requires  it  with  this  exail^ion,  for  what  is  it  that  he 
requires?  if  he  had  required  of  you  to  offer  facri- 
fice^  as  he  did  in  the  old  Law^  then  the  pooreman 
might  have  objeded^  he  had  not  wherewithall; 
if  he  had  required  us  to  fight  battels,  the  weake  man 
might  have  faid  he  could  not  doe  it,  he  was  not  able.* 
but  now  young  and  old,  rich  and  poore,  all  can 
love 

Befides/ifwe  confider  who  it  is  that  requires  this 
love,  is  not  the  great  God  of  heaven  andearth/Tsit 
not  the  Sonne?  If  he  had  commanded  thee  the  har- 
dcfl  thing  in  the  world,  ifhehadfaid^  thoufhaltcaft 
thy  felfe  into  the  fire,  thou  flialtfacrifice  Children 
to  me;  you  are  his  creatures,  and  you  mud  obey 

Kk  2  him: 
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him :  But  \vhen  he  requires  this  onely  ac  thy  hands, 
jco  love  him^isit  not  equall  ? 

Befidcs,  when  he  requires  this, it  is  for  )rour  bcnc- 
^'^bincfe^'  fitjfor  when  you  have  given  the  Ltfrd  your  hearts,the 
^"^  "^  '  Lord  givcsyou  them  again  5  even  as  the  Earth,  the 
water  receives  from  the  Sea,  it  retuincs  h  b&ter 
back  againe  in  Springs  and  Founcain.^>  ttid  pure 
ftreanKS ;  So  doth  the  Lord  give  you  your  hearts 
back  againe^  when  you  have  bellowed  thena  upon 
hlm^  and  wichall  hec  gives  you  leave  to  beftow  them 
upon  other  things,  to  love  all  things  thiK  you  may 
;ind  ought  ^o  love,  which  is  good,  for  you  to  tovc« 
Therefore  the  Lord  may  require,  itiipon  this  peml- 
rie,  for  he  askes  but  his  owne,  and  what  he  hxh  de- 
ferved  attlby  hands,  therefore  ic  isa  moQ:  reafbnable 
and  equail  requefl:.  For  tphat  dfith  the  Lorithf  Godrt- 
quire  of  tieCylzi^iM^feSyht  cnelj  that  jm  krvc  the 
lor d jour  God  i  So  I  fay  to  you,  what  clfc  doch  the 
Lord  God  require  of  you  f 

But  agaioc>know  this,  that  as  it  is  a  command  full 
iequitie  and  reafbnablenefTe,  Xo  the  danger  is  the 
greater  if  you  doe  it  not  5  and  what  that  is,  I  will 
ftew  youbutby  one  place-, i47^r.i<5. 22.  Curfidis  hi 
thj^t  loves  npt  the  Lord lefus ,jea  let  him  be  bsd  in  exe^ 
crdtion  to  the  death.  That  is  the  place  I  would  have 
youtoconfidcr,th3t  nov7  when  you  have  been  ac- 
quainted with  the  whole  dodrinc  of  love,  you  m^ht 
know  the  danger  of  not  performing  and  doing  out  j 
whofocvcr  loves  not  thetord  Jefus,let  him  be  And- 
them  A  {Mdranatba^hc  curfcth  him  in  two  languages 
to  fhc w  that  it  is  a  peremptory  curfe; 

But 
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My  Biethreo,  tabecurfed  isto  be  feparated^to  be 
fet  apart*  or  appoioced  uato  evill,  f  o  that  all  that  love 
not  the  Lord  JduSy  they  are  men  feparated  and  fet  a* 
part  to  evilf,  to  that  no  man  may  meddle  with  them, 
no  man  may  touch  them  to  doe  them  good :  as  the 
Saints,  and thofe  that  love  the  Lord^they  arefet  apart 
that  no  man  may  touch  them  for  hurt  j  fo  it  is  here, 
when  a  man  is  curfed,  the  meaniag  is  this,  hee  is  fet 
apart,&cludedfromallgood  things,  that  none  are  to 
mcddk  with  him, heis  fet  apart  for  evill,  all  things 
fl»dl  concusreti^ethertodpe  him  hurt ;  this  is  when 
the  Lord  ciurfeth  any  man,and  this  is  the  cafe  of  eve. 
ry  man  that  loves  not  the  Lor^Je/us. 

OurbufineUe  when  we  preach  the  Gofpeli,  is  but 
tocxfler  tbeLord  Jfeflis  to  you^that  is  all  that  we  have 
to  doe ;  and  all  that  you  have  to  doe  that  heare  us,  is 
totakejefts  Chrift,  to  believe  in  him,  to  love  him : 
Now  faith  the  Lord,  if  yc  will  not  doe  this,  if  you 
will  notlove  him,evefy  fucbofte  let  him  be  accurfed. 
Ko w,wheB  the  Lord  mall  curfc  a  man,  as  Ifaac  faid, 
I  have  tiijTedhimjMdheJbdllhiUffed:  Co  whom  the 
Lord  cuneth,  he  fln^k  curfed,  and  it  is  a  f earfull 
thing  if  you  confid«Hp  and  therefore  wee  will  a 
little  open  it,&  ifaew  you  wherein  this  curie  confi  fts. 

Which  Iiirge  the  more^becaufe  itis  an  ufual  thing 
among  men,wnenthey  come  to  confider  their  finnes 
in  particular,  wherewith  they  have  provoked  God  to 
anger,  they  look  upon  this  or  that  eroflfe  (in,  but  this' 
Ide^dand-omilfionof  lovethey  tcarce  put  into  the 
number  of  their  (innes.  But  that  you  may  know  now 
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what  it  is  not  to  love  him,  you  may  confidcr  by  the 
greatncflcofthe  puniihmcntj  and  that  you  fee  here 
isacurfe:  Now  that  you  may  know  what  tbiscuifc 
is }  know  that  it  confifts  in  chefe  foure  things* 

Firft,  it  confifts  in  this^  he  (hall  be  feparated  firom 
grace  aivd  goodnefTejp  from  holineflfe  3  and  this  is  the 
curfe  upon  his  foulein  this  refpedj  in  regard  of  ex- 
dufion  from  grace^which  istothefoulcasan  obftru- 
dlion  in  the  liver  is  to  the  body^  as  axhiefe  in  the  can- 
dle is  to  the  candle^  which  caufeth  it  to  waft  and  con. 
fume^and  weareawaysfoitis  in«hiscurfe,when  God 
(hall  lay  it  upon  the  foule  of  any  maUj  be  (hall  not 
thrive  ingrace^his  inward  man  (hall  not  profper  at  all, 
he  (hall  be  ftill  in  the  Wearing  hand,  &  the  Lord  (hall 
take  away  £r  6  him  that  which  he  feems  to  hive:wbeo 
the  Lord  (hal  fay  to  thceas  to  the  BgAKC^Neverfrmi 
grm  more  m  theenhzt  is  a  fearful  curfe^when  the  L^d 
(hall  curfe  and  fay  to  a  man,  though  thou  haft  fome 
leaves  upon  thee,therc  arc  fomc  things  that  (eem  to 
be  good  in  thee,  yet  becaufe  thou  haft  not  love,  never 
fruit  (hall  grow  upon  thee  more.']  What  ^  curfe  is  it 
think  you,  that  (hall  make  the  foule  of  a  man  towi- 
ther,asthe  figtrcc  withered  afigr  the  fpeech  of  Cbrifi? 
that  is,  when  every  thing  fh^prive  a  man  oft  from 
that  which  is  good,  and  carry  him  on  to  deftru- 
aion ;  whatfoever  befallcth  him  in  povcrty,in  prof- 
pcrity,  riches,  and  friends  or  enemies,  every  thing 
(hall  breed  his  hurt;  hee  (hall  have  riches  when  hee 
is  moft  ready  to  abu(c  them,  he  (hall  have  adverfi* 
ty  thc-n,  when  it  is  worft  for  him  to  bee  in  adver(ity, 
that  fliall  bee  to  bim  as  the  lopping  of  trees  out  ot 
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feafon:  he  (hall  be  as  aa unthrifty  fonie,  fet  hiin  to  r 
atradeintheCitie,  there  he  goes  down  the  windfj 
put  him  to  husbandry  in  theCountrey,  that  thrives 
not  with  him:  fuch  is  the  cafe  of  every  one  that 
loves  aotChrift.  So  my  brethren,  whenChriftis 
preached  to  you,  when  you  will  not  receive  the  do- 
driae,  but  teftife  it,  you  fee  the  dome  here,  faith 
the  Apoftle,  let  him  be  acct^rfed:  this  caufeth  m^n 
to  goe  away  from  the  Lord.  Btcsufe  tiey  receive /tot 
the  leveef  the  truth t  therefor^  he  gives  them  up  to 
beleeve  iiesj  becaofe  that  men  receive  not  Chrift  in 
the  love  of  the  Gofpell,  he  gives  them  upto  a«e^ro- 
bate  fenfe,  horn  one  degree  to  another,  till  there 
be  do  remedy.  We  fee  by  experience,  are  there  not 
many  that  are  given  up  to  the  fione  of  drinking,  and 
idleneiTc,  and  company-keeping,  and  others  to 
other  finncs^  you  (ee  many  plod  on  inan  oldtracke  of 
fin,  Tome  lying  a  long  time  in  a  deadfottifh  courfe, 
(b  as  the  moK  powerfuU  Miniftcry  in  the  world 
will  notftirre  them,  which  is  an  evidence  that  the 
I^rd  hith  curfed  fuch,  therefore  the  miniftery  can 
doe  them  no  good«  And  thisis  the  firft  cur(e  upon' 
men  that  love  not  the  Lord  lef  us. 

But  perhaps  thou  regarded  not  this  curfe,  be- 
caufc  thou  regarded  not  grace  and  holineffe  from 
which  ic  fequelreth  thee,  but  yet  there  is  another 
branch  of  it,  thou  (hiltbe  feparated  from  the  pre- 
fence  of  the  Lord,that  is,  from  the  joy,  from  the  in- 
fluence, from  the  prote^ion  of  God;  and  this  is  a 
very  fearefull  curft.  You  know  what  it  was  to  Cdin 
in  the  fourth  of  Genepf  when  the  Lord  had  curfed 
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him^  faich  hc»  ism  bid  from  thy  fdce:  that  was  the 
great  curfe  that  was  laid  up3Q  him,  of  which  he  was 
moftfenfiblc,  thac  he  was  fcparatecl  from  the  pre. 
fence  of  the  Lord.  And  my  brethren^  this  is  no 
(mall  thing,  bccaufe  God  is  the  GodtfaUcprnfirt,  and 
to  befeparatedfromhisprefencp,  is  the  worft  thing 
that  can  befall  us  in  thislife. 

Itwas^M/^cafe^whentfaeLordhadoncecaft  him 
ofiP^he  was  (eparate  from  the  preience  of  God^  fo  that 
when  became  to  aske  councell^the  Lord  would  an- 
fwer  him  no  more.he  would  have  no  more  to  do  with 
him;  you  know  how  fearefiill  and  how  bitter  tfafe 
was  to  Saul.  On  the  other  fide,  fee  how  much  M$^ 
/^/magnifies  the  prefence  of God«  Lord.fiiithhe,i/ 
thug$e  wt  with  uSyCAfrf  us  not  henceiis  if  the  prefence 
of  God  were  the  greareft  comfon  in  the  world^as  in^ 
deed  it  is.  This  is  onother  thing  wherein  ye  fball  be 
curied. 

Againe,  there  is  yet  another  branch  of  it,  ycfhall 
not  onely  be  fcparatcd  from  grace,  and  from  the  pre- 
fence of  the  Lord^  but  there  ibail  be  a  curfe  upon 
your  outward  eftate.  It  is  faid  of  C4/Winthe  fame 
Chapter,  Thoujbdt  be  cur  fed fr dm  the  earth:  it  may  be 
many  that  heare  of  being  curfcd  from  grace,  and  of 
(eparation,  from  the  prefence  of  the  Lord,  arc  of  that 
mindc  that  they  care  not  for  it,  that  they  regard  it 
not:  it  may  be  you  care  not  to  be  curfed  from  hea. 
veui  but  to  be  curfed  from  the  earth  goes  ncere  to 
you,  and  that  is  a  thing  which  themoftearthly-min. 
dcd  mm  in  the  world  is  fenfibic  of.  Now  you  muft 
know,  that  whatfoever  loves  not  the  Lord  Icfus  ffiall 
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be  eurfcd  from  the  earth,  that  is,  there  fliali  be  a  curfe 
upou  you  in  all  earthly  things,  ia  all  things  that  be^ 
long  to  this  prefent  liw  whatfoever  tjiey  are. 

But  you  will  (ay,  we  fee  it  quite  other  wife,  we  fee 
{(iich  menas  chey,  defbribed  to  be  men  that  abound 
in  outward  wealth,  in  outward  bleiHugs. 

It  may  be  fo  in  outward  ifaew,  but  yet  there  is  a 
curie  upon  them  ootwithfianding.^tf^/mr/rcv&ljad  the 
Kingdome,  yet  there  was  a  curfe  that  never  ceaf ed  till 
he  was  rooted  out  of  the  Kingdome  t  The  ifrMlitts 
had  the  Quailes,  but  yet  there  was  a  curfe  with  them: 
Ahti hadme  Vineyard,butic wasacurfeto him.  So 
all  theie  things  thiit  are  of  themlelves  blef!tngs  and 
mercies  in  dteir  owiie  nature,  yet  if  the  Lord  will 
mingle  them  withacucfe^  ye  (liall  find  do  cafe  from 
them  at  all.*  and  this  isa.^ng  that  is  well  known  by 
experience,ifthe  hearts  of  men  will  fpeake  what  they 
know.  This  is  £he  cafe  of  thofe  that  love  not  the 
lot^'^ht  tmbjhdllntt give  her  incre4fe,yoa  fhallnot 
have  that  fouad  comfort,  that  fweetnefie,thatinflu. 
ence  of  comfort  from  earthly  bleflingS}thoughyou 
have  the  creatures  about  you  which  naturally  have 
ble£&igsin  them,  yetthey  will  not  give  downe^bat 
milk  fi>r  your  comfort,  you  fhall  not  be  fatisfied 
with  theni,  you  (hall  fee  a  cooflant  empdneilc  i^ 
them,they  fhall  be  to  you  as  the  fhel  without  the  ker- 
neU;and  fo  much  more  you  (ball  be  miferable  becaufe 
ye  fliallfind  the  Icafl;  comfort  in  them,  when  you 
moftexpedir:  the  Lord  meets  thus  with  thofe  that 
love  him  not  in  earthly  bleilings. 

But  lafl:  of  all,  there  is  one  branch  of  this  curfe 
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which  exceeds  all  thcrcft^  and  that  is  the  eternall 
4.Tiiceiwtii|  ^^^f^  jjj^j  fliallbc  upon  meo  for  ever:  while  ycliwi 

here  m  this  life,  there  is  a  certame  fliew^  a  certaiocj 
twilight  of  comfort  that  the  Lord  fometimes  atfordsj 
even  to  evili  mens  but  then  there, (haU  be  a  perfed; 
midnigl^t,  then  the  Sun  of  comfort  (hall  (ct  uponyouj 
altogether,  and  rifcnomore:in  that  day^  faith  the  A- i 
poftTeyit  (hall  be  tkc  day  of  the  mMnififtstha  ofthejufi 
wr4th$fG$d:  in  that  day  when  the  Lord  (hallopco 
the  treafures  of  his  wratb^  thofe  which  have  been  fo 
long  time  a  gathering.  While.  \ye  IVc  here,  the 
clouds  ofGods  indignation  are  but  a  gatherings  then 
they  (haiU  grow  thicke  and  blacky  and  fatten  upooi 
outothe  utter mofl:^  then  all  the  great  deeps  uiall' 
e  broken  up^  then  the  flood-gates  of  Gods  judge- 
ments (Iiall  prevaile  and  over^flow  youj  that  cafe 
(ball  be  yours  at  that  time^  and  this  is  a  time  which 
is  to  be  conlidered  by  you  now.  In  Ecclef^uj.  Re* 
memhrthe  dajes  pf  ddrkenep^fortbej  are  many  My 
brethren,  eternicie  is  ai^orher  thing  than  we  confider 
it  to  be  while  wc  live  in  this  world,In  Pfal.jS.^S.The 
L%rd  called  back  his  wrath ^  andfiirrtdnotufsillbisin- 
di£nation:h\itzt  that  time  the  Lord  (halKtirrcup  all 
his  wrath  J  ye  doe  here  but  fip  of  this  cup,  but  then 
ye  (hall  drinke  up  the  dregs  of  it  for  ever.  This  fliall 
be  thccaufc  of  thofe  that  love  not  the  Lord, 

But  you  will  fay,  this  is  afarreoflp,  and  therefore 
the  lefTc  terrible:  it  is  not  necre  at  hand. 

Well,  though  this  curfe  in  which  we  have  (hewed  j 
thefefoure  branches,  be  notprcfently  €xecuted,yct! 
remember  this,  that  when  wc  preach  the  Gofpellto' 

__  you. 
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ypu^as  we  doe  frooii^ay  to  day,  and  tki^  fiill  Qflfc* 
ring  you  Cbriflj  beieeching  you  to  come  inland  take 
him  &  love  him^but  yet  you  will  not.  know  that  there 
is  a  thunderbolt  alwayes  following  this  Jightning: 
when/^i&jn  the  Baftifi  came  and  preached  the  Gofpell^ 
he  tels  them  prclcnrly  of  ^he  curfe  that  was  to  follow. 
You  doe  not  Enow  the  time  when  the  tord  will  exe* 
cute  this  curfe;  C4i/i  was  curfed  many  yeares  before 
he  died:ind  fo  ^41^/^  when  the  Lord  had  rejedled  him^ 
and  had  made  a  reparation  berwceh  God  aikl  him, 
{  for  a^urfe  isbut  a  ieparation^  when  a  man  iscaft  a- 
(ideatsdfet  apart  for  fuch^purpofe^o  S4mI  was  fet 
apart  for  cviU  }y et  he  reigned  many  yeues  after^not-' 
withftanding  he  was  imdcr  the  curfe.  So  thole  that 
the  Lord  fware  in  his  wrath  they  (hould  not  enter  in- 
to his  reft^there  was  a  curfe  upon  them^  yet  they  lived 
many  yeares  in  the  wildcrnefle:  Therefore  though 
theexecutionbenot  prefently^  and  chough  thou  oe 
in  profperitie  for  the  prefent,  yet  it  is  but  C4111/ prof- 

E;rity;  though  he  had  his  lifecontinued^  yet  the  curfe 
y  upon  him  notwithftanding:  thereforel  fay,  take 
heedofrefufingand  deferring  Jcft  be  fwearc  in  his 
wrath  that  ye  (hall  not  enter  into  his  reft:  it  is  a  dan* 
gerous  thing  totefufe  the  Lord  lefus,  when  he  is  of- 
fered the  firft,  and  fecond ,  thir  dand  fourth  time,  and 
ftill  you  will  not  come  in.  Take  heed  and  remember 
that  fpeech  of  the  Apoftle  that  we  niimed  to  you, 
lVh9f$evtr  Uvzth  not  the  Lord lefus. let  him  be  dccurfed. 
When  tihe  Apoftle  looked  upon  the  men  to  whom  he 
hajd  preached  and  written.  You  Corimhisns  to  whom 
the  GofpelT  hath  been  plentifully  preached  and  made 
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knowiKjthoie amoneyou  that  hive  heard  mee,  and 

have  been  made  acqujunted  with  this  dodrioe  of  the 

ffeeodle  of  God$  oneiiog  grace  to  you  $  if  you  will 

nottalceChri():ingoodeameft>if  you  will  not  love 

htm,  let  fuch  a  man  be  accurfed :  anid  bretbreit^S.  PdiU 

was  ftirred  up  by  the  fpirit  of  God  to  protKNioce 

this  curie.  SoI£iy,Ietthe{e  words  continue  in  your 

minds,  that  wholbever  loves  not  the  Lord  Jems, 

IstlmhtzAnithem* MarmathMi  and  he  tbtt 

Imtk  mrestohedre^let  him  heart  whf  the  Spirit 

faith :  for  happy  and  blefled  are  thofe

Fer  in  Jefus  Cirifi ,  neither  drcumdjjm  AVMileth  any 
thing^nor  micircMmdffit,  hat  Ftith  which  workah 

Aving  fpoken  "of  Faith  and  Love,  it 
remaincs  that  wcc  adde  to  them  good 
workes ;  for  which  we  will  goe  no  fur- 
therthanthis  Text:  wccannothavea 
fitter,  for,  faith  the  Apoftle,  when  you 
come  to  have  to  doe  with  Chrift  Jefus,to  be  ingrafted 
into  him,  to  make  your  lelves  firft  acceptable  to 
God  through  him,  all  the  works  you  can  doc  are  no- 
thing, they  arc  no  more  thai  the  omiffion  of  them, 
circumcifionis  the  fame  with  uiicircumcifion :  But 
whatisofmomcntthcn?  Faith  (faich  he:)  But  whac 

faith' 
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[  faith  iDufl:  that  be  i  Such  a  faith  as  begets  love :  And 
I  what  love  muft  that  be  f  Such  a  love  as  fets  you  oit 
I  worke :  f  o  that  you  have  a  chaine  here  coniifting  of 
thefe  three  linkes ;  faith  which  when  it  is  right^wili 
beget  love, aod  love  when  it  is  right  will  fct  you  oq 
work^  faith  which  works  by  love.   So  the  point  wc 
will  deliver  to  you  out  of  thefe  words>(ball  be  this.

'    This  is  a  point  which  I  doe  not  meane  to  handle  at 
large  as  we  nave  done  the  other,  but  will  endeavour| 
tofinifhitatthistime:  it  is  a  very  neccflary  poiutii 
becaufe  men  are  ready  to  applaud  themfelves  in 
their  knowledge,  in  their  good  meanings  in  their! 
{ honeft  defircs,  and  in  the  meane  time  they  faile  in 
their  lives  and  adions ;  therefore  as  thofe  are  the  ra-l 
dical  vcrtues  which  indeed  makeup  thencw  creature. 
Faith  and  Love^  fo  you  muft  know  that  good  works 
are  never  diGjoyned  from  them,  wherefoever  there  I 
is  finceritie  and  a  new  creature,  good  works  will  fol-j 
low.  ! 

The  Scripture  you  know  is  evident  in  this,  A  good 
tree  hrtngeth  forth  good  fruit  ^M  at.  7.  that  is,  it  can- 
not be,  that  a  man  Uiould  have  a  new  heart,  it  cannot 
be  that  a  man  fhould  be  regenerate,  but  that  hisj 
workes  willbe  alfo  new  5  looke  how  farre  the  heart! 
ofanymanis  holy,  look  how  farrc  his  heart  is  put- 
into  a  new  frame  of  gracp,  in  that  meafure  his  workcS; 

will  be  good,  and  his  life  fanftificd.  In  A^s  14. 22.J 
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k  is  faid  of  Ddvid^  1  have  found  a  man  after  mine  ownt 
heart ^who  mil  doe  wkatfoever  I  mllisLnd  in  Mat.  23.26. 
Make  the  inftde  cleane^  that  the  out.  fide  may  be  cleane  al- 
foi  As  if  he  (hould  fay,  ifthc  infidc  be  righr,  if  the 
heart  be  fct  right  within,  if  that  be  well  moulded, 
the  outfide  will  be  cleane,  they  cannot  be  dif- joy- 
ncd. 

If  a  man  have  a  treafure  within,  there  will  be  (li- 
ver in  his  fpeeches  and  adionss  but  if  his  heart  be 
nothing  worth,  his  words  and  adions  will  be  but 
meere  droffe:  It  is  the  fcope  of  that,  Prov. lo.io. 
The  wrds  oftbe  righteous  are  as, fined  filvtr^but  the  he^ 
art  $f  the  wicked  is  nothing  ir^r^A:That  isiwhen  his  he- 
art is  nothing  worth,  his  fpeeches  and  anions  are  no- 
thing  worth  too,  but  the  good  mm  that  hath  his  trca* 
fure  in  his  heart,  there  isfilver  and  gold  in  his  fpee- 
ches and  anions,  that  is,  they  are  like wiie  precious* 
Therefore  let  no  man  fay  he  hath  faith  and  love,  and 
as  good  a  heart  as  the  be{}>  though  his  anions  be 
not  To  good,  though  hee  be  not  fo  ftri^  in  hiscar« 
riage;  ror  it  cannot  be  my  brethren. 

For  firft  of  all,  if  a  mans  heart  be  good,  hee  hath 
the  fpiritof  God  dwelling  there:  now,  faich  the  Apo* 
ftle,  2Tim.i.6.  Thiffirit  is  notaffiritoffe4reyOta 
fpirit  of  weakcneflfe,  a  fpirit  that  onely  makes  at-' JlJ^'J^'" 
tempts,  and  is  not  able  to  bring  things  to  paiTes  but 
it  is  a  fpirit  of  power,  afpiritofafoundmindeiTh^Ais, 
doe  not  thou  pretend  thou  meanefl:  well,  and  de(i« 
reft  well,  and  thinke  it  is  fufficient,  but  ftirre  up  the 
gift  that  is. in  thee,  fct  thy  felfe  on  worke,doethe 
ad:ions  that  belong  to  thee  in  thy  place^  and  doe 

not 
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noifay  I  am  not  able  to  doc  it,  for  wc  have  not  tecri' 
vedafpiricthac  is  wcakc,  butafpiric  of  power:  the 
fame  I  may  faytoevcry  ChriftUn,  If  ye  be  in  Chrift, 
ye  bavcthcfpirit,  which  is  a  fpirit  of  po  wer.  So  you 
have  it  likcwife^  Gd.  5,2  y*  ifjM  live  iji  the  fpirit, 
wAlkc  inthefpiriti  that  is^  if  you  have  fomuchofthc 
f pirir,  as  to  make  you  living  mcn^  (hew  it  by  wal- 
king in  the  fpirit,  by  following  the  fpirit,  by  doiog 
that  which  the  fpirit  guides  you  to;  ttierefbre  it  is 
impoflible  that  man  (hould  have  a  right  mindc,  but 
that  his  workes  alfo  will  be  good,  Kcaufe  grace  is 
{kxongiVCLiTim.x.uAnd  th$i$  mj  fcnne,  i^Jhemgin 
the  grAce  received^  (jrc.  As  if  be  fliould  fay,  grace  isa 
ftrong  things  it  fircngthens  every  man  that  hath 
received  it;  if  thou  profefle  thou  haft  received  the 
grace  of  Chrift  to  regenerate  thee,  to  change  thee^ 
I  and  to  make  thee  anew  creature^  let  that  appcareby 
{ flicwing  thy  felfc  ftrong  in  thy  anions,  able  and 
ready  to  doe  every  thing  that  belongs  to  thee  in  thy 
place.  Indcede  flcfli  is  weake;  fo'  much  flefh,  fo 
much  vvcakencfle/  for  that  is  weake,  and  fading, 
and  withering,  and  mutable;  it  is  grafTe,  and  all  the 
purpofcs  of  It,  and  the  defircs  of  it  arc  no  better: 
but  the  /pirit  is  ftrong,  and  grace  is  ftrong^  quite 
contrary  to  the  flcft:  as  the  Prophet  ipeakes,  ifij 
^i.^.Teare  men  Mndnot  Gods^fltlb  dnd  not  fpirit^  when 
he  would  (hew  their  wes^cncflc;  as  if  weakenefle 
were  a  concomitant  oftheflefh,  and  ftrengthacon- 
1  comitant  of  the  fpirit:  Therefore  if  you  have  the 
fpirit  of  Chrift  in  you,  there  will  be  ftreogthtogoe 
through  good  workes,  not  oncly  to  intend  them, 
and| 
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and  purpofe  them,  and  refolve  oA  (hem,  but  you 
will  put  thofe  rdolations  and  purpofes  in  excca- 
tion. 

Secondly^  itmuAs  needs  be  fo,  becaufe  there  is  a 
cfaaiae,  betweeae  good  workes  and  the  inward  redii- 
tude  of  the  heart,  achainethac  cintio(be  difjoytiedj 
fbryefliail  find  that  thefc  three  things  aiwaye^goe 
ODgetheft  " . 

f  irft,  flsthatindeed  isthc  b^iiuHng  of  every  tnftns 
fCRcwiog,  there  maftbe  a  knowledge,  a  man  muift 
be  enKghtoed,  he  muft  be  renewed  io  the  Ipiricof I 'JSS*"^..^ 
hismitide,astheApoftIefaith.-  Now  if  the  know-  ^  ^ 
l<rdge  be  right,  if  it  be  a  conviding  knowledge;  a

low not,  if  there  be  not  reformation  in  their  lives;  if

quired  in  Scripture,  and  is  feene  in  the  lives  of  the 
Saints,  he  bath  nothing  to  comfort  hunfelfcwithillj 
thcfc  good  meanings  will  not  ferve  tbcturnc. 

Forfenow  thisjthou^it  be  trueds  vfrcfte  thrremay 
bea^ious  where  there  is  nofound  heart,  asthefe- 
cond  and  third  ground  brought  forth  a  kindoffriitt 
when  there  was  neither  of  them  aright:  hypocrites 
you  know  may  goe  ^rre,  they  may  makea  blaze,  as 
yourcomctsdoe  raorethanthetrueflaireS,  though 
this  be  true,  that  there  may  be  abundance  of  good 
workes  where  there  is  no  ri^htneflfe  and  foundndle, 
no  fincerity,  do pureneflc within,  yet  againeaUbon 
tbeothcr  flde,  wherefocvcr  tbercis  fincerity,  there 
are  good  workes,  and  though  many  times  the  outfide 
beclcaewhSthe  infidcisnot,  yetthcinfidciancvcr; 
cleane,  but  the  outfide  iscleane  too^  and  that  is  the 
thingwcmuftcxsmineourftlvesby.  Thoughir  bcei 
not  a  good  rule  to  fay,  I  have  good  workes,  thereforei 
my  heart  is  right:  yet  it  isagocd  ruleto  (ayonthe 
other!

For  k  is  one  thing 
for  a  man  to  have  {good  things  in  hiffi^  and  another 
thing  to ,  be  a  goo^  mati^ :  he  may  doe  ioijie :  things 
fomcimes  for  a  fit  that  are  good,  Gods  fpirit  may 
be  there  to  hebehinito  doc  much;  I  fay,  not  that 
the  Spirit  dwels  there,  but  he  may  take  up  bis  lod-

dead  knowledge,  it  is  a<^  inefficacious  knowledgCi 
When  things  are^ead  aifd-inefic^acious,  wee  {ly 
they  are  noCj^s  leaven  thai  <loth '  not  leaven  the 
doughy  It  hath  but  the  name  of  leaven  and  no  more, 
the  thing  it  felfe  is  wanting;  ic-isnot  knowledge  if 
itbuiag  A6tfofth  prad^ife.-  A^  we  Tay  bfdrti^s^^ 
theyavenottruewhetith^  itoedot  worke,  buti^y 
are  ^Ife  and  couiiterlRrit.  'Every  man  is  tabe  judged 
b)r  what  he  doth.  Therefore,  I  fay,  thofe  that  doe 
mbft)  thofe  >  are  knowing  itten,  Thofe  thafeemi  Uh 
kfUm^  a*  die  Apoftlelaith,  kiHWMthing  as  tkej  4kjgi9: 
A  man  may  know  moch,  a  mati  may  mve  a  largeex' 
tent  of  knowledge,  yet  this  is  tlue  of  him,  if  his 
life  be  barren,  if  he  bring  forth  nothing  into  adHah

Sometimes  a  man  is  ignorant  of  Ibme  particu- 
lars, and  lie  bathadefireto  obey  Cod  in  all  things  \ 
here  the  wilHsaeeepred  for  the  deied^  though  hee  be 
not  come  to  that  degree  ofpei'fetStipn'  as  otbei^  are.

ions  :  I'he^  are  exceeding  widcj  g^od  adUonsare , 
nothif^  elie  but  todoe«he  will  of  the  Lord,  and  to ' 
bring  forth  fruit;  the  fruit  ot  ever  Tnse  in  the  Or-' 
chard  isbut|astheaftros  of  every  man^&chen  are  the 
trees  good  to  the^  Husbandman ^  when  they  are  ftiU  \ 
of  fruir.     Every  a<%ion  that  you  doc  is  that  fruit 
which  God  lookes  for,now  that  fruit  is  good  works, : 
that  is  pleafing  to  ttie  Gardner,-  to  the  Husbandman: ', 
Therefore  to  doe  the  Lords  will  is  to  doe  a  good; 
worke.  Now  by  this  y  oumay  fee  what  a  large  field , 
you  have  for  goodworkcs,  in  what  calling  foever:

To  fufler  imprifonment  and  disgraces  for  good 
caufcs,  this  is  a  good  worke^for  it  is  a  great  worke 
to  fuffcr)  and  in  that  you  doe  the  will  of  the  Lord.' 
When  a  Man  is  fick,  and  lieth  in  his  chamber  upon 
his  bed,  (ick  of  a  Confumption  or  a  Feaver,  that, 
he  is  notable  to  ftirre;  yet  to  doe  this  withpbedi-j 
ence,  to  fubmit  then  to  the  will  of  the  Lord,is  a  good ; 
workc :  for  to  beare  a  burden  is  a  worke,  to  bearc! 
^fickncffc  and  calamity  after  this  manner/isa  work>' 
tothinke  the  Lord  hath  put  me  into  this  condition;' 
he  might  havcgivcn  me  ilrength  to  goe  abroad  as; 
others  doe,  buthee  hath  laid  ficknef^  upon  me;  1

fay  the  right  bearing  this  burden  is  a  good  work. 

Againe,to  take  paines  with  our  hearts,  to  matter 
''our  unruly  lufts  and  affedions,  is  a  good  worke: 
Doe  not  you  reckon  itaworketobre^ehor(es,to 
mafter  Colts  i  It  is  the  trade  of  fome  men  to  doe  To: 
and  it  is  not  a  good  worke  for  you  to  get  vi^ory 
over  your  lufts,  to  tame  your  unbridled  natures,  to 
curbe  your  unruly  heartsand  afie^ons  in  all  the  va^ 
'  rlety  of  occafions  that  ye  paiTe  through  f  It  is  a  work 
to  behave  our  {elves  as  becomes  Chriftians,decent- 
ly,  and  comely,  and  holily,  in  poverty,  in  riches, 
in  honour,  and  diigraces)  to  behave  our  feives  un* 
der  theie  things  m.  a  right  manner,  to  carry  our 
feives  patiently  and  hohly  throi^  them  as  be- 
comes  good  Chrfftians,tbis  is  a  good  worke,  and 
this  helMigs  to  every  one,  tboi^H  his  calling  be  ne- 
ver To  meane. 

WheaP4ff/ftoodatthebarre,and  Ftftus  reviled 
him,  and  faid,  he  was  a  mAiftUm^  the  fufferins  of 
this  was  a  worke  in  P4»/  .*  Marke  his  manner  ofcar* 
tiage'mittl4miutmMdm0fi»oble  Fejltts*'  there  wasa 
work  in  that.  So  I  may  inftance  in  the  things  where, 
in  you  roty  (eem  to  doe  the  leaft :  the  ftanding  flill 
in  feme  cafes  is  a  worke :  the  Apoftle  makes(among 
the^reat  works  that  are  to  be  done  by  Chriftians ) 
this  is  to  be  the  chief,  TV  keefeturfilvettiirtandmi- 
fimedaf  the  wr lit  to  pi(Ie  through  all  occaiions, 
and  to  be  never  the  worfe  for  them,  togoe  through 
all  defilements  of  this  prefent  life,  and  not  to  bee 
tainted  rand  if  this  be  a  worke,how  much  moretsit 
then  tobe  AUl  doing,  to  be  in  %6t  and  operation  al- 
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always  ^Therefore  do  not  (ay  you  want^  when  you 
(hall  alwaycs  haveoccafion  CDOughof  chat. 

But  you  will  (ay,  the(e  generals  are  good  to  ex- 
hort us  to  be  doing^but  yet  in  particular  what  would 
you  have  us  to  doe  now  i 

I  will  inftancein  fome  few  things.  There  are  cer- 
tain times  of  working;  as  husbandmen  fomctimes 
they  have  times  of  harveft,and  (bmetimes  they  have 
feed  times,  wherein  it  is  required  that  they  worke 
more  that  at  other  tinaes:  So  the  Church  of  God 
hath  times  and  (eafoos,  and  the  Commoo^wealth 
bath  fome  feafons  and  times  when  men  ihould  be 
fet  a  worke  to  doemorc than  at  other  times^aad  you 
allknowthati^chafeafon,  wherein  they  (hould 
be  a  working  of  every  one  in  their  (everall  placesj  I 
fay  it  is  time  now  for  men  to  be  workii^  more  than 
ordinary.  " 

But  you  will  fay,  what  it  is  you  would  have  us  to 
doe^f 

My  brethren,  Cent  end  for  the  fait  hence  delivered 
to  the  Sdints^  Mark  it^the  worke  muft  be  to  contend 
for  it,  this  muft  be  your  efpeciall  care,  you  rauft 
be  men  of  contention,  let  the  world  fay  what  they 
will  of  you,  it  is  a  dutie  that  lyes  on  you,  it  is  that 
which  the  fpirit  calls  for  from  you,  that  ye  be  men 
that  fhouldi  contend  J  you  muft  not  doe  it  coldly, 
and  rcmiflely,  but  earneftly  to  ftrive  for  it.  Let  not 
pretence  of  indiftrretion  hinder  you,  for  difcretion 
when  it  is  right,  tcacheth  a  man  not  to  doe  Icffc  but 
more^  and  better  then  another  man,  difcretion  wee 
fay  doth  not  take  metall  from  Horfes,  but  guides 

thofc 
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I  thofe  Horfis  and  puts  them  in  a  righter  way,  difcrcr 
tion  makes  oo  man  leffe  a^ve,  but  it  gives  his  adi* 
ons  a  bttter  titt&ure^ 

So  againe,  let  us  not  fay  we  muft  be  moderate, 
for  what  is  that  moderation  i  Indeed  the  moderati- 
on that  keepeth  from  anions  wherein  is  exceflfe,  is 
good,  but  if  you  meane  by  moderation  to  go  a  flow 
and  cafie  pacein  the  wayes  of:God,that  is  coIdne6, 
idleneHTe,  :carelefne(Ie ;  there  is  no  excefle  in  any 
good  way.  Therefore  that  is  your  work  now  to 
contend  for  the  Faith,  that  is,  for  all  the  points  of 
Btithj  for  every  )ot  of  that  is  precious:  (aith  the 
Apoftle  ^uJty  it  was  but  mcc  delivered tf  the  Saints : 
asifhefhouIdfay,itis  too  precious  a  treafure  oft 
to  be  difpenfed,  it  was  but  once  delivered  to  the 
^rld.:ifChrift  did  meane  tocomeagaiflr,  and  re- 
new the  Articles  of  out  Faith,  wc^  might  be  more 
remifle  alid  n^lig^nit,  for  if  we  did  lofe  them,  he 
might  reftore  them  againe,  but  they  are  but  once 
delivered*  therefore  your  care  mufl:  be  to  kccpe 

them  thebetter. 

BefideSyitisthecQinqion  Faith,  therefore  every 
Maohathintereft  in  it;  doe  not  fay  therefore,  what 
have  I  to  doe?  ie  belongs  to  thefe  and  jthefemen  to 
looke  tfter  tt« ',  It  is  tho  commott  Faithi  and  every 
Man  hath  partio  ir,  and  fhould  oonfiend  according 
to  his  place  and  power,  and  within  hisfpheare^  and) 
remember  it  is  a  matter  of  much  moment,  for  every  I 
part  of  the  Faith  or  little  matter  of  Faith,(  I  fpeake ' 
aoivofthe  whole  Do^rine  of  Fait^)that  you  fhould 
be-caeccieding  exa^in  keeping  ofit,  that  it  receive 
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no  detriment  efpecially  in  matter  of  opinion.     Fori 
my  Brethren^you  muft  know,  that  ic  were  better 
there  fhould  be  great  offences  committed  in  the 
Land^  greatandnotoriouscrimes^  than  there  ihould 
beanyloffc  in  the  matter  of  Faiths  becaufe  where 
the  opinions  of  menarefctwrong,  that  is  aprinci^ 
pie  that  carries  them  ftill  on.    Great  finncs  come 
from  great  paffions^  and  men  are  able  to  (er  them, 
and  when  the  paflion  is  gone  over^  they  are  eafily  • 
recalled  againe;  but  errors  in  opinion  are  matters: 
of  great  moment^  therefore  it  belongs  to  evenMmc; 
tolobke  toir,  tousthatare  Preachers  in  ourfnaces,  I 
to  Magifttstes  in  their  places,  to  every  Man  to  cai- ' 
tend  for  the  common  Faith:  and  know  this  mybre-; 
thren,  that  there  are  certaine  opportunities  which! 
the  Lord  gives  you>  and  you  muft  take  heed  of  neg- ! 
Ic^ing  them,  it  may  be  to  let  a  thing  goe  foma-! 
times,  it  will  never  be  recovered againe.  Therefore! 
lookethatyoube  diligent  in  it,  ftirreupyourfclvcs 
to  doe  it,  while  there  is  occafion  offered.    In  other ; 
things,  men  arc  apt  to  be  men  ofa(5lionjthey  would 
have  imployment^and  work,  that  they  may  be  fomc 
body  intheworldj  and  it  is  verywtf!i,thcreis:fbmc-: 
thing  in  that,  it  is  a  nobjeneffe  of  difjyofition  (o  to' 
doe:  but  alas,  what  poore  and  wcake  reward  have 
you  for  that?  It  may  be  a  little  vaine  glory ^  it  may 
be  fome  applaufc  from  Princes  or  people^  ic  maybe' 
i  fome  emptie  ay  ry  preferment.   To  doe  the  will  of 
j  the  Lord,  the  worke  hee  hath  given  you  to  doe,  it  is : 
;  no  matter  what  it  is  for,  afcrvant  muft  notchufec; 
I  his  worke  J I  fay  whatfoever  ic  is,  though  in  never 
^  fo 
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(bmeanatbicig)  the  greattfttxcdkocyistodohis 
Wills  that  makes  us  Kings  and  Pikices  to  hia)^  that 
makes  us  partakers  of  the  Royall  bloud,  asChrift 
fiuth,  Thtfc  are mj  Brdther^  wd Si ^ errand  mother ^ 
that  doe  the  will  pfmj  Father^  Ic  is  chis  doing  ofias 
will,  this  z^ion  that  puts  you  in  to  ai  hig:h  conditio 
on:  I  fee  not  that  Paul  wosaisbitious  of  any  thing 
but  of  this,  that  be  might  be  doing,  that  hcc  might 
jive  an  ufefull,  and  profitable  lift?.  lii  RQm  I5.20. 
/  mas  Mmhitious  faith  S.  Paultopreofh  the  Ge^Jp^tUevejt 
where  it  had  never  heene preached^  this  is  aU  my  am- 
bition to  put  my  felfe  upon  the  hardeA  taskes :  Co  it 
HiOuld  be  your  ambition  to  doe  fomething  for  the 
Church.  When  you  read  the  ftory  of  cW ^/^z,  that 
hee  $iraswighiy  in  tpord  attd  deed\  of  David^  of  the 
ludges^  aid  the  Worthies  of  the  Church,  t  hy 
fbould  bee  fo  many  incentives  to  you,  to  ftirreyou 
up  to  be  doing  in  your  place* 

But  this  is  not  all  that  we  would  commend  to  you 
at  this  time,  to  bee  meti  of  adion^  and  to  obierve 
:^the  opportunities,  but. there  is  another  thing,  and 
.that  is  thiS|  that  likewife  the  feafon  commends  to 
you,  that  is,  to  faft  and  pray:  as  in  husbandry,  (oin 
the  Cburchi)  there  are  cerraime  feafons  of  a<5tions, 
and  thofc  (ea(bas  mufit  not  be  omitted.  Marke  what 
thecourfe  of  the  Scrijpture  was  in  every  calamity^ 
loel  when  there  was  a  ramine  begun,  SanSiijieafaft^ 
put h  the  Lerd^  eslUfiiemme  Affemhly.  when  there 
is  a  plague  comming,  when  there  are  great  enter- 
prifesin  hand,  when  there  is  any  thing  plottii^  for 
tl)e  advancement  of  the  good  of  the  Ohurch,  doe 
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I  you  HOC  thinkc  no^^  that  the  omiffion  of  opporto- 
hirics  arc  (innes  for  you  to  oeg  ted  this  dude?  doe 
you  not  think  the  Lord  will  requii-e  iii  Ir  is  true 
indeed,  it  is  anextraordinarie:  but  doe  nor  cztraor- 
dinaric  times  andocc^Honscill  for  In 

Againe,  is  it  not  evill  in  fuch  extraordinary  cafe 
to  onoit  fuch  an  extraordinary  duty?  A  s  wee  find  in 
Scripture^  when  the  Lord  would  call  for  rafting^ 
and  tbey  did  it  noc  ladeed  to  turne  it  to  jollity  and 
feafting  is  another  thing,  a  (inne  of  a  greater  na- 
ture; but  now  the  very  (landing  ftilland  omittir^ 
of  this  dutie^is  disobedience  to  the  Lord^aodtobe 
guihy  of  the  judgments  that  are  upon  a  people;  I 
Oiy  the  (landing  dill  and  not  haftening  to  the  gap: 
I  What  (hall  wee  fay  then  of  thofe  that  rcfiftrthis 
courfr,  and  thruft  men  out  of  the  gap?  Confider 
it  therefore  ferioufJy,  this  isa  fpeciall  dutie  requi- 
red, thefeafon  lookes  for  it  what  we  (hould  humble 
01)1  felves before  God. 

Againe,  there  is  one  thing  more  that  wee  will 
fpif^ake  of,  but  in  a  word j  that  is,  that  every  Man 
for  his  ownc  particular  renew  his  fpeciall  Cove- 
nant with  God  concerning  the  amendment  of  his 
life  in  particular;  for  I  findthatin  ail  times  when 
the  Lord  had  (Iretched  forth  his  hand  againft  a 
Churdi  and  Nation,  that  this  hath  been  required, 
that  they  (hould  come  and  enter  into  a  Covenant 
with  God.  You  fliall  find  that  A  fa  d^d  it,  Chron.\6. ! 
that  NehemUh  did  it,  that  it  was(jonein  lerem/affs 
rime,  when  they  had  warres  in  hand:  Wee  hive 
many  examples  of  it  in  Scripture,  cvere  Man 
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did  it;  and  bccaufe  every  man  could  not  come  to 
doc  it  perfonally,  the  head  did  it  for  the  reft.  I  fiy 
the  Lord  lookes  for  this  from  every  man  in  private,, 
that  he  fliould  doe  this  in  a  particular  manners 
to  confidcr  what  I  have  done  amide  in  my  life^ 
What  have  I  done  to  provokethc  Lord?  What  fins 
of commiflion^  and  whatofomiflGon?  Have  Ibeene' ^1^^^^,^^ 
cold  and  luke- warmt  f  Have  I  beene  too  much  con- !  Gods  chii- 
formahlc  to  ilie  time8.<^  For  this  is  it  that  brings  7>'5"  H^ 
judgment  upon  a  peoplej  the  Saints  when  they  arc 
not  zealous;  when  ihey  fall  from  their frfi love ^ 
may  heipe  forward  a  judgment  as  well  as  grolle 
finners,  yeaandmore  too.  Let  every  man  therefore 
ftirreup  himfelfe  to  doe  hhdutie.  In  a  word,  wee 
fhould  drive  and  contend  for  the  advancing  of 
Chrifts  Kingdome,  for  the  furtherance  of  the  Gof- 
pel)^  for  the  good  of  mankind,  for  the  fiouriniing 
of  the  Church,  wherein  ourowne  good  confiftethj 
and  we  fliould  doc  it  earneftly,  wee  fhould  contend 
for  it,  contend  with  God  in  prayer,  contend  with 
our  Superiours  by  intreaty,  with  our  adverfaries 
Jby  refiflance,  with  cold  and  lukewarme  men  by 
ftirring  them  up,  by  provoking  one  another  to  good 
n^orkes.  Thefc  are  the  workes  that  wee  exhort  you 
to^  and  thus  you  fliall  be  affured  you  have 
Faitk  thAt  workes  ty  love.  Learnc 
this,  to  joyne  thefc 
together. 
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
